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1 693. 

AN DERSON, John,— -was, on the 24th of February 
1693, appointed captain of the Hawke firefliip* 
one of the vefFels fe'nt in that year, under the commana 
of fir Francis Wheeler, to the Weft Indies. He wa(s very 
foon afterwards removed into the Quaker Ketch. Having 
never, during the reign of. king William, attained any 
higher command than that of a fmall frigate, in which he had 
no opportunity of diflinguifhinghimfelf, it is by no means 
wonderful that there is not any mention made of hint 
till after the acceflion of queen Anne, when we find hini 
captain of the Referve, a fourth rate, loft off Yarmouth, 
in the Great Storm, November the 27th, 1703, Captain 
Anderfon and h«ar fifty of her peoplej the poor remains 
of two hundred and twenty, were happily faved. We 
hear nothing more of this gentleman till we find him, in 
1706, commanding the Briftol, a fourth rate, emjploy- 
ea on the Jamaica ftation under iir William Whet- 
flone, with whom captain Anderfon went out in the pre- 
ceding year. 

Information being received, from the commander of 
the Montague, of fixty guhs, th^ he had juft before met 
at fea two French (hlpi of war, oM mounting forty-cight 
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the Other thirty-fix guns, and had very fpiritedly rcfolvcd t« 
encounter theni; but that both unhappily efcaped, as well 
from the want of condu6l as of prope/ di Tciplipe ip his officers 
and men : it was refolved, by fir William, to endeavour 
at repairing this misfortune, by.'lpnding the Bridol and 
Folkftone, two fourth rat^',*iii^ueft of the above-men^, 
tioned enemy*. TheJEiigiifh fhips very foon overtook 
thofe they were in pu^foit'bf, And with them a number 
of merchant- (hips VndeV their convoy. Thpfe captain 
Anderfoa isfaidrjo have been much more pager to fecure,. 
than he wa§-JfKofe'%vho efcorted them : five or fix qf the 
former vj?^pq*Uten, while the (hips of war, which wefc 
the pi;ind:ip?ir pbjeft of his purfuit, efcaped. On his re- 
turn tVjamaica he was immediately put under an arrefl 
by»{k •William, and foqn afterwards tried by a court- 
*Warfial for this mifconduft. He was fentenced to be 
difmiffed from hiscomqjand, and. is faid, by fome, to hayc 
Jjcen declared incapable of farther fervice. 

This fentence was, however, not rigidly carried into 
execution, for, on the 1 2th of April 1707, he had half- 
pay granted him, as a fuperannuated captain of a fourt];i 
tate. This penfion he enjoyed till his death, which hap- 
pened on the 15th of April 1724. 

ATHY, Richard, — was appointed commander of the 
Canterbury, by fome called a floop of war, but moft pro- 
bably a ftore-ftiip, on the 31ft of May 1693. He was 
promoted to this command by fir Francis Wheeler, hav- 
ing gone out under that admiral to the Weft Indies as 
fecond lieutenant of the Advice, of forty-two guns, be- 
longing to his fquadron. Returning froin this ftation in 
the enluing autugxn, he was, not long after his arrival in 
England, prommed to the command of the Mermaid 
frigate. We find this vcficl to hare been employed as a 
cruifer during the whole of the year 1695. Thefe par- 
ticulars, fcanty as they are, are all -vYe have been able to 
collcft relative to this gentleman, except that he was un- 
happily killed, fome little time after this, in a duel, fought

ATKINS, James, — was made firft lieutenant of the 
Reftoration, of fcverity guns^ in the year 1692. On the 
lith of Deciember 1693) he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Greyhotitid. In this veifel he continued till 
the month of May or June 1695^ when he waS removed 
into the Katherine ftorefhip. He afterwards returned 
back to his old fliip'the Greyhound, which he commanded 
during the year 1696* Nothing farther relative to him 
has come to our knowledge, nor have We even been able 
to difcover the time of his death* 

AUDLEY, Robert,-*^ was appointed lieutenant of the 
Grechwich, by lord Dartmouth, on the 30th of OSober 
1688. On the 29th bf November following he was re- 
moved to the fame itation on board the Tyger, by com- 
miffion^ granted alfo by lord Dartmouth. We find nothing 
more of him till he was promoted^ on the nth of No- 
vember 1693, to be made commander of the Lightening 
iirefhipi Thefe are the only particulars concerning him 
known to us, ekcept that he unhappily fell in a duel on 
the 28th of February 1696. 

BLAKE^ Thomas, — the fon df captain John Blake, an 
old commander in the firft Dutch war, was appointed 
captain Of the Canterbury ftore(hip on the 14th of De- 
cember 1693. It is a very fingular circumftance, and 
highly deferving remark, that we have every reafon to 
believe this gentletnah continued in the fame veifel dur- 
ing his life, a period of ten years. He was unhappily 
loft in this fhip, at Briftol^ during that tremendous hurri- 
cane generally known by the name of the Great Storm^ 
on the 27th of November 1703* He was much efteemed 
by fir Richard Haddock ; and it is certainly no ilender 
proof of a man's real worth, to have been countenanced 
by fo good an officer, and fo intelligent a man. Sir 
Richard, in a letter to his fon Richard, then a captain in 
the navy, laments the unhappy fate of this gentleman in 
the following familiar, artleis, and fimply pathetic man- 
ner — ** Poor Tcm Blake was drowned, at Briftol, in the 
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Gsnterbury llorefhip. A more fincere, and, perhaps, more 
juft eulAgium than the mod elegant and well-turned paju- 
gyric from ihe pen of the hiflorian. 

BREHOLT, George, — was, on the 22d of May 
1693, appointed commander of the Grenada bomb-ketch. 
On the 25lh of September following he was promoted to 
the Pearl, a frigate of thirty giins ; from the latter of 
which dates only, he took rank as a captain in the navy. 
We have no other intelligence relative to him till the 
month of Match 1703-4; at which time he commanded 
the Charlotte yacht, which veflcl was then employed on 
the Dublin ftation, and it appears for the exprefs purpofe 
of aiiending the lord lieutenant. We fuppofe captain 
Breholt to have continued in the fame command as long 
as he remained in fervice, as we do not find any farther 
mention made of him, except that he is faid, in rear- 
admiral Hardy's lirt of the navy, to have died on the 24lh 
of June 1741, in Green wich-hofpital. Admitting this 
intelligence to be true, we have to obfcrve by the way that 
he was not there with the rank of captain. 

BUTLER, Thomas, — ferved in the beginning of the 
year 1693 as fecond lieutenant o( the London, lir John 
Aihby's flag (hip. From this ftalJoji he was promoted, 
on the ijd of Oilober in the fame year, to the command 
o^the St. Juiian Piize. In 1696 he was captain of the 
Dunkirk, of fixty gut«, one of the (hips belonging to the 
main fleet; and continued in commiflton, as commander 
of a two-dcclced fhip, during the peace, which took place 
not long afterwards. On the acceffion of queen Anne he 
ivas appointed to the Worcefter, This ftiip, which was 
a third rate, was, as we -'lelieve, wholly employed as a 
cniifer, in the Channel, and round the Britifli coaft. In 
this occupation captain Butler appears to have been par* 
ticularly diligent, ailive, and fortunate •, having captured 
fcveral

If not To tompkwly fuccefsFul ai he himrrir tould hsvt wjftied, no 
perfoii can deny, but that cvcty ihinj; was tiTeticd wbtch ihe feveral 
airCJjinlUncei atieoding it vuuld p.ctmiti 
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feveral very valuable prizes, and fome privateers of cou- 
liderable force, which had done much previous mifchicf 
to the Britiih commerce •. About the year 1706, he was 
again appointed ip command his old (hip the Dunkirk, 
and Tent to the Mediterranean not long afterwards. Whiic 
employed on this (lation he had, in 17Q8, a fignal oppor- 
tunity of djftinguifhing himfelf, which he appears to have 
■very eagerly embraced. 

Being detached, by fir Edward Wlliliker, to batter fort 
Fornellc, on the ifland of Minorca, in company with 
captain Fairborne, who at that time commanded the Cen- 
turion, he behaved, as well as his brave aiTociate, with 
fo much fpirit and gallantry, that the fort was, after a very 
obilinate reiiftance, compelled to furrender. A footing 
was by this fuccefs firft eftabliftied on the ifland, and the 
landing of the troops and fafe anchorage of the tranfports 
fecured, circumttances which led to the compleie reduc- 
tion of the whole country immediately afterwards. He 
continued to command the fame fliip till the year 171 1, 
when he was appointed to fail, under the command of fir 
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gwnlhip, and her majcily'i fhipiihc Dunwlchaad Maidflane, loCape 

Cartwrigbt, and got Jigh't of ihem. The Miiditune, being ioremofi, 

chafed iwi'iity-one nillof them into Cherboutg, with iwo fmall fbips 

of war, ihcir convoyi, one of twctitv and ihe other of iweoly-fwo 

Captain Butlec then made a ugnal to the Dunwich 10 (land 1 
ibe rauthward of Grandance biy, while ih<.- commodore himfelE 
flood in 10 [he north end of it, and chafed ihe French commodore, a 
llilp of iwcnty.iwo gum, and anuiher frigate of fourleen, with eight 
tnU of mcrchaDt-men, which were all dcfliuyed, the commodore and 
IWO more being burnt, and i he reft funk. Some Gucm fey privateers, 
who were with commodore Butler, carried off two priici, A privateer 
oEcigbiBunt, WM taken aftcrwaids by ihcMaidltone. between Mooe- 
villc and Cherbourg. Commodore Butler Toon after took a rmall 
ke[ch ; and, wiib her Tnajefty'i Diipi above-named, came id anchor 
before ihii place, and Taw ihc twcnty-iKree' lair before -mentioned 
luuted in clofe under the canie."

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Hovenden Walker, Bn the expedition againR Q^iehec and 
the province of Canada. During ihe palfage of the fqua- 
(iron to Bollon, iinhiekily for captain Butler, it fell in 
with a fmail (hip, to which he iniiiiedialely gave chace; 
and, afler having ran out of fight of his companions, 
captured ; but did not again rejoin the fleet till its arrival 
at Nantalket, This CondniEt was, however, a moll fla- 
grant violation of his admiral's orders, by which he was 
tnjoined ntver lOl^lue without a (ignal, and in no caf«: 
whatever to hazard loling fight of the fleet. This breach 
of rfuty was rendered the more reprehenftble, by captain 
Butler being one of the commanders appointed, by the flag, 
to repeat all fignals, for the purpofe of keeping the iranC- 
ports belter together. 

Sir Hovenden Walker, immcdiaiely on his arrival at 
Bofton, cotivened a coLirt-martial, by which captain Butler 
being found guilty of having " afnufed himfelf in taking 
the fcid fniall vellel, and preferving her for his private in-' 
terert, contrary to the common good of the expedition, 
and in direifl oppolition to all order and naval regulations;" 
\vas cor.fequently fentenced to be difcharged, and dif- 
milTed from his command. He never appears to have 
been reinftated in the fervicej and as we find oiirfelves 
totally incapable of defending, or even palliating fo violent 
a breach of difcipline, we tan only lament that an old 
officer, who had on every former occafion acquitted him- 
felf fo hononrably to his own reputation, and fticcefsfulty 
to ihe fcrvicc of his country, fliniild be fo far forgetful of 
both, as to lofe, as it were in an inllant, ihe julUy earned 
honours attendant on a faithful fervioe of fo many years 
continuance. He furvived this event many years, not 
dying till the a+th of July 1727. 

CARTER, Wilham,— was appointed, by fir Francis 
Wheeler, to be commander of the Owners Love lireihip, 
on September 18, 1693*. Wc know nothing farther

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of this gentleman ihan what will be found in the no_te in- 
ferted beneath, antl tiat he commanded the Blaft bumb- 
ketch in the year 1595. After the acccflion of queen 
Anne he was promoied to ihe Newcaftle, a fourth rate. 
He unhappily pcrilhed in the Great Storm on the ayth of 
November 1703, thisfhip being bit at Spithead, and with 
her the ^reateft part of her crew. 

CLEMENTS, Joan, — was the fon of the captain John 
Clemejits of whom we have given a Ihort account, vol. i> 
p. 279. We are hajpy in being able to feize this oppor- 
tunity of correfling an error, or rather fupplying an 
omiflion made in it. The death of captain Clements the 
elder is there fald to Ve unknown as to the time when it 
happened, as alfo that no piirtjculars of his life could be 
collected later than tie year 1698; by fubfcquent infor- 
mation wc are now aialiled lo fupply this defiL-iency— he 
was appointed lieuicmni-governor ot'Greenvi'ich-hofpital 
in the year 1704, an! died during the following year io 
this honourable Itatioi. 

John Clements, Hs fon, ferved, in the year 1693, as 
firll lieutenant of th( Britannia, the fliip which bore the 
flag of the joint conmandcrs-in- chief. He was on the 
13th of July, in the iove year, promoted to the command 
of the Portfmouth f igatc, which was afterwards wholl;f 
flationcd as a cruiferin the Channel. He was employed 
in this fpecies of fewice, and in the fame velTel, till the 
month of July 169* when, being at that time in com- 
pany with the Canttrbury, he fell in with a large French 
Ihip mounting thirty-!ix guns, bound from St. Maloe's to 
Marfeillcs, with a \aiuable cargo, confilting principally 
of fugar. The em my endeavoured toefcapL-; and the 
better to effeift it, iired their flern-chace guns, without 
intcrmiflion, at the purfucrs. The Portfmouth, being 
the headmoA, had very nearly got up with lh«m, 
when, as it were asa lalt effort, they fired alt their after- 
rnoft guns that bor, accompanied by a volley of fmall 
fllOli one of which unhappily took place and occalioned 
theinflant death of captain Clements, he being the only

CROW, Leonardj^he brother of captain Jofiah Crow 
«f whom wc have already given ftimc account*, was ap- 
pointed comniander of the Machine firefhip on the mh 
of January 1693- This vefTel was one of ihofc belong- 
ing, during the enfuing fummer, tj the main fleet. No 
farther mention is made of him tii) after the accefljon of 
queen Anne; and it is, from many circumftances, t(f 
be concluded, he never attained the command of any (hip 
of confequence till that lime; howiver, in 1702, he wa* 
promoted to the ShreivJbiiry, of tighty gnns. In the 
month of July following he was oie ol the members of 
the court-mania! alfembled for thepurpofe of trying fir 
John Miinden, and in a fhort limt afterwards accompa- 
nied fir CloudcHey Shovel, who wai fcnt out with 3 rein- 
forcement to the fleet under fir Gcoige Rooke, which had, 
jud before the arrival of this additjtnal iirength, attacked 
and taken Vigo. 

In 1703 he attended his formff commander on the 
expedition to the Mediterranean, mdcriaken, as it was 
fflid, for the relief of the Cevenos, Jn the following 
year, (Hll remaining in the fame flip, he very confpicu- 
<Miily diltingniihed himfclf at the baile off Malaga. Sir 
George having laktn notice, inhis ourna! of the aflion, 
that, " owing to feveral fliips of tie different diviOons 
being obliged to quit ibe line for wait of Iliot, the weight 
of the afiion fell on his own fhip, he Royal Kalherine, 
the St. G«orge, the Shrewfbury, am Eagle. Indeed, the 
lofs of men t fnfiained by thofe Jhps, in ihis great en- 
counter, fully proves the truth of Ir George's aflertion, 
After the return of the fleet into pot, explain Crow was 
removed imo ihe Portland, and fen to the Wefl: Indies, 
where he dieri on the 9th of Seplemier 1705. 

Some people have aiTert^ he waidifmiffcd ihe fcrvic» 
in the year 1702, he then cptjimaniingihe Darttnoulh. 
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+ I'ht S^rewfburji M her iliirij [iewen^i Ji^d l)Wi(V»i% lo^thtr

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This opinion is ftrengthened by a miniile inferted againft 
his name in rear-admiral Hardy's lift of naval officers. 
The fame error has been continued through feveral MS. 
papers and lifts of the fame defcription ; tu what accident 
this miftake has been owing we cannot pretend to decide. 
It is fiiiTicient for us to point out that it is one. 

DAWES, Philip*, — was, in 1692, appointed lieute- 
nant of the Falcon, of thirty-fix guns, one of the fquadron 
fent, under the command of fir Francis Wheeler, to the 
Weft Indies; and.onthefirft of July 1693, was appointed 
to command the fame velTel as fuccelTor to his captain, 
Nathaniel Brown, who died a few days before : but we 
have fome, although not pofitive, reafon to believe his* 
rank, as a captain, was not confirmed tiil the 13th of Sep- 
tember 1695. In the early part of this year he com- 
manded the Machine firefliip, and was, not Inns aftcr- 
■\rards, promoted to the command of a (hip of the Uofr 
whofe name or ftalion we are not acquainted with : it was, 
however, put out of commiffion at the enfuing peace : and 
no farther mention is made of this gentlema'n, but that he 
was diftnii&d the fcrvicc, at Jamaica, by the fenlcncc of 
a court- martial, held there on the 27lh of June 1710. 
His particular offence dues not appear : all that is tranf- 
inilted to us is, thai he had been guilty of fome mifde- 
nieanours and irregularities. At the time of his difcharge 
he commanded the Crown. 

DESBOROUGH, Charles,— having, in 1693, been 
appointed firft lieutenant of the Dover, at that time com- 
tnandod by captain Crofs, behaved with much fpirit in 
an ai^ion with a French privateer, taken by tbai Ihip off 
Cape Clear in the month of June. He was, as a very 
proper reward for thai conduiif, appoinied, on the 7th o( 
July, commander of the (hip he had been fo inilrumenlal 
10 the capture of. It is moft probable he never either

attained the command of any powerful fliipj or was ever' 
employed in any ferviee. where he had an opporiunliy of 
diftingiiiihing himfclf, his name never occurring afterihis 
time, even in any line of battle where the names of the 
feveral commanders are given. No farther mention is 
made of him, except that he commanded the Fubbs yacht, 
at the time of his deaih, on the 8ih of March 1722. 

DOVE, Francis, — was, on the 7ih of January 1693, 
made captain of the Pearl price, a fmall frigate of eigh- 
teen guns, ftationcd, during ihe enfiiing fummer, to pro- 
te£l the fifliery off Yarmouth. How long he continued 
in this veifel is not known, but before the conciufion of 
the war fie was advanced to the command of a Ihip of the 
line. Being put out of commitiion after the peace/ 
which was concluded at Ryfwic, \1c had no othw 
appointment till the year 1699, when he was made captain 
of the Carliile. This ibip was unfortunately blown up 
in the Downs, by fome unknown accident, on the igih 
of Sepiember 1700* all the crevr then on board unhappily 
pcriiliing; but captain Dove himfelf efcapedlhis fatal iirokc 
being on ihore at the time. He vvas, not long after the 
acccliion of queen Anne, made captain of the NafTau, of 
fevenly guns, one of the fliips fent to Vigo with fir Ciou- 
riefley Shovel, whom he aifo accompanied in the following 
year to the Mediterranean, on his expedition to the relief 
oftheCevenois, 

In 1704 he flill continued cominander of the NafTauy 
and was engaged, under i^r George Rooke, both in the 
attack of Gibraltar and the engagement with the French 
fleet off Malaga. In the latter encounter he was one of 
the commanders compelled to quit the line merely for want 
of Qiot to continue the a£lion. This being an often- 
fible breach of duty, a court-martial was ordered to be 
convened for the irijl of captain Dove, ai^ fuch othef 
brave men as were unfortunately in the fame predicament 
.with him. The enquiry ended, as in the eondutl of a gallant 
man il always muft, much lo his honoiir. Fully, and in the 
ftrifleft fenfe of iht word, acquitted of every part of th« 
charge, which appears to have been preferred only for 
form fake, and for ihe better (jrefervallon of the rules and 
difcipline of the navy, he continued in that ferviee, 
from which he could never be faid lo have been fufpended, 

and 
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^nd was principally, if not wholly employed on the Me- 
diterranean fiation. We iinU frequent mention of his 
iiame as beipg in that part of the world, although, fropi 
vthe general poverty of events which attended the naval ope* 
rations in that part of the world after the memorable en- 
gagement juft mentioned, we have nothing to relate but the 
bare circumdance of his having beep thus occupied. 

Retiring from the line of aSJve fervice, he was, ia 
1 7 16, appointed copmiflioner of the navy, refldent at 
Plymouth, an office he continued to enjoy till his death, 
lyhich happened on the 12th Febryary 17?6. 

jFOGG, Chriftopher,^ — was, op the 24th of January 
1693, appointed to command the Mariana Pri;te, a veflel 
employed only to attend the mufter-mgfter of the fleet. 
Captain Fogg is, indeed, faid to have taken rank, as a 
naval commander, from the 8th of September 1692; but 
if fo, wc have been tptally unable to find out what particular 
ihip h^ commanded. We hear nothing of him after this 
time tjU the year 1695, wt^ep we fipd hitp captain of the 
Oxford, and employed in convoying the trade bound froni 
Newfoundland to Spain. He was, almoft immediately 
afterwards, prpmoted to the Northumberland, of feventy 
guns, one of the fhips belonging to the main fleet. After 
the pekce s^% Ryfwic he was, for d^ confiderable tinie, out 
of commjilion : but on its being deemed neceifary, in 
1 701, to fend a ftout fquadron to the Weft ladies, under 
the comitiahd of vice-admiral Bepbow, captaip Fogg waf 
appointed to commapd the Bredah, on board which (hip 
the commander»in>chief hoift.d his flag. The feveral 
previous events which led to, and took place during thp 
engagement with the French chef d'efcadre, Du Caife, 
having been already given at length in the life of ^Ir. 
Benbqw f , it 4s needlefs to enter a fecond time into any 
Retail even of fuch part of tl e encounter as Mr. Fogg was 
more materially conne(3ed with. 

On reviewing that account it w\l\ appear very evident 
that the captain behaved with the utmoft coolnefs and true 
jTpirit during that long encounter, which was rendered 
parti^ly defperate by the infamous defertion of thofe 
commanders whofe adherence, in any degree to their duty, 
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would hav* rendered viflory certain and decifive. The 
explain did not, however, wholly cfcape cenfiire, al- 
though he appears to have been little deftrvirtg of it, ex- 
cqjt on the ground that K9 csiiji^et alien whatevir night ta 
inpuenei the mind of a psjvale eimWanier, even for a fingU 
moment^ li ft'erve frsm tkalflrlii line of duly which ahne can 
render him refpeSahle, hulh in the eyes ifhisfelkw-eiunlrymtn 
and nil the rrfl ef the vjorld. From the conduct of many 
df the commanders engaged in that bufinefa littJe co-ope- 
ration of any kind, except in flight, could be expeSed 
from them. They were hardy enough to deliver their 
fentiAients openly againft continuing the engagement, in 
fomelking like a council of war, called by the admiral on 
the occafion : and ihofe who continued true to their tnift, 
*f which number captain Fogg was one, were fearful left 
ftiouid ihey not appear to coincide with the dehnquenta 
in opinion, thefe might not be content with afling 
timidly only, bui, converting their cowardice into treafon, 
decidedly join that enemy whom they hitherto had only 
hefilaled to oppofc. 

It was, however, thought necelTary, by vice-admiral 
Benbow, who, while he extremely loved and valued his 
Captain, was alfo highly jealous of his country's honour, 
that his condufl in foriitally figning a paper in which he 
declared againft a continuance of the encounter, flioulcl 
undergo the enquiry and legal invelligation of a court- 
martial. The admiral himfelf bore the moft honourable 
t^imony to his great courage and gallantry ; and the 
plea, as above ftated, ufed by him in juftificaiion of this 
illedged breach of duty, were together held To exculpatory 
that, although he was fentenced to be fufpended from the 
fervice, it was, as a kind of palliative to this dectfion, 
ttdded, that fuch fufpenfion ihould not take place till 

E'tice George, then lord high admiral, flioutd have made 
Qwn his pleafure as to its being carried into execution. 
Wft have every reafon to believe this punifliment which, 
Hihhough among the (lighteft in the whole code, mull be 
a grievous moriiffCaiion to a brave and honourable man, 
was wholly remitted. No farther mention is made of 
captain Fogg, except that he died commander of the 
Rupert on the 24th of November 1708. 

HAMILTON, 
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HAMILTON, Lord Archibald,— was I 

youngeft fdi\ ai William and Anne, duke afid dudiefs of 
Hamilion. Having eniered very early in life into iVe 
F3py, and palfed through thufe ncceftary futiOriCiiate Ita- 
lians which it is ncceflary all Inen, howfcVtri high their 
rank, (hmild progrefljvely fill bclure Ihcy attain a com- 
mand, lie was, in the beginning orrlie year 1693, a,ppbinTeil 
firil iieoteniilt of the Duke, i.ht rfiip on hoard \vhich 
rear-admiral Mitchell had huillcd li!s Rag. He was froiii 
(hence promoted, on the 1 7lh 'of Scpiember ibllowing, to 
be commander of the Sheernefs. In this vefttil Tie jiad 
linle or no oppommiTy of diftingtiUliing Miiifclf; but ia 
the latter end of the following year, being proinotijd to 
the Litchfield, as no man met with greater opportunilies 
of diftinguifliing htmfelf in the petite guerre, fo did no 
ant (fvcr exenTiimfelf more 10 iitiprovc ihem. He was 
Mot, howler, exempt from encountering thofe occaficmal 
Prakts 6f misfortune which have chcijuered the lives of 
the brai,-cft, and moft fucccfsful commanders. The moll 
tnsterial of thefe befel him in llie nlonlti of Angull 
1695, he having, at different tiirte* bsiWeeh the lytli 
and 2lft, chaced four large privateers^ all of whkh, 
through the intervention of fome unfurcfeen ahd irreme- 
diable accident, cfcaped him*. 

In the month of January following, fotiuht made him 
fame amends, he having captured a very large privateer 
belonging to St. Maloe's, called the Tygcr, mourning 
twenty-four guns, and feVeral othef priies of inferior 
ftotc. In the month of April, being ordered to 
cniife flffthe coaft of France, he fell in with a fleet rtf - 
fixty merchant fhips off Cherbourg. He caplured five of 
them, and drove fevera! others on filore. We find no- 
thing material relative to him between this time and the 
peace at Ryfwic; after which, his (hip being put out of 
comtnifliDn, he does not appear to have been appointed to 
any other till after the acceflion of queen Anne, when ho 
Was made capt^nof theBoyne, of eighty guns, oneofiha 
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• dnt ftjr the wind fiiddcnly thneniag to i «lm, another by alter, 
tdg to CtfHtfe in (he nigta chiriitg a thick fijOall, » third by an kcci* 
denial chmge of the wind, and a ftjntth by ttte Lltchftclifs loling her 
sistin-top-mall when Die biul awiy got alongfide oT tht cnctny. 
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Ihips fent, under fir George Rookc, on the expedition 
agaiiift Cadiz. Nothing material occurs during the 
time he held this command. 

On the return of the fleet to England he was removed 
into the Eagle, of feveniy guns, and accompanied fir C 
bhovel to the Mediterranean in the following year, where, 
of the little that was done by that fleet, his lordihip was 
among thofc who held the mott confpicuous fiiare*. In 
the year 1704, failing again for the Mediierrancan 
under fir George Rooket, he bore a very diftinguilhcd 
part both in the affault of Gibraltar, and the memorable 
battle off Malaga. His great expenditure of /hot on the 
former occafionj compelled him to quit ihe line towards 
the end of the latter adtion, merely for want of the means 
of any longer annoying the enemy. Sir George Rookc, 
in his private journal i, mentions the E>gle as one of the 
fllips which fullained the hcavicfl pari of the action till two 
liours before night, when it was obliged to be towed off. 
In ihisdefperateconflift iheEagle had fixly-five men killed 
and wounded. But though fir George was, as we have 
already noticed, very ready to pay every pofllble private 
tribute to his lordlhip's gallantry, agd he alfo was per- 
fectly well convinced of the necellity of the meafurc, the 
rule of the fcrvice rendered it indifpenfibly neceffary ihat 
his condudl, as well as that of the reft of the commanders 
who were, we can harrfly fay unhappily, in the fame pre-,, 
dicamcnt, fhould undergo the regular invedigation of 4 
court-martial. It is almoll iieedlefs to add, they were 
moft honourably acquitted. Lord Archibald cotitinued ii^ 
conftant fervice ; but owing to the poverty of events whicli ' 
followed throi/gh the war, after the defeat of the coun^ - 
De Thouloufc, without having it ever in his power tOi 
diftinguifli himfclf in the manner his former conduft gave

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ihe world every reafon to be certain he would, When the 
tpportimiiy was not wanting. 

The only circdmftancc vrorth relating is, that in the 
year 1 707 lie was left commander-in-chief at Spilhead and 
Porifirioiith, by fir John Leake, who had (Iruckhis flag for 
a fliort time. In Aug- 8, 1710, he retired aUoge- 
ther from the naval fervice, being appointed governor of 
Jamaica. Returning in I714 to England, he appeared 
no more in public life till the jear 1729, when he was 
appointed one of thp coqimiiTi oners for executing the 
office of loid high admiral. Tliis he continued to hold 
till the i3th of March 1738; after which time he had no 
appointmtnt of any kind till the 25th of March 1746, 
when he was made governor of Greeiiwich-hofpital, as 
lljcceffor to lh^ unfonimate fir John Balchen. In this 
Very honourable fUtion he died; on the 5th of April 
*754- 

He married laily Jane Hamilton, daughter of James, 
Carlof Abercom. £y her he had three fons, two of whom 
furvived him ; and 3 daughter, narned Elizabeth, married 
to Fraficis, lord Broolcc,- afterwards earl of Warwick. 

HARDY, Sir Thomas,'i^->was a native of the iftand of 
Guemfey. His firll entrance into the naty was under 
the patronage of admiral Cdurchill, to whom he is faid to 
ha^■e been clerk, and who afterwards procured him to be 
ap{>binted d lieutenant; We can find no other particu- 
lars relative to thiSgentleman prior to his being promoted, 
on the 6th of January l693yto becommander of the Charles 
lirefliip. He did not long remain captain of this velTel, 
being, in thfe month of May following, removed into the 
Swallow Priie, a fmall frigate of eighteen gnns, llalioned, 
to protefl the (fade of Guernfey from the depredations of 
ihe French privateers. 

The early part of this gentleman's life is fingularly 
barren of incident. We find not the fmalleft mention 
tnade of him, notwithftaiidihg we are well pterfiiaded h« 
attained lo the command of a Ihip of the line very foon after 
his entrance into the rervlce,and never appears to have been 
tneraploycd. lliq only occupation we have any ceitain 
jjtoof of his being engaged in, during the reign of king Wil- 
liam, is, that when captain of the Pendennis, of forty-eight

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guns, in the month of Oflober 1696, he was em- 
ployed to convoy the mail Ihips from Norway. Sooa 
after the acceffion of queen Anne we find him captain cf' 
the Pembroke, of fixty guns. After the failure of tha 
expedition againll Cadiz, whilher he had accompanied 
fir George Rooke, he happily became among the firfl: 
caufes ot that very important conqueft*iniraediatcly' 
after-

What documents Mr. Leake might be in poflellion of, that cuuld in-- 
iucebim'o treat the charafleroffirThomas fa harlhlywc know not, but 
veihinkitabatcaflof jufticeiohismeniorytoobfervc, thchighefiopi- ■ 
nionwatunivcrriillycQterlaincJcirhiscoiidufloiilIiiiDCcalion, and the 
•ppUufc beflowed on him wai not eicceded by thofe public honouri, 
tnuniiicently and molV defervedly bdlowed on fuch commanders, as 
■flervfards had the greatell opportunity of acijiiiring Faraciu the enters 
frife iifeir. 

Other hifloriant have botne llie moft honourable rcHimony to hi* 
«ierit,which,injuflitxlo th3t,asiielIasloiheircatidour,wefhallEiveiii 
iheir own words, " He, {captain Hardy) was put upon fo difficult a 
^iece of work, that had he not bten a very experienced fea-officer, and 
eminently zeiloai for her maielJy's fetvice, he had never compaffed it, 
^br not to HKnlion that the fleet had made many various couifes, by 
rafon of the variablenefa of the weather, of which he mull have a 
journal in his head, the head of bis fhip wai loofe which endangered 
liis mafts, his (hip very leaky, and himfelf and all his men were re- 
duced to two bilkets a day ; however, notwlihllanding all ihefe diffi. 
'Culties, and the c'eliing inllances of blimen to bear away for England, 
lie crvifcd till th.. 6th of October, when he found the fleet, and ac- 
quainted Gr George Rooke with his news,"

wg received the honour of knighthood.

feventy-four men killed and wounded. 

During the fucceeding year no particular mention ig 
made of him; but we believe hltn to have returned to the 
Mediterranean, in the Bedford, under the command of 
iir Thomas Dilkes, who was difpatthed, in the month of 
February, with a reinforcement of five ihlps of the line 
for the fqiiadron on that ftation, then under the command 
of fir John Leake. He was removed into the Kent at 
the end of the year, and returned to England with fir C. 
Shovel. In the early part of the year 1706, he was ap- 
pointed to ferve under fir Stafford Fairborne, whom he 
attended in his expedition to the river Charente, and after- 
wards in that more fucccfsfui one againft Oltend*. At. 
the latter end of the year he was appointed to command, 
with the rankof commodore only, a fmall fqu a dron ordered 
to cniife i[> Soundings, as well for the protcflion of trade 
■as in the hopeof inierceptingfomeof the enemy's cruifing 
frigates and privateers, which had for fume time pail done 
confiderable mifchief. He met with but fmall fuccefs 
while employed in this fervice. The mod confcqtienlial, 
and, indeed, only inftance we find related of-it is, liis hav- 
ing, in about ten days after he failed, captured a French 
lelterof marque, mourning twenty guns, which proved 
1101 only a very valuable prize to himfelf, and thofe under 
him, but was of confiderable advantage to the nation, as it 
was a remarkable fall failer, and had done confiderable 
injury to the Briiifli commerce, having taken two prizes 
but a very few days before. 

The relt of the operations of this fquadron were con- 
fined merely to the duties of keeping out as much on his 
ftation as the weather, his ftock of water and provifions 
would permit, and in occafionally convoying to England 
fuch fleets as had put into Ireland, afraid to enter the 
Britifl} Channel without a confiderable efcort. He con- 
tinued uninterniptcdiy occupied in this kind of fervice till 
Hie beginning oi the month of July, when he was ordered 
to efcort, to a certain latitude, and under given rellric- 
lions, the eutward-boond Lilbon fleet. His conduit, in

The 

court having examined him, and taken ibe depofiilons upon oath of 

captain Roffevi of ibc Northumberland ; captain Strickland, of ihe 

Naffku ; captain Walton of the Canlerbury ; Edmond Hook, fi.ft lieu- 

ifnaoiof the Kent; William EITord, mafler of the Kent; George 

Hilt, malicr of ihe NalT^u ; John Parrot, mafter of ihe Canterbury; 

and Stephen Self, firfi mate of ihe Kent, gave the following Tentencei

-with bim to chafe, and then the lignal for captain Kirktown, and ibc 
trade with him, to pnrfue their voyage; and that be with bii fquadron 
contiijued to chafe till near feven in the evening; at \vhich time, 
finding ijiai they did not gain any thing upon ihem, the faid Ihipi be- 
ing then about nine milei diflant from him in the wind's eye, and 
night coaling on, he called a confullation of the captains, where i^

" Afterwards, upon a complainl, lo the houfe of lords, made l>y tfu 
nafterof aCanary Ihip, that fir T. Hardy had refafcd to convoy him 
from Plymouth lo Fotilcnouih, their lordfliipi ordered lir Tlioniu ta_ 
mend tlie houfci which dlietted him to luend the committee. The 
Iiiler loot occalion to examine likewifo the papers relating to hi* 
(rial ; and after ihey had read ihetn on the gih of February 1707-8, 
lir Thomas Hardy, with rwo merchanli and the mafler of toe Canar^r 
Ihip wenr called m before iheir lordfbipi. Sir Thomas having (hewed 
his orden to warrant hii tefural of convoy, he WM ordered lo with- 
draw; and foon after captain Philips, deputy-uDicr of the black nx), 
came out to lir Thomas, and told him thai their lordfhipi found 
he bad fully JulliEi^d himfclf, and done his duly in every relpeft, and 
therefore ihat he was difchaLgcd from any farihet itltendanre upon that 

The editor of (ir John Leakc't life, who certainty is raiher biafled 
^n lir Thomas Hardy's disfavour, ba.i, neverlhclefi, candour enough 
lo make the following remark on tlils occalion. 

" II naturally occurs upon this trial to obferte, how vexartaut and 
Irouhlefoine the merchanlj have frequently been, and may be to ihs 
officers of the navy; for when their ends of gain are not fully an fwered, 
then follow heavy complaints, and, right or wrong, fome perfun muft 
fufier to appeafe ihem. If the admiralty cnufe the ftriQed inquiry, 
^nd it does not fuiiihem, ihen 10 be fure ihey favour iheir own omceti: 
if a couit-qiarlial acquits, they are cenfured as favouring one another i 
laflly, if theyaredirappoiiiiedin what they would hzve, if na per/an can

Campbell, who has given the above cafe almofl verbatim, ai hi* 
jccouni of the foregoing affair concludes very properly. 

" There never was, perhaps, a more juft fentencc than this, or pro. 
nounced npon (uller evidence, and yet fir Thomas Hardv had hiscon- 
dufl can valfed afterwards in every place where it was poljihlu to call it 
ib quedion, which in fpite of all the prejudices thai prevailed at that 
Mtne, turned very much to his advantage, for he not only cfcaped all 
fcnfuTc, bnt coniintiEd to be employed, and tcquireil greater nonoui*

In the fir(i inDance, he gives us in the memoirs alluded^ 
to, two years before this time, an extract from a confi'i 
dentialletter, written by fir '1 homas + to fir John Leakei'> 
ihen M Lifbon, wherein he exprelies himfelf in terms tod- 
a^fUoaatc and familiar to cxill.cxcepi between men moftr| ' 
tmly. and cordially attached to each other. 

Str John had jull before aded as prefident of thecourl-*J I 
niuiial which, in the moil unqualified and honourabtft* I 
tnanner, acquitted fir Thomas of the offence laid to hisf ] 
liargfi : and had the latter not been certain his condui^t,, 
both as a brave commander and an able feaman, hadllood, 
die moft critical tcft; had he not well known that, in the 
ftnitiny alluded to. it was impoflible for the difcernins' \ 
iyeofroable3.mana5nr J. Leake, to difcover the fmallefl' i 
unprojuieiy in his condu^, he never would have been wealc, \ 
caough to foltcit fo high and refponlible a trull under ih». j 
inin, of all others in the world, moft capable of teprefcnt-t 
ihg to ihofe, who are fuppofed to have recommended him- 
V» this occafion, the impropriety of their patronage.

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fatisfied both of the propriety of his condufl on the former 
occaTion, and his ability to undertake the trufl he njaid t* 
have fsiuiled on the prcfent, would, certainl/f in that tair, 
open, and manly f^ile, which ever maTkcd his condufl, 
have remonftrated againfl the injury of obtruiliiig upoa 
him for lb high ftation, fa intimately connefted with his 
own, a perfon of whom he entertained an ill opinion, an4 
who, of courfe, could not be entitled to his confidence. 

As to captain Stephen Martin, to whom, according to 
Mr. Leake, fir Thomas was Injurioufiy preferred, though 
no man poiTeiTed an higher chara£ler, which he always 
maintained i yet, at the time alluded to, he was, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the fervice, a much lefs likely 
perfon lo be appointed to fo high a ftaiioji, in rank ec^ual 
to a rear-admiral, than fir Thomas. The date of the 
latter ^ntleman's firft commiffion, as a captain in the 
navy, we have already given. Captain Martin did not 
attain ihe fame rank till the month of March 1702, up- 
wards of nine years after him; fo that the compliment 
paid to capiain Martin, for fuhmi/ting to ferve under fir 
Thomas, is too far drained, to do that gentleman, whom 
it is intended to honour, any credit. 

The moft probable (late of the cafe is, that fir John 
l^ake, being well acquainted with fir Thomas's fufficient 
abilities to undertake fo high a truft, either a<^ually did 
make choice of him on this occafion, or, at word, moft 
cordially acquiefced in the recomtnendation faid to have 
been exerted in his favour. The event fully ertablllhe* 
the truth of this fiippofition, the moft cordial C"nfidcncB 
appearing to have always fubfifted between them ; a con- 
fidence that could not have ariftn, had their mutual Iriend- 
fliip been cooled, in the fmalleft degree, by the inierven- 
tion of a Conipulfive connexion, or a private preference 
given to any scher perfon as fitter to hold the Hation 
Alluded to. 

Sir Thomas did not ofRcially take upon him the duties 
pf his ftation till the fleet arrived at Lifhon. The ur- 
cumftances which prevented him were fuch as, in our 
opinion, refied on him the highclt honour, nntwithltand- 
ing Mr. Leake exprelfes himfelf of a very different opi- 
nion. Having, as may naturally be fiippofed, much 
private bufinefs to arrange and fettle, previous to hia un- 
dertaking 
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dertaking a diftanl voyage, it was agreed between fir /J I 
Leake and himfclf, that he ftonld join fiim from PlyJ»-] 
mouth. Sir Thomas having conchidcd his private cont'd 
Cerns, was on his way thilher, when he received infurmaf* 1 
lion that (ir Jobn, and ilie tkel, had prcxxeded downW 
Channel the day before. In this dilemma he prndeiitljrtS 
and inftamly determined lo remedy his fornncr delay aS) I 
mucii as pofiible. The Burford was then laying in thsf 
Sound under orders lo join fir John ; and fir Thomas ^ 
going on board failed immediately for Lilbon, to whicM 
port he fuppofed fir John had proceeded. He arrivett 
there fcvcraldays before the admiral, and on thuir jimflion, 
firft found, to his uHcr allonilhment, his former informa- 
tion falfe. 

The fleet having taken on board, at Lilbon, futh ne-* « 
CelTaries as were immedJalely needed, it was rcfolved, im J 
a council of war, to proceed without delay for Vado, i» I 
order to convoy from thence a large body of cavalry de-.^ 
fiined for the fervicc of the enfuing campaign in CatalcM . 
nia. Sirjohn, foon after his arrival, difpatched fir Thomas 
to wait on the confort of the arch-duke Charles, at that' 
time contending for the crown of Spain, to learn her 
pleafure relative lo the embarkation of heifelf and fullc, 
which it was refolved fhoiild be convoyed to Spain by the 
Britifh fleet. He returned from his embafly on the 5th 
of June, with her majefty's refolution lo embark, in len or 
t;welvedays, juft without the city of Genoa, which Die 
determined not lo enter, becaufe the republic had refufed to 
Acknowicge her as queen of Spain. 

Sir Thomas was appointed to receive her majerty; and 
ftr John having, on this occafion, removed his flag from 
the Albemarle toihcCornwall, ordered him to take under 
his command the Albemarle, with four other (hips of the 
}inc, and a yacht for that purpofe. The queen having 
embarked on ihe 21I of July, the admiral re-hoiiled his 
flag on board the Albemarle, and foon afterwards failed 
JF^r J Barcelona, where fir Thomas had the honour of re- 
ceiving a valuable diamond ring as a prcfeni from her 
jnajefly, the then queen of Spain, in telfimony of her high 
efieem and approbation of (lie care, attention, and refpe£l 
he had (hewn her during her (hort voyage. Nothing, 
material occurs relative to fir Thomas during his 
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ctmtinuance in the Mediterran^n with the major part of 
the fleet, ^ith which he returned to England in the month 
cfOftober. 

' We find no mention made of fir Thomas after thU 
lime till the beginning of January lyio-ii, when he was 
promoted to be reat-admiral of the blue. We have nb 
otherway of accounting for this non-employment, whick 
we believe to have been the cafe, but from fir John Leake's . 
Tiaving himfelf been in the fame predicament. Mr. 
Leake's account confirms us in the propriety of this fug- 
^ftion, for he quaintly, and feemingly forgetful of his 
fevere ammadverfion on fir Thomas's former appointment, 
/ays, that *** when that admiral (fir John Leake) was on 
the 26th of January 1710-11, nominated admiral-in-chief 
of her majelty's fleet for the third time, he made chota 
of hist)rotker-in-lavv, captain Step. Martin, to be his firft 
/Captain in the room ofjir Thomas Hardy, who had lately been 
-made rear-adynlral cf the blue,'* 

The firft command fir Thomas was inverted with, after 
lis promotion, was of a fquadron of four fmall fliips of 
the line, and as many frigates, deftined for the blockade 
of Dunkirk. Having hoifted his flag on board the Can^ 
terbury, of fixty guns, he arrived off the above port on the 
21 ft of May, and immediately ordering three of his light 
fliips into Flemifli road, they drove into the harbour two 
privateers of twenty guns each, and a dogger of eight, 
which, with fome difficulty, efFefted their efcape, covered 
by a very heavy fire, which the enemy opened from the 
pier heads, on their purfuers. There were at this time 
ibur (hips of fixty guns each, and two frigates, laying in 
the harbour difmantled, befides a fmall fquadron which 
fir Thomas foon after received information was fitting for 
fea. To intercept this, as- well as a convoy that was 
daily expelled from Bretagne, now became his principal 
obje6ls. Both, however, efcaped his vigilance ; not 
from any vrant of ' atSivity or diligence in himfelf, 
"but from a ftrong foirtherly and fouth-weft wind, which 
obliged him to quit his' ftation and put into Yarmouth 
Toads. Here he was laying on the 8th of Auguft, when 
he received orders to convoy the outward-bound Ruffia 
'fleet to the northward, as fat as the Orkneys, and then 
jreturn with thcitniolVcxpediticfei irftd" the Downs, advice 

being

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« fuperior force they were ready to plead an ignorance df I 
lioilililjes, yet they were at the fame time perfeflly rcadj^ ] 
to aft offenfively agninft thofe whom they thought them^ 
felves able to cope with. 

The peace at Ryfwic taking place immediately after I 
the foregoing event, fir Thomas ftruck his flag and had I 
CO other appointment during the reign of ^ueen Anne. ] 
At the acceflion of George the Firft he Ilill continued | 
rear-admiral of the bhie, and was in fo high an eltima- I 
tion, both for political integrity and profeflional ability, 
ihat, at that dangerous and critical time when none but 
men, Whofeprinci pic sand general conduit were thoroughly 
imderftood, and placed far beyond the reach of fufpicion 
or envious malice, could expeft to be fingled out for a J 
command, this gentleman, who has been fo much afperfed 4 
by Mr. Leake, was invelled with that at Plymouth, in ordef* 
to forward the equipment of a fquadron, leii France, 
or any other foreign power, (liould attempt fome thing in 
favour of the pretender. 

In the year 1715, it was judged neceflary to fend a. 
powerful fleet into the Baltic, under the command of fit , 
John Norris*: fir Thomas was appointed at the fams 
time his fecond in command. The events of this expedi- 
tion were totally uninterefting; but fuch as they wet^ 
they will be found related in tlie life of the commander- 
in-chief. No mention whatever is made of fir Thomas, 
■who is faid, in a variety of MS. minutes relative to the 
tranfaflions of the navy, to have been, in the following 
year, difmiffid she fervke. If the above information is \ 
really true, we profefs ourfelves totally at a lofs to account | 
for this ircatment. His former condufl never appeared ( 
to have defervcd it ; and his continuance in fervice under i 
the new fovereign fufficiently prove him to have been 1 
thought not to have merited it, even by thofe who were moft I 
likely to have examined the former conduft of thofe they 
employed with a fufpicious and wary eye. l>uring iha 
laft expedition in which he appears to have been employed, 
there is not the fmalleft trait of any part of his behaviour 
that could, in any degree, render warrantable fo harfii 
and violent a meafure : neverlhelefs, from the mul- 
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tipliciiy of concurrent leftimonies, we believe it to have 
been adopted. From the fain? kind of information as 
that on which we formed our foregoing opinion, we like- 
wife iearn thM he was afterwards reilored to his rank, 
Md promoled lo be vice-admiral of the red, mod probably 
by the fame capricious party that deprived him on the 
former occarion. He docs not, however, appear to have 
ever been, afier this lime, called into aflive fcrvice, 
but 10 have died, in retirement, in the month of Au- 
gu« 1732. 

We have only to obferve (hortly on the life of this gen- 
tleman, that few'men appear to have feryed mure repu- 
tably, to have waited for promotion with lefs impatience, 
or to have been longer before he received it. 

HILSLEY, Francis, — was, on the 3d of January 
1693, made captain of the Phcenix firelhip. He was 
very foon afterwards removed into the Owner's Love, alfo 
a firefhip ; in which vciTei he died on the 2d of May fol- 
lowing. 

HOCKADAY, William,— from being, in 1693, third 
lieutenant of the Britannia, on board which (hip the joint 
admirals-in-chief, Killegrew, Delaval, and Shovel hoifted 
flieir 6ag, was promoted, on ihe 2oth of September, to be 
commander of the Vulcan fireftiip. No other mention 
is, on any occafton, made of him, except thai we have feen a 
MS. note relative to his death, which is faid to have hap- 
pened on the 23d of October 1 724. 

HORNE.orHERNEjJohn,— from beingad lieutenant 
of the Oxford, a fourth rate, was promoted, on July 21, 
1693, to the command of the Hunter fireiliip. He never 
attained the command of a (hip of the line till fome con- 

Lljderable time after the acceflion of queen Anne, nor is ihe 
fmaUeft mention ever made of him ; a cii'cum fiance, con- 
fidering his rank in the fervice at that time, linle to be 
wondered at. In 1704 we find him captain of the Cen- 
turion, of fifty guns, one of the (hips, under fir G. Rooke, 
at the battle off Malaga, in which he bore a diftinguiflied 
iart, notwithftanding he commanded a ihip little calcu- 
lated, from its inferior fize, to ftand the Ihock of fo rude 
an encounter. His gallantry was immediately afterwards 
rewarded with the command of the Grafton, offeventy 
guns, in the room of fir Andrew Leake, who was killed 
Vol. in. C 
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in the above engagement. Tliis promotion he did not 
long enjoy, dying at Lifbon on the 25th of December 
1705- 
HUNTINGTON, John, — liaving, in 1693^ femi 

as firft lieutenant i>f the St. Michael, of ninety guns, at 
that time commanded by lir John Munden, was, on the. 
1 2lh of December in llie fame year, promoted to be cap- 
tain of the St. Vincent firefhip. We believe he conti- 
nued in this velfe! many years, as we have no proof of 
his having held any Other command ; and we know hitri 
10 have continued, in commiJIion, at leait, till the end of 
the war. Nothing is faid of him after this time, either in 
hiflory or any of thofe documents we have been able to 
procure. 

JULIUS, Wiltiam.'^was, on the loth of June 1693, 
appointed commander of the Chcfter, of forty-two guns, 
at that time in the Weil Indies, under the Comtflahd of 
iir Francis Wheeler. He continued on the fame (latioa 
after the principal part of the fleet had returned to Eng- 
land with the admiral, being left behind, together witli' 
fbme of the fmaller (hips, for the belter protefllon of 
Commercei In the month of April 1694, being crulllng 
off Dominica, he fell in with, and drove on fliore, a large 
French privateer, mounting eighteen guns. The velTelj 
almoft immediately afterwards, took fire, and blew up ;' 
kercrewunhappilyperifhing, exceptavery fmall number, 
which were faved by the Chefler's boats. Ciiptain Julius 
had, in a fliort time after this, the good fortune to take 
feveral valuable prizes, and with this fuccefs returned to 
England about the cloTe of ihe fame year. 

Early in the following fpring, (till remaining irt tfid 
Chefter, he was employed to cruife in the Channel, tiiidef 
the orders of iir Cloudefley Shovel ; but does not appear 
to have met with any opportunity of drftingui filing him-^ 
fc!f worth recounting. In 1696 he was promoted to the 
Colcheftcr, a large fourth rate, and agai n lent to the Wefl 
Indies under the command of the admirals, Neville ancf 
Mees. He vras concerned in all the little land enterptifes, 
under Mr. Mees", which look place, and were ruiher 
numerous, during this expedition. Remaining behind 

■ Sec vol. ii. p. 281, 
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in the Colchefteri after the reft of the fleet returned to 
Cngfand,; he unhappily fell a vidirti, in the following year, 
to. the climate, which had, in the preceding one, been fo 
iremarl^abry tziaX to fuch a ntamber of his cotenfporaries. 
His body Wa^ brought back to England and interred in 
Weftminfter-abbey *. 

KI DWELL, Jqhri^ — Nothing is known to us, rela- 
tive to this gentleman, biit that he was appointed com- 
mandeiroftheJlilianPrize, a fmall frigate, dp the loth of 
June 1693. ^0 mehtibn is made eyen of the tinie of hi^ 
death. 

KIRKTOWN, or KIRKTAINE, Robert,— was, on 
the 23d of November 1693, made comniander of thd 
Roebuck firelhip. He was quickly promoted to fome 
ihip of fuperior confequence : but in which he had no 
opportunity of diftinguilhing himfelf. In 1695 we find 
him captain of the Roebuck, a fourth rate, then employed 
to cruife in foundings. He had confiderable fuccefs in 
this kind of fervice, having captured fome privateers, 
which, notwithftanding they were not formidable in point 
of force, had done much mifchief to the Britifti Com- 
merce. Towards the clofe of the year he was fent to the 
Mediterranean, under commodore Moody, to convoy the 
outward-abound Turkey fleet. He continued in the Me- 
diterranean as a cruifer after his return from this fervice; 
and, in the month of Auguft following, made prize of a 
very valuable (hip, outward-bound, from MarfeiUes to 
Martinico, mounting twenty guns. On his return to 
England, and his original occupation as a cruifer in 
foundings, he had the good fortune, in the month of Sep- 
tember 1697, to capture a French frigate of twenty-four 
guns. The peace at Ryfwic taking place immediately 
after this time, the Rochefterwasput out of commifllion ; 
and he had no other appointment till after the accefllion of 
queen Anne.

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Inimediattly mi itie profpeifl of a rupture wiih France, 
in 1702, captainK.irklown was appoinled to the Plymouth, 
of fixty guns, one of the (hips foon afterwards fent, under 
fir George Rooke, againit Cadiz. Early in the follow- 
ing fpring he was promoted to the Suffolk, a third rate, 
one of iir Cioiijtfley Shovel's fleet in the enfuing fummer, 
en his expedition for the relief of the Cevenois. Con- 
tinuing in the fame velfel during the year 1704, he very 
much fignalifed himfi:lf, under fir George Rooke, both in 
the ailault of Gibraltar, and the battle otF Malaga, which 
prefently fucceededit. In this engag^ement he himfelf, 
xs well as his firlt, recond, and third lieutenants, his 
jnafter and his boatfwaiti, were all feverely wounded. 
This accident compelled him to retire, for a (hori time, 
from the fcrvicc, in order to procure the better re- 
tltabliihtncnt of -his health. Wc hear nothing of him 
after this time till we find him, in 1707, captain of ihc 
Uefiance, one of the fquadron, imdcr fir Thomas Hardy, 
appointed to convoy the outward-bound Lifbon ^cetj a , 
particular account of which fervice has already been given 
in the life of that commander. As no mention is made 
of him after this time, it is mod probable he retired from 
the fervice on a penfion. He died on the gih of July 
1718. 

LAWRENCE, LAWNCE, or LANCE, James,— 
was, on the I2tli of January 1693, appointed commander 
of the Charles tircihip, Afler ihc return of fir G, Rooke 's 
fquadron from the Mediterranean he was promoted to the 
Sheernef:^, a frigate llatiuiied as a cruifer in the Irilh Tea, 
in company witTi the St. Aiban's and Virgin's Prize, com- 
manded by the capuins Gillam and Hales*, whofe me- 
lancholy fate he iieheld hut could not prevent. In the 
beginning of tlie month of January 1693-it, he performed 
3 piece of fervice too memorable and gallant to be palFed 
over in filencc. He fell in with two French privateers, 
one mounting thiriy-two inc other twenty-four gims, off 
the mouih of the riier FCilmarc, in which they had juft 
befute feized twu prizes, one of ihem a very valuable (hip 
from Barbadoes. Captain Lawrence immediately en- 
gaged them boih for five hours, when night came on, and

the enemy, happy in that advantage, crowded all the fail 
they coufd to efcape : this the Sheernefs was not able tQ 
prevent, though flie had fuftained but little damage in the 
light. I'he two prizes, feparated in confequence of this 
encounter from their captors, and were very foon afterwards 
retaken by different inips. Soon after his return into 
port he was promoted to the Refervc, a fourth rate, cm- 
ployed 4dfo as a cruifer, but on a different ftation, froo^ 
Ufiiant to Cape Clear. In the beginning of the month 
of September he took, in company with the Forefight, m 
large privateer belonging to St. Maloe's, mounting twen^- 
eight guns. This was a prize of confiderable confe* 
quence, her force not only being fo great as to render any 
inerchant-ihip (he fell in with an eafv conqueft, but fhe 
was alfo one of the fined failing veflels at that time fitted 
out of France, not having been captured till after a cbace 
of upwards of eighteen hours. 

Captain Lawrence was, not long after this time, re- 
moved into the Experiment, and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he unfortunately died, in the very prime of life, on 
the 15th of September 1695. 

LITTLETON, James, — was the great nephew of 

fir Thomas Littleton, baronet, of whom Boyer makes the 

following honourable mention, which we have thought it 

, proper to infert, as being materially connefted with the life 

of this gentleman ''^. He was, on the 27 th of February

e commanded the Portland, of forty-eight guns, one of 
the {hips employed, under fir Cloudedey Shovel, in the 
Channel fervice. He was removed foon after this into 
the Bonad venture, of fifty guns, in which ftiip he was 
employed to cruife, for the prolciSion of trade, in the 
German Ocean. He met with fome fuccefs, principally 
in capturing the fmall French privateers who infeiled that 
iea. He very foon afterwards returned back to his old 
ihip, the Portland; in which he was fent, in the enfuing 
fummer, to Newfoundland i and from thence failed; to^ 
wards the clofe of the year, with thofe veffels that were de- 
ftined for the Mediterranean. Having efcoried them 10 
their feveral ports in fafely, lie prepared to return to Eng- 
land with fuch fliips as were ready to accompany him- 
In his paflage down towards the Streights he put into 
Algiers, where he was received with the higheft refpcfl. 
After a very fhorl ftay at this port he repaired to Cadiz, 
and from thence 10 England, where he arrived the begin- 
ning of May. 

In the month of January 1698-9, he wa5 ordered to the 
Eaft Indies, under the command of commodore George 
Warren, who was fent thither lo fupprefs a very formid- 
able band of pirates, who had fettled on the ifland of 
Madagafcar, and had long infefted thofe feas. The com- 
modore dying not long after his arrival on the ftalion, the 
command devolved on captain Littleton, whofe fpirit and 
activity, in deftroying feveral of their principal ihips and 
velTels, laid the firll foundation of their fuppreflion, which 
a proclamation of pardon, very timely ilfued, to fuch 
offenders as ftiould voluntarily furrender, by totally dif- 
uniting and making each man jealous of his fellow, quickly 
afterwards completed. This bulinefs being happily con- 
cluded he returned to Europe : and, on the commence- 
ment of the war wiih France, in 1702, was appointed 

then undoubtedly dcligneil for his immediaic heir; bul ^Iwring hii 
mind, he IcFt hh cflaie 10 ihc captain, upon condluoo he Ihuuld pay 
hit lady a large annuiiy oui of it. Sir Thomii was a man of ready

captain of the Medway, of fifty suns : in which (hip ht 
iV'as employed to cruile in the Channel^ for the bettc/ 
protection of trade. While thus employed he had no* 
greater fuccefs than thit of taking two or three faudl 
Soops of war and privateers ; but in the following year 
had much better fortune. In the month of Auguftlie 
was ordered H) cruife in Soundings, together witk tho 
Chatham and Worteiler, both of them fifty gun fliip^y- 
commanded by th^ captains, Bokenham and butier. The 
Chatham being a-head, fell in with two French fhips of 
war, called the Jafon and the Augud, about two o'clock 
in the morning of the 28th, and engaged them both very 
clofe for a (hort time, till the day brok^^ when the enemy 
feeing the other fhips coming up, bore away and endest* 
voured to efc^pe. The Chatham and her companions 
gave chace. An interrupted a£lion of feme length took 
place, and the enemy at lafl furrendered, as foon as tho 
Medway was able to get up and en^ge alfo*. In the 
month of September he brought into Plymouth two large 
privateers belonging to St. Maloe's, one mounting eigh-* 
teen, the other twenty guns, which he had taken at the 
entrance of the Channel;, and in the fame month, a few 
day$i as it is believed, before the above-related fuccefs, 
captured a French frigate mounting. twenty-eight guns. 

'^io mention is made of this gentleman, relative to the 
' ftation on which he was employed, during the year 1704^ 
fnoft probably it was in the Channel. We find but little no-^ 
tice taken of him after this time till the year 1 71 o, when he 
was appointed commodore of the Weft India fquadron. 
He wasy notwithftanding this filence relative to him, con- 
ftantly. employed in aftive fervice, principally, if not 
wholly in the Mediterranean, where the torpid mode of 
carrying on a naval war, induced by the conduct of the 
enemy^ in the fame part of the v^^4M:ld, may well account

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fnr our not being able to defcend more into partioularx. 
The iBoft material and interefting circuinflance we have 
been able to difcover is, ihat in 1706 he was appointed 
colonel -commandant of a battalion of feamen, formed, by 
order of fir John Leake, to aflift in the rediiQion of 
Alicant. 

In the month of Angiift lyro, he was appointed to 
command, as commodore, a fmall fijtiadron, confiding of 
two fourth rates and a frigate, intended to be fent to the 
Weft Indies for the better prole£lion of that part of the 
world. He failed from St. Helen's on thc2+thof Augoft, 
and arrived at Jamaica on the 2d of November, without 
baving met with any remarkable occurrence • during 
his palTage. Campbell beftows the following jiirt enco- 
mium on this appointment. " This gentleman was ex- 
ceedingly well qualified for that (laiior; he had all the 
abilities and experience that could be wlflied for in a fea- 
ofKcer, and yet was as ready to alk and receive advice as if 
he had neither." The commodore's firflftep, after he had 
pjrovided for the reciirily of trade, by appointing fuch 
convoy as was requifite for the (hips that were then laden 
for Europe, was to fend the Roebuck and Nonfuch, two 
fliips which he found in the Weft Indies, to reconnoitre 
the port of Carthagena, where, as it was reported, a fqiia- 
dronof fix fhips of the line had arrived a ftiort time before. 
This intelligence was quickly difcovered to he falfe. 
Captain Hardy, the fenjor officer of the fhips jufl men- 
tioned, had it alfo in orders from the commodore, to nfc 
every poffible means of gaining fomc intelligence relative 
to the galleons, as well as to their intended time of failing, 
as to the efcort which was to accompany them. Bm^ 
notwithftanding every endeavour was ufed to fulfil thefc 
inftniflions, no other information could be procured, but 
that the galleons had no efcort, 

The interval between this period and the month of May 
palTed on in all the quietude of the profoundefl peace: bm 
about that time the commodore received repeated infor-

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mation. from different quarters ", that monfieur Du CafTc 
hirl either a£lually arrived at Carthagena, or was on hit 
pafTage thither, and hourly expeded. Inilantiy, on his 
receiving this information, he difpatched a fmall vetfel to 
captain Hardy, who ftill continued at fea, crtiifing though 
ineffefliially, off the Spanifti coafl, and ordered him to re- 
turn, -withoul delay, 10 Jamaica, that he might concentre 
his force, and attack, if it were poflible, the Treiidi fqua- 
dron and the galleons under their convoy. 

On the ajd of May, a prize, taken by captain Vernon, 
of the Jerfey, afforded more accurate intelligence of the 
motions and force of the enemy. This veffel had failed from 
Port Louis on the 20th, in company with Du Cafle, who 
had proceeded, with three ftiips of two decks, and two 
frigates, for Carthagena, where two French Ihips, one 
of fifty and another of forty-four guns, had arrived about 
ten days before, all of them intended to cfcort to the 
Havannah, and from thence to Cadiz, the commodore's 
hoped-for prize. The Jerfey was immediately re-dif- 
patched to lea to gain fome farther intelligence, and to look, 
ifpollible, into the harbour of Carthagena- Capt. Vernon 
effected this fervice on the 28th of June; and returning to 
Jamaica on the 4th of July, brought the commodore ad- 
vice that there were twelve (hips and five fmall floops in 
the harbour of Carthagena ; thai of the former there were 
only fix rigged and in a condition for failing, and two others 
which he believed to be fitting for fea. Thofe which 
were equipped were, the Si. Michael of feventy-four, iho 
Hercules of fixty, the Griffin of fifty, the Spanifli vicc- 
Ultniral of the ^lleons, which mounted fixiy guns, all 
brafs, and two (mall frigates. 

The commodore, in confequence of this information^ 

Sut to fea on the i5ih with five two-decked fhips, and a 
oop of war. He arrived off the coaft of New Spain on 
the 26th, and on that very day chaced five large Ihips clofc

One of (hefe afterwards proT« 
to be the vice-admiral of the galleons; who millakingl 
Mr, Littleton's ihips for Du CalFe's fijuadron, lay-t ' ' 
the greated part of that day, fo lliat, about fix at b 
the two headmod Ihips of the fquadron, the Sahffaur^ 
Salifbury's Prize, came up with and began lo engage; II 
comnK)dore himfelf, getting up very foon afterwards, w« 
juft preparing to fire, when the Spaniard hawled down hij 
colours. The vice-adjuiral himfelf being wounded by i 
fmalt (hot, died foon after. Thia prize unfortunately) 
proved much lefs valuable than was expe^ed, Du Ca(9 
baving, for better fecurity, and through fufpicion, as it 
is laid, of ber commander, removed all the public treafure 
en board his own fhip, fo that only an incoiiliderable 
quantity of fpecU, belonging to private perfons, was found 
111 her. It appears, from the commodore's own lettery | 
tliat the fquadron had only one man killed and Oxwoiu 
in this encounler ; and Campbell informs us, in a n 
thst although the coTumodore himfelf, as well as all £□{ 
ll£b hlllorians, have treated the foregoing as an iiKor 
derable capture, a Dutch auihor infifts the two prizes, t 
getherwjth theircargoes, were worth onehundredthoafaiil 
pounds. The Jerfey took another of the fliips in com 
pany, which belonged to the merchants, mounting twcntjt 
»x guns, and laden principally with cocoa and wool. Thl 
other two efcaped. 

Mr. Littleton learning, from the prifoners taken onfl 
board the prize, that the fliips he had chaced on the pro 
ceding day were fhips that itad come out of CarthageM 
with Du Calli, who had failed from ther>ce only on " 
35th, and knowing that the French chef D'Efcadre 
tended to put into the Havannah, he determined to cruifc 1 
a fmall diflance 10 leeward of Point Pedro flioals, as lh«| J 
mo/i likely place to intercept him. His firft care, ho«J' 
ever, was to difpatch to E-ngtand, under a proper cfcorfi 
»I1 the mcrchant-fliips that were laden and ready to fai^^ 
Thefe he fcnt trff about the beginning of Aiigufl, un^lec 
convoy of the Nonfuch ; and returned, at the latter end of 

ilia 
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the fame month, to his cruifing ftation. He had not long 
been at fea before he received information, from the 
captain of the Medway's Prize, that the matter of a trad- 
ing veflel had juft before depofed, on oath, before lord 
Archibald Hamihon, at that time governor of Jamaica, 
that a French fleet, confifting of eighteen fhips of war, 
with a number of tranfports, full of troops, under their 
convoy, had juft before arrived atMartlnico, intended, as 
it was generally fuppofed, to attack the Weft India ifl^nds* 

Induced by this information, which was afterwards 
found to be totally falfe, Mr. Littleton prudently deter- 
mined to return to Jamaica, for the better defence of tlm 
iiland ; and monf. Du Cafle, in this unhappy interval, for- 
tunately for him, got into the Havannah, an efcape i^ 
would have been impoflible for him to have eff^Acd^ 
without an aftion, had not the Britifh fquadron been 
thus feduced, to quit its ftation. This difappoint^ 
ment, grievous as it muft have been to the commodore,, 
did not entirely blaft his hopes of ftill ruining the French 
armament : he accordingly returned, and cniifed for si 
Confiderable time off^ the Havannah, but without obtain- 
ing that happy reward his bravery, indefatigable induftrj^ 
and aftivity, juftly merited. 

Although the commodore had thus failed in the grand 
dbjed of his hopes and wi flies, the fliips under his com-, 
mand had feldom been fo fortunate under any former.. 
officer in the fame part of the world. Nothing at all 
Diemorable took place after this time during his conti-< 
nuance on the fame ftation. He was relieved, in the 
month of July, by fir Hovenden Walker, and a force much 
fuperior to that which he himfelf had commanded. Soon 
sifter fir Hovenden's arrival he failed for England in the 
Pefiance, the fliip on board which he had carried his pen- 
dant during his preceding command ; this was in the month 
of Auguft 1 7 1 2 ; a large fleet of merchant-ftiips returning^ 
with him, under his convoy, whidh he conducted to Eng- 
land in the greateft fafety. It is but juftice to Mr. Lit-, 
tleton to add, in this place, the remarks made by -Dr. 
Campbell, on his condu6t during the time he remained 
on the ftation before-mentioned *. After his return W 

Europe 
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^ ^ He took all the care that was poflible to obtain proper intelli* 
gence of the inotions of the galleons^ and at the (ame time be negleded 
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Europe he enjoyed a tenipocary relaxation from the fa- 
tigues of fervice, which his health and hh late long con- 
tinuance in ttie Weft Indies rendered at this time very 
ueceflary. 

In 1714 he was appointeJ 'commf (Roner of the navy 
relidcDt at Chatham, an office he continued to ho|d till his 
dcaih, notwithftanding his promotion to a flag not long 
after this time. TTiis is a circtimftance not only highly 
URuTtial, but (hen totally unprecedented, and never fincc 
purfued. It is more worthy of remark, as nothing couSd 
have been a ftronger indication of the high opinion 1 
tertained, by the ftvereigQ and his ininifters, of Mr. Lit- ■ 
tieloti's worth, than foch fpecies of indulgence. 

On Ihe ift of February 1716, being not long after the 
accelfion of king George the Firft, he was promoted ta j 
be rear-admiral of the red, on the removal ot fir Thomas | 
Hardy, and appointed to ferve in that ftation on board the 1 
fieet fent to the Baltic in 1 717, under the chief comtnandl J 
of fir George Byng. The feveral circumftances attending J 
this expedition being remarlcabty trivial, little notice was, T 
taken of it even in the life of fir George*, fo that it is 1 
totally unncceffary to enter into any farther detail on this; I 
occafiont. On the 15th of March 1717, he wasadvanceil 1 
to be vice admiral of the blue ; as he was, on the 7th of I 
March in the enfuing year, 10 be vice-admiral of the \ 
white. He docs not appear, however, to have ever gone j 
to fea. In the year 1719 he was appointed firil captain f 
or captain of the fleet to earl Berkeley, who bad an,

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liigh adrntiral's flag, and confequently had three c:^[>taias 
under him, an extraordinary privilege attached to that 
high ofllice, which the fpecl^ warrant the carl had ob- 
tained, brought him as near, in point of honour and 
power, as he poflibly could be, without being a^Stually 
inveded with it. This fleet, however, in confequcnoe of 
the fpeedy termination of the war with Spain, never put 
fo fea. Mr, Littleton did not long furvive, dying on the 
5th of February 1722-3, and leaving behind a charaflet^ 
which,, in point of intrinfic merit, few, although highet 
in popular ooinion, have even equalled, and none elcceued* 
LOADEo, Edmund,— from being fecond lieutenant of 
the Britannia, the admiral's flag (hip, m the year 1 693, was, 
on the 1 2th of July, promoted to die command of the 
Saudadoes frigate. We hear nothing of him after this 
time till we find him, in 1695, commanding the Romney^ 
a fourth rate, in the Mediterranean, under admiral Ruflil: 
nhis l>eing a fhip of Uiat clafs beft Tutted for convoying; 
viduallers and veiTels laden with neceflaries for the fleet, 
<^tain Loades appears to have been principally employed 
in this kind of fervice. He remained on the fame (tatioa, 
as a ctuifer, after the return of the fleet to England, and 
met with confiderable fucceff. In the nionth of March 
1605-6, he captured a large French privateer frigate, 
called the Phoenix, mounting thirty guns. And, in tho 
month of July, being then in company with the Canterr 
bury, he made prize of a valuable (hip from Marfeilles, 
mounting eighteen guns. He was on his return to Eng- 
land, in the month of Auguft, when he fell in with, dF 
the coaft of Portugal, a very large two-decked private 
(hip of war, belonging to Bayonne, carrying fifty-four 
guns and three hundred men. Captain Loades, although 
of much inferior force, hefitated not a moment to engaee 
her : but the adion taking place near the fliore, after it 
had continued with good Ipirit for two hours, the enemy 
fled and got under the guns of a Portuguefe fort, where, 
by the law of nations, me was fecure. The difparity of 
the lofs evidently jnarks the great judgement with which 
captain Loades conducted the a^ion on his part, the 
enemy having had forty men killed and upwaras of fifty 
wounded^ her main and mizen*niafts^ alu) falling foon 
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alier (he came to an anchor i while the Roraney had on!jf 
feven men killed and eight or nine wounded. 

No other men'.ion is made of captain Loades, nor does 
lie appear to have held any commilJion, till theyear 1701, 
ivhen he was appointed commodore of a very fmall r<jti^ 
dron, confining of three frigates, fent to Cadiz tobrin^ 1 
from thence a large quantity of naval (lores, that had beeii 
left there at the conclu(ion of the preceding war, H^c- 
ther with the efFcfls of fuch Engliih merchants as were , 
fettled there, whofe property, it was feared, the Spaniards 
Blight be induced to fcize in cafe of a rupture between 
thai country and England. It required much judgement, 
patience, and afliduity, to fulfil this commifTion ; and 
captain Loades by no means proved himfelf deficient in 
either. He was ordered on no account lo put any thine - 
to the hazard, but to cruife with his little fquadron off 
Cape Spariel, reatly to receive on board fuch property as . 
the merchants fliould find it convenient, from time to ' 
lime, to fend o(F. He was in(tru£led aifo to caufc fuch | 
Jtores, as were capable of being moved with convenience, 
10 be (hipped on board proper veiTels, and the remainder 
defrayed or difpofed of to the Spaniards on the bcft terms 
he could make. 

From this outline of the bufinefs that was intruded to \ 
him it may eafdy be admitted, that thofe rcquifites which < 
we have juft fiaied, as neceffary in fo delicate a commit- 1 
fion, have been by no means multiplied beyond what the I 
nature of the cafe aflually demanded. This extraordi--i 
nary care on the part of government was, in the higheft | 
degree, commendable; and not only the mercantile part, i 
but the nation at large, appeared fully fenfible of it. Eut "1 
although the commodore paid the higheft attention to the ' 
colledtion of as much private property as the feveral , 
owners were able and willing lo remove, he only brought 
home about (ixty thoufand pieces of eight ; and this was 
chiefly on account of the two Eaft India companies, for 
private perfons were not able, at that time, to convert 
iheir property into money, from the great fcarcity of 
fpecie which prevailed at Cadiz, and was likely to con- 
tinue till the arrival of the floia.

. The commodoc^ having proceeded thus far in his^cpp^i- 
.xniJIion, feQt, ^ a conclufive-ftroke, a veiTel,. into the har- 
bour of Cadiz, for the purppfe of bringing out two £agU(k 
Jiulks which had been uied, during the precediag^^ar^ 
for heaving .down fuch ihips^s Qpod in need of it* As 
it was impoflible to navigate vefliels of that defcription 
^baclTto £)m^nd, they were towed out to a confiderable 
Biflasce and tbpr^ funk, to prevent a future enemy froaa 
deriving aay. #Jfiiiance of the fame nature from them. 
While l^EngliHi mips lay at anchor in the Bayof BuU% 
Where flie, .commodore was .obliged, by a ftrong wefterly 
wind to put Th, a French fquadron, which was driven in 
by the fame inconvenience, appeared very anxious to feize 
the firfli poilible opportunity of fliewing fome extravagant 
infiilt to Jfir. -Loades and his fmall force ; this he prudent/ 
tw)k care to prevent by putting to fea, chufing rather 
to brave the inclemency of the weather, than riik being 
enlarged as the iirft caufe of a war, by flaying to receive 
that affront which would unavoidably involve his country 
in one. 

Soon after the acceflion of queen Anne, captain Lo^des 
was appointed t6 the Warfpight, of feventy guns, one of 
the ihtps fent, towards the end of the year 1702, under 
Jir Cloudefley Shovel, to reinforce fir George Rooke. 
He ferved under the fame admiral, during the following 
year, on his expedition to the Mediterranean ; and when 
ithe Attt was on its return to England, he aflifted the 
captains, Norris and lord DurHey, in capturing the 
Hazard, a French fliip of war mounting fifty -two guns *. 
in the following year he again failed for the Mediterra- 
nean, under the conunand of fir George Rooke. He was 
ilaUoneci to lead the van of fir Cloudefley Shovel's divi- 
Hon, who appears to have very juftly conceived an high 
opinion of him. At the battle off Malaga he behaved

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with the moft rfiitinguifhcd gallantry*, and is particularly 
marked by fir Cloudeflcy, in a private letter written by 
hitn, giving an account of the action. Captain Loades ' 
appears toTiavc been always, after this time, empluyed ib \ 
the Mediterranean, principally alfo in fuch divilions of J 
the fleet as were under (he immediate command of admiril r 
Shovel, who was remarked for never forfaking the inrereft| 1 
or waving the friendlhip of that man whofe behaviour h>:J 
had once approved, and taken notice of. 

From the poverty of events which attended the navil I 
operations of this period we meet with nothing relatiw J 
to this gentleman worthy of recording, except that, ia 1 
1705, he was Tent to reduce the town of Denia, while thta J 
main body of the fleet was employed in the ficge of Bar- 
celona. This fervice he efTe&ually performed ; and was, 
in 1706, pitched upon, by his friend iir Clotideflcy, to ' 
command the Alfociation, of ninety guns, the (hip on ] 
board which he hoilted his flag as commander-in-chief of j 
the Mediterranean fleet. This was a fatal honour 
captainLoades,hc havingexperienced the fame melanchohf 
end which attended his gallant patron. It is almoll ncetf- 
lefs to repeat, that the Aflbciation was loft, upon the , 
rocks of Scilly, on the 22d of Oflober 1707 ; not one of ] 
the crew furviving this melancholy difafter, which, frotft f 
its magnitude and confcquence, might be truly called a ] 
national calamiiy. ' J 

LUMLEY, Henry, — was appointed captain of the J 
Fortime firclliip on the 22d of March 1693. It is very J 
lingular that no other mention is made of this gentlemai^ I 
except that, in 1707, he was one of the members of the! 
court-martial, held for the trial of fir Thomas Hardy, I 
Captain Lumley died fometime in the year 1720. 1 

LYTCOTT,orLYDCOTT,John,— wasappointed 
to command the Rupert Prize, a frigate of twenty guns, I 
on the 23d of January 1693, This velTel was at fir* ' 
employed folely in attending the mufter-mafter of thfc J 
fleet, but in the following 3*car was converted into a cruifer; 1 
In this fervice captain Lytcoti was very foccefsful. In J 
the month of May he at one time brought in three veffels | 
laden with naval ilores for France. This adlvity wu] 
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rewarded, not long afterwards, by his promotion to the 
Sapphire, a frigate of ihirty two guns. In this veifel wc 
find him principally employed to attend the fmall fqua* 
dron, under lord Berkeley of Stratton, and lir Cloudeiley 
Shovel, his name frequenlly occurring as the bearer of 
difpatches from thofe commanders*. Hewasoccafionally 
detached on different fervices, thoi]gh of little note, fueh as 
that of protecting the filliery off the Dogger Bask, and 
others of the fame unenviable kind. 

His diligence and attention to ihefe employments, where 
11 was impollible for him to acquire fame, were not neg- 
le^ed by thofe who were at the head of the naval admi- 
nillration, fo that, in the following year, he was promoted 
to the command of a (hip of the line and fent to the Weft 
Indies, where he fell a viiSiin to that almoft peliiJeniial 
difeafe, which, induced by the change of climate, proved 
fo remarkably fatal, during this year, to fuch a number of 
brave commanders. He died on the 4th of June 1697, 

MORGAN, William.— The name of this gentleman 
occurs, as having been appointed commander of the 
Julian Prize, a fmall frigate, on the 19th of March 16931 
but no farther mention is ever made of him. 

PETT, Phineas. — The name of this gentlemdn is well 
known to the naval world, his anceltors and relatives 
having been, fuccedively, builders of the royal navy for 
near a century. Captain Pett's name is, we knOW npt 
why, omitted in all the lifts of commanders we have been 
able to procure; and were it not from our learning, by a 
private memorandum, that he was appointed a capinin in 
the navy about the year i693t, we mould have puifued

RIGBY, Edward, — was, on the i3ih of January 1693, 
made captain of the Mermaid firefliip. We hear nothing 
of him afterwards till the year 1695, at which time h< ' 
commanded the Dragon of forty gnns, one of the fqua- 
dron, under commodore Moody, appointed to efcort the 
outward-bound Turkey fleet. ■ While on his pafTage vp 
the Mediterranean he took two valnable prizes. No 
other notice is taken of him except, what we would fain 
fupprefs. Convidled, in the year 1699, of the moftdcteft- 
abk of all crimes, he was, mod defervedly, fentenced 
to the mod infamous of all punifliments. Flying his na- 
tive country, which might juftly difdain to acknowledge 
him for a citizen, he flew into France, where, if it were 
polTibie for hini to fuperadd any thing to the black cata- 
logue of his crimes, he encreafed that horrour and detef^ 
tation every man mull feei againft fo atrocious a charac- 
ter, by entering into the enemy's fervice. The divine 
vengeance appeared to purfue him thither, for, in the year 
lyit, he was taken, by the Hampton Court, adilng at 
that time as/ecan^ captain of the Thoulouf^, a Frenclt 
Ihip of war of fifty guns. 

The meafure of his offences was not yet cotnplete; he 
found means to"get on board' a Genoefe ihip laying inthc 
harbour of Mahor-', whither he was carried as a prifoner, 
and efcaped, for this time, that juft punifhment his accu- 
mulated crimes defervcd. Neverthelefs, divine juftice is 
faid to have oveHaken him at lad, iniiiifled by the hands 
of thofe to whom he fled fur fuccour. The particulars 
relative to his miferable exit are known only by a note

to be derived from them, could deign to fofter crimes, 
which even the moft barbarous nations have ever held in 
the utmoft abhorrence. 

RIPLEY, Lionel,— was, on the 26ih of January 1693, 
appointed to command the Humber, a new fhip of eighty 
guns, juft launched. We believe him, however, to have 
been only an aflingcaptain, and not to have taken rank till a 
conliderable time afterwards, for his name is omitted in 
an official iift, bearing date in February 1699, of thofe 
who had ever commanded (hips of the line before that 
time. We find no mention whalevef made of this gentle- 
man, nor have we even been able lo procure any account 
of the (hips he commanded. It is molt probable, for 
fome reafin to us unknown, he never had any command 
after he quitted the Hiimber. He had a penlion granted 
him, hut in what year is not known, as captain of a 
third rate. This he enjoyed tiii his death, which hap- 
pened on the ift of April 1725. 

STAPLETON, Robert,— was, on the 13th of Janu- 
ary 1693, appointed commander of the St. Jofeph firefhip. 
He is almoft in the fame piedicamenl as the gentleman 
laft mentioned, nothing being known of him but that he 
commanded a two-decked fliip at fome unknown period 
during the war. About the year 1701 he was made cap- 
tain of the Jerfey; in which fhip he died, at New York, 
on the 20th of December 1702. 



• The fccond caplain of ihc Thouloufe was one Rigby, an EngHIh- 
itian, who had formerly bore comniand in our fleet. The admiral 
ordered faiin lo be dclaincd, alihuugli, it was liid, he wu naluralizcd 
ia France and became a Roman Calholic; but fome V3j or other he 
fcund meani 10 efcapi, and, it was believed, got on board a fliip bound 
for Genoa, which lay in ihe harbour of Mahon.

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STEPNEY, Thomas, — in 1692, commanded the 
Goodwin Prize, and was, on the 27th of December 
1693, appointed captain of the Dolphin frigate. He 
' eonlinued to command this veffcl during the whole of* the 
three fuccecding years, and was principally ftationed as A 
[ cxuiferin the Irifti fea, or occafionally employed in con- 
Lvoyingthetradefrom England to Kinfale and Dublin. In 
r ilich kind of fervice nothing very imerefting could be ex- 
I ^fted to occur. Towards the latter end of the year 
I ^696 he was promoted to the Oxford, of fifty guns, and 
1 fcnt to Newfoundland with captain Whetflone, who com- 
[ manded the Dreadnought. When on their return from 
f thence, in the month of November, with a number of 
I hierchant- fhips under their convoy, they encountered a 
I'dreadful norm, in which the two Ihips were feparated, 
[ fend the Oxford, with fcveral of the convoy were Jhid to 
t have been compelled to bear away for Cadiz. We ap- 

Srehended this information to be, in part, erroneous, and 
lat the Oxford was actually ordered to make for that 
•port inilead of returning direflly for England. Be this 
as it may, captain Stepney arrived fafe at Cadiz on the 
lath of December. 

Not long after his rettirn to England he was removed 
into the South Sea Caltle frigate, and ordered, in the year 
* 11699, for Jamaica, in company with the Biddeford, com- 
[ tnanded by captain Searl, Thefe two velTels were both 
nnfortiuiaiely loft on Point Bague, near the ifle of Afli; 
bat the officers and crew, or at leaft the major part of 
them, were happily favedt. After his return the Eng- 
land, and the acceffion of queen Anne, he was appointed 
.captain of the Hampfliire, of fifty guns, one of the fqua- 
dron fent, under fir Cloiidefley Shovel, lo Vigo, towards 
1 the clofe of the year 1 702 ; and to the Mediterranean, under 
ifthe fatne admiral, in the following year. In 1704, as 
. '*'ell as 1 705, he was employed to cruife in the Channel.

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month of July 1710, when we ate informed, by a MS. 
memorandum, thai he was tried by a court-mania), heU 
ia Barcelona road, on the 4th. The offence urgod 
againft him more refembles a misfortune to be compaf- 
Ijonated, than an offence to bepuniftied. 1' he particular 
circumftances attending the charge wc are ignorant of, 
knowing only, to fpeak in general terms, that whatever 
it might have been, his conduit was decided to have pro- 
ceeded merely from an error in judgement. He was fcn- 
tenced to pay a fine equivalent to nine months pay ; but h« 
ftill continued in the fervice, and in a few days afterwards 
fignalifed himfelf in a way that would have totally obli- 
terated any injury his charafler might be fuppofed to have 
fuflained on the former occalion, had that really been the 
cafe. 

Sir John Norris, who then commanded in chief in the 
Mediterranean, failed from Barcelona on the 19th of July ; 
and having put into the road of Hieres, found a very va- 
luable French ftiip laying there, from Scanderoon, mount* 
ing fifty guns. The enemy had, for better fecurity, 
bawled the veifel dofe in (hore, where it was protedied by 
three very conliderable batteries, Thcfc the admiral im- 
mediately ordered to be attacked by a detachment of 
Englifh and Dutch frigates, put under the command of 
captain Stepney, The affault commenced, and was con- 
du^d with fa much fpirit and vigour, that the enemy was^ 
in a very fhort time, driven out both of the Ihip itfelf and 
the lower of the three forts, by which it was more parti- 
cularly defended. The boats of the allailants initantly 
rowed on board the fliip to take poiTeflion ; this the enemy 
had forefeen, and provided for, by laying a train of powder 
to the magazine, with a piece of Oowmatch at the end of it. 
It not being perceived by thofe who boarded the fuppofed 
prize, the ihip blew up very foon after they had entered 
11 i by which accident thirty-five of the brave captors were 
cither killed or wounded. No mention is ever made of 
captain Stepney after this time ; and it is believed, that 
after the return of the fleet to England he retired from the 
fervice, on a fmall penfion : this, however, is not fuf- 
Gciently eltablifhed to warrant ua in pofitivcly averting It* 
He lived many yean after this, not d^ing till fome time 
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SYMONDS, George, — from being firft lieutenant of 
the London, afirft ralo, was, onthe 19th of Aiiguft 1693, 
appninU'd captain of the Flame firefliip, as fiicceffor to 
captain Stewart. In the following year he was made 
captain of the Carcafs bomh ; from which veflel he was, 
not long afterwards, removed into the Thunder, another 
veflel of the fame defcription. In the month of March 
1695-6, he was ordered to join the fquadron, under fir 
Cluudeiley Shovel, deftined to atiack Calais, and other 
fmalt French ports. He was by fomc accident feparatcd 
from the admiral, and blown over upon the coaft of 
Holland by a Itrong fouth-wefter. A bomb-kelch is, 
perhaps, ihe leaff calculated of any.fpecies of veiVcl in the 
royal navy for defence againftanaval enemy: added to 
this, the Thunder had fuliained much damage in the pre- 
ceding gale of wind, when (he unhappily fell in with two 
French privateers off the Texet, by which ihe was cap- 
tured, and carried into Dunkirk with much exultation, 
inconfiderable as were both the honour and value of thfi 
prize ihey had taken. 

The chara£ter of captain Symonds did not, however, 
fufFer in the fmalleft degree on this occafion. As foon 
as he was exchanged, and his condudt, according to the 
rule of the fervice, had been properly inveftigated by a 
court-martial, he was appointed commander of the Nor- 
wich, of fifty guns. In April 1697, he was appointed 
commodore of a fmall fquadron, intended to be fent to the 
Weft Indies, to convoy the trade thither ; but falling in with 
a fquadron of French Ihipsof war, not long after he had 
cleared thei(landsofScilly,lhofe(hipsofhisfquadron(whofc 
gallantry and good condufl preferved them from falling 
into the hands of the enemy) received fo much damage in 
Ibe encounter, that captain Symonds was compelled to 
put back with them to Porifmouth. Although in the re- 
lation wiiich we have fubjoincd*tlie moil honourable 
account

About noon the fame enemy got up with theNonfuch, 
and found captain Taylor prepared to defend himfelf with 
all the ardour natural to a man of gallantry. The engage- 
ment commenced about one o'clock, and uninterruptedly 
continued, with the utmoit fpirit, till the night approach- 
ingthey both parted, as it were by mutual confenl. 

The Nonfiich was totally prevented, by the damage flic 
liod received in the preceding aition, from even endeavour- 
ing to make her efcupe, had Tuch been the wilh of her j^rave 
commander : and the enemy was too elated with his manifeft 
fupeiiority of force, which was great enough to have en- 
fnred a much eafier conqucft over a lefs determined foe, tQ 
fluit a prize which may be faid to have been half obtained. 
They both, confequently, kept company together during 
the night. The adlion was renewed wjth the fame vigour 
at day-break on the 14th ; but captain Taylor being un- 
fortunately killed, and the Nonfucn, befides having loft her 
main and mizen-mafts, being otherwife reduced aimofl to a 
"inere wreck, was compelled to hirrender. Soon afterwards 
Tier fore-maft came by the board ; fo that the enemy gained 
very little by their conqueft except the honour, if it is not 
an abufe of the term to call it fo on the prefent occafion. 
TOWNSHEND, Horatio,— was, on the 1 2th of July 
1693, made captain of the Bridget galley ; on the loth of 
Pecember following he was promoted to the Q^ieenbp- 
rough frigate. No mention is ever made of him during 
jhe time he held the command of either of thefc veffels ; 
nor indeed do we find much after he was promoted to the 
I 'Lynn, of which Ihip he was commander in the month of 
l*^£lober 1696, He was then employed asacruifer in ihc 
||Bfiti(h Channel, and in oci.afionally convoying veffels 
I* to and from Ireland. Towards the latter end of the year 
- 1697 he was fent to the Weft Indies, and died there on the 



|2th pf I^aich 1698. 
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TURVILLE, Henry,^was appointed captain of the 
Mortar bomb-ketch on the 23d of May 1693. It appears 
a matter of great doubt, whether he ailuaily took poft 
from this time. In fome of the admiralty lills his name 
is given as having rank according to the above date : ia 
others he is totally omitted. We have a MS. memoran- 
dum which pretends to give us the date of his firft com.. 
milSon, as a poll captain, and that he took rank in 
the Mortar bomb, on the a4th of February 1707. Wo 
fljould have been inclined to rejefl every other informa- 
lioD for this, but that we find him to have been one of the 
members of the court-marlial held for the trial of (ir J. 
Munden, in 1702, which plainly proves him to have been 
3 captain before that time. We find no mention ever 
made of him except in the inftancejiilt given. Hejsfaid 
to have had a penilon granted him of 91 1. on what ac- 
count we know not ; and to haye died commander of the 
Portland, of fifty guns, on the jth of June 1719; a fin- 
gular command, if true, for fo old an officer. In ihort, 
though few men are lefs known, we hardly meet with any 
pcrfon whofe life and appointmejiis abound more in pecu- 
liar fingularities. 

VI AT, John.-^was appointed captain of the Crefcent 
lirefhip on the 2 2d of May 1693. We know nothing 
farther of him, except that he Ci)mmanded a two-decked 
fliip during the peace, moft probably the Pendennis; in 
which vefiel, accompanying vice-admiral Benbow to the 
Weft Indies, he there died, on the 4th of March 1701. 

WADE, Cooper, — having been, in the year 1692, ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Refolution, the fliip that 
at that time bore fir Francis Wheeler's flag as comman- 
der-in-chief in the Weft Indies, wai, on the 24th of May 
1692, promoted by that admiral to be commander of the 
Owner's Love firefhip. Some have, though improperly, 
fuppofed he did not take rank, as a captain in the navy, 
till the third of January 1695-6. In 1695 ^^ ^^ ap- 
pointed to the Crown of forty-eight guns, and ftationed 
as a cniifer in the Irilh Sea. However ill the letter part 
of his condnd agreed with the earlier tranfadions of his 
£fe, noman, certainly, during the period of which we are 
now fpeaking, could behave yvith more diligence, fpirt^ 
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While thus employed, he had the good fortune to cap- 
nire feveral privateers which infefted the coaft lo the great 
injury of commerccj and was remarkably afliduousin the 
protection of any merchant-ftiips which he was ordered to 
convoy. His ftiip bting put out of cotTimidion at the 
conclufmn of the war, he had no fecond appointment till 
the year 1701, when he was made captain of the Green- 
wich, and fent to the Weft Indies under the command of 
vice-admiral Benbow. His fliamefu! mifbehavtoiir in the 
aflion wilh Du Caffe's fquadron, has been already fuffici- 
ently defcribcd in the life of Mr. Bcnbuw; fo that it is 
needlefs to add more, than ihat being involved in the fame 
guilt with Mr, Kirkby, he received the fame Ibnlencc and 
defervedly experienced the fame fale. He was (hot af 
Plymouth on board the Brilhol, the fhip on board which 
he was brought home prifoner from the Weft Indies, on 
tlie 16th of April 170;^. 

WARD, John, ( I ft) — was, in the beginning of the year 
16931 appointed to command the Hnrp ketch, a fmall 
velTel of ten guns, ftalioned in the enfuing fpring to pro- 
te6l the coaft fi(hery from Yarmouth to the Downs. So 
well did he acijuit himfelf in this trivial occupation, that 
on the 4th of Auguft in the fame year, he was promoted 
to the rank of captain, and appointed to command the 
Cambridge, ef eighty guns, a Ihip which hgd juft before 
undergone a thorough repair. Accompanying fi r Francis 
Wheeler to the Mediterranean not long afterwards, he had 
the misfortune to lofe his fliip in that hurricane which 
proved fo fatal to fir Francis himfelf, and feveral others of 
the fquadron. Captain Waid, however, had the hap- 
pinefs to preferve his own life, as well us the greater part 
of thofe under his command. We have not been able to 
difcover to what fhip he was afterwards appointed, for we 
have no information relative to him till the year 1698, at 
which time he commanded the Canterbury, one of the (hips 
on the Medilerratiean ftation. This vetfel returned to 
England about the clofe of the year, and needing fomc 
conliderable repairs, was, immediately on her arrival or- 
dered to be difmamled. Captain Ward on this account 
became unemployed, and it does not appear that he ever 
had any commiffion aftiiwards. He died fometime in 
the yeax J 703.. 

WYAT. 
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WYAT, Richard. — was, in the year l6go,'appointc<I 
firft lieutenant of the Mary, a third rate, at that time com- 
manded by Mr. Wrighi, who was fent to the Weft Indies 
as commodore of the fiijuadron employed on that ftation. 
On the death of this gentleman the temporary command of 
the fliip devolved on Mr. Wyat, who was continued in 
the fame ftation by commodore Wrenn, who fucceeded 
him. His conduit in an engagement with the French 
iquadmn, on the 2 lit of February 169 1-2, proved him, in 
every refpe£(, to have merited this confidence and truftj 
for being attacked by four of the enemy's (hips, he de- 
fended hinifelf againit their united effort? with fo much 
fpirit and gallaniry*, as 10 afford Mr. Wren n fufRcient 
Dme to bear down to his alTiOance, and extricate him from 
thofe who already conliiiered him as a certain prey. Mr, 
Wyat returned to Europe in the month of Augnit follow- 
ing, but does not appear to have had any cKtraordinary 
notice beftowed on him, as we might naturally have ex- 

nled would have been the cafe from his former gallant 
aviour, till the 6th of March 1693, when he was ad- 
vanced to the command of the Roebuck fircfliip. In the 
month of November following he was promoted to a 
frigate; and from this velfel was, in the enfuing year, 
made captain of the Royal Oak of feventy- four guns, one 
of fir C. Shovf-I's divijioii in the main fleet. After the 
peace at Ryfwiche was appointed to the Penzance, of forty 
guns, and fent to the Mediterranean with Mr, Aylmer. 
After the return of the fleet from the expedition againft 
Cadiz and Vigo, he was made commander of the Somer- 
fet, of eighty guns; in which fhip he accompanied fir C. 
Shovel, in 1703, 'to the Mediterranean, being ftationed as 
one of the feconds to fir Slaffiird Fairborn. He was after- 
wards removed into the Winchelter, and died at Leg- 
horn, after the return of the fleet to England, on the 
"14th of December 1703, having been put on (hore, in the 
hope of recovering his healtli, which had long been in 
rather a precarious fiate.

ACTON, 
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ACTON, Edward,— was, on the 4th of OSober 1694, 
appoimed captain of the Advice. Sui:h was his ill fortune, 
and the nature of thofe fervkes in which he was employed, 
ihat for many years we do not meet with the fmalleft in- 
formation concerning him, Itnowing only that he did com* 
mand a (hip of the line during the war, without having 
been able to difcovcr at what particular time, or in what 
fervice he was engaged. During the peace which fuc- 
cecded it, he appears to have held no commiflion, nor do 
we know any thing about him till the year 1704, at which 
lime he commanded the Kingfton, of fixty guns. This 
ftiip was one of thofe compofing the main fleet under fir 
George Rooke, which effeiSed the conqncft of Gibraltar, 
and in a few days afterwards defeated the French flee! 
under the count De Tholoufe off Malaga. 

In both of thefe enierprifes captain Aflon was con- 
cerned : his expenditure of (hot in the firft of them wai 
fo great, that bufore the conclufion of the latter he was 
obliged, merely from want of ammunition, to quit the 
line. During, that part of the adiioD in which he bore a 
Ihare, no man could have exerted himfelf more; for 
though his fliip was among thofe which were the worft 
calculated in the fleet for fuch an encounter, he had three 
of his officers, and fixty of his crew killed and wounded. 
His condu£l was, in common with that of his biave co- 
temporaries who had unfortunately been in the fame pre- 
dicament, enquired into, after his return to England, by 
a court-martial; and it is almoin needlefs to add, he was 
moil honourably acquhted. As foon as this event had 
taken place, he was promoted to the Grafton, of feventy 
gims, and fent in the following year to the Mediterranean, 
under the command of Sir Cloudefley Shovel. When 
that admiral returned to England with a part of the fleet, 
captain A£lon was one of the commanders ordered to 
continue on the Spanifli (tation, under the orders of 

fir 
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fir John Leake. The circumltanccs attending this period 
of naval fervicewere, in general, very uninterefting. The 
confidence of his admiral, and his particular approbation 
of Mr. AiSon's conduit, both which he acquired in the 
higheft degree, neceflarily form every thing we can fay 
concerning him; for otherwife nothing more material 
occurs, than his fliip being one of the fleet feni to Cadiz, 
wkere fir John Leake hoped to havefurprifed the galleons 
in that port, and his having been one of the hoilages ex- 
changed with the viceroy of Majorca, pending the arrange- 
ment of the temis on which that ifland was to be fur- 
rendered to the allies. 

Towards the end of the year 1706 the Grafton was 
found to be in fo bad a condition, that it was neceffary it 
Ihould return to England for a repair ; which being com- 
pleted, captain A£ton was ordered, under the command of 
commodore Wyld, in the Royal Oak, to convoy to s 
certain latitude, the fleet bound to Lilbon and the Weft 
Indies. They failed from the Downs on the ift of May, 
and had proceeded on iheir voyage no farther than Dun- 

BnelTe, when on the following day they fell in with the 
unkirk fquadron, under the count De Forbin, confiiting 
often Ihips of the line and four fmaller veifels. Againft 
thefc very unequal odds captain Adlon, and his brave aflb- 
ciates, for a long time contended ; but being at laft un- 
happily killed, together with a very condderable part of 
his crew, this noble Ihip was compelled to furrender to 
ihe enemy ; who, from the ihattercd ftate of their prize, 
and their own lofs, might be faid to have gamed but little 
advantage from their conqueft, except the honour, if any 
viftory under the circumflances of the prefent, could be 
fuppofcd to have conferred nne. . 

ANDERSON, Kenneth, — in the year 1693, ferved as 
fecond lieutenant of the Duke, of ninety guns, at that 
time the fiagfliip of rear-admiral Mitchel: he was, on 
the rgih of February 1694, promoted to the command of 
the Charles firefhip. Nothing farther is known uf 'his 
gentleman but that he was unhappily killed in the JEin» 
firefhip, and the ve0"el taken on the i8th of April 16Q7. 
We can find no particulars anyiwhere related concerning 
this aSion, or the lofs of the (hip itfelf ; were it not for 
ihc difagreement of the dates, we fliould fuppofc the fliip 
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to have been the Blaze firefiiip captured on the 5th of May, 
as we have already related in the memoirs of capbiin 
Symonds. 

ANDREWS, Ifaac, — is a gentleman as little known 
in the fervice as ihe foregoing. He ferved in the year 

1693, as fecond lieutenant of the Sovereign, a firft rate, 
under rear-admiral Aylmer. He was, on the 4th of De- 
cember 1694, appointed captain of the Rupert Prize. 
He never appears to have attained any higher command 
ihan that of a frigate, or to have been employed in any 
fervice worth commemorating. At the commencement 
o^ the fecond war with France he was appointed to the 
Otter ; in which veffel he had the misfortune to be taken 
by two French frigates, and died in France foon after- 
ivards, on the 28lh of July 1702. 

BELLWOOD, Roger, — was, on the i7lh of January 

1694, appointed captain of the Pembroke. Very few 
particulars are known relative to this gentleman alfo. He 
appears to have been very highly efteemed both by admiral 
RufTel and fir Cbtidefley Shovel, but particularly the for- 
mer : for having been removed from his command on fome 
frivolous, and unknown accoimt, Mr. Rulfel, in a private 
letter written by him to fir Cloudefley, dated the 15th of 
December 1696, highly laments the former treatment of 
captain Bellwood, and hopes, that as officers at that criti- 
cal time, when a French invafion was impending, were 
much wanted, his conflant fbrwardnefs to go on any fer- 
vice which he might be ordered to imdertake, would, 
added to his, admiral RuiTel's endeavours, prove a fuffi- 
cient recommendation to procure him a rsinftatement iti 
command. 

The admiral, in this hope, defired him to repair 
to fir Cloudefley at Portfmouth i nor was he deceived in 
it, for captain Bellwood was, immediately afterwards, ap- 
poimed captain of the Sunderland, and fent to the Welt 
Indies under the orders of commodore Mees. Tliis com- 
mand proved very unfortunate to him, as well as to many 
others of his worthy cotcmporaries. Not long after his 
arrival on his ftation he contrafled a bilious fever, which 
at'lhat time raged with a violence little inferior to a 
peftilence ; and had there been no other impediment to 
the operations of this fquadron, would have lotally.prevented 
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it from undertaking any enterprize againft the enemy. 
He died on the lith of Aiiguft 1697, 

BOWLES, Edward, — was appointed captain of 
the PJay Prize on the i8th of Oftober 1694, and died in 
the command of the fame veffel, in the Weft Indies, on 
the 13th of January enfuing. 

BRYANT, Thomas,' — a charafler as little Itnown as 
the former, was, on the 12th of February 1694, appointed 
commander of the Falcon, of thirty-fix guns, and died 
captain tf this veffel on the lit of May following. 

CALDWELL, William.— The firft commiflion, as 
far as we have been able to find, thai this gentleman ever 
received, was, in the month of .April 1693, to be firft 
lieutenant of the Richmond frigate, which at that lime 
Was under orders to proceed for New York. On the 
22d of January 1694, being almoil immediately after hii 
return, he was promoted to the command of the Lizard, 
a fixth rale, of twenty-four guns. No other mention is 
made of him till toward the end of the year 1695, when 
we fiiid him commanding the Anglefca, at that time em- 
ployed on the Irifli ftation. He continued captain of this 
Ihip, and (fome trivial intervals excepted) in the fame 
quarter, till the conclufion of the war, having by his dili- 
gence and a£livity captured many prizes, fome of them 
privateers of no inconfiderable force. 

This (hip being put out of commiflion at the conclu- 
fion of the war, he docs not appear to have been re-ap- 
polnted to any (hip till after the acceflion of queen 
Anne, when, on the return of the fleet from the expedi- 
tion againft Vigo, he was appointed to command the 
Torbay of eighty ^uns. He fervcd in this (hip, on the 
Mediterranean Itation, during the two following years, 
firft under the command of fir Cloudefley Shovel, and 
afterwards of fir G. Rooke. At the battle off Malaga he 
very eminently diftinguiflied himfeif as one of the feconds 
to rear-admiral Byng. It is no lefs fingiilar than true, 
that we (ind no mention whatever made of this gentle- 
■ s above-mentioned t'

We find, in (hon, no notice taken of him, after this 
time, till he was advanced lo (he rank of rear-admiral of 
the white, a promotion which took place on (he I2th of 
February 1716. In the month of March, in (he follow-^ 
ing year, he was appointed fecond in command of t 
powerful fleet, at that lime fitting for the Baltic, under 
ihe command of fir George Byng; and on this account 
was promoted to be rear-admiral of the red. The 
complexion of tile times rendered it expedient to dif- 
patch fir George before the whole of his force was equip- 
ped ; and it does not appear that Mr. Caldwel! accompa- 
nied him, as was intended. He did not long furvive his 
latter advancement, dying on the 17th of October 1718. 

CHANT, Edward, — in 1693, commanded (he Aid- 
borough ketch, a veflel of ten guns, on the New York 
flation. He is faid, in two or three MS. papers, to 
have takeri rank, as a nava! commander, from the a7th 
of March 1691 ; but we can find no certain proof of his 
having held any commillion, entitling him to it, till he 
was, on the 20[!i of January 1 694, appointed commander 
of the Charles galley. We find notliing related of him, 
during the reign of king William, except that, in 1695, 
he commanded the Norwich, of fifty guns, one of the 
Ihips employed in the German Ocean, and under the or- 
ders of (ir Cloudefl«y Shovel, in his feveral little expedi- 
tions undenaken againft the French ports. During th« 
peace he held no commiJlion. After the acceflion of 
queen Anne, the firft infortnation we have received relative 
to him is, that, in 1706, he was appointed to command the 
Kingilon, in which Ihip he died, in the following year^ 
at Jamaica. 

CLEASBY, Thomas, — ferved as firft lieutenant of the 
Albemarle, of ninety guns, in the year 1693. On the 
26th of May, 1694, he was promoted to be commander 
of the Vulture firefbip. We hear nothing of him after 
this lime till we find him- captain of the Mary galley, 
a fifth rate, one of the fhips feni, in 1697, under captain, 
afterwards fir John Norris, to Newfoundland ; but being; 
detached on fome particular fervice, was not one of that 
famous council of war which, out-voted by the land- 
officers, determined to wait the attack of the. French in the 
-harbour of St. John's. He never appears to have attained 

the 
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the command of any fhip fuperior to the Mary during the 
reign of king William ; nor is it known what fhip he wag 
captain of, or in what fervice he was employed, after the 
acceffion of queen Anne. He retired from the fervice 
towards the clofe of that reign, and was appointed a cap- 
tain in Greenwich-hofpital in the year 1714 : having held 
this appointment four years, he was promoted to be lieu- 
tenant-governor of the fame, an advancement he did not 
long live to enjoy, dying on the 23d of July in the fame 
year. 

CLEMENTS, George, — was appointed third lieute- 
nant of the Vid:ory, a firrt rate, in 1693. He was pro- 
moted, on the 1 8th of July 1694, to be captain of the 
Eflex prize. It was his misfortune to be employed on 
fuch unprofitable fcrvices that no mention whatever is 
made of him during the reign of king William ; nor di4 
he ever, for the fame period, command any fhip larger thaai 
a fifth rate. We are al fo perfeftly in the dark both as U^ 
f he veflTels he commanded and the leryices he was particu- 
larly engaged in, till we find him, in the beginning of 1707^ 
conimander of the Hampton Court, of feventy guns. Tji# 
obvious remark, which we have already had too frequent 
6ccafion to make, we muft here again repeat, that it has 
been the unhappy fate of a multitude of brave men, to be 
almoft totally unnoticed, till the nation, informed of the 
various circumftanccs which led to their deaths, then, firft 
lamented the worth that had been, as it were difregarded, 
and condemned its own ingratitude for the innocent 
negleft. 

About the latter end of April, in the year juft men* 
tioned, captain Clements was ordered to put himfelf 
tinder the command of captain Baron Wylde, of the 
Royal Oak, who was appointed commodore of the con- 
voy fent with the outward-bound fleet to Portugal, and 
the Weft Indies. The feveral general circumftanccs 
preceding the fight, as well as thofe which happened after 
It had commenced, have been already fuflSciently related 
in the lives of captain Wyld * and captain Afton ; but there 
i$ a material occurrence attending the death of captaia 

Clements too fingular, and curious to be omitted. H« 
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was mortally wounded by a (hot in the belly, which h* 
received fome lime after ihc engagement began; but, 
neverthclefs, in that dangerous and difabled (late conti- 
nued the fight with the utmoft rcfDluiion, till he himrdf 
was become To taitit with the anguilh of his wound and 
lofs of blood, as to be totally incapable of farther exer- 
tions. His Ihip was by this lime alio, reduced to a mere 
wreck, and two hundred of tiie crew, among whom wer» 
the greateft part of the officers, killed or wonnded, fo that 
the furrcndcr was inevitable. Soon after the enemy had 
entered iheir newly-acqnired and dearly-earned prize, a 
young iTiidfliipman, whofe name we very much lament 
our inabiliiy to recover, taking an opportunity of the, 
confullon which prevailed at that time, and the greater 
attentionof the enemy to the plunder than the care of their 
prifoners, caufcd his poor dying commander to be con- 
veyed through a port-hole into the longboat, which hap- 
pened to be a-ftern. He himfelf followed, with fevcn 
others of the crew : they concealed ihenifelves under the 
thwarts, as well as they could, till the Hampton Court, 
and the enemy's fquadion had drifted fo far with the flood 
as to render it fafc for them to take to their oars, when 
by a very happy, but almoft incredible exertion, they 
reached Rye on the 3d of May, the dav after the unfor- 
tunate encounter juft mentioned. Captain Clements 
died in the boat. 

CLEVELAND, William, — commanded the Dili- 
gencc brig in the year 1693 : he was promoted from this 
veffel to be a captain in the navy, and appointed to the 
Catherine ftore-lhip on the 13th of February 1694.. In 
the following year we find him commanding the Medway, 
of fixty guns, and employed in the Channel fquadron, 
under the orders of lord Berkeley of Stratton, and fir 
Cioudefley Shovel. In the enfuing winter he went out 
to the Mediterranean imder commodore Moody, who was 
fenl to convoy the outward-bound Turkey and Streight's 
Beet to their feveral places of deftinalion. On his return 
to England in the fummer, after this fervicc was executed, 
he was ordered to cruife in the Channel, and met with 
confiderable fuccefs in capturing feveral of the enemy's 
privateers, both on this and the Iri(h ftation, whither ne 
vras fooD afterwards fent. He continued on the Jrifl) 
flation 
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ftaiion as long as the war continued; and on the 30th of 
April 1697, cffeifled a much more conftquential fervice 
to his country than any we have hitherto feen him per- 
form. He fell in with a large French private fliip of 
war, about eighteen leagues to the north-weft of Sciily. 
This vciTel, which was of a force little inferior to a fhip 
of the line, mounted fifty carriage guns, and had more- 
over ten or twelve patararoes, with a chofen crew of near 
four hundred men. It was called the Pontchartrain, and 
being a remarkably fail failing vclTel was not overtaken 
till after a very long chace. The Medway at laft getting 
up, began the a£lion about fix o'clock in the morning, 
with a very fpiiited cannonade, which the enemy little 
relilhing, attempted to give a fudden turn to the contefl, 
by boarding captain Cleveland and attempting to decide 
the contcu hand to hand. The French commander, 
notwithftanding the favourable opinion he had entertained 
of the vigour and prowefs of his crew, was difappoinied 
in (he hope he had formed on this occafion. He eXperl- 
cpced fo determined a reliftance, that he was obliged to 
Iheer off and decide the conieft in the ordinary manner. 

The engagement was maintained, at the diftance of 
mufket-ihot, with the gteaielt Ipirit and bravery on both 
fides for near three hours, when the French feeling at laft 
their inferiority, attempted to efcape. This the Medway, 
who, comparatively fpeaking, had fuftained but little 
damage in the conteft, took care to preventt and, after a 
fhorl, but ineffeflual lart'effort, the enemy's Ihip was con- 
tent to furrender about ten o'clock, having hatl near fifty 
of her crew killed, and almoft as many defperately 
wounded; while on the other hand the lofsofthe Medway 
mounted only to five men killed, and ten or twelve 
wounded, few of them dangeroufly. The Medway waS 
put out of commiflion foon after the peace at Ryfwic, 
and captain Cleveland had no oiher commifli.in till after 
the acceflion of queen Anne, when he was appointed to 
the Montague. In this (hip he accompanied fir Clou- 
deflcy Shovel to Vigo, and was afterwards appointed one 
of the convoy to the homeward-bound Oporto fleet. He 
fetumcd to England with his charge abom the latter end 
of January, and in the beginning of March following was 
ordered to accompany, to a certain latitude, vice-admiral 
£ 2 GraydoB 
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Graydon, who had juft before been in veiled with the 
Wtii India command. The fquadron failed from Ply- 
raouth on the 13th, and in five days afterwards fell in 
with a fmall French fquadron, of four (hips of the line, 
under the well known chef d'efcadre Du Calfe, who was 
returning from the Weft Indies in a (late of equipment 
little calculated to withftand an attack. 
- Captain Cleveland, who led the van of -the Engliflx 
fquadron, very fpiritedly began the adion by engaging the 
fternmoit of the enemy's line, but was almoil immediately 
called off by fignal from Mr. Graydon, who conceived 
lymfelf precluded, by his orders, from hazarding any ex- 
traneous encounter *. This affair has been already fully 
djfcuffed, and the particulars of the aftion related in the 
life of Mr. Graydon t. Captain Cleveland having ful- 
filled his in{lru6lions by accompanying the vice-admiral to 
the proper latitude, returned to Plymouth, where he ar- 
rived in fafety about the latter end of April. As foon as 
he had taken on board a fufficient recruit of provifions 
and water, he was again ordered to fea, in company with 
the Orford, commanded by captain Norris, with whom he 
Was to cruife in foundings for a few days, till the fleet, then 
ordered for the Mediterranean, under the command of fir 
Gloudefley Shovel (hould be ready to fail. Both thcfe 
brave men were fuccefsful, captain Norris in a very 
Ihort time after he left Falmouth having captured, in a 
I'ery fmart aftkjn, a French (hip of no mean force, and 
captain Cleveland a fecond, of inferior confequence 
indeed J, for the enemy in order to lighten the fhip and fa- 
cilitate their efcape, chofe rather to throw their guns into 
the fea than truft to a refiftance, or defence, which, to do 
them juftice, their inferiority mull have rendered futile;

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Captain Cleveland having immediately afterward* 
joined the fleet, failed for the Meditenaiiean, where no-' 
thing in th^ fmalleft degree memorable occurred either tO: 
him, or, with the moft trivial exception, any other of the 
officers engaged in that fervice. In 1704 he rettirncd to 
the Mediterranean under the command of fir G. Rookie;^' 
and bore a very adive as well as con fpicnoiis part, both 
in the aflault of Gibraltar and the battle ofFiyialaga which 
followed, not long after. He was one <rf> th^e com-^ 
manders, who, in the latter engagement beitig cibKged to 
quit the line for want of fliot*, a deficiency occ^fioneij 
by his former expenditure before Gibralta?", >'a$ after- 
wards tried by a court-martial, which did ainple jufticc to 
his bravery and merit, by acquitting him in the ipoft ho- 
nourable and unequivocal manner. We do not,.. how- 
ever, find any mention made of him in the fervice, after 
this time, till the year 1710, at which time he commanded 
the Suffolk, one of the fquadron on the Mediteirraneaii ' 
flation. 

In the month of May, being then cruifing ofFMeffina; 
under the command of yice-admirai Baker, he }\ad tho 
good fortune to capture a large French fhip of war, calr 
led Le Galliard, pierced for fifty-fix guns, but mounting, 
when taken, only thirty-eight. This little fuccefs, trivial 
as it may appear when compared with thofe more fplen* 
did aftions which Jiappened in other quarters of the world, 
made no mean figure where it took place, .owing to that 
general Want of intereft which, after the year 1704, per-» 
vaded all the operations of naya! war, if they may be faid 
to deferve that name, on the ftation of >vhich vye are now 
fpeaking. After this time wc arc again ignoraqt as to aay 
particulars of this g^ritlem^n'sfiiic tillthe year *7^6, wheh 
he accompanied fir J. Norris, wtp was fent with a fleet infy 
the Baltic to chaftifc the infolent^qon^udl of the Swedes* 
When fir John returned to England in the month of Np^ 
vember hp left Mr. Cleveland commodore of a ftjuadrom 
confiftiBgpf feven fhip? of war, with. orders to aft in conv

the expcfted rupture, and to render tlic proper proteiSiofti 
to the trade and commerce of the allied nations. 

He went no more to fea after his return, but 
year i ji8 was appointed comptroUtr of the ftore-kee| 
of ihe navy'* accounts; an office, in which he 
till the year 1731; when he retired altogether from publi 
life, on a pennon fuitable to his rank and fervices. 
died on the 9th of Jime 1735. 

DOUGLAS. John,— having, in 1693, ferved as fourth 
lieuienani of the Duke, a fecond rate, on board which 
fhip Mr. Mitchell carried his flag as rear-admiral of the 
blue in the main fleet ; was afterwards promoted to be 
fecond lieutenant of the fame Ihip ; and was from thai 
ftation advanced, on the aift of December 1694, to be 
opiBtn of the Phanix firefhip. No farther notice is ever 
taken of him, but that he died in England on the 16th of 
November 1697, not holding, at that time, any command. 

EATON, or EYTON, William,— is faid to have 
been, in the early part of his life, a commander of much 
note in the merchant's fcrvice. Heafierwardsdiftingui" " 
edhimfcit ^■eryconrplcuoufly as commanderof a private ' 
of war, employed, according to thecuftomof inofe tii 
10 cruile againft the Spanianls in the South Seas. This 
pndke, which iitdced lud nothin* to recommend it but the 
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He had nol, however, the fame opportunity and fucccfs 
in making himfcif remarkable in ihe royal navy that he had 
while tbrmerly employed in a more humble itation. He 
continued to command this velFcl lill the month of Au- 
gull 1695, when he was removed, at hit own requcl), 
into fome other ihip ; the Jofeph, as it is (latcd in an 
official report of the condiiion of ihe fleet, made by fir C. 
Shovel, to the board of admiralty, not being ht to be con- 
tinued in commiflion. No farther mention whatever is 
made of him, except that be died in the Weft Indies 
commander of the S.iudadoes Prize, fomeiime ia the 
month of November 1698. 

GRANTHAM, Naihaniel, — was, in 1692, appointed 
firft iieutenant ot the Warfpight, of ft vent y gims, which 
fhip was, at that time, commanded by captain Caleb 
Grantham, He continued to hold the fame itation till 
the year 1694, when the Warfpight was obliged to be 
put out of commiilion, and taken into dock for a cotn- 
plete repair. This, perhaps, was rather a fortunate ad 
of neceflity for Mr. Gianiham, who was promoted) on 
this occafion, by commiflion, bearing date the 13th of 
AuguR 1694, to be commander of the Seahorfe. No 
ftitther mention is made of him during king 
William's reign; nor is this wonderful, as we alfo 
find he never, in that- period, commanded any fliip of 
greater force than a fixth rate. On the re-commence- 
mcnl of the war with France, ?ft,er the acceflion of queen 
Anne, he was appointed to command the Bonadventuie, 
of forty-eight guns, and fent to convoy an outward-bound 
fleet of merchant-lliips. This we are very forry to fay it 
the only mention wc ever find made of him ; hence it is 
moft probable that, either from infirmities or fome other 
caufe, which we have been unable to invoftigate, he re- 
tired altogether from the fe^vic'^ not long after this time. 
He is faid to have died in England on the 17th of No- 
vember 1723, 

HOLYMAN, Robert,— in 1693, was appointed firft 
lieutenant of the captain, a third rate, commanded by 
captain Francis Wy vill. He was promoted from thence, 
on the 8ih of February 1 694, to be commander of lh« 
Owner's Love firefliip. No notice is ever afterwards 
taken of him during the reign of king Wiiiiaoi ; but it is 
£ 4 kn^wK 
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IcDOWn, indeed, he never obtained any confequcntial corn*' 
XAand. Immediately after the acceffion of queen Anne 
Tfc find him captain of the Dragon, of fifty guns. He was 
for fome time employed as a cruifer in the Channel, an 
occupation in which he met with much fnccefs. In the 
month of Oftober he was detached, on fome trivial fer- 
vice, from the fquadron under the command of ftr Clou- 
defley Shovel, which ha^ been difpatched to Vigo, and was 
now on its return from that port. He fell in fooa after- 
wards with a French fhip of war, mounting' up^^'ards of 
ftventy guns. Notwithltanding the great disparity of 
force, captain Holyman prepared to defend himfeif with- 
ai fpirit that deferved a better fate, and an antagonift 
Vfhofe fuperiority would not have defied conqueft. 
^' Ftbhi what we have premifed, it muft be obvious to aU, 
tViat the greateft exertions, on the part of captain Holyman * 
afti his peopk, were indifpenfibly neceflary, to preferve 
them from captivity : thefe were not wantingj and confe- 
qliently produced the defired effcft. The enemy, how., 
tPtVy was not repulfed but with the lofs of the brave 
cbmrnaftder and twenty-five of his crew, who were 
kilted. . 

c.The aSion took place on the 13th of Oftober. Th6 
lieutenant, whom we fuppofe to have been Mr. Fotherby, 
olf^whom we fliall have an account to give hereafter, con-*, 
tinued the a£lion foi fome time after the death of hi* 
bmve commander, till the French were at lafl content to • 
drdine' any farther conteft. , 

^HOLMES, Robert, — was appointed fecond lieutenant 
of" the Burfbrd, of' feventy giins, i-n the year 1692. In 
3693 he was promoted to be firft lieutenant of the York, 
of iixty guns. On the 15th of Oftober 1694, he was 
promoted to the command of the Pearl frigate, a vcffel 
employed, during that, and the; following year, on the Irifh 
ftationj for the pFOteft ion of trade from the depredations 
of the fmall French privateers. He appears to have been 
fii)gularly adive and attentive to tbe duties of this very 
ui|enviable occupation, anoccupationin which* it was im*- 
p^rffible to acquire renown, or even avofd calumny, except ■ 
bf themoft rigidaittent-ibn. Capt. Holmeswas very fuccell'- 
{\A>m protecting the coafting trade of Ireland, aiervicc in ' 
wi)H(2h he wal almoft c&nftantly employed, or in attending it 
j'r^}0 K "^ 7 from 
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ffoffi port to port ; he had moreover the good fortune to c^*' 
tore fome of the enemy's fmall privateers, prizes, although: 
of no material confequence to the event of a war, but 
neverthelefs afFovd very fufficient proof of a comnnuinder's 
diligence. We do not find much notice taken of hinu 
alter the year* 1695 : and it is very fmgular, his name isr 
inferted in one only of the lifts of naval commanders,: 
\?hich have been at different times coliefted, and with thC' 
grcateft care, from the official papers. In 1696 hit 
accompanied commodore Mees to the Weft Indies^ 
where he died fometime in the month of May in the 
following year. 

JESSON, James, — was appointed cominandcr of ther 
Winchelfea on the 7 th of February 1694. No farther 
mention is made of him during the reign of king William, 
and we have every reafon to believe he never, during that 
period, commanded any other veflTel. The acceflion of' 

Jucen Anne produced but little alteration, for we do not^ 
nd any information concerning him, except that he die J 
at Barbadoes on the 27th of February 1707-8, being at' 
that time commander either of tlie Portland, or the Green- 
wich. 

LAKE, or LEAKE, Thomas, — was, on the OiSthct- 
September 1694, appointed commander of the Speedwelh 
We have not been able to procure any other information' 
relative to him, except what we derive from rear-admiral^ 
Hardy's lift of naval officers : from this we learn that- 
this gentleman, on what account is not mentioned, re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood from queen Anne* No 
notice is taken of the time of his die/ath. 

LINDSEY, William, — was, t!m the 29th of May 
iSg^f appointed commander of the Play Prize, and died 
in the command of the above veffel on the i6th of OftobcB 
following. 

LLOYD, David, (2d}— -was, on the 30th of Oftobcf' 
1694, appointed commander of the Experiment frigate. ' 
Others infift his firft commiffion, as captain of this velfel-, 
^oes not bear date till the 15th of September in the foU-

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lowing year ; and wc rather believe the former date to be « 
mijlake. In 1697 he was appointed captain of the FaU 
inouih, and fent to the Weft Indies in the following year, 
under Mr. Benbow. Kidd, the pirate, became about 
this time very notorious, and a variety of fmall . 
velTels were equipped to purfue him. One of ihefe, » 
floop, captain Lloyd voluntarily offered his fervicc to 
command, but foon afterwards fell a vidim to his gallant 
and cnterprifmg fpirii, being drowned on the 25th of July 
1699 ; the particulars of this misfortune are not known. 

MIDDLETON, Henry, — ferved as fecond lieutenant 
of the St. Andrew, a firft rate, of nineiy-fix guns, in the 
year 1693- On the 13th of Oflober 1694, he was pro- 
moted to the command of ihc Falcon. Few are the par- 
ticulars we have been able to coHefl concerning this 
gcnlletnan, ajid thofe too, we are forty to fav, are very 
unintcrefting '. In 1 697 he commanded the Rainbow, a 
fmall frigate,principallycmployedin convoy ingtoand from 
Ireland the fmall coalUng veffels. After the accelfion of 

?ueen Anne, he was promoted to the command of the 
.incoln, of fifty guns- This Ihip foundered at Tea on ths 
agth of June 1 703 : and the captain with the greater part 
of the crew were unhappily drowned, 

MIGIJELLS, James, — was the defendant of an anci- 
ent and refiie^table family long fettled at LowellofFe, in the 
county of Suffolk t. It appears from a pedigree of the 
Mighel's family, pubiilhed by Gillingwatcr, in his Hiftory 
of LpweftotFe, that this gentleman was, by marriage, 
nearly related to thofe great and well-known naval cha- 
raflers, fir Thomas Allen, rear-admiral Utber, fir John 
Aihby, and fir Andrew Leake. Having entered early in 
life into the Navy, under the patronage bf his undo, 
fir John Afhby, ajid palTcd through the feveral neceflary 
fubordinale ftations with much credit and reputation, he 
was, in 1693, appointed firft Ueuiepant qf the Vi^oryt a 
firft rate. On the 2+th of Augnlt (694, he was promoted 
to the command of the Owner's Love fireihip. In the 
month of December he was ordered, together with the

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Korwich and Prince of Orange, to convoy the outward- 
bound Virginia fleei to a certain latitude. Before the fleet 
had well cleared ihc Channel, captain Mighells's fhip 
fprung a leak, which compclkd him to put back into 
port, which he happily reached, though not without much 
difficulty. He continued to command the Owner's Love 
till towards the end of the year 1696, when he was 
appointed to command a ftiip of the line, which 
was unfortunately employed on fo undiftinguiflied a fer- 
vice, that we have been totally unable to djfcover even 
its name. This want of information is by no means to 
be conllrued as difrcpu table to captain Mighells, when 
we confider that the moft eminent of his cotemporariei 
were uniformly in the fame predicament. Jn the year 
1697 he accompanied captain, afterwards fir John Nor- 
ris to Newfoundland, where, to his credit be it fpoken, 
he was one of thofe fpiriled commanders who coincide^ 
in opinion with the commodore, that it would be more 
advifeable to put to fea and attack the enemy, than coolly 
wait their airauh". 

During the remainder of king William's reign, after 
the peace of Ryfwic, Mr. Mighells does not appear to 
have held any command ; but, after the acceffion of queen 
Anne, was appointed to command the Monk, of fixty 
guns. He was employed during the abfence of the main 
fleet, under fir George Rooke, 10 cruife principally in the 
Channel, and continued in the fame line of fervice, after 
its return, til! the month of July 1703, when he was feni, 
under rear-admiral Dilkes, to attack a French convoy 
which was reported to be laying tn Cancalle Bay. A 
particular account of this Iranfaftion has already been 
given in the life of that admiral t. 

In 1704 he failed for the Mediterranean under fir G. 
Rooke, and very Angularly dillinguithed himfelf at the 
battle off Malaga. The count Dc Tholoufe, who com- 
manded the French t^eet, had ordered monfieur Champ- 
melin in the Sericux, to board the Monk. This, 
e different times,

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it}& of captain Mighelfe and his crew» The Scrieux watf 
•aabled to renew her attack in confequencc of the aflilt- 
ance ihe received from the' French gallies, which took off 
|hc wounded men and fupplied their place with freih un- 
iatigued aflailants. The enemy being at length difpirited 
ty-thefe repeated difcomfitures were content to flieer off; 
and captain MigheDs had the fatisfadion of pr^ferving his 
ibip, though with the lofs of thirty-fix men kilkd j he 
liimfelfy together with his fecond lieutenant^ boatfwain, 
and fifty-two. of his people being wounded, many of them 
very d^fperateJy. J'he French, who are: remarkably 
clever at pailiating their own difallers, give the following 
account of .this tranfaclion in th'.ir relation of the en- 
gageraeht- ; ** As to the centre, there happened a thing 
vhichy perhaps, was never known in a fight where a 
whole line has been engaged, and where the enemy hafr 
the weather-gage, which is, that a fhip in. the van of our 
adnriirars divifion, cornipanded by monfieur De Champ-^ 
fnelin^ thrice boarded ojpe of the enemy** ihips which lay 
j^ext him, and left her the third time, Jceingher on jire in 
Jeveral places, but by reajon of the great f moke could, not tell what 
hicame of her. He was afterwards fo di fabled in the env 
gacement, that he was obliged to quit the line to refit." 

No notice whatever is taken of captain Mighells after 
this time till the year 171 o, even by thofe who might be 
thought very likely to be acquainted even with the nioft 
trivial particulars of his life. In the laft-mcntioned 
year * he commanded the Centurion ; and being on a 
cruife in the Mediterranean^ in company with captain 
Evans in the Defiance, they met two French fhjps of 
war ofequal force with themfelves, between Almeriaand 
Malaga. An adion cpnjmenced at eight o'clock in th^. 
mornings and continued without intermiffion, moft fpi- 
ritedly maintained on both fides, till twelve at noon ;. by 
which time the Centurion had upwards of fixty of her 
crew, killed and wounded ; her figging, marts, and yards 
were alfo fo much di fabled as to incapacitate her from, 
making fail. The French ftiips at this time declined 
any farther conteft ; and having fuftained, as is generally 
the cafe, lefs damage aloft, were enabled to make their

cicape and ihelter thcmfelves in the port of KlaUga, 
although the Engllfli purl'iicd with all the alacrity in their 
power. 

In the following year we find him captain of the 
Hampton Court, (till on the Mediterranean llation, aiul 
then under the command of lir John Jennings. Having, 
in the month of November, been detached, v/ith four 
other (hips*, from the fleet, by that admiral, to the coaft 
of Catalonia, foon after he himfelf had failed from Bar- 
celona for Vado with the king of Spain, who juft before 
had fucceeded to the dignity of emperor ; he was on his 
return to Port Mahon, the appointed rendezvous, when 
he fell in with two French fliips of the line, the Count dc 
Thouloufe and the Trident. Captain Migheli«, whp was 
confiderably a-head of his companions, came up with the 
former foon after feven o'clock in the evening, and began 
inftantly to engage. The Frenchman defended himfelf 
ivith the greatell gallantry, and the conteft was maintained, 
with theliigheft fpirit on both fides, for upwards of two 
hours ; when the Sterling Cadle drawing near, the Count 
de Thouloufe thought proper to furrender : the 7Vident 
cfcaped, favoured by the darkn^fs of the night, the ad- 
vantage df light breezes of wind, and the aflillance of 
her oars. The Hampton Court had received confider- 
aVle daojage in the encounter; her mails in particular 
being much wounded, and the wind frefhening foon after 
the aftion, they all came by the board on the following 
day, fo that fhe w^as obliged to be towed into port by the 
Sterling Caftle. 

The peace at Utrecht being concluded foon after this 
event, we find no mention made of captain Mighells till 
the yca.T 171 7-1 8, when he was, on the i8th of March, 
promoted,^ very defervedly, to be rear-admiral of the blue. 
v)n the 28th of the fame month he was advanced to be 
rear-admiral of the white, and appointed fecond in com- 
rnand of the fquadron, fent foon afterwards to the Baltic 
under the command of fir John Norris t.

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On the 17th of December 1718, almoft im mediate! jr 
on his return from the Baltic; war was formally de- 
clared againft Spain ; and the greateft apprehenfions being 
entertained foon afterwards that the enemy Avere at that 
time meditating an invafiotl of England, with the Pre- 
tender at iheir head, every pndible meafure was taken at 
home to counteraft and defeat their defigns. Rear-ad- 
miral Mighclls was, on the 5th of March, dilpatchcd to 
Portfmouth that he might forward the equipment of fuch 
fliips as were fitting out at that port : two days afterwards 
he was raifed to the rank of vice-admiral of the blue, and 
failed almoft immediately to the weftward fccond in com» 
mand of (he fqiiadron fent out under the earl of Berkeley. 
He was difpatchcd for the coaft of Gallicia, by his lord- 
(hip, foon after they had cleared the Channel. His in- 
ftruiSions on this occafion being only to procure fomc in- 
telligence of the enemy's motions, he had nO greater force 
than the Windfor, Antelope, and Monmouth. Having 
learnt that the Spanifh fleet, crowded with foldierS, thongh 
miferably deficient in almoft every article of their necelTary 
appointments, had been difperfed by a violent ftorm which 
overtook them on their palfage from Cadiz to the Groyne, 
he returned into port with this information ; and the ter- 
rors which had been fuddenly excited, as fuddenly va- 
nifhed. 

It was immediately refolved, on the part of England, 
to retaliate this intended infult ; and at lead repay, if not 
revenge it. A ftrong fquadron was accordingly equip- 
ped and put under the command of the vice-admira!, who 
had wiih him a fleet of tranfports, on board which 
were embarked fix thoufand troops, with a proper train 
of artillery, and every other neceifary, under the command 
of lord vifcount Cobham. The deftined objefl of their 
attack was the important port of Vigo, on the coaft of 
Gallicia. This furmitlable armament put to fea, from 
St. Helen's, on the 3i(l of September, and, after a very 
profperous palTage, arrived on the coaft of Spain, off 
which ihc fleet cruifed for three days, in hopes of being 
joined by captain Johnfon, who had been di/patched a 
few days before, with two fourth-rates and a frigate, in 
order to procure intelligence. Not meeting with him, 
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as was expe^ed, and the reafon of the year being too far 
advanced to admit of trifling on an hoftile coaft, or delay- 
ing any longer offenfive operations, it was determined to 
pu(h on for Vigo, the harbour of which the fleet happily 
entered on the 29ih of September, old flile. The grena- 
diers of the army were immediately landed at the didance 
of three miles from the town, without any other oppoQ- 
lion than an irregular ftraggling fire from a body oi pea- 
fants, who were alfo at too great a diftance to effed any 
material execution. On the following day the ncceflarjf 
(lores and provifions were landed, and proper meafures 
taken for the fpeedy commencement of offenfive opera- 

On the ift of Oflober the anny moved forward and 
encamped in a ftrong pofition near the place; this the 
«nemy obferving, and being apprehenfive of an attacl; 
they felt ihemfelves unable to withftand with regard to 
ihe town itfeif, they immediately began to fpike up the 
cannon on the ramparts ; and having burnt the carriages, 
left it and its inhabitants to the care of the magi- 
(Iratcs, and withdrew all their regular troops into the 
citadel. The general being foon apprized of ihJs move- 
ment Tent them a fummons to furrendcr, a requi- 
fition which was immediately complied with ; and brigadier 
Honcywood was accordingly ordered, with eight hundred 
men, to take^oft there, and in Fori St. Sehaftians, which 
Was alfo abandoned by the enemy. On the 3d of Odo- 
ber fcriouG operations commenced agalnft the citadel 
itfeif, a keich being fent in to bombaid it, though with 
little fuccefs, on account of the great dillance. The 
mortars, cohorns, and balteritig train were, however, 
landed on the fame evening, and the following day frotn 
the fleet i the necelTary preparations were alfo made for pro- 
fccuting the intended liege with the ulmoil vigour. At 
this period the general, lord Cobham, in compliance with 
the cuftoms of war, fent a formal fummons to the gover- 
nor, with a notification, that if he perfifled in not fur- 
rendering, till batteries were erefled, he muft then ex- 
pefl no quarter. 

The governor himfelf had been wounded during the 

bombardoienl. The ofEcer on whom the command had 

devolvsd 
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devolved, after a little hcfitatlon, confented to capitulate. 
The garrifon, amounting to near five hundred men, 
marched out on the i oth ; and the place being taken pof- 
fcflion of by the Englifli, there were found in it a conii- 
derablc quantity of arms and cannon, which, it was faid, 
■were landed from the very fhips that were, in the preced- 
ing fpring, deftined to have 'covered the invafion of 
Britain. As it was deemed impodible to maintain a 
footing in an enemy's country, at fuch a diftance, with fo 
fmall a land-force, it was judged expedient to embark, 
•without delay, all the artillery, (lores, and other property 
worth removal, and to deflroy the reft. Before, however, 
thefe meafures were carried into execution, major-general 
Wade was ordered, with a detachment of the army, and 
fome fliips of war, to fail up the harbour of Vigo and 
reduce Ponta Vedra, a town which lay at a fmall diftance 
ft-om thence. This fervice was efFedted without lofs, or, 
indeed, oppofition; and although four mortars and twelve 
pieces of heavy brafs cannon, together with feventy 
iron guns, two thoufand ftand of arms, and a proportio- 
nate quantity of ammunition were found there, all thefe, 
except the twenty-four pounders, which were four in 
iiumbcr, were embarked, and the detachment rejoined 
their companions, at Vigo, on the 23d. 

On the 27th, every thing that was valuable, or that 
could be in any degree ferviccable to the enemy, being 
embarked, the vice-admiral with the fleet failed for 
England, where he arrived, in fafety, on the nth of 
November, having fcarcely loft three hundred men during 
the whole expedition, by the joint ravages, and caufes of 
diminution, the fword, difeafe, or defertion. This blow, 
which was extremely humiliating to Spain, appears to 
have been the laft fervice in which this gentleman was 
fengagcd. Having, as it is el fe where obferved, arrived, with 
the higheft defert, at an elevated rank in his profeflion ; 
and being probably worn out with fatigue in the fervice 
of his counti)^, he exchanged the tumultuous fcenes of 
war for the iiiorc calm and undifturbed enjoyments of 
private life. In 1722 he reiigned his rank as vice* 
admiral, and was appointed QomptroUcr of the. na\7, aa 
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office he held till the time of his death*, which happened 
On the 23d of March 1733-4. 

MITCHEL, John, — we believe to haVe been, ia 
16^3, appointed firft lieutenant of the Afflftance, of forty-* 
two guns, a (hip at that time commanded by captain Phi- 
neas Bowles, and ordered for Newfoundland. But the 
firft information we have relative to him that we dare avet 
to be authentic is^ that on the 14th of February 1694, he 
was appointed captain of the St. Paul firefhip. He con- 
tinued to command this veflel during the two following, 
years, and during fiich a comtnand little can be expefted 
worth relating, except on the moft extraordinary and 
generally known occafions. He never appears to have 
obtained any more confequential command during the 
reign of king William ; nor, indeed, do we in that of the 
fucceeding fovereign^ find any mention whatever made of

As a fea officer he was bek>ved by 
all under his command: he was brave and valiant; nor was his judg* 
rnent and condtt^l lefs than his courage. In his laft office he was con- 
. ilant and unwcarird in application ; no one duril tempt him to alie» 
Hate his truO. Of his family he was careful, induleent, and tenders 
16 his relations ufeful and generous : to his friend kind, (incere, and 
iieariy : and to all the world a man of the ftn£le& honour, jufticei 
an^honefly."

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this gentleman. We believe him to have obtained the 
command of a Ibip of the line not long after tht: acceffion 
of queen Anne ; but nothing; farther is known, wriih any 
pofiti ve certainty, till 1 7 1 2. He was tried by a court-martial, 
held in the Downs, on the 4th of July in the following 
year, for a very fingular offence, not only againft the rules 
of the fervice, but all decorum, as a gentleman. On 
fome trivial and infignificant difpute with his firft lieute- 
nant, he was imprudent, and violent enough to ftrike him 
publickly on the quarter-deck, and was accordingly, not 
undefervedly, fentenced to be fufpcnded from all command, 
and to pay a fine equal to three months pay. After hav- 
ing continued under fufpenfion upwards of two years, 
ihofe who were entrufted with the adminiftration of 
naval affairs at that time, in fome degree relaxed from 
their feverity, and he was put on the fuperannuated lift 
with a penfion of 123 1. 3s. gd. per ann. being a fum 
equivalent to the half-pay of the captain of a third rate. 

MOSES, John,— in 1693, was appointed lieutenant of 
the Guernfey, a frigate of twenty-eight guns, at that time 
employed on the Weft India ftation under fir F. Wheeler. 
Not long after his return from thence, he was, on the 5th 
of March 1694, prompted to the command of the Queen- 
borough frigate. He did not for fome years obtain any 
confequential command, being principally captain of fmall 
frigates or yachts, and employed in attending king Wil- 
liam to and from Holland. Towards the end of the war, 
however, he was advanced to the command of a ihip of 
the line, which being put out of^ommiflion after the peace 
at Ryfwic, he did not appear again in the fervice till 
after the accefl[ion of queen Anne, when he was made 
commander of the Anglefea, of forty guns, and fent to 
the Weft Indies, where he died on the 23d of Oftober 
1703. 

OWEN, Edward,^— at the latter end of the year 1692, 
was appinnted ftrft lieutenant of the St. Alban*s, of fifty 
gims, a veflcl at that time and during the following year 
employed as a cxuifcr under the command of captain 
<5illam. On the 7th of Aug. 1694, he was appointed cap*

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tiain of the Roebuck firefliip. He never obtained the com- 
mand of any (hip larger than a (ixth rate, or was employed 
on any mennorable fervicc during the reign of king Wil- 
liam ; but immediately after the accelfion of queen Anne 
was promoted to the Rochefter, a fourth rate, one of the 
Ihips ftationed as a cruifer in the Channel. While thuf 
,occupied he difplayed the greateft aSivity, which was ac- 
cordingly rewarded with the higheft fuccefs, he having 
captured a conliderable number of French trading 
velfels of inferior note, together with two or three of 
thofe numerous privateers which at that time infefted th« 
coaft, and a fmall frigate, new from the ftocks, which 
was afterwards called the Rochefter's Prize. 

He continued to command the Rochefter, as well as to 
be aftively employed in the fame line of fervice, till the 
year* 1706, when he was promoted to the Medway, a 
third rate. He was immediately afterwards fent to the 
Mediterranean, on which ftation he does not appear to 
have met with any thing worthy to be related. He re- 
turned to England at the latter end of the year 1707 ; and 
in the month of June following we find him one of the 
captains under the orders of lord Durfley, who was com- 
mander of the fquadron in foundings, ftationed there for 
the proteftion of the different homeward-bound fleets. 
We find, as the only circumftance worth relating, that 
captain Owen was diipatched by his lordfhip, in the month 
of July, to convoy the homeward-bound Eaft India fleet 
into Plymouth. We rather apprehend he never went to

*' On the firft inftant her maje(ly*s (hip the Rochefter, captain

Paul, Richard, -^ferved as firft lieutenant of the 
Centurion in the year 1693; ^^ ^^^ promoted to thfe 
command of the Jerfey on the 23d of January 1694. We 
have no farther information concerning him, except thail 
he died commander of a Ihip of war, in the Weft Indies^ 
l^n the 17th at March 170I ; but neither the {hips, nor.thc 
particular fervices on which he was in the intermediate 
time employed are known. 

PAXTON, Wentworth, — is fuppofed to have been a 
native of New England; and entering into the royal navy, 
was, on the 22d of January 1694, appointed commander 
6f the Newport. He never obtained the command of any 
fliip larger than a fixth rate ; and retiring altogether from^ 
the fervice returned to New England, where he died fome* 
time in the year 1736, of, as others fay, not till three 
years after that time. 

REDMAN, John, — was appointed afting commander 
bf the Kitchen bomb-ketch either in the latter end of the 
year 1692, or early in the fallowing fpring. On the 3d 
of 0<9:ober 1694, he was promoted to be captain of the 
Loyalty. No other mention is ever made of this gentle- 
man, but that he was put on the fuperannUated lift, with 
the half-pay of captain of a third rate, in the year 1707, 
and died on the 29th of February 17^7. 

REEVES, William,-— is reported to have been the fon 
of fir William Reeves*, a commander of the greateft 
eminence during the firft and fecond Dutch war. The 
firft information we have of this gentleman is, that he was 
appointed firft lieutenant of the New Africa in 1693 : on 
the J 7th of Auguft in the following year, having been feht 
to the Weft Indies, he was there promoted to the con>« 
mand of the Expefiment, a frigate of thirty-two guns ; in 
which ftiip he died on the 29th of Oftober following. 

RICHARDS, CKarlfeSj-'^was towards the latter end of 
the year 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Tyger^ 6f 
forty-two gui)S, one of the Weft India fquadron fent out 
under the command of fir Francis Wheeler. On the 4jth 
of December 1694, he was promoted to be captain of the

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f inedr^lke bomb-ketch ; and before the conclufion of the 
i¥#ir obtained the comniand of a (hip of the line. This is 
$\l the information w.e h^ve bee)i ahlc.to procure relative 
to this gentleman, except that^ in .the y^ar 170^, he was 
ient to the Eafl Indies commapder of the Severn ; in which 
(hip he died there on the 2jid of March 1203T4. 

KOFFEY, Kerrit, or Ketril,— fervea as firft lieutor 
pant of the Vanguard^ a Cbcond rate, in th1e.years.1692 and 
1693. On th^ 23d of January 1694, ; he. was promoted 
to the command of the Griffin iire(hip. Jie doies not 
appear to have met with any opportunity. of diiiioguilhing 
himfelf during the reign of king^Villlam, although he cer^ 
tainly was always copfldered as that veiy de&ryiiig charac- 
ter his condud and gallantry in the following jreign proved 
him to b^, for he obtained the command of atfliip of the line 
long before the cpncIuHon of the war^.and was continueB 
in conft^nt commiflion during the peacie which fucceeded 
it. After the acceilion of queen A^neh^ was appointed 
(laptain of the fiurford, of ieventy gyns, as fucceffor to 
iir Hovenden Walker. Accompanying fir Geo. Jlook^ 
to the Mediterranean in the year i7C4>.he was prefent and 
engaged both in the aiTault of Gibraltar and the adion o^ 
•Malaga. In the latter encounter he led fir Thomas 
Pilkes's divifion ; and although he was veiy warmly 
engaged. during the whole time^.his.expenditure of fhot at 
Gibraltar not having been great enough to compel him to 
quit the line, as the w^nt of this nec^ifary annoyance did 
^nany others, his brave cotemporaries, he appears to 
have had the good fortune of fuuaining lefs injury thaii 
any fhip of his divifion> the Swallow excepted, having had 
only eleven men killed and nineteen wounded. In 1705 
captain, Hoffey was appointed to the Northumberland and 
fent to the Weft Indies; from whence he returned,- with- 
out having met with any remarkable occurrence, in the 
month of March 1706. In 1707 w^ find no othe^ men- 
tion made of him but that he commanded the Northum- 
berland, one of fir Thomas Hardy's fquadron, who was 
fent out to convoy the fleet bound* to Lifbon*. Captain 
RofFey was one of the witndfes examined, at the court- 
inartial held in confequence of a moft violent and totally^

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unfounded charge raifedagaiiifl the condufl of fir Thomas 
on that occafion, and by his fair and candid lellimony 
very honelily coniribuied to the honourable acquittal of his 
much- injured admiral. 

Whether this honeft manly behaviour drew on him ihe 
refeiitment of men in power, and of thnfe who were the 
enemy's of fir Thomas, we know not, but as we find no 
mention made of him after this time in any command, wft 
confequcntly believe him to have retired from thefervlce, 
to which he does not appear to have again returned. He 
is faid by many, but very erroncoully, to have been ap- 
pointed lieutenant-governor of Greenwich-hofpital fome 
confiderable time before his deceafe, which happened on 
the iilh of Seplember 1716. 

SMITH, John, — ferved as fecond lieutenant of the 
Breda h, rear-admiral H"pfon's fiag-fiirp, in 1693, at the 
time he accompanied fir George Rookc, who went out to 
convoy the unfortunate Smyrna fleet. His diligent and 
preper behaviour in that llation procured his promotion, 
on the 23d of January 1 69+, to be commander of the 
Mortar bomb-keich. He was not long afterwards re- 
moved into the Hind ; and during the time he held the 
command of that vellti, a very fingiilar and unfortunate 
accident befel him: he was unhappily afRiifled wiih an 
intermitting delirium, occafioncd by a calenture, from the 
ttfe&s of which he had not perfeflly recovered. During 
one of thefe paroxyfms, if the term be allowed, he wan- 
dered far from his fliip, which was then laying in the 
Downs, and behaved in other refpefls in fo extraordinary 
I manner, that he was taken into cuftody by the peace- 
officers, and committed, by a neighbouring magi (Irate,, to 
Canterbury bridewell. Sir Cloudelley Shovel, tinder 
whofe command he had been, foon as he was informed of 
this extraordinary circumflance, appliud for, and obtained 
his relcafe ; and having afier\«ards matte a proper enquiry 
into the caufe as well as nature of his late diftcmpcrcd 
condudt, interefted himfelf much with the lords of the 
admiralty, that captain Smith might be continued in the 
fcrvice. In this truly meritorious, and benevolent appli- 
cation, the admiral was happily fuccefsful j but the obje£t 
of his patronage did not obtain any higher command, dur- 
ing king William's reign, than a fixth rate. 

From 
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From the number of naval conimanders of the fame 
name^ we have not been able to difcriminate fo corre6^ly 
one from the other, as to warrant us in reporting even the 
little information we have collected relative to them : it*fs, 
indeed, of a nature not very interefting, confifting merely 
of dates when thofe gentlemen commanded different fhips. 
The moft material circumftance we find is, that the York, 
a fourth rate, loft at Harwich, in the Great Storm which 
happened in the month of November 1703, was com- 
manded by a captain Smith; but we are by no means 
authorifed to alliert, it wus this very gentleman of whom 
we are now fpeaking. Thus far, however, we are war- 
ranted in faying, that in the year 171 8 he was appointed 
a captain in Greenwich-hofpital ; in which honourable 
retirement he died, on 15th of June 1722. 

SMITH, William, — was, in 1692, appointed firft 
lieutenant of the Sovereign, a firft rate, rear-admiral 
Aylmer's flag-fhip during the enfuing-fummer, and under 
whom Mr. Smith continued to ferve in the fame ftation. 
On the 25th of June 1694, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Portland : this fhip was one of the cruifefs 
flationed in the Channel, and oft* the coaft of Ireland, for 
the proteSion of trade. Captain Smith being very adtive^ 
was alfo remarkably fuccefsful, having particularly, to- 
wards the end of the enfuing year, captured feveral very 
valuable prizes. A fatal accident * put a period to his 
life and fervices. On the 31ft of December 1695, as he 
wafs pafling from Plymouth-dock to the town, in the 
Weymouth's pinnace, accompanied by captain Jumper, 
who commanded the laft-mentioned fhip, and his lady, the 
boat overfet, and captain Smith, as well as Mrs. Jumper^ 
were unfortunately drowned. 

STAPLETON, John, — was originally commander of 
a merchant-fhip in the Streight's trade, and diftinguifhed 
himfelf fo remarkably in an aftion with a French frigate, 
that, as a reward for his gallantry, he was immediately 
received into the king's fervice. The fhip he commanded 
was called the Conqueft, mounting only eight guns, and 
manned with a crew of twenty men. He was bouild 
home to England, from Seville in Spain, when he fell in. 
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off tlie rock of Liibon, with a French frigate, carrying 
twenty-iJK guns and one hundred and eia.hty men. 
Captain Staplelon prepared to make the beft d'.fcnce he 
conld againft To unequal a force, being refnh-cd not to 
fubmit lamely to the enemy. Having fomc fpare ports 
he wa5 enabled to bring over feven of his guns lo the fide 
he prefented to his antagonift, whom he began to engage 
about one o'clock in the afternoon, He tnainiained the 
ailion with the greateft fpirit till feven at night, by which 
time he had only four fpare cartridges left, his boatfwain, 
his carpenter, and fix more of his people were killed ; no- 
thing now remained but 16 fiirrender : his guns, however, 
being all loaded, he refolved, as a lall effort, to difcharge 
them at his enemies rather than yield, while he had fuch 
ready means of annoying them. His fliip took fire from 
the explofion of her own guns; and falling immediately 
on board the frigate, had nearly fet her on fire alfo. 
Captain Stapieton taking advantage of this genenl con- 
fufion, efcaped with his people in the boat, and happily 
nached Lifbon in fafety. The French afterward 
owned to having had twelve men killed and fixieen 
wounded, in this encounter which took place on the i+th 
of January 1694. 

Captain l^tapleton was, on the 26th of September 
1694, made commander of the Drake, a fixth rate, and 
fcnt to cruife off the coall of Ireland, where he was un- 
happily bit on the 20th of December following, his (hip 
-being cad away, he himfcif and all his crew perilhing. 

STEVENS, Robert.— The hrit information we have 
relative to this gentleman is, that he was appointed cap- . 
tain of the Solebay on the 17th of Augull 1694.. In this 
veffcl, which was one of the Channel cruifers, and in 
which he cuntinued during nearly the whnle war, he much 
diftinguiibed himftif by his a£^ivity and diligence ; but in 
the month of March 16135, was weak and ralli enough to 
prefer a charge, fo totally unfoundc^ againll captain 
Kerr, who was commodore of a fmall lijuadron, 10 which 
the S"lcbay belonged, that the reputation, which he had 
beforedefervedly acquired 1(1 the line of his profeffion, had 
fcarcely fufficed lo preferve him from that fpecies of 
.public ncgled which rarely fails 10 overturn a man's 
future fame and fprtune- He coniinutd atUvely em- 
ployed 
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ployed in the fame veflel till the year ''^ i:697> whenhe wai| 
promoted to a ihjip of the line, whdfe ns^ne does not a{>/t^ 
pear, though captain Stephens continued to commanjil it 
during tb^ remainder pf King William'3 reign. 

After the acceflion of queen Anne he was appointed to 
•ne of the fbips of the line fent, in the year 17039 to tha 
•Weft Indies, where b^ died qn the a4th of Fet^ruary 
following. 

SO.ULC, John, — ^was, at the latter end of the .ycmt 
1692, appointed lieutenant of the Mary galley, a frigate 
of thirty-four guns, which, in the enfuing fpring, waji 
fent to Portugal to convoy thither th? outward-bound ^Qt, 
Oq his return from this .fervice he was appointed fijri| 
}idutenant of the Britannia ; and from that ftation pror 
pioted, on the 19th of Qftofaier X694, to be commander 
of the Firebrand firefhip. Early in the following year hfi 
was fent to the Weft Indies under the. command oi com* 
modore Wilmot, who advanced him, foon after his ar^iva} 
there, to the command of the WiiKchefter, a fourth ipXe, 
of fixty gunis, The Xeve^ral events which too)c --pla<;f 
during this very (unfortunate es^pedi^on, .have been already 
Recapitulated. in the life of the commodore t. The fquar 
dron was on its return to Englan 1, after its failure, in ^- 
wretched ftate of equipment, which w^ rendered morf 
diftrefling ^nd ferious by a dreadful Tedu£lion in ikf^ 
crews of the different ihips, occafiQned by a difeafeioqU 
dental to that cUmatei^ which at that time raged wit)i § 
violence little lefs than a plague. 

In this wretched and diftrefle4 ftate they w^rc overr 
taken by a ftorm not many days after they had quittejL 
Jamaica. The Winc^efter was loft off V^pe Florida; 
and captain Soule, in confequence of the bodily fatigue 
and mental vexation he had undergone, died in a few^ayi^^ 
afterwards, on the if^ of 0«Elober 169c. Colon^sl.Lilr 
lingfton has h^en pleafed to be exceedingly (arc^aftic injhi^ 
account of the loFs of this ihip, and darkly .*to ipfinpajt^a

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it was not entirely owing either to accident or the intem- 
perance of the weather: but it is extremely illiberal to 
aggravate niisforliine by actributing to it a wrong caufe; 
and the grofs abfurdiiy of the imputation is a fufficienr 
refutation of the calumny. 

THOMPSON, Robert,— was appointed, in 1692, firft 
lieutenant of the Dunkirk, one of the fhips fent oul to 
the Weft Indies foon afterwards, under fir F. Wheeler.' 
On the 9th of November 1694, he was promoted to the 
command of the Africa, hired (hip of war. No other 
mention is made of him, but that he commanded a fhip 
of the line during the peace. Wc believe this vclTel to 
have been the Stafford, one of the Sireight's fqiiadroa 
under commodore Munden, in the year 1699. In the 
year 1703 he retired from the fervice, being put on th« 
fuperannuated lift with an annual penfion of 91 1. This 
he appears to have enjoyed till the time of his death, 
which did not happen till the 30th of January 1728-9. 

TRENCHARD, George, — was the defccniiant of a 
very ancient and tefpeclable family fettled in the county 
of Dorfet. The firft information we have relative to 
him, as a naval officer, is, that on the 14th of Ftbriiary 
1694, he was appointed commander of the Saiidadoes: he 
was promoted not long afterwards 10 the Roebuck, one 
of the ihips under the command of fir Cloudefley Shovel 
in the Channel. In this command he died, on the 21ft 
ef April 1696. 

TUCKEY, Juhn, — was appointed fecond lieutenant 
of the Sterling Caftle early in the year 1693 : he was from 
thence promoted, on the ift of January 1694, to be cap- 
tain of the Maidftone. He died, as we btticve, in the 
command of this fhip on the 2+th of September 1696. 

WATKINS, Robert. — The only circumltance we 
know in any degree relative to this gentleman is, that he 
was appointed commander of the Catharine iloreftiip on 
the 1 3lh of February 1694*. 

* We mud encepi dial, in 1698, he was appoinicd joim-com- 
mimoncr wiih cacKa.n Delaval. lolr^at wirh ihc Sallcrinci for ihe 
itdemplion of ruch Englifli captives ai wsre in iheir poffcdion. We 
bciicvc ihii genileman to have hcea appointed captain of ihc Pearl 
in tbe year i;oo, but ef ihit hereafter. 

C WAVELL, 
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WAVELL, David, — was, on the 15th of February 
1694, made captain of the Speedwell, a fixth rate. He 
never appears to have had any opportunity of diftinguifh- 
ing himfelf, and not to have obtained any more confe* 
quential command than a fmall frigate, till after the ac- 
cefBon of queen Anne, when he was made commander of 
Colchefter. This veifel unhappily foundered at fea on 
the 1 6th of January 1703-4. The captain himfelf and 
the principal part of the crew peri (hed. 

WILKINS, Michael, — was, in the year 1693, ap- 
pointed commander, with the rank of lieutenant, of a 
Tmall (loop mounting two guns only, called the German 
Spy. Although little fervice could be expefted from fo 
inngnificant a veflel, Mr. Wilkins foon rendered himfelf 
very confpicuous in the line of his profedion, by captur- 
ing two or three privateers of much larger force than 
himfelf, and by taking fome valuable merchant-fhips of 
confiderable burthen. This diligence and fpirit was re- 
warded, on the 23d of February 1694, by his promotion 
to be captain of the .Experiment ; in which fhip he died 
on the 1 6th of Auguft following. 

WOODEN, John, — was, on the firft of February 
1694, appointed captain of the Blaze firefhip. No other 
mention is made of him during the reign of king William ; 
but foon after the acceilion of queen Anne he was ap« 

Jointed to the Deptford, in which fhip he died, at &t» 
ago, on the 2d ot May 1704.

ADAMSON, Charles, — was, in 1693, appointed fe* 
cond lieutenant of the Royal Oak, of fixty-four guns; on 
board which fhip fir George Rooke immediately after- 
wards hoifled his flag as commander-in-chief of the convoy 
fent out with the Smyrna fleet. On the 2d of September 
1 6959 he was promoted to the command of the Suffolk 
Hag-boat ; according to other litis of naval officers, he wa^ 

only 
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only .ippoin ted »£ling captain of this veflel, and was not 
tdvaiiced lo ihc permanent rank of a commander tilt the 
i%d of January 1697, when he was made captain of the 
Crafcent firefhip. No other mention is made of him, 
WoA we know him never to have obtained any more con- 
fequential command than the foregoing, during the reien 
of ting William. On ihc acceftinn of -queen Anne he 
was appointed captain of ihc Swallow. of fifty guns. H« 
did noi, however, long retain the command of this veffel, 
being difmlired from it before the end of the year 1702, 
by the fentence of a court-martial held on htm for makine 
feifcniullers, > 

This charge, however, made againft him, appears to 
Ib?? beeji thought not pcrfeflly well eftablUheJ, ot 
lealt, the fentence paifcd on him was held too fevere, foe 
he foon afterwards received a penfion of 73 1. per ann. 
Rpd was, about the year 1705, reftored to the fervice, an4 
appointed lo command a Ihip of the line. He died iq 
the Weft [Indies on the ayth of February 1707, being at 
ihat time, captain of .the Gteeowigh, or, as others fay, th* ^ 
Experiment. 

BENNET, John.— The firft inforination we have of \ 
(his gentleman is, that he was appointed captain of th^ 
Coronation, hired fhip of war, on the iftofMjy 1695. 
No other notice is taken of this gentleman, but that h« 
died on the 30th of Januaty 1716, having for forae yeart 
retired from the fervice. 

BOWLES, Valentine— fervcd as fecond lieiilenant of 
the Neptune in the year 1693; but we know nothing 
more of him till we find him, on the 3d of April 1^95, 
appointed commander of the Machine iirefliip. He was, 
rot long afterwards, promoted.lo the Prince George, an 
hired mgate of war; fuid fjogi thence wa5, almoft 
immediately removed into the Sheernefs. He was dif- 
wilfed both from the command of this ihip and the fervice 
bvitbe fentence of a court-martial, held on the '27th of 
October 1698. The particular nature of h's oifence is 
pot mentioned, nor is the time of his death known. i ,

ren. Gn the tzd of June 1695, he was promoted to the 
command of the Swan, a fmall frigate, then under tti^ 
orders of comihbdore Wllmot in the Weft Indies; 
by which commander he was afterwards removed into the 
Terrible, a fireftiip. No other mention is made df himi 
either as to his conhnand (which does not apj^ear to have 
been confequential) or the ftation on which he ferved, till 
after the acce^on of queen Anne ; and we even then coti*- 
tinue for a cotoiiderable time before we find him employeil 
in any fpecies of fervice worth remembering. He was^ 
indeed, towards the latter end of the year 1702*, appointed 
commander of the Loo, and fent to Lifbon with an outwaittk 
bound convoy I under capt. Cleveland in the Montague. 

Returning from thence with fiich fhips as were ready 
to fail in the n^Ontii of February 1703, the whole fleet wai 
difpetfed in a violent gale of wind, which happily^ 
however^ was- produftive of no other ill confequencd. 
Towards the erid of the year 17^5, he was promoted to 
the command of the Kingfton, aiid not long afterwaris 
fent to the Weft Indies, where, in confequence of hit 
notorious mifbehaviour in the attack df the • Spanifh 
galleons, a particular account of which has been already 
given in the life of fit Charles Wager t. He was, by the 
fenteilce of a court-martial, difmiifed the fervice. After 
this time nothing relative to bim has come to our know- 
ledge}:.

GOTTEN, Richard, fzd) — was appointed firft lieute- 
nam of ihe Kenr, of feveniy guns, in the year 1693 ; on 
the 14th of January 1695, he was promoicd 10 the com- 
mand of the Virgin Prize. No other notice is taken of 
this gentleman, but that he died in the Welt Indies com- 
mander of the Referve, a fourth rate, on the 31ft of 
Oaober 1705. 

CULLI FORD, Richard.— The firil commidion we 
have been able to difcover as borne by this gentleman, was 
that appointing him captain of the Maidftone frigate, 
dated June the gih 1695. He never obtained any more 
conrequential command, or had any opportiiiiiiy of dif. 
tinguilhing liimfelf till afier the accellion nf queen Anne. 
On the commencement of ihe war with France, in 1702, 
he was appointed to command the Hallings, a fifth rate, 
of ihirly-four gun?, and principally employed during that, 
and pari of the following year, in convoying the coafting 
trade from port to port. In i 704 we find him to have 
been promoted to the Leopard, of fifty guns, and Tent to 
the Mediterranean under the command of fir G. Rooke. 
He was not, however, perfonally concerned in cither of 
the two great events which rendered that expedition me- 
morable, not having been ordered to alfift in the affanlt of 
GibraliaT, and being detached (or Tcrceras, under the 
Dutchadrriral Vandcrd!in(.ii,a few days before the engage- 
ment off Malaga tcMik place. So little confeqticntial was 
the fervice in which he was employed after this time, that 
we do not find any mention made of him till the year 
I7ti, at which time he commanded the Humber, of 
eighty guns, one of the fqiiadron fcnt on the expedition 
agaiod Quebec, under lir Hovenden Walker, This Ihip 
being too large for the navigation of the river St. Jjaw- 
rence, was fent home by the admiral, and captain CuIIi-

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ford does not appear to have held any commiflion after 
the peace at Utrecht. It is moft probable he retired 
altogether from the fervice after this time, either on half 
pay or a penfion : no notice, however, is taken of fuch a 
circumftance. He died on the 7th of May 1738. 

CUTTER, Vincent, — was appointed fecond lieute- 
nant of the Royal Catherine in the year 1693 : on the 
15th of April 1695, he was promoted to the command of 
the Archangel hired fhip of war, one of the veffels under 
the command of lord Berkeley and fir Cloudefley Shovel, 
employed, as well before, as after that time, in the attack 
of the fmaller French ports. He was foon afterwards 
promoted to the command of a fhip of the line, which 
being put out of commiflion when the peace at Ryfwic 
"was concluded, he does not appear to have had any re- 
appointment, or, at leaft, no mention is made of one, till 
ibme time after the commencement of the enfuing 
xeign. 

We believe him to have been principally, if not entirely 
employed on the Mediterranean ftation, where, in the 
year 1706, we find him commanding the Newcaftle, of 
ifty guns 2 but the only mention we find made of him, 
out of the ordinary routine of fervice, is, that he was fent, 
in the month of September, to Oneglia, with a large fup- 
p'y of powder for the ufe of the duke of Savpy's army ; 
^nd in the month of November following was ordered to 
Cenoa, to carry from thence Mr. Methuen and fuite, who 
"Vras juft before re-appointed envoy extraordinary from the 
f|ueen of Great Britain to the court of Portugal. He 
was, pot long after this time, removed into the Eifex, in 
the command of which (hip he died, on the loth of April 
1710. 

DAY, Thomas, — was, at the latter end of the year 
2692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Dragon, of forty 
^ns, one of the fquadron fent, early in the following year, 
to the Weft Indies, under the command of fir Francis 
Wheeler. On the 5th of Auguft 1695, he was promoted 
to be captain of the Saudadoes. No orher mention, or 
notice oi him whatever, is taken during the reign of king 
"William; but in the year 1702 wc find him appointed 
captain of the Blackwall, a fmall frigate ; and in the 
4iillowing fpring fent. under vice-admiral Gravdon, to the

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Weft Indiesi where he was promotedj immediately on Jiis 
arrival, to the Boyne, of eighty guns^ a« fucceffor to cap* 
tairi Cranby, tvho died in the month of December pre- 
teding. Captain Day himfelf did not long furvive thiil 
advancement, dying iii his new command on the 2d of 
Auguftl703. . 

DELAY AL> Georgfe,— is faid, by fohiei though \crf 
crx'oneoufly, to have been the brothei- of fir Ralph Dela- 
Val, knight, of whom we have already given an account *i 
This gentleman was thfe defcendant of a different branch 
6f the fame flourifhing and ancient family; and having 
entered early in life into the navy, after rapidly pafling 
tvith much credit through the feveral fubordirtate ftations^ 
"was, on the 28th of Oftobcr 1695, appointed captain of 
the Oxford, a fourth rate, mounting fifty-fbur guris. Nd 
Other mention is made of him during the reign of king 
William^ a circtimftancc by no means extraordinary, when 
we confider how few opportunities of diftinguifliing thenv^ 
felves thofe officers meet with^ who have the command of 
ftips employed as criiifers at theconclufion of a war. In 
this line the Oxford appears to have been conftantly erti- 
ployed. After the ratificatioh of the peace at Ryfwicj in 
1698, hfe was appointed to a frigate, and funt to the Me- 
diterranean, under the command of vice-admiral Aylmen 
He appears to hive been conftantly employed during 
the two following yearis which he continued on thatfta- 
tion, in the Vfery important office of commiffionelr, <* 
envoy to the feveral piratical ftatcs of Barbary and Hit 
emperor of Morocco. In the courfe of thefe delicate 
negociations he appears to have difplayed great adroitnefs 
and ability^ having not oi)ly arranged and fettled a treaty 
for the redemption of all the captives belonging to the 
Englifti government, that were then throughout the 
ivhole Turkifli territory in Africa^ but alfo taken 
the proper meafures that it ftiould be afterwards faithfully 
carried into execution* 

Returning to England in the month of May 1700, he 
was immediately promoted to the command of the 
Tilbury, of fifty guhs, and fent back to Barbary with a 
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ferge merchant-(hip, chartered for that purpofe, under his 
convoy, to receive the feveral unhappy prifoners whofe 
liberty he had been the fortunate means of procuring. He 
returned fafe with his charge to the Downs, where he 
. arrived on the 28th day of February 1 701-2. He conti- 
nued to Gonimand the fame fhip till the year 1705, btit 
without having any opportunity of dfftinguifliing himfelf 
worth recounting, till 1704., in which year he accompa- 
nied fir G. Rooke on his well-known expedition to the 
Mediterranean. Having held no part in the affault of 
Gibralta^^ he made ample amends for his want of employ- 
ment on that occafion, by the remarkable maimer in 
which he fignalifed himfelf at the battle off Malaga which 
immediately fucceeded it. The Tilbury, which, as we 
have already obferved, was only a fifty gun fhip, was but 
little calculated to fuftain the (hock of fo heavy an adlion i 
iieverthelefs, it is mentioned as one of thofe belonging to 
fir C. Shovel's fquadron which fufFered moft in that en- 
gagement. Captain Delaval does not| howevef, appear 
to have reaped any advantage frofti his exertions on this 
occafion , except the KonoUr, for he was not promoted to 
any more confequential command till a conCderable time 
afterwards. He continued to be wholly employed on the 
Mediterranean fiction, where there was very little,^ or, 
indeed, no opportunity of adding to his former laurels. 

In the year 1706 we find him dlfpatched, by the earlo^ 
Peterborough and fir John Leake, to bring home the im- 
portant news, that the fiege of Barcelona Wis raifed ; and, 
as an additional complimetit to him, his brother, Robert 
Delaval, was appointed to command the Falcon, the fri* 
gate on board which he hitiifelf was ordered to proceed, 
is a pofienger, to England* On his return to the Medi- 
terranean he was again fent ambaflador to the emperor of 
Morocco \ but the fervices on which he was employed 
after this time were of a nature fo very uninterefting, 
that we find no mention whatever made of him till 
the 28th of March 17 18, when he was promoted to be 
fear-admiral of the white. In this ftation he accompanied 
fir George Byng^ afterwards lord Torrington, to the 
Mediterranean, having hoifted his flag on board the Dor-» 
fetfhire, a third rate. He bore a very diftinguifhed part 
in the celebrated action oiFSyracufe, havins fingly engaged 
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and captured one of the enemy's capital fhips, the Sanfla 
Ifabella. On the loth of March 1 718-19, he was ad- 
vanced to be rear-admiral of the red, and after his return t^ 
England we do not find him to have again gone to fea. 
On the 1 6th of February 1722, he was, very defervedly, 
promoted to be vice-admiral of the white, an advancement 
he did not long enjoy, being unhappily killed on the 22d 
of June 1723, by a fall from his horfe, while riding out 
for amufement as well as exercife, near his native placet 
Newcaftle-upon-Tyne, iji the county of Northumber- 
land. 

DOYLEY, Edmund, — appears, from the information 
of fome, to have been the fon, but accordincj to the infcrip- 
tion on his grave-ftone, the grand-fon of fir W. D*Oyly, of 
Shottifham, in the county of Norfolk, baronet. His fa- 
mily was of great antiquity, and is faid, by Camden, to 
have been a younger branch of a moft ancient and honour- 
able (lock, bearing the fame name and long fettled in the 
county of Oxford, This divifion is faid to have taken 
place about the time of Henry the Third, when John, fon 
of Roger D'Oyly, married Rofe, daughter and one of the 
coheirs of fir William Danftone, of StafFordfliire, knight, 
the defcendant of this gentleman having, in the reign of 
cjueen Elizabeth, married Anne, daughter of Edmund 
White, of Shottifliam, in the county of Norfolk, efq. 
He became poflefled of that eftate in confequence of the 
death of Edmund White, his brother-in-law, without 
iflue. 

Captain Edmund D'Oyley having entered into the navy 
at a very early period of life, was, according to fome ac- 
counts, on the 15th of January 1695, appointed com- 
mander of the Play Prize, a frigate of thirty giins f but, 
from other information, which we believe to be the moft 
authentic, this commiffion does not bear date till the 6th 
of February. He foon after, obtained the command of a 
fhip of the line, but was unfortunately employed in fome 
fervices and ftations fo little confequential, that no men- 
tion whatever is made of him after the peace at Ryfwic* 
His fliip being put out of commiffion, he was appointed 
page of honour to prince George of Denmark. On the 
profjpeft of a fecond rupture with France, he Was fent to 
the Weft Indies, copiwiander, as wc believe, of the Col- 
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fhcfter. He there contrafted a diforder which proved 
fatal to him almoft immediately after his arrival in Eng- 
land, whither he was obliged to return on account of his 
ill ftate of health *. 

DRAPER, John, — was, towards the end of the year 
1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Mordaunt, one 
«f the (hips then on the Weft India ftation. In the 
month of Auguft 1693, he was removed into fome other 
fliip, -which was among thofe that returned to Europe 
about that time under fir Francis Wheeler. On the 1 8th 
of June 1695, he was promoted to the command of the 
Haftings, a new frigate of thirty-four guns, and was, im- 
mediately afterwards, fent to the Weft Indies ; from 
whence he returned with a convoy of twelve merchant- 
fliips. He arrived in Ireland on the 31ft of December 
1695, after having encountered a dreadful ftorm on his 
paflage, which completely difperfed the veflels under his 
protedtion. After this time he continued to be employed 
in the command of the fame veflel as a cruifer off the coafl:^ 
of Ireland and at the entrance of the Englifli Channel, 
This fhip was at kft unhappily loft, off Waterford, on the 
loth of December 1697 ; the captain, as well as all the 
crew periihing. 

DARLEY, Edward. — The firft account we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed commander of 
the Charles firefhip on the 25th of April 1695. No 
other mention is ever made of him after this time, 
except that he was, on the profpeft of a war with 
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* He died at Bath, and was interred in the abbey church there. 
On a black marble grave- (lone, laid over his remains, is the following 
infcriptiun, aifording us a concife account of the leading and moft 
prominent particulars of his life.

•France, in 1701, appointed to command one of the fhipi 
fent out, under vice-admiral Benbow, to the Weft Indies, 
where he died, on the 30th of July 1702. 

EDWARDS, John,— ^was appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Deplford, of fifty guns, in the month of ^^ovember 
1692. He continued to ferve in the fame rtation during 
the following year; and after having afted in the fame 
capacity on board divers other (hips, was, on the 24th of 
April 1695, appointed to command the Flame firelhip. 
He continued to hold the fame ftation during the enfuing 
fummer, and moft probably till the conclufion of the war, 
as we do not find any mention made of him, in any other 
line of fervice. He continifed for many years totally un- 
noticed, for w^e have not been able to procure any infor- 
mation concerning him till the year 1706, at which time 
he commandid the NaiTau. He had the misfortune to 
nm this fhip a-ground, which being^ imputed to his neg- 
left, he was ordered to.be tried by a court-martial, which 
.was affembled at Spithead on the 24th of December 
1706, and fentenced to pay a fine of 123 1. 3s, gd. being 
equivalent to a year's pay, at 6 s. gd. per diem. He 
was, however, not dilcontinued from his command, as 
we find him fent out to Jamaica, ii\ 1708, commanding 
officer of a fmall fquadron, confifting only of the Mon- 
mouth, a third rate, the Jerfey, a fourth, and the Roebuck, 
a fifth. Thefe (hips were ordered to join rear-admiral 
Wager, then commander-in-chief on that ftatio*n, who 
was, on his part, inftrufled to fend home fuch veflels as 
were not in a proper condition for fervice, under the 
command of captain Edwards, who w^as to remove into 
the Expedition, which had been Mr. Wager's own Ihip* 
We do not find any notice taken of him after his return, 
nor, indeed, any other mention made of him, except that 
he died, not having attained the rank of admiral, on the 
1 2th of February 1726. 

ELKINS, orEKINS, Thomas.— The firft informa- 
tion we have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed 
commander of the Ruby Prize on the 15th of April 1695. 
The different fervices and commands in which he was 
from time to time employed, being very uninterefting, we 
do not find any other mention made of him till the year 
1704, at which time he commanded the Woolwich, of 

fifty- 
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fifty four guns. - He. was difmiiTed from this fhip by the 
fentencc o?^ coim-jafiiartial, held on the nth of April in 
the above year, a ^h^fgie b^ing exhibited againft h inn of 
having taken a ' quanti^y*of ^old duft out of a Dutch 
.Guineaman, which he ^cvTcntally met with at fea. 
Whether it was fuppofed tTie jcli^rge was not fufficiently 
proved, or that there were fome*pd4ticular favourable cir- 
cumilances in his cafe, which a p pea/n't o leflen his delin- 
qiiency, we know not, but he was, after^^iome time, re- 
ceived again into the fervice, and appointed e^ain of the 
Aldborough. His fubfequent condu£l, hoWfiyfT,*in fome 
meafure proved, by inference, h'te former fenterfce ijot to 
have been too fevere, for falling again into fomelalpfopcr 
conduft, which is not fpecially and particularly ftatfedx'hV 
was, a fecond time, and finally, difmiifed the fervice," by* 
the fentence of a court martial, held on the 26th of June 
171 2, The time of his death is unknown. 

ELLIOT, Stephen.— We have a very remarkable and 
honourable account of this gentleman's nrft entrance into 
the navy, as well as the caufe of it. He was, originally^ 
mafter of a fmall trading floop belonging to the illand of 
Jamaica, and being taken by a French frigate in the month 
of June 1694, was carried into Petit GuaVas, in the ifland 
qf Hifpanjola. He th^re learnt that the French were 
projedling an attack on Jamaic:;, and moft patriotically 
and fpiritedly refolved to make his efcap^, and give the 
neceffary intimation of the enemy's intention to fir Wil- 
liam Beefton, the governor. He accordingly communi- 
cated his defign to two of his fellow- prifoners, on whofe 
courage and fidelity he could rely, and with their ^fiidance 
feized an open canoe, in which they all three, afte^p ?i very 
perilous voyage, reached Jamaica in perfeft fafety. This 
extraordinary and gallant enterprize being reported tp 
king William, he not only immediately ordered a golcj 
chain, of one hundred guineas value, and five hundred 
pounds in money to be given to captain Elliot, as well as 
fifty pounds to each of his brave companions, but alfo 
^iredied th6 board of admiralty to receive him into the 
tiavy, and give him at once the rank of captain, waving, 
(in this occafioh, that otherwife invariable rule of pafling 
the feveral fubordinate ftations before he could regularly 
\^ye otitainc^ that honour.

He was accordingly, on the 14th bfe January 1:695*, 
appointed commander of the Maidftone frigate. He did 
not, however, long continue in^tHr»ye*ffel, being very foon 
afterwards removed into th?V-0]iarles galley. Bcrng 
ordered to cruife in the £'tvgliffi Channel, and off the 
coaft of France, in the' ttionlh of November he diftin- 
guiflied himfelf very liucti'in the attack of a French con* 
voy, of fifty fmall veH^Is,* near Havre de Grace, and, not- 
withftanding t'hx;y we're protefted by five private (hips of 
war of goo^ fyrc^, he captured two, and was fo far fuccefs- 
ful as tQ.driv^''a*confiderabIe number of the remainder on 
fhore. ''frx^^e month of May 1696, he had a fecond ren- 
cqunleCr of the fame nature, but not with fo much fuccefs. 
^e-'Was ordered to reconnoitre the port of Breft ; and be- 
ilig'clofe under the (hore fell in with two French (hips of 
war, one of them mounting forty-four, the other twenty- 
eight guns, having a number of coafters under their pro* 
te6lion. The two fhips of war immediately bore down 
to, and engaged the Charles galley, and had the good for- 
tune to prevent captain Elliot from capturing any of their 
charge, the merchant veflels having got fo far a-head as to 
be in fecurity. The enemy having accomplifhed their 
only motive for engaging, were content to leave their 
fmgle antagonift with, at lead, the glory of having de- 
fended himfelf againft two fhips, the fmalleft of which 
was nearly his own force. He was, foon after this time, 
fent to convoy fome merchant-fhips to the Canarie§, and 
back again from thence to England. After he had exe- 
cuted this fervice he was appointed to command a (hip of 
the line, but neither its name, nor ftation are mentioned, 
although he continued captaia of the fame velfel during the 
whole of the peace. On the profpeft of a war with Frange, 
in 1 701 , he was appointed to command one of the fhips (the 
Scarborough) fent out to the Wefl Indies under the 
command of vice-admiral Benbow. He died at Jamaicaf

FLETCHER, John, (2dj.— The firft information wc 
have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed captain 
of the Hampfliire on the 24th of May 1695: in the be- 
ginning of the fpring 1697 *, he was fent to Hudfon's 
Bay, where he was foon afterwards attacked by a French 
fquadron which defolated the coaft and fettlements on 
fliore, and' deftroyed the Hampfliire as well as all the 
merchant-veflcls that were found there. On this un- 
happy occafion captain Fletcher loft his life: the date 
given of this melancholy event is the 26th of Auguft 
1697. 

GROINGE, John, — ^was, in 1692, appointed firft 
lieutenant of the Lyon, of fifty-two guns, one of the fliip^ 
fent, in the following year, to convoy the outward-bound 
Smyrna fleet. On the 27th of December 1695, he was 
appointed captain of the Scaford ; in the command of 
which veflel he died, at fea, on the 14th of Auguft i696, 

HADDOCK, Richard, — was the eldeft fon of the 
gallant and well-known fir Richard Haddock, who dif- 
tinguiflied himfelf fo much in the Dutch wars during the 
reign of king Charles the Second. We have already 
given fome account of fir Richard, as well as of his family 
and defcentt. Mr. Haddock purfuing the fteps of his 
worthy father, and having entered early in life into the 
navy, was, in the year 1692, appointfed fifth lieutenant of 
the Dutchefs, a fecond jate. He was afterwards advanced 
to an higher ftation in the fame rank of fervice, we be- 
lieve to be firft lieutenant of the London ; and on the 20th 
of September 1695^ was promoted to the command of the 
Rye, a cruifing frigate in the Channel. While he held 
this ftation, which he continued to do till the conclufion 
of the war, he was very aSive and tolerably fuccefsful. 
Peing put out of commiflion after the peace at Ryfwic, 
we hear nothing farther of him till the year 1704^ at 
which time he commanded the Swallow, of fifty guns, one

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of the fleet fent to the Mediterranean under fir George 
Rooke *. At the battle off Malaga he was ordered, by 
the commander-in-chief, to hy, together with the Pan-- 
ther, two frigates, and two firefliips, near a gun- (hot to 
windward of the Englifh line, that if the enemy fliould 
cndeavourno break through with their firefhips and gallies, 
they might adl as^ a referve, and be ready to repel them. 
His having been fo much farther removed from the fcene of 
danger than his companions, well accounts for his having 
had only one man killed and three wounded, in that me- ' 
inorable engagement. 

We do not find any mention made of him, after this 
time, till the year 1707, when he was appointed to com-^ 
mat)d the convoy fent with the Ruflia fleet, which was, for 

freater fecurity, to be efcorted as far as the Orkneys 
y a ftrong fqqadron, under fir William Whetllone. The 
misfortune which befel it + excited much clamour, and 
raifed, very undefervedly, no inconlidi^rab^e murmur both 
againft fir William and captain Haddock^, but more 
particularly the former. We do not, however^ find this 
gentleman ever noticed in the line of ^Q.[ve ferviqc 
after this time. It is not improbable, that difguft at this 
very unmerited ill treatment might probably have occa-

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fioned this retirement. It is certainly, however, no 
ilender proof how high this gentleman ftood in the opinion 
of thofe who were at that time entrufted with the admini* 
ftration of naval affairs, that he was, in the year 17341 
appointed comptroller of the navy, an office he continued 
to exercife for the fpace of fifteen years to the univerfal 
fatisfac^ion of all parties and defcriptions of men. Hav- 
ing attained a very advanced age, ill fuited to the execution 
of fo troublefome an office, he retired on a penfion of 
00 U a year, in 1749, which he enjoyed till the time of 
is death, an event which took place in the month of 
April 1751, at Mile-End, 

HERBERT, or HALBERT, Samuel—Nothing is 
known of this gentleman. The only circumdance that 
entitles him to a place here, is, that he is faid to have been 
appointed captain of the St. Alban's on the 23d of De* 
cember 169^. 

HICKMAN, John. — The firft intelligence we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed commander of 
the Firebrand fireihip on the 14th of December 1695^ 
He appears to hav6 always continued in the fame line of 
unprofitable fcrvice, for, after having commanded the (hip 
above-mentioned during the remainder of the war, he was, 
on the profpeS of a fecond rupture with France, in 1700, 
appointed to the Hawke firefliip, of which veiTel he died 
captain on the 12th of June 1701. 

HODGSON, Thomas, or, as other accounts fay, 
Theophilus, — ^was, in 1693, appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Royal William, at that time commanded by the earl 
of Danby^ ^He was, on March i6, 1695, promoted to 
the command of the Queenborough frigate. In lefs than 
a week after this appointment he had the eood fortune to 
capture a fniall privateer belonging to Calais, called the 
Eiperance. This is the only mention we have found 
made of him. The Queenborough was unfortunately 
loft; the captain and crew periihing with the fhip on 
the 6th of May 1696. 

HOLMES, Robert, (2d) — after having ferved with 
very great reputation for a number of years as a lieutenant 
of different fliips, was, on the 2d of July 1695^ appointed 
commander of the Henry Prize. He never attained any 
confecjueutial command, as it appears he was put on the 
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fupcrannuatcd lift in the year 171 1, with the half-pay of j 
captain of a fifth rate only. The time of his death i«" 
uncertain. 

HOOPER, John,— was, in 1692, appointed fecond ] 
lieutenant of the Vanguard, a fecond rate. We hear no- 
thing of him afterwards, till he was, on the i6th of De- 
cember 1695, promoted to the command of t!ie Penfance. 
He furvived this advancement but a very (liort time, for 
being foon afterwards removed into the Flamborough, he 
died captain of that Ihip on the i6tli of September fol- 
lowing. ' 

JAC;K.S0N, Richard,— was, on the 5th of February | 
1695, appointed to command the Play Prize. In the 1 
command of this veflel we believe him to have been fiic- ' 
ceedcd, on the following day, hy captain Edm. Doyley. 
The name of the Ihip into which he was afterwards re- 
moved docs not appear; he was fent to the Weft Indies, 
■where he died on the i6th of Auguft following. 

JACKSON, John,— was, on ihe 3d of Auguft 1695, 
made commander of the Smyrna Faflor. No meniion 
is ever made of him in the lervice ; and it is believed ha 
never obtained any more confequential command than that 
cf a frigate. He was pm on the fuperanmiated lift in the 
year 1709, with a penfion equivalent to half-pay. Hs 
died on the 25111 of December 1724, or, as others fay, J 
1725. J 

KENNEY, Thomas, — was appointed" fecond lieiite*! 
nan! of the Hampihire, a fourth rate, in the year 1693. ' 
On the 9th of Auguft 1695, he was promoted to the 
command of the Swan, a fmall frigate, in which he con- 
tinued during the war without having an opportunity of 
diftinguifhing himfelf. After the accellion of queen Anne 
he was appointed to a fifth rate and fent lo the Weft Indies, 
where he was, in the year 1703, advanced to the command 
of the Falmouth, of forty-eight guns. This (hip was taken 
by two French Ihips of war, on the 4th of Auguft 1704, 
after a vigorous defehce, in the courfe of which captain 
Kenney was killed. This cjrcumftance has, however, 
been deemed of not fiifficient confequence to be laken 
notice of by hiftorians, who have been filent as lo this 
cngKgement. 

MOORE, , 
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MOORE, Chriftopher, — was, on the 3t8th of June 
^^5 9 appointed commander of the Mary galley, and 
unhappily died, before he had any opportunity of diftin- 
guiftiing himfelf, on the 29th of April in the following 
year. 

PASSENGER, William.— This brave and excellent 
commander was appointed third lieutenant of the Royai 
Catherine in the year 1692. After having ferved, with 
very diftinguiflied reputation, in the fame capacity on 
board different Ihips, he was promoted, on the 20th of 
May 1695, to the command of the Vefuvius firefhip : he 
moft probably continued in the fame veffel during the war, 
as we do not find any mention made of him during the 
reign of king William. His advancement in the navy 
was extremely flow, a coniiderable number of years 
having elapfed before he had any opportunity either of 
diftinguiihing himfelf, or obtaining a command confe- 
quential enough to attraft the notice of the public, by 
carrying any memorable enterprize into execution. On 
the acceflion of queen Anne he was appointed captain of 
the Shoreham, a frigate of thirty-two guns, and employed 
principally as a cruifer, or in occafionally convoying the 
coafting trade from port to port, and to and from Ireland. 

The firft information we have of him after this is in 
the year 1706, at which time he commanded the Royal 
Anne, a firft rate, on board which fhip fir George Byng 
carried his flag as vice-admiral of the blue fquadron. He 
fignalifed himfelf in a moft remarkable manner at the 
fiege of Alicant, in the month of July, where the land- 
force, that could be fpared from the main army, being 
found infuflScient to the profecution of fo great an enter- 

f)rize, it was deemed neceflary to form a ftron^ body of 
camen, confifting of forty picked men from every fliip in 
the fleet, to be commanded by naval officers, appointed by 
the commander-in-chief ; of thefe captain Paflenger was 
one. The land-forces deftined to co-operate in, and 
which were indeed, to have led the attack, were com- 
manded by a very gallant officer of the name of Rapin^ 
who was a major in lord Mohun*s regiment. This gen- 
tleman puftied forward with the greateft expedition and 
fpirit, in hopes of having the honour of being the firft 
perfon who (hould enter the breach. His men were at 

firft 
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tffi repblfed ; and before he could rally them, the naral 
COfpj, with captain Padengei at its head, fuperceded 
bim in his glorious attempt; and the latter is by 
fioPltte even faid to hare been, himfelf, th? frrfl man 
trho mounted the breach. Thefe authors fanher add, 
tflat five of his boat's crew, who affiited him in climbing 
Ihc breach, were killed and wounded ; but that with the 
remainder of his people, who fcarcely amounted to thirty, 
lie kept the enemy at bay; and with very little other 
afliftance is faid to have put to flight a body of four or 
live hundred men, who had fuddenly colledled on the firft 
ilarm, taking from them feveralpri Toners, amonc: whom 
Wef€ two captains of horfe. Major Rapin entering the 
town immediately afterwards, at the head of his grena* 
dicr«, the complete reduAion of this important place was 
cIMlcd with the lofs of only feventeen men killed. 

This very fpirited and fuccef^ful undertaking is among 
tllofe defcrving the greater praife, as being made in -a line 
of extraneous fcrvice, whicn, to fay the lead of it, a naval 
officer mud be totally unaccuftomed to the condu£l of*. 
It is very extraordinary, although a circumftance not aK 
together uncommon, that no mention is mad* of this 
^ntteman after the above time, till the year 1717, at 
IVhich time, high as was his rank in the fer\ ice, he had no 
greater command than that of the Giouceller, a fouitfa 
rate, of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, during that fum* 
tticr, to the Baltic, under the conunand of his former ad- 
miral, fir George Byrg. 

He does not appear to have ever gone to fea, as a naval 
Commander, after this time ; but, on the ijth cf Febru- 
ary 1 7 19, retired on the verv honourable appv->intment of 
commifiioner of the viiluJiing-oiEce, a rtat":on he re« 
laincd and exercifcd, with the higheft credit, till the time 
of his death, which happened on the lodi g( March 
I7i8»

POULlX>K, 
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POULTON, OX POLTON, Thomas, — was ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Kent, of feventy guns, in 
the year 1692. He was afterwards promoted to be firft 
lieutenant of the Cambridge ; and from that, dation ad- 
vanced, on the 7th of February 1695*, to be captain of 
the Chaijes galley. We find him Rationed, durmg the 
' courfe of this year, to proteft the filhery off the co^Hoi 
Suilex ; a fervice, in which he acquired all the reputatioa 
that could be gained in fuch an employment, by ati ua-* 
wearied exertion of the only faculty by which he could, 
in fuch a ftation, poflibly gain credit, diligence. The 
moft remarkable incident, however, which particularly 
didinguilhed him was, his capturing two privateers oa 
Rye, in the month of April, which had long reigned 
unmolefted, and had committed very confiderable depre* 
dations on that coaft. His laudable attention to the un- 
profitable duties of this command, procured him to be 
promoted, towards the clofe of the year, to the Gloucefter, 
a fourth rate; in which fhip he was afterwards fent, under 
commodore Moody, to convoy the outward-bound Tur- 
key fleet. In 1608 we find him captain of the Weymouthf 
one of the Mediterranean fquadron, under the comniand 
of vice-admiral Aylmer ; but a time of peace can furnifh 
few or no incidents in the line of fervice that can profeffio- 
nally grace the life or charader of a naval commander. 
Captain Poulton returned to England in the month of 
June 1699, but fcarcely furvived his arrival, as it is (aid 
by fomc, although it is much doubted by others, that he 
was killed in a duel, at Portfmouth, by Mr. Cavendiffa, 
on the 20th of the above-mentioned month. All agree 
in the time of this gentleman's death, notwithllandiag 
they differ in the mode of it. 

REEVES, Daniel, — was, in 1692, appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Dover ; and from thence promoted, in 
the following fpring, to the fame ftation on board the 
Vidlory ; in which ihip he continued to ferve during the

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following year. On the 28ih of June 1695, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Dcptford, a fourth rate. 
He did not long continue in ihis ihip, being appointed, 
on the 27th of November following, captain of the New- 
calUe. There are fome who imagine this gentleman to 
have taken rank only from the latter appointmen;, but in 
this they are miftaken. During the time he held the 
command of the Deptford, he was employed as a cruizer 
under fir Cloudelley Shovel, who, for the principal part 
of the time alluded to, held the Channel command. 

This gentleman does not appear to have been fortunate 
enough to have met with any opportunity of diftinguifliing 
bimfclf out of the common routine of fervice ; but by a dili- 
gent attention to the feveral dnties of it, both during this 
and all his fiibfequent commands, he appears to have been 
cfteemed, on all occafions, as a very defcn'ing officer, 
liavingbeen retained in commidion during the whole of 
the enfitirg peace. He died commander of a fiiip of tha 
line, but too foon after the recommencement of war with 
France and the accefllon of queen Anne, to have any op- 
portunity of being more fortunate. His death took place 
on the S^d of September 1702. 

RJPLEY, William. — ^The only panictilars known 
relalive to this gentleman are, that he was appointed cap-> 
Iain of the Royal Tranfport on the tith of December 
1695, and was unfortmiatcly drowned at fea in the month 
of Auguft 1697, whether by the lofs of the fliip, or by 
what may be termed a private accident, does not appear. 
Rtt SSEL, William •. — \Vc have no intelligence of this 
gentleman till wc find him, on the 19th of Auguft 1695, 
appointed captain of the Play Prize, a frigate of thirty- 
two giins. vVe do not find any other mention made of 
him, nordid he ever obtain, either during the reign of king 
William or aftcrvrards, any higher command than that of 
a frigate. He died in tht Weft Indies on the 30th of 
June 1703, being at that time captain of the Expcri- 
cicnt, a frigate of thirty-two guns. 

SHEERMAN, RichanJ, — is a gentleman of whom as 
little i£ known as of the preceding. The firit intelli-

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gcnce we have of him is, ihat he was appointed captain of 
the Orford on the 26lh of Oftober [O95 : and we hBvc 
not been able to colleiS any other information concerning 
him, except that he died in the Weft Indies on the i^tb 
«f June 1 699, being then commander of the Gloucefter. 

SWANTON, Thomas, — was appointed fecond lieti- 
tenant of the St. Michael, of ninety guns, in the year 
1692. He afterwards ferved in the fame ftation on board 
divers other Ihips ; and was promoted to the command of 
the Qiieenborough frigate, on the 8th of May 1 695, The 
early part of his fervJce had nothing in it memorable 
cnongii to make its way into public notice ; and he never, 
during the reign of king William, obtained any com- 
mand fuperior to that of a frigate. On the recommence- 
ment of war with France, after the accellion of queen 
Anne, he was appointed captain of the Exeter, of fixty 
guns, and failed in that (hip for the Mediterranean, in the 

Sr 1703, under the command of fir Cloudefley Shovel, 
at admiral, when on his return to England in the 
month of September, detached captain Swanton with a fmall 
fquadron *, of which he a£led as commander or commo- 
dore, to Tunis and Tripoli, in order to renew the exifting 
treaties of peace with tbofe troublefome ftates. He was 
alfo ordered, that when he (hould have executed this part 
nf his commilTion, he Ihoiild repair to Scanderoon to join 
captain Jumper, who had a little time before been fent 
thither with a convoy. 

He appears to have executed this truft with equal dili- 
gence, attention, and adiduity ; and afterwards, according 
to his inftruflions, failed for the Levant, where he put him- 
felf under the command of commodore Juinper; and, it ie 
believed, returned with that gentleman to England in the 
month of December following. 

We fuppofe him after this lime, except during the year 
1704, to have been generally, if not entirely, employed 
on the Mediterranean ftation : but no mention is made of 
himiiUtheyeariyii.and even then in no other way than as 
Waving been commodore of the fquadron fent, with a 
leinforcemcnt of troops for the army in Spain, from Vado 
bay to Barcelena. The peace at Utrecht being con- 
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eluded very foon ^ter this, it is not to be wotidefed thit 
.We do not find any mention made relative to him lA thc^ 
line of fervice. 

In the year 17 15 he was appointed commiflioner of the 
navy, refldent at Plymouth ; from which vefy honourable 
fiation he was, in the following year, advanced to be 
comptroller of the ftore-keepers of the navy acciounts ; and 
^rom thence promoted, in 17 18, to be comptroller of the 
navy. This highly honourable ofEce he continued to fill 
till the time of his death, which happened on the 1 7th of 
January 1722-3. 

SYMONDS, John, — was appointed tliird lieutenant 
of the Elizabeth, of feventy guns, in 1692. We do not 
know what intervening commiflions he held between thi^ 
time and the 7th of December 1695*, when he was ap- 

Sioiiited captain of the Vulture firefhip. He was very 
bon afterwards promoted to the command of a (hip of the 
line, and continued to be employed in that fiation during 
the enfuing peace. We do not find any other mention 
made of this gentleman, except that he died at Barbadoej^ 
on the 19th of January 1706, being at that time com- 
mander of the Jerfey* 

THATCHER, Thomas, — in the year 1693, ferved as 
-firft lieutenant of the Oxford, of fifty- four guns. We do 
tiot know any thing more of him till the 19th of OSober 
1605, when he was promoted to the command of the 
Biddeford. He died in the Weft Indies on the 2oih of 
Auguft 1697, in what particular fhip does not appear. 

TOLLET, Anthony* — This very brave, and, in fome 
refpe£ls, finfortunate man, was, at the latter end of the 
.year 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Forefight, of 
forty-two guns, a (hip employed, during the enfuing year, 
on the Virginia ftation, whither fhe proceeded with a 
convoy. As this is the firft information we have rela- 
tive to this gentleman, fo alio have we not been able to 
learn any thine farther concerning him till we find him, 
on the 23d of March 1695, appointed captain of the Sea- 
liQTfc, a fmall frigate of twenty-four guns. He did not 
long remain in this veiTel, having, by his diligence and 
activity fo far recommended himlelf to the notice of men 

* Other accounts fajr this cominiffioB bore due «a tbc jtb of Majr 
prtccdiBgl 
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\n power, that he. was very foon promoted/ to the comr 
mand of a (hip of the line ; but neverthelefs does not 
appear to have nad any opportunity of introducing him- 
felf more publicly into notice, by any of thofe brilliant 
atchievements which are, in general, indifpcnfibly necef- 
fary to the acquifition of popular favour. He continued 
to command a fliip of the line nearly during the whole of 
the enfuing peace ; and we believe him, among other fer- 
vices j to have been employed, for a part of that time, 
on tfce Mediterranean ftation, under Mr. Aylmer. 

As he had no diftinguifhable command for many years 
after the'acceflion of queen Anne, but on the contrary 
appears to have been conftantly employed on fervices in 
which it was next to an impoiTibility for him to acquire 
renown, it is by no means furprifing that we do not find 
any mention made of him by hiftorians. His principal 
employment appears to have been, that of convoying the 
coafting trade from port to port, or cruifmg in the Chan- 
nel. The moft confequential fervice in which we find 
him engaged, during this uninterefting period, was, in the 
month of September 1705, at which time he was captain 
of the Kingsfiftier, a fmall fourth rate. He then afted as 
commodore of a fmall * force, which was ordered to con- 
voy the homeward-bound Eaft India fleet; a duty he very 
diligentl)^ and fuccefsfully fulfilled. 

Sometime in the course of the following year he was 
moft defervedly promoted to the command of the Aflurance, 
a third rate. He continued varioufly employed, and in no 
very mepiorable fervice, till the month of March 1708-9. 
He was at that time commodore of a fmall fquadron, hav- 
ing un^er their convoy a fleet of merchant-ihips, home- 
■\yard-bound from Ireland, when he unfortunately fell in 
"Vvith that well-known French commander, Du Gtiai 
Trouin, who had under his command a force much fupc- 
fior to that of the Eiiglifh. Captain ToFlet's fquadrop, 
when he failed from Cork on the 25th of February, con»- 
fifted of the Aflurance of fevdnty guns, the §undenand of 
fixty, the Hampfliire and Angle fea of fifty gufis each : he 
was afterwards joined by the Afliftance, alfo of fifty guns,

from Kinfale, with the trade from that port bound to 
England ; but the Sanderland and Anglelea having loft 
company foon afterwards, he became much mferior to the 
French commodore, who had with him four (hips of two 
decks, his own mounting fevehty-fix guns. Campbell 
has inferted an account of this a£tion, taken, as it is faid, 
from captain Toilet's own papers, but which is nothing 
more than a copy verbatim from the nariative of the 
aSion, given by Lediard in a note ; and which itfelf is 
nothing but a modification of the Gazette, No, 4521, with 
the terms and language, fomewhat polifhed and amend-t 
ed. The letter itfelf giving the original account is dated 
on board the AfTurance, in the Hamoze, March the 3d, 
1708-9, and is to the following effeft : " On Sunday 
lad, failing from Ireland, the Anglefea and Sunderland 
loft company with us, and went away with fome part of 
our fleet. Yefterday morning, about five o'clock, we CslW 
four fail ftanding after us, we fteering away E. by N. 
the Lizard then bearing about N. N. E. diftant, by efti- 
mation, about eight leagues. About feven they came 
within random (hot and then brought to. We then made 
a fignal for the Hampfliire and Affiftance to draw into a 
line, and another for the merchant-fhips to bear away, 
which they took no notice of. , 

" About eight they bore down to us, having made the 
fignal for a line ; and when they came within mu(ket« 
(hot hoifted French colours. The commodore, who wa6 
in a fhip mounting feventy*guns or upwards, came rang- 
ing along our larboard-fide, and fell on board us, fo that we 
engaged yard-arm and yard-arm for almoft the fpace of 
half an hour ; during which he plied us fo warmly with 
fmall (hot, that he cut off moft of our marines and Teamen 
quartered upon deck : he after that, put off and fell foon 
after on board again on our lee-fide ; firft ranging on our 
bow, and then on our quarter. We fired upon him, with 
the utmoft vigour, our uppe^r-deck and part of our lower- 
deck guns, fo that we obliged him to quit us once more, 
ftanding away a-head of riis towards the merchant-fliips ; 
then the three other fliips, of^ forty and fifty guns each, 
^ came rar^ging along our fide, firing feveral broadfides into 
11$, and Atter that bore awa^Pas the former. Thed^msi^e 
• . .we 
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wc received was very great, having our fhip's fide, in a 
great many places, (hot through and through, our (hrowds 
and back-flays cut to pieces, as alfo our main and falfe- 
ftay,^ (now called the preventer-ftay) which, if not timely 
feen, had occafioned the lofs of our maft ; our fore-fail 
and fore-top-fail were torn to pieces, the bed bower cut 
away by their (hot, one of the flukes of the fpare anchor 
(hot off, and the fmall bower by the enemy's boarding 
driven through our (hip's bow. We endeavoured with 
what difpatch we could, to fix our rigging, which took up 
fome time, and bent a new fore-fail, and fore- top -fail ; 
after that, we all bore down to fecure what merchant- 
(hips we could, expeSing likewife to engage the enemy 
again, which they declined, (landing away to cut oflTpart 
of our convoy, which might, if they had regarded our 
fignai, have got in (hore and been fecure. Some we 
brought in here, and, when engaged, faw others bear 
away for Falmouth, fo that we are not certain how many 
they took. The difpute lafted about two hours, in the 
beginning of which our captain was wounded upon deck, 
vrhither he was carried in a chair, having, for almoft four 
months, being fo ill as to be unable to go out of his 
cabin. 

** Our firft lieutenant was (hot in the leg, whicli he got 
dreflfed and returned to his charge on the deck : our fecond 
was killed, as were alfo feveral of the French (refugee) 
officers, that we brought with us from Ireland, and fome 
of them wounded. We are not certain how many of 
oui" own men were killed and wounded, not having been 
^ble to mufler the remainder; but believe our lofs has 
been very great, the aftion having been fo fevere, and the 
fharpnefs of the whole having lain upon our (hip, which 
xxiakes us believe the Hamp(hire and Affiftance have ijot 
«^eceiyed any material damage. 

** P. S. Captain Tudor, who commanded the Aflift- 
^nce, is dead of his wounds. This (hip (the AfTurance) 
liad twenty-five men killed, and fifty-thre^ wounded, 
fome of them mortally. In the Hampfhire were two 
killed and eleven wounded; in the Affiftance eight- kilJc4 
^nd-:twenty-one wounded. The French officers who 
"^ere on boar4 greatly di(Kngtiifhed themfelves, and ty 

Ha ■ ■'■ their 
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their gallantry contributed very much to the prefcmtion 
ofthefhip*." 

Captain Toilet was, as appears by the foregoing ac- 
,counr, wounded in the a(5lion, and is fuppofed by mofl: 
people to have died in coafcquencc, very foon afterwards: 
this, however, we believe lo be a miftakc; he certainly 
furvived and lived for fome years', although he does not 
appear to have returned to the fervice : and it is not im-r 
probable, that the inji/ries he received on this occafion 
might ultimately caufe his death, the precife time of which 
is unknown. 

URRY, William. — We find nothing faid of this gen-, 
tieman till he was, on the 5th of September 1695^ aip* 
pointed captain of the Swallow, of fifty guns. He does- 
not, however, appear to have taken rank from this tiniey 
as captain oT a fourth rate, his name being omitted in an 
official lill of commanders of that clafs, made out at the 
conchifion of the peace. He was appointed to fbme ffiijpy 
the name ot which does not appear, 'and unfortunately ac- 
quitted himfelf fo ill, that, according to the moft favour- 
able accounts, he was difmilfed the fervice. Others treat 
this matter much more ferioufly, and infill he wasadually 
condemned to fuffcr death, but afterwards pardoned. Th(» 
particulars of the offence itfelf are no where pofitively 
metuloned ; fome perfons affirming it was a mere negleft- 
of du*y only, othcrwifc a p<7fitive want of fpjrit. 

WARD, John, (2d)— was, on the 27th of May 1695, 
appointed captain of the Lyme. No other mention is 
m.;de of him till the year 1700, at which time he com- 
manded the Canterbury gajley, one of the fmall fd^uadiqn

♦ It appears that the French chef dVtfcadrc had but little reafon to 
boaft of his advantage ; he loft a cooridcrablc number of his men, his

only got into port, the remainder being wrecked on the coaft of £og* 
Und. Monfieur Du Guai himfelf, and the French joumalifis, be- 
haved on this occafion with an unufual candour which rarely marked 
their conduft, particularly it ihi$ time. They commended, in the higheft 
terms, the bravery of the Englifh, and were not afhamcd to coofefs 
their own lofs. They even acknowlcc|ged that their fhips were moft 
roughly treated, infomuch, that had the force of their opponenti heea 
e%er (0 little tbonger, it would have been extremely £mcuk for tbea. 
tOihAYC cfctped. 
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at that time ftationcd in the Straights under commodore 
Mtmden. The moft, and indeed only remarkable cir- 
'€umllance we have been able to meet with, relative to this 
gentleman's naval life is, that in the year above-men- 
tioned, he brought to England an envoy extraordinary 
from the Tripoline Hates, with a prefentof Barbary horfes 
for king William. No mention is afterwards made of 
him in the fervice, nor do we believe him to have held 
any other commlflion. He retired altogether from aSive 
life in the vear 1705, with a penfion of 91I. 5s. a year, 
being equivalent to the half pny of that day given to the 
commander of a fixth rate. He died on the 19th of Ja- 
nuary 1717. 

' W ARELL, or WORRELL, John, — was appointed 
commander of the Adventure on the 9th of April 1695; 
but, according to another account, which we believe to be 
authentic, did not take rank as a captain in the navy till 
the 23d of December following, when he was appointed 
to the Chatham. He was retained in commiflfion we be- 
lieve during the whole of the cnfuing peace, being ap- 
pointed, in 1697, to command the Sorlings, of thirty-two- 
guns, and fent to Newfoundland in the following year.., 
He failed from thence as convoy to the fhips bound for 
the Mediterranean, and condufted them with much at- 
tention to Leghorn, where he arrived in fafety towards 
th6 latter end of November. He continued in the Medi- 
terranean for a confiderable time, but we have not been 
able to learn anything fartherof him during the remainder 
of king William's reign. 

Nor were the fervices in which he was employed^ after 
the acceflion of queen Anne, in any degree more memor- 
able; for although we have reafon to believe he was con- 
ftantly in commiflioh, wc find no other mention made of 
him, except that he died in the Weft Indies on the i6ih of. 
December* 1706, bejng at that time commander of the 
Crown. 

WELBY, Jofeph,— was, on the 26th of February 
1695, appointed captain of the Lizard, a fixth rate. He 
was immediately orxlered out as a cruifer in the Irifh fca, 
where, by his diligence and a*Siivity, he met. with great 
fuccefs againft the enemy ^s privateers. He was for a very 
Jbort time, in' the month of- May following, removed into

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f the Jolly Prize, a fmal! frigate taken not long before 
I from the French; but refumed his fnrmer command before 
[the end of June*. He was funt lo the Medilerranean 
V early in the following year, and was unhappily loll, off 
\ Toulon, on the 31ft of May 1696, his whole crew pe- 
[ rifliiiie with him. 

I WHITAKER, Samuel, — is fuppofed to be the brother 
I tif the well-known fir Edward Whitaker. He entered 
I very early in life into the navy ; but we have no informa- 
I tion of his having received any commiffioii till the latter 
f end of ihe year 1692, when he was appointed feconci lieu- 
tenant of the EHex. On ihe 15th of June 1695, he was 
[ promoted to the command of the Lark. This (hip was, 
I fluringthc remainder ot the year, attached to the fquadron, 
I commanded by fir Cloudelley Shovel, in the Qiannel ; 
r and, in 1696, empl jyed in the fame ilation as an aitend- 
m on the main fieet, under the command of the iorJ 
Scrkeley of Siratton. Soon after this tims he was pro- 
l»Iljoted lo a fmall (hip of the line, which he continued to 
Lcnmniand during nearly the whole of the enfuing peace, 
t Not long after the acceiHon of queen Anne he was made 
I captain of the Nottingham, of fixly guns. In this fhip he 
r Accompanied Gr George Rooke to the Medilcrrantan in

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the year 1704. In this expedition he bore a very diftin- 
guiihed (hare, having (hewn the greateft gallantry both in 
the aflault of Gibraltar, and the battle off* Malaga which 
took place foon after. The ferviccs on which he was, 
after this time, employed, were not confequential enough 
to entitle them to any particular relation, even were we 
more accurately .acquainted with their nature than we 
really are. His merit was, however, confpicuous enough, 
even in that quiet fphere of duty in whicii he moved, to 
attrad the notice and attention of (ir Clotidefley Shovel, 
who did him the honour, in the year 1706, to procure his 
appointment to be captain of the Aifociation, of ninety 
guns ; on board which fhip he (the admiral] hoifted his 
flag as commander-in-chief of the expedition to the Me- 
diterranean, principally deAined agamft Toulon. This 
moft honourable patronage was, however, in this prefent 
inftance, an unfortunate one, captain Wl.itaker having 
experienced the fame unhappy fate which befel his adini* 
lal, upon the Scilly rocks, on the 23d of Odober 1707. 

WORTHINGTON, Samuel, — was, on the 28th of 
September 1695, appointed commander of the Virgin's 
Prize. His naval life was unhappily but of (hort duration, 
as he was drowned, at Harwich, on the i6th of OAober 
1697, ^i^S ^^ ^^^ ^™c commander of the Poole.

ARRIS, Robert. — ^The firft intelligence we meet with 
relative to this gentleman is, that he was appointed, at the 
latter end of the year 1692, to be firft lieutenant of the 
St. Andrew, a fecond rate. He continued to ferve with 
iUk much reputation,' and principally, we believe, on board the 
■ fame fliip, till the aSth of April 1696, when he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Mermaid. We believe 
him not to have quitted this ihip till the conclufion of the 
war ; after which he moft probably continued unemployed 
till the re-commencement of hoftilities with Fraacc, after 
the accef&on of queen Anne. 

H4 He 
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He was, not long after that event took place, appointed 
to command the Pembroke, of fixty guns; and, ia 1703, 
accompanied fir Cloudeflcy Shovel to the Mediterranean. 
He was difpatched by that admiral, together with the 
Tartar, commanded by captain Cooper, with a fupply of 
arms, ammunition, and money, to the relief of the 
Cevenois, and to concert meafures with' their chiefs for 
their farther fupport at a future time. Thefe (hips quitted 
the fleet at Altea, and flood in to the gulph of Narbonne, 
having on hoard two French pilots, who were fuppofed to 
be extremely well acquainted with the coaft, and three 
French refugee gentlemen, who went on board thp fleet 
purpofc^ly to facilitate the communication between the 
infurgents and the allied fleet. 

As the difappointment which took place in this expedi- 
tion was highly grievous to the nation, we cannot, per- 
haps, do a. greater juilice to the character of captain 
Arris, than by giving a fuccin<il account of the whole ^ 
tranfaftion, from which it will very evidently appear 
the failure was by no means owing to captain Arrii, or to 
the commander-in-chief himfelf, but to a train of mifma- 
nageinent and delays at home, added to a treafonable in- 
telligence, through which the ehe.py had perfedl know- 
ledge of the whole intended plan of operations. 

On the 4th of September, the Tartar and Pembroke, 
who had parted from the fleet a few days before, took a 
Tartan, near Ivica, of about eighty tons burthen, laden 
with corn and other commodities. The mafter, who was 
by birth a Frenchman, -and a native of Agde, a town fitu- 
ated near the gulph of Narbonne, being brought on board 
the Pembroke, frankly told captain Arris, and his French 
paflTengers, that he was perfeftly well acquainted with the 
nature of their expedition ; and that when he was laft at 
Agde, which was not long before that time, the marfhal 
de Montreval, with feveral engineers, came to furvey that - 
icoaft ; but not being able, on the fpur of the occaiion, to jQL. 
raife fuch fortifications as were deemed neceflfary for its ^9^ 
defence, that general had ordered all perfons, capable of 
bearing arms, to repair to certain rendezvous, which he 
aljigned them, as foon as any alarm-guns fhould be fired 
from fort Brefcou. ' ' • . - 

The 
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. The ixiafter farther added, that all Lower Languedoc 
was in the greated con{lernati6n, from an apprehendoiip 
that the allied fleet would land a body of tr^ps in that 
country and relieve the Camifards. This account ex- 
ceedingly furprifed both the Englifli commanders and 
the French meflengers ; they both began to doubt much 
the fuccefs of an expedition, of which it now appeared 
the French had long had notice, and had taken fufficient 
care to fccure themfelves from the confer; uences of aa 
attacker On the nth of September the Pembroke and 
Tartar had the good fortune to capture three French 
Tartanes, and on the 15th of the fame month entered the 
gulph of Narbonne. 

;. The pilots which had been provided for them proved 
To intolerably unfkilful and ignorant, that the £nglifli 
captains were obliged to commit, in a great degree, the 
chafge of the (hip^ to their prifoners, particularly Trophy, 
the mafter, whom they had firft taken : induced on the 
one fide by promifes, and on the other by threats, they; 
proved very faithful to their truft, and were fingularljf 
ufeful. On the 17th they pafled Narbonne, Vias,,and 
BezierS; but as foon as the (hips came in fight of Agde, 
four guns were fired from fort Brefcou to alarm the Inha- 
bitants^i who immediately aflembled, well armed and in 
very formidable numbers. When they arrived off the 

Et of Cette, two French gallies made towards the Eng- 
fhips, upon which captain Arris in^itiediately fioodoiF 
n the fliore, hoping to draw the enemy after him ; but 
the French perceiving this feint, took to their oars and 
immediately made the beft of their way back to the port. 
On the famine day captain Arris held a council, at which 
Cs^ptain Cooper, the three French gentlemen, and the 
pilots aifified, when the following refolution was agreed 
©n : 

" September 17, 1703, at nine in the mornine, at a 
confultation held on board her majefty's (hip the Tartar, 
in the gulph of Narbonne, ofFAgde, it is refolved, that, 
as the wind is now W. S. W. it is beft for the (hips to 
anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, and if we believs 
ourfelves not near enough to make fignals from our (hips, 
fo fend our boats as near as poifible we can, to make them 
Mpr us. in order to. giye our fri^fids notice of our arrival*

The wind fhilting foon afterwards to ihe fomh-wefl, 
and falling altnoft to a calm, the Englifh Ihips were un- 
able to re.ich their place of dellination that night; the 
Tartar, iherefore, was ordered to make fail and (land aS . 
clofe in towards the Ihore as podible ; which that Jhip 
accrrdingly did, and the next day came to, in ten fathom-^ 
water, as did the Pembroke in thTteen, being at that tim 
about two miles diftaiit from the land: they there mad 
the recefiary fignnls, a' they were direfled by their fecref 
inlhuflions in the hand-writing of lord Nottinghain. 
The French emitfarics finding the fignals were not an- 
fwered, prop-^fed to captain Arris, that ihey would ihem- 
feivLS go ciofe to the fliore to procure intelligence, if 
pnflible, provided he would furniJh them with a boat, 
vell-tn^nned and armed for that purpofe. This fpirited 1 
offer being eagerly accepted, the boat was ordered to be i 
ready by break of day ; and the Tartar was alfo intended 
lo be fent in, for iheir better proieftion, as clofe to the 
Hi'.ne as her draught of water would permit. When the 
appointed time arrived it unluckily fell dead calm ; and the 
two gallies, already mentioned, having got out of the 
m Id, and laying on their oars ready to intercept any boat 
that (hould attempt to approach the land, it was not ■ 
thought advifeahle to proiecute the cnterprizc; and a 
fectndcouncil, which was immediately convened on board 
the Pvmbroke, came to the following refolution : 
" Date'J on board the Pembroke, September the i8ih, at 

iwelvv o'clock, diftant 4 leagues N. W. from Celte. 

*' In purfuatice of the refolution of the council held 
yefterday, in the morning, on board the Tartar, in which 
it was decided to anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, 
t" e n-ceifary meafures were taken to carry the fame into 
exeLu:iin; but the wind ftiifting from the weft north- 
-ii-tll, 'o the f^uth-weft, and falling almoft calm, the 
pilots diJ -oot think, it advifeable to anchor, as they could

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dot get the (hips near enough to ihe fliorc. At fix in the 
evening a frem breeze at weft having fpniiig up, the 
Tartar was ordered to (Iretdi a-head, as was immedi- 
ately done, that fhip having flood into ten faihom water, 
the land by judgment about two miles diflant. The 
fignals were then made as direfled in capiain Arris's 
order, who himfelf repeated the fame in a fhort time after. 
No anfwer, however, was made from the fhorej upon 
which the fhipss ftood ofFall night with litile wind, blow- 
ing unfteadily from every different quarter in the com- 
pafs, as witnefs our hands." Signed as the Jail. 

" At a confultation held on board her majelly's (hip 
Pembroke, this 18th day of September, it was the opinion 
of the pilots not to venture in fhore again for lear of 
the many alterations of the wind, which now talte place, 
added to the fear of that tempefluous weather ufual at 
this time of the year. This opinion being confirmed by 
Ihe tellimony of the French prifor.ers, the captains, Arris 
and Cooper, having advifcd with the aforefaid French 
gentlemen, in relation to the aforefaid pilots opinion, 
have thought it necelTary to make the b.il of their way 
to the general rendezvous, lince nothing more could be 
attempted. Witnefs our hands." See page 122. 

In confeqiience of the foregoing refolirtion, the Pem- 
broke and Tartar failed for Leghorn, where they arrived 
on the 23d of September, after having encountered a vi- 
olent Rorm while working out of the gulph of Lyons. 
As foon as the Pembroke and Tartar joined the fleet, 
captain Arris made a report of the expedition to the 
admiral. Mr. Poriales, and Mr. La Belliere alfo, who 
had been eye-witnelies of the captain's good condufl and 
zeal in that fervice, having afterwards wailed on fir 
Cloudefley, he told them " he was very well fatisficd 
with what they had done fince they had made that gulph, 
which was before looked upon as unapproachable, accef- 
fible and cafy for all undertakings. And though (added 
the admiral) you have not focceeded in the defrgn of giv- 
ilief to our friends, the Cevenois, yet they will fee 
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we have been as good as our word, I am alfo the more 
glad of your difcovery, becaufe it will be eafier in future 
to relieve them that way, if we fend a fquadron early into 
the giilph." Such was the end of an expedition, of 
which 
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which the mod fanguine hopes and expedations had be^ 
formed in England; but we certainly have fecn that no, 
pari of its failure can be imputed to captain Arris. 

He was foon after hrs return to the fleet, ftnt hy tli^ 
admiral, with commodore Swanton, to Tripoli and TuTiis, 
Fioiti thence they afterwards proceeded lo Scanderoon, 
according to theit inftruflions, and joined captain Jumper, 
with whom they reiiirned to England in the monili of 
December. Captain Arris appears to have been after 
Ihis time, except during the year 1704, principally em- 
ployed 1 n the Mediterranean ftaiion, where rhe fame po- 
verty of events, which deprived fo many of his brave co- 
temporal es of any opportunity of dillinguiOiing them- 
&Ives, extended the fame baneful influence to fpirited and 
?ager gallantry in his cafe alfo. We hear nothing of 
^m afterthis time til! the year 171 1, when he commanded 
ijie Devonihire of eighty guns, one of the fhips fent out 
under fir Hovenden Walker, on his iinfortiinaic expeditioq 
5ffiainft Canada. When the fleet was about to enter the 
river Si. Lawrence, captain Arris removed into the 
Windfgr, which was only a fixty gun Ibip; and the fol- 
lowing reafon is given by fir Hovenden for this meafure, 
which might oiherwile appear extraordinary. 

*' It being the opinion of every body that the Humber 
tnd Devonfliire were too big to venture up the river as 
far as Quebec, people generally reprefenting the naviga- 
tion of that river as very dangerous, I therefore orderct| 
riiem home, and have hotOed my flag in the Edgar; and 
the general going on board the Windfor, captain Arris 
■went to command her." 

Nothing could certainly have been a greater compli- 
Hient to capt^io Arris than' fuch a removal, when the 
cawfe of it is properly confidered. He reiurned to Eng- 
Lrid with fir Hovenden in the month of September; and 
it is not at all ueceifary to enter more into the account of 
that expedition, of which a full detail has already been 
given in the life of that admiral*. We do not believe 
this gentleman ever went to fea after his return to Eng- 
land ; and in 1714. he appears to have entirely quilted the 
ijne of aftive fcrvice, b'^ing, on the 20th of December in 
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tjiat year, appointed a commiffioncr of the viduaiKng 
office. This itation he continued to hold till the time of hi$ 
<j^ith, which happened on the 7th of January 1719. 

BROWN, Richard, — was, in the beginning of Ac 
year 1693, appointed fecond lieutenant of the CenturioOt 
a fourth rate, at that time employed as a cruifer off the 
coaft of Scotland. We hear nothing of him after this 
time till the fourth of May 1696, when he was promoted 
to the command of the Hawke firefliip. No other notice 
whatever is taken of him during the reign of king Wil- 
iiim ; nor indeed do we find him, after the acceflion of 
^ueen Anne, c6mmanding any very confequential fhip, or 
employed in a fervice memorable enough to be particularly : 
recorded. He died, on the 1 2 A of Nov. 1 706, being at that 
lime commander of the Hazard, a (hip of war tnouiiting 
fifty- two guns, taken a few years before from 'the 
French by captain, afterwards fir John Norris. 

CAVE, Clempfon, — was, in the year 1692, appointed 
firfl lieutenant of the Tyger Prize, a fourth rate. After 
having ferved in the fame (lation on board one or two 
other fhipsof the line, he wasj^on the 3d of Oft. 16969 
iapppinted Captain of the EflTex Prize. We do not find 
any other notice taken of him during the reign of king 
William, nor did he in that period ever obtain the com- 
mand of any/ (hip larger than a frigate. No mention 
whatever is, indeed, ever made of him after his firfl ap- 
pointment to the rank of captain in the navy, not even to 
communicate to us the time of his death. 

COOPER, John. — We know nothing of this gentle- 
man till he was, on the 29th of January 1696*, appointed 
captain of the Penfance. His rife in the fervice itfelf 
was remarkably flow, and the nature of his appointments 
perfeftly uninterefting, for we do not find the fmallcfl 
mention ever made of him till the year 171 1 ; at which 
lime he commanded the Swiftfure, one of the fquadron 
fent out, under fir Hovenden Walker, on the unfortunate 
expedition againft Canada. Before the fquadron entered 
the river §t. Lawrence, it was held neceflary to fend

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home the Humber and Devonfliire, iwo fliips of eighty 
guns, which were thought too laige to encounter the dii- 
ficulties of fo dangerous and intricate a navigation. On 
this occafion he removed from the Swiftfurc into the 
Devonfliire. Hollilities being fufpended not long after 
tfijs time, by the peace conchided at Utrecht, we hear 
nothing farther relaiivc to captain Cooper till the year 
1720, at which time he commanded the SuBblk, of feventy 

¥ns, one of the fleet then under orders for the Baltic, 
he leading particulars * of the expedition, as weil as 
thofe political reafons which induced the equipment of this 
force, have been already given in the life of fir J. Norrist. 
We do not find captain Cooper to have ever gone again 
(o fca after his return to England, where he died on the 
nth of September 1728. 

CRANBY, John, — was, in 1692, appointed third 
lieutenant of the Norfolk. After continuing fome years 
in the fame rank, and being promoted 10 be firft lieutenant 
of oneof theflag-fhipsiniheyear 1695, he was advanced, 
on the 25th of September 1 696, to be commander of the 
Humber firefliip. Early in the following year he was 
made captain of the Dunwich, and fent, under the com- 
mand of commodore Norris, to Newfoundland. He was, 
while on that flation, one of the na\al ofiicers who, jointly 
with thofe of the army, compofed the council of war, ih 
which it was decided againfl putting 10 fea and fecking to 
attack the French. Captain Cranby, however, appears 
10 have been of a very different opinion, having voted 
againll that rcfolution, and feeming to have acted then, as 
well as on every other occalion, with the moil becoming 
fpirit. 

He was fcnt home by the commodore in a lew days 
afterwards $, with the account of his fttuaiion, and early

comniaaded by captaio Cibfoa, wbo bavc iCifottiGn} tlut piKe. The 
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in ihe nexi year was advanced to be captain of the Poole, 
of forty giins, one of the (hips retained in commllTion 
notwithftanding the peace at Ryfwic. In the beginning 
of the enfuing fummer he was ordered for tlic Mediterra- 
nean, togetiitr with other fhips, for the purpofe of over- 
awing and reltraining the depredations of the Saltetines, 
and other piratical Hates of Barbary. On his palVago 
thither he fell in wiih a part of the Spaniih fiota, homc- 
waid-bound from the Weft Indies. It had juft before 
encountered a dreadful ftorm, in which one of the prin- 
cipal fhips had foundered with an immenfe treafure on 
hoaii, and the reft had been mucli fjparated and reduced 
to the greateft diftrefs. Captain Ctanby exerted himfelf 
in the higbelt degree to relieve their wants, in as great an 
extent as prudence and attention to the prefcrvaiion of 
his own people would pollibly permit him; and to his 
timely fuccour the remainder of this valuable ficet was 
principally indebted for its fafe arrival at Cadii not Jong 
afterwards. 

Captain Cranby himfelf had the misfortune to be over- 
taken a few days after by a violent gale of wind, 
which he was fanunale enough to weather, though not 
without fo much damage lo his marts and rigging, that 
he was obliged to put Into Cadiz to refit, and was fortu- 
nate enough to reach that port on the 4lh of June. Hav- 
ing re-equipped his (hip, he failed for the coaft of Bar- 
bary towards the latter end of the fame month ; but docs 
not appear to have met with any occurrence worthy of 
being commemorated during the time he continued on that 
llaiion. He remained there in the fame, we cannot fay 
inaiSIve, but little memorjble ftrvice, both this and the 
following year. We hear nothing of him after his arri- 
val in England, whither he returned in the year 1700, 
except that, when the fleet was on its return from the

DRAKE, John, — During the years 1692 and 1693^ 
ferved as iirfl: lieutenant of the Mary, of fixty-two £un$* 
He was, in 1 694, promoted to the fame ftation on board a t^ 
cond rate ; and was, on the 15th of January 1696, appoint^, 
captain of the Seahorfe. In the following yczt, he, ^b 
well as the gentleman of whom we laft gave an account, 
accompanied commodore, afterwards fir John Norris, to 
Newfoundland : but during the time he was thus employed, 
we do not find any thing in his conduft more worthy, of 
remark, than that, at the council, to which we. haye 
alluded in our account of the laft-mentioned gentleman,, 
he/ was totally of a different opinion froija him, voting 
that the fleet ihould wait the enemy's attack, ini^d of 
fpiritedly feeking them at fea, as the commodore hin^ifelf 
wiflied. Captain Drake did not long furvive this event, 
dying on the 22d of November 1697. * 

DYER, Nicholas, — was, in the year 1693, appointed 
lieutenant of the Sapphire, a fifth rate, one of a fmall 
fquadron ftationed, during that year, to follow the orders 
of the lord lieutenant of Ireland. On the loth of De- 
cember 1696, he was promoted to the command of the 
Dolphin ; and being in a (hort time after advanced to be 
captain of the Lincoln, died in that veflel at fta qn the, 
4th of June 16^7. 

FISHER, 1 homas, — is known only as having beea 

• appointed commander of the Truelove bomb-ketch in the 

year 1695. He was promoted to be captain of the M€,r- 

maid frigate on the nth of April 1696, and died in t^t 

Well Indies on the 7th of March in the following vean^ 

HOPSON, Edward, — fuppofed to have bcentne l^ip- 
ther of vice-admiral fir Thomas Hopfon, of whom lofxie 
account has been already given t. The firft informatipn 

we have concerning him is, that in the year 1693^ he

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{{irved under that admiral as firft lieutenant of the Brcdah, 
of tixty-two giins, during the time he accotnpanieU fir 
George Rooke in convoying the outward-bound Smyrna 
fleet. It is not improbable he continued with his gullaot. 
relation till he was promoted to the rank of captain, but 
of this we have no proof to be pofitively relied on. On 
the E+th of July 1696, we find him promoted to the 
command of the Thunderbolt, a fmall frigate, employed 
during that and the following year, as a cruifer in the 
Irifh fea. No other mention is made of him during the 
reign of king William. On the acceffion of queen Anne, 
and the re-co mm en cement of war with France, he was. 
appointed to command the Mafy, a fourth rate, under 
rear-aiiniiral Beaumont, who had hoifted his fiag on 
board that i\\ip as commander of the fquadron fitted out 
to block up the port of Dunkirk. 

'I'he melancholy fate of that worthy admiral, as well as 
of his fhip, has been already related*: but captain 
Hopfon was not perfonjily involved in that great and 
national misfortune, farther than the gtief he mult natu- 
rally have fell at the untimely lofs of fo many brave men, 
a Kifs ftill encreafed by that of his commander alfo, a 
man whom he, with the grealefl juilice, both refpeitcd 
and revered. Captain Hopfon, together with the purfer, 
were both, happily for them, on fliore at the commence- 
ment of that tremendous hurricanes, well known by the 
pre-eminent name of '' !. Grea' Sicni}. And thus it was 
ihcy cfcapcd experiencing its dreadful effects, whicK 
proved fatal to ^11 ihe pt-rfons who were on board the 
(hip, one man only excepted, who was, almoit miracu- 
loiifly, prefcrve.t. 

During the remainder of the war captain Hopfon ap- 
pears to have been principally, if not wholly, ftationed 
m the Mediterranean. It is mod probable, that afrer the 
laic dreadful misfortune, a new fhip, called the Mary, 
Mas immediately biiili, and the command given to him, 
as a particular compliment, for, in the year 1706, we 
find him captain of a (hip of that name on the lafl-men- 
tioned flation, and in which he continued during the re- 
mainder of the war. The inaflive, fluggilh, and totally de- 
fenfive condudl, on the part of the enemy, which theyuni- 
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formly adopted in that quarter of the wor!d, prevented 
captain Hopfon, in common with the reft of his brave 
cotcmporaries, from efffcfling any ferrice fufficiently 
memorable to defervc particular recital. This cir- 
ctJinftancc, added to the peace, which was concluded at 
Utrecht in the beginning of the year 1713, prevents our 
faying any thing farther relative to him till the year 1715, 
when we find him captain of the Burford, of feventy gunsj 
one of the fleet put under the command of fir John Nor- 
ris, for the BaUic. Wc meet with no information con- 
cerning him after this time, till the year I719, when he> 
was, on the 8ih of May, very defervcdly promoted to be 
rear-a»5miral of the blue. He hoiftcd his flag on board 
the Dorfetfhire in a few days afterwards, being appointed 
fecond in Command of the fleet then under orders, like 
that in which he laft ferved, for the Baltic. No mention 
is made of admiral Hopfon in any account given of this 
very uninierefling expedition, nor is it even politivcly 
fcnown whether he accompanied fir John Norris thither. 

In the following year, however, (fill having his flag on' 
board the Dorfetfhire, he was again ordered for the Bal- 
tic under the fame commander-in-chief: but the force 
dcftined for that fervice being much more formidable 
than it had been in the preceding feafon, an additional 
flag-officer (R. A, Hozier) was appointed to a command 
in it, who being fenior to Mr. Hopfon, he confequentljr 
became third in command. This fleet confilfed of twenty 
fliips of the line, and a proportionate number of frigates 
and fmatl vcffels: but the events of this expedition were 
not, in any degree, more interefling than thofe of the laft 
had been. In 1721 he failed, for the third time, to the 
BaUic, in the fame (laiion, and under the fame comman- 
ders ; with whom he alfo experienced a naval campaign as 
dull and uninterefting as the former. 

On the i6th of Fcbniary 1722, Mr. Hopfon was pro- 
moted to be rear-admiral of ihe red ; but we do not believe 
him to have been again employed till ihe year 1736, when 
he was appointed to command a fniall fqtiadron, con- 
fifUng only of four or five (hips, ordered for Gibraltar in 
order to fruftratc any fiidden attempt that might be made 
by the Spaniards on that important place. On hi* 
paffage ihither he was overtaken by a violent gale, which 
fluttered 
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fliafttered Tome of his (hips ki To great a degree, that he 
was obliged to put into Liibon to refit. He failed after 
tt\is was effefted for the Streights, where he joined, and 
put himfelf under the orders of flr John Jennings, who 
had been fent out a (hort time before with a Iquadron of 
nine (hips of the line ; and the appearance of f(rformid- 
able a force, ready for the inftant commencenncnt of 
hoftiiities, had at leaft the goodeife<St of inducing the Spa« 
hiards to wi(h avoiding them. 

On the return of fir John Jennings to England, Mr. 
Hopfbn was left behind commander-in-chief on that (fei- 
tion ; and on the 19th of April 1727, was advanced to be 
vice-admiral of the blue. The conduft of the Spaniards 
becoming, towards the end of this year, wonderfully 
equivocal, and bearing every appearance of menacing, if 
not actually intending hoflilities, fir Charles Wager was 
ordered for Gibraltar with a fquadron of fix (hips of the 
line, where he was to take Mr. Hopfon *, and his Ihipt 
under his command. A variety of events, although Hot 
of a very interefling nature, took place, as we have already 
related in the life of fir Charles Wager. The di(Ference 
was at laft put into a proper train of negociation ; but 
ihis was occafiona41y interrupted, by new and unforefeen 
objedions almoft daily llartedon the part of the Spaniardb. 
To guard againil any accident t)iat might happen in cauf 
of a renewal of hoftilities, it was deemed prudent to ord^f 
Mr. Hopfon to fail for the Wel^ Indies, a ftatioi> which 
the death of fir Francis Hofier, in the month of Augyft 
preceding, had left without an adiniral. In purfuance of 
thefe inftrudions Mr. Hf»pibn, paving his flag on board 
the Lion, failed from Gibraltar \)i^y on the 17th of Dc« 
cember, and arrived fafe at Jamaica on the 29th of Janu* 
ary. During his paffage out, that is to fay on the 13th of' 
the laft-menticned month, a promotion of flag omcers 
was declared at home, and Mr. Hopfon was advanced to 
be vice-admiral of the white.

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The fquadron he found in the Wfeft Indies having beciv. 
put, by the afliduity of Mr. St. Loe, the fcnior captain oil' 
that ftaiion, in the befl condition for (ervicc, circumftancey 
in that part of the world would admit, the vice-admiral 
having fhifted his flag on board the Leopard, failed, on 
the 4th of FcbFuary, to cruife off the coalt of New Spain. 
The Spaniards being perfe<Sly upon their guard, and 
keeping their galleons and other valuable (hips in port; 
the Engl i(h government on the other hand having iflTuei 
no order for the a<Sl:ual commencement of hblti'itics, the 
Only memorable circumftance we have to relate, as having 
taken place, is, the continuance of that dreadful mortality 
of which we fhall have farther occafion to fpeakof in our ac- 
count of fir F. Hoficr, and on which we have only to re- 
ttiark, in this place, that, to the eternal difgrace of an impo- 
tent, bafe, and cowardly adminiftration, the lives of four 
thoufandofourbeft Teamen, of fifty lieutenants, eight or ten 
captains, and two admirals, were moft mifcrably and dif- 
gracefully facrificed. . This number was far greater than 
might have been expeAed to have fallen glorioUfly by the 
fyvord of the enemy in the moft bloody contett, and whofe fate 
, tyould then only have excited the companion, inftead of rouf- 
ing the indignation of that generous nation which they were 
were fent to defend with their fwords, not overwhelm 
tvith forrow and ntourning, for the bloodlefs and ignoble 
leffPof fuch a multitude of brave men. The admiral him- 
felf fcarcely furvived his arrival three months: in the be- 
gnning of May he contrafted a fever, the univerfal as well 
iTs.. fatal diforder of the climate ; to the violence of which, 
tKe.ftrength of his conftitution. yielded after a fliort illnefs 
0/ five days. : ; 

, He died on board the Leopard, off the Grand Bru, on 
the coaft of New Spain, on the 8th of May lyg^S. 

HOSIER, Sir Francis.— This' gentleman was appointed 
fourth lieutenant of the Neptune, a fecond rate, in the 
year 1692. After a progrellive promotion through the 
different ftations in that rank, till he became, at lall, firfk 
lieutenant of a flag-fhip, we believe the London, we find 
bim, in 1695, comnrianding a fmall velfcl, called the Portf- 
mouth Prize ; but he had not the permanent rank of cap- 
tain till the year 1696; when he was, on the 27th of Ja- 
WWy, appointed to the Winchclfca, a new frigate of 
.^- thirty 
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thirty-two guns. The war being near a conclufion at 
this time, he had no opportunity either of diltinguifliing 
himfelf, or even of obtaining any more confequential 
command during the reign of king William. His ad- 
vancement in the navy was remarkably flow, fo that many 
years elapfed before h§ attained the command even of a 
Ihip of the line. His fervices being thus confined to the 
narrow limitp of a cruiiing frigate, or a veflbl of the fame 
rank, occafionally employed in cither convoying frond, 
port to port, or on fliort foreign voyages, the fleets of 
merchant-velfels of the fccond or inferior clafe, it cannoc 
be expefted we ftiould have much piore to record during 
fo unintereftjng a period, ev^^n of the moft exahed cha- 
radlers, than the cold and feeble praife of diligence and 
attention. 

In 1705 he commanded the 3nrlington, of fifty guns^ 
and appears, during both this and the following year, to 
have been principally employed in the confequential fer- 
.vice of convoying the Ea(t India fleet from St. Helen^ to 
Europe. In the firft of thofe years he w^s under the 
command of captain Toilet, in the Kingsfifher; in the 
latter the chief command of the convoy, which confided, 
indeed, only of his own ftiip and the Dartmouth, captrjin 
Cock, was vefted in himfelf. Towards the latter pnd of 
th« year 1706, he was removed into the Salifbury, a fhip 
of the fame rate and force as the Burlington. No yotice is 
taken of the particular fervice in which this fliip was em- 
ployed during the enfuing fummer ; but it is molt probable 
It was either in the fame line, that, he had before com** 
manded was, or as a cruifing (hip. At the latter end 
of 0£lober h« had the melancholy honour of being dif- 
patched from England, for the Scilly iflands, to receive on 
board the body of the brave and unfortunate fir C. Shovel, 
which had b^en taken up there. After this time we are 
aeain ignorant as to the ftations or fervices he was cm-, 
ployed, till the year 1750, when wp find him ftill comw 
manding the Salifbury, and ordered to'cruife off Cape 
Clear, in company with the St. Alban's, a fhip of the fame 
force. This was in the month of March. They had 
the good fortune to meet with a French fliip, mounting 
(jj^ty guns^ which thpy captured and carried fafe into 

t^ Dublin 
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Dublin bay, after a very fliarp aftion, in which the SaTif- 
bury had the greateft (hare. 

This veflel, of whofe capture no notice is taken by any 
hift^ian, far as we have been able to difcovcr, was taken 
into the fervice and called the Saliibury Prize. Soon as this 
ihip, as well as her captors, were refitted, they were fent 
to the Weft Indies as a reinforcement to commodore Lit- 
tleton. Not long after Mr. Hofier's arrival in that part of 
the world, he had a fecond opportunity of diftinguiftiing 
himfelf, which he did no lefs memorably than on the former 
occafion. This circumftance has been, indeed, fliortly 

, • related in the account of Mr, Littleton ; but as Mr. Ho- 
sier was, perhaps, more materially concerned in it than 
even his commanding officer, it certainly will be bv no 
means improper, to give a more enlarged detail oi this 

. tranfaAion heie. 

The Salifbury, and Salilbury's Prize, commanded by 
captain Robert rlarland, were, in the month of July 1711, 
Vfiih other fhips of war, cruifmg, under the command of 
commodore Littleton, in expeftation of falling in with 
monfieur Du Gaffe's fquadron, which had the Spanifh gal- 
leons under its convoy : on the 27th, at day break, 
they had fight of four large (hips, to which they 
gave chace, but, owing to a light wind* it was near fix 

» ' o'clock in the evening before the Salifbury 's Prize, which 
was the headmoft of the Englifli (hips, could get up with 
the fternmoft of the enemy. This fhip afterwards proved 
to be the vice-admiral of the Spanifli galleons, mounting 
iixty brafs guns. In a very (hort time after captain 
Harland began to engage, the Saliibury came in to his 
afliftance; and by their united and fpirited efforts, the 
enemy was fo completely fubdued, that he furrendered ai^ 
foon as the commodore himfelf drew (ieaF,.and before he 
had fired a fingle (hot. 

Mr. Burchet mentions a fecond prize taken at the fame 
time by thefe (hips, and attributes the capture of the 
Spanifh commodore principally to commodore Littleton ; 
but this is generally difbelieved, and totally unnoticed by 
all other hiuorians. We do not find any mention made 
of captain Hozier after this time, till the year 17 19, when 
he was appointed fecond captain of the Dorfetfhire, tjic 
fljip on board which the earl of Berkeley hoifted his flag 
with a fpeciai commifiion, under which he poffeffed an 

a^thority 
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duthority little inferior to that of a lord high admiral, he 
having under him vice-admiral Littleton, as captain of the 
^eet, and Mr. Hozier as fecond, or firft captain of the 
Ihip, with the rank of rear<»-admiral for the time'being. 

On the 8th of May following he was promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the white, and in the enfuing fpring' 
hoiited his flag on board the Prince Frederic, of feventy 
guns, being appoifited fecond in command of the fleet 
fent, under fir John Norris, to the Baltic. He again 
ftrved in the fame (lation during the year 1721 ; but it is 
needlefs to fay any thing of the few occurrences which 
took place during the expedition, as, although of a very 
unintereding nature, they have been already related in the 
account of the commander-in-chief. On his return from 
this fervice, if it could be faid to deferve that name, he 
was immediately appointed fecond in command of a 
fquadron ordered to be equipped for a fecret expedition^ 
under fir Charles Wager. The immediate objeft of it 
appears to have been the chaitifement of the Portuguefe, 
who had behaved with much infolence, and even con- 
demned two Engliih gentlemen to fuffer death, by an 
abfoiute and almoft totally forgotten law, under pretence 
of their having been concerned in an illicit exportation 
of gold coin. 

The impending terrors of war had fufficient influence 
over the Portuguefe councils, to awe that impotent natjon 
into complete fubmiflion, fo that the fquadron was dif- 
mantled without ever putting to fea, and confequently 
without affording us any other circumftance relative to 
Mr. Hozier, than that he wras promoted to be vice-admi- 
ral of the blue on the i6th of February 1722-3, and ac- 
cordingly hoifted his flag at the fore-top-maft-head of the 
Bredah. The fleet being difmantled and laid up imme- 
diately afterwards, Mr. Hozier did not again appean as 
Jiblding any naval employment till the year 1726. The 
reftlefs temper of the Spaniards, and their intrigues with 
the court of Pcter(burgh, rendering it very apparent that 
the want of an opportunity of ftriking a blow was all that 
prevented them from openly breaking forth into immedi- 
ate hoflilitics, the adminiflration of that time, pacifically 
^^ it was inclined, was afraid to temporize any longer.

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A number of fqiiadrons were eqiiippetl and dirpWched 
Indifferent parlsof the world to be rtady, as well to repel 
any fiidden infidt, or aftack, as to ponilh any open brtach, 
or violation of ihe treaty of peace then exitling. Thai 
deitined for the Weft Indies, confilling of feven (hips of 
the line, was put under the command of vice-admiral 
Hozier ; he was to be joined by feveral (hips which were 
already In that part of the world; fn thai his force, when 
colleiSed, would have appeared truly formidable to ail 
enemy, even better prepared for war than the Spaniards 
at that time really were. They were probably more 
vulnerable in that quarter than in any other part of theit 
poflcflions; while at the fame time the immenfe wealth and 
riches with which thofe colonies abounded, even to a profu- 
fion, untravelled Europeans would fcarcely credit, ap- 
peared to hold them forth as a greater incentive for alTail- 
ants to brave the dangers of an arduous enterprise, as well 
in the hope of more cffeftually diftrefling their country's 
enemies as of amply rewardingthemfclves with ihuir riches. 

The vice-admiial having hoifted his flag on board his 
old ihip, the Bredah, of feventy guns, failed from Ply- 
mouth on the gth of April ; and after an indifferent paf- 
fage, during which, however, he met with no abfolute 
difafter, arrived off the baftimento's, near Porto PeJlo^ 
on the 6th of June. His appearance was at opce ar^ 
objefl both of terror and furprize. The governor, with 
much apparent alarm, immediately dlfpatched an officer 
to the vice-admiral, rcquefting to know the caufe of this 
very unexpefted vlfit. The latter, with inuch temper, 
faid he came to efcort the Royal George, a large (hip 
belonging to the Soutli Si.-a company, which was then in 
Porlo Eello difpofing of her cargo, which was very valuf 
able, for fpecie. The governor wilhing to be rid of 
gucfts whofc prefcnce was extremely difagrceable, irame- 
diaicly took every poffible meafure to hallen her depar- 
ture, by enforcing a fpeedy payment of the debis due 
from the Spanilh merchants, on account of their fevera\ 
purchafes. 

As foon as all the different accounts could be made up, 
and the money paid, the fhtp in cjueftion was ordered out 
of the harbour to join the Brililh fquadron ; and a fecon4 
meflage was ai tht; fame time fcnt, defiling the vice-ad- 
miral. 
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Itiiraly as his firft wifli had been complied with*, to 
withdraw from before the port. Mr. Hozier coolly an- 
fwefed, he (hould continue where he was, till farther 
orders. The better to convince the governor that he 
was in earned, he ordered a fliip of the line to lay withia 
gun-fhot of the^aftle of Porto Bello, and ftriftly examined 
?very veffel that w^nt either in or out of the harbour. 
This conduft in the admiral was undoubtedly fpirited \n, 
the higheft degree, and n^oft uncontrovertibly proved the 
naval fuperionty of his own country. Jt wasi not, how- 
ever, of the ftnalled f^cvice, ^viewed in any other lightj^ 
and fuch was the reftriftive tenor of his inftruftions, that 
he w^s prevented from following the natural impulfe of 
his own gallantry, and applying the force itfelf infteac} of 
the terror of it, in the chaftifement of th© enemy. 

' It has been elfcwhere remarked, that to prevent the 
Spanifli flota from returning to Old Spain, was th^ often* 
fible cauft why this powerfur fquadron lay fo long in 
fuch an unwholefome climate, expofed to all the miferies 
of difeafe, furmounted by the moft dreadful and raging 
Aiortality. But this objeft, it is alfo at the fame time 
obfe^ed, might have been as efifedlually a^complilhed by 
its continuing there three weeks only 3, as by its being 
itationary for fix months, till what had at firft been an 
objeS of univerfal terror, bccan^e as ge^ieral a theme of 
ridicule and contempt. 

The yice-ac(m}ral returned at laft to Jamaica on the 
f4.th of December; but to fo diftrefled a ftate v^ras the 
fquadron reduced, that there were fcarcely men enough 
left alive to navigate it into port. The vice-admiral 
immediately paid every poflible attention to his Tick ; and 
by thjs humane exertion, added to the care and kind treat-; 
ment of the inhabitants, a Confiderable number of thofe 
who lived to reach the (Jiore happily recovered. Fortu- 
nately for the fcrvice, there were at that time at Jamaic2|

a con- 
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■ confidcrable number of feamen out of employ, which 
•ffbrded fo well Tcafoned a recniil to ihc differenl fhips, 
that by the time the convalcfcenta were completely reco- 
Tcred, and the vefieU ihemfelves re-cquipped, a burLnefa 
which was finiUied by the end of February, the vice-ad- 
miral was enabled to put to fea with a rtjtiadron little dt-. 
ficient in its proper compliment of men. 

He flood over to Carthjgcna, and continued cniifing in 
thofe ftas till the middle of Augnft, rncounlering the 
fame evils he had before fo lamentably experienced, 
and without being able to rer.di;r his country the fmallcft 
cf thofe bcnctils, ivhich, in the eyes of fome, appear 
to counter ball a nee misforlime. He had not in his fe- 
cond cruifc even ihat negative fatisfaflion of having terri- 
fied and" overawed the enemy, which he was reftraincd 
from attacking ; for a vcfTel, with orders from Old Spain, 
arriving at the Havannah on the 8lh of Aiignft, all the 
property belonging to the Eiiglilli merchants, that was in 
tke power of rhe Spaniards, was immediately fcizcd. At 
the Havannah and Vera Cniz alone, the Prince Frederic, 
a very valuable fliip belonging to the South Sea company, 
a frigate and four pacquet-boais, were detainud and con- 
demned, under the flaie pretence of rcprizal. 

Admiral Holler fpiritedly demanded their reftitution ; 
and the better to enforce coTnpliancc with his application, 
went hrmfelf to Vera Cniz with four (hips of the line i 
but the Spaniards had in ibme degree recovered from their 
ht(i panic, and novf pcrempiorily refuted to do ihat aft of 
tuftice, they flattered themfelves the fmall foice of lli« 
£nglifli was unable to compel •. 

Thefe repealed cniifes, dininguifhable only for their 
Compu!ltvc inaiflivitv; the reiterated affronts received from 
an infoleni and prcfumpluous enemy ; and the rel)c£lion

t)f the immenfe expence to which the nation had been put 
for the armament under his command, withopt the fmalleft 
Vivantage being defived from it, all tended to overwhelm 
with grief and defpair this brave and honed man ; fo that 
he breathed his laft at fea, on the 234 of Auguft i73.7» ^ 
dying, as it is faid, of mere chagrin, at the v^nton and 
wicked deftrudion of fo many brave men, whofe fate he 
could oply lament, and not avert ^. 

A few days before his death he was promoted to be 
vice-admiral of the white ; and a commiuion is faid alfo 
to have been made out, empowering thp governor of J;^^ 
maica to confer on him the honour of knighthood: His 
promotion bearing date,on the i ith of Auguft, only twelve 
days before his death, he confequently did not live to 
receive either that, or the honour that was intended him ; 
but which, had he fortunately furvived to have enjoyed, 
were certainly a miferable recoinpenfe for his former 
anxiety and difappointment* ' The body of this brave and 
unfortunate man was embalmed, and buried in the ballad 
of the (hip he commanded, in which it was aftcrwardis 
brought to England for interment. His misfortunes and 
merit furvived him longer than is ufually the cafe, either 
^ith the greateft or mod unhappy of mankind : and it is 
»o flender teftimony of worth, when the abfence of pane* 
gyric is feelingly fupplied by compaflion. 

LAMBER r, Thoma§, — was, at the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointed fourth lieutenant , of the Royal 
Sovereign^ H^ was not advanced to the rank of captain 
in the navy till the aoth of Odlobe?- 1696, when he was 
appointed to the Betty, and was prefent in that (lation at 
the rather memorable engagement between commodore 
Harlow and the French fquadron, of which we have 
already given an account t. He continued to command 
the fame vefTel after the peace at Ryfwic, and in 1698

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was ordered for the Mediterranean, where he continued 
til) the time of his death, which look place on the i6lh 
of February 1 700. N. S, 

LONG, Thomas, — was appointed third lieutenant of 
the Dutchefs, a fecond rate, in theycar!692. After this 
time we hear nothing of him till we find him, on the 271 h 
of January 1696, appointed captain of the GrilTin firefliip. 
He never obtained any more confeqiiential command, or 
is in any degree farther noticed during the reign of king 
William. His advancement in the fervice, after the ac- 
ceilion of queen Anne, was exiremelv flow; and fo un- 
forturfate was he in ihe different (lations allotted to him, 
as never to have had the fmalleft opportunity of diltin- 
guifliing himfelf, fo as tn ac(]uire renown previous to that 
which he at laft mofl; gallantly purchafed with the lofs of 
his life. 

During the year 1710 he commanded the Bredah, of 
.feventy guns, one of the Mediterranean fleet imtjer fir 
John Norris; and being detached by that admiral on a 
cruife, in company with the Warfpight, captain CTrow, 
fihd the fortune to meet with a French fhrp of the line, 
called Le Maure. The Eredah poITeiling a great fupcri- 
oriiy in failing over her comp:inion, foon came up witl^ 
the enemy, when a verv fmart engagement took place ; in 
which, although of but ihort continuance, captain Long 
was unfortunately killed. Almoft immediately on this 
linhappy event's taking pbce, the Warfpight came up, 
and the enemy furrendered. The adion took place about 
forty leagues Irom Cape Roxent. 

PINDER, Thomas, — We have no information rela- 
tive to this gentleman till we find him, on the lilh of 
April 1696*, appointed captain of the Mermaid frigate. 
He continued commander oi the fame fliip till it was un- 
happily loft, off" Plymouth, he himftlf as well as the crew 
periihing with it, on the 5th of January 1698-9. 

SMITH, Thomas, — was, about the latter end of the 
year 1692, appgiintcd firil lieutenant of the Hampton 
^urt. He had for fome years previous to this, progi^ef- 
fively with a very high charader, fervcd as an officer in

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ihe different ranks, on board a variety of fliips, in tho 
royal navy. In 1695 he was appointed adling com- 
mander of the Dunwich frigate ^ in which ftation he was 
fo unfortunate as to be guilty of an offence we are very 
unwilling to record, but which hiftorkal truth forbids ua 
to conceal : of this beneath. On the 26th of November 
1696, he was promoted to be a captain in the navy with 
permanent rank, and appointed to the Suffijlk Hag boat, 
No mention is made, either of what fhip •, if any, that he 
commanded, or in what fervices he was afterwards era- 
ployed, during the reign of king Williami 

After the acceffion of queen Anne we find him captain of 
theGofport,a (hip employed on theNewEngland (tation in 
the year 1 704: he was afterwards progrefTivL-ly promoted 
to feveral different fliips of the line, particularly the Litch- 
field ; in which ffiip he was difpatched for India, in 1706, 
to convoy thither a fleet of merchant ftiips. He returned 
fiom thence with a ftmilar charge in the following year, 
and arrived fafsly at Kinfale on the 2ift of Oflober. He 
was next appointed to the Captain> and, after the peace 
was concluded at Utrecht, to the Norfolk- We believe 
him to have been principally if not wholly employed on 
the Mediterranean itation during the lime he held the com- 

^mand of the former fliip ; a circumflance which may well 
account for our having, in that period, fo little to relate 
concerning him. On the 19th of Sepiember 1716, he 
removed into the Jerfcy ; and in the following year fer\'ed 
in the fleet, under iir G. Byng, in the Baliic. 

It appears from the hiltorical account of Greenwich 
hofpltal, he was appointed a captain on that noble eftab-

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liihment in the early part of the year 171S ; an honour- 
ahle retirement, clofcd quickly afterwards by dis death, 
which happened on the i8th of April in the fame year. 

STRICKLAND, Charles.— The advancement of this 
gentleman in the fervice was as remarkably rapid as that 
of feveral of his cotemporaries had been flow. In the 
year' 1693 he had not obtained the rank even of lieute- 
nant ; and on the yih of Aiigufl 1696, we find him ap- 
pointed captain of the Lark frigate. We find no tnention 
made of him during the fhort remainder of the war, after 
the concliifion of which he was appointed captain of the 
Seaford, and fent to the Streighls under vice-admiral 
Aylmer. In i699hcw3s einployedtocruife, withafew 
other frigates, againft the Salletines, who had juft before 
violated the treaty of peace, and committed many petty 
depredations on our commerce. But after this time wc 
meet not with the fmalleft information concerning him 
till the year I707, at which time he was captain of the 
NalTau, of feventy gims. We find him early in the 
month of June fent commodore of a fquadron of five fail 
to intercept a French convoy, reported to be on its paflage 
from St. Maloc's to the eaftward, under the proicftion of 
five fljips of war. He was not, however, fucccfefu! in 
this expedition ; but after an inefFeflual crujfc, for fomc 
days, off Cape La Hogue, returned to Spithead, not having 
ever feen his enemy. He was one of the commanders fent, 
in the month of Auguft enfuing, under the orders of fir 
Thomas Hardy, to convoy the outward-bound fleet to 
Lilbon. By the manly and unbialTed teftimony he bore 
on this occafion to the conduct of his admiral, he contri- 
buted much to that ho]ioui'a!)!e acquittal which was as 
pleafing to all men of candour, as it probably was diftref- 
fing to all thofe of a different defcription. 

After his retuwi into port, and the conclufion of the 
Dial above-mentioned, he was, in the month of December, 
appointed commodore of a fmall fquadron of Englifh and 
dutch Ihips of war, fent to proteft a fleet of ftore(hip6 to 
Lifbon, and to convoy the emperor of Morocco's ambaf- 
£idor to Tangier. Dujing the enfuing year, and not 
improbably for the remainder of the war, he continued 
in the Mediterranean, under different admirals ; and in 
(oiBinon bath with his fuprriorf and cquaU in command, 
experi- 
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f Kpcrlenwd a ferics of dull uninterefting crtiifes and «x- 

E editions, where even diligence iifelf is Eardly rcmarkod, 
ecaufe there was, perliaps, Icfs opportunity of difpkying 
il, than any fimilar period of hoftilities had ever rendered 
either pollibic, or necefiary before or fince. 

We find n<i particular mention again niade of him tiU 
the year 1715, at which time he commanded the Eflex, 
one of the fleet fent to the Baltic under fir John Norns. 
We are again ignorant whether, or on what panicular 
nations he was employed till the year 1718, when we god 
him commander of the Lemx, of feventy guns, one of Iir 
George Byng's fleet ordered for the Mediterranean, to 
counlera<5t the attack made by Spain on the territories of 
the emperor. In the memorable action with the Spanifh 
fleet in the month of Augiift, he was ftationed as one of 
the fcconds to the commander-in-chief*. After his re~ 
turn from this Itation he was, in the latter end of the 
year 172I, appointed captain of the Yarmouih, a founh 
rate, one of the fcjuadron ordered to be equipped, under 
the command of fir Charles Wager, for the challifement 
of the Portuguefe. The apparently impending florm of 
war «a£ averted by the prudent fubmiflion of the court of 
Portugal, even Vfore the Ihips were thoroughly coUedted, 
fo chat the fleet above-mentioned never even put to fca. 

About the latter end of January lya^t, he was ad- 
vaiKed to be rear-admiral of the blue ; and from thence, 
on the 5th of February, to be vice-admira! of the white, 
a promotion he did not long live to enjoy, dying on die 
llth of November 1724. 

STUDLEY, James,— was, at the latter end of the 
year 169a, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Forefight, 
of forty-two gtins, a fliip fent, foon after that time, to

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convoy to Virginia the outward-bound fleet. We lend* 
no other particulars relative to this genttemiui till we find 
him, on the 23d of May 1696, appointed captain of ths 
Pearl, a frigaie of thirty guns. He was prefently ad 
vanced to the comtnand of the Pembroke, of fifty gum 
and fenl to Cadiz, in the -month of November, undei 
command of vice-admiral Neville. On his pafTage thitl 
he was fi'parated from ihe fleet in a violent gale of wini 
which he had however the good fortune to weathi 
fafety, and arrive at the above-mentioned port on the r ilH 
of December, Mr- Neville was ordered for the Weft 
Indies almoft immediately after he reached the Strcights, 
and captain Studley accompanying him thither, fcarcely 
furvived the hour of his arrival. Dying on the 28th of 
May 1697, he was among the firft of ihofe brave and un- 
fortunate men whom dileafe, infinitely more deftruflive 
at this time than all the other mifchiefs and horrois 
attendant on wac in that climate, put a period to tl 
fervice of, without their even enjoying the fatisfaflii 
of having feen and encountered their enemies. 
_ TREVANION, Sir Nicholas,— was, in all probabi- 
lity, a fon, or collateral dcfccndant of explain Richard 
Trevanion, the conftant and faithful, though milguided 
adherent and attendant of James the Second *. We have 
no information as to his feveral nava! appointments, til) 
he was, on the 25th of May 1696, appointed captain of 
the Dunvtich. The war was then near a conc!ufion> 
and nothing but a moft fingular interference of good for- 
tune could have procured hitn at fuch a time, and in fuch 
a fliip, an opportunity of diflingui filing himfelf out of the 
ordinary line of fervice. Some little time after the 
ratification of the peace at Ryfwic, he was appointed cap- 
tain of the Lyme, a new frieate of thirty-two guns, and 
fent to the Streights, in 1698, under the comtnand of 
vice-admiral Aylmer. But we do not find him occupied 
in any fervice worth commemorating, the fole intenti 
of the equipment of the fleet + 10 which he belonged, t 
ing accomplilhed by its ptefence only. In the month 
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O^'lfober 1700, he was difpatched from Cadiz for th6 
Canaries, from whence he immediately returned to Eng- 
land. Not long after his arrival he was appointed to the 
Dover of fifty guns; in which fhip we find him at the 
recommencement of the war with France, after the ac- 
-ceflion of queen Anne. 

He was at firft employed as a cruifer in the Gefinan 
Ocean, arid there met ^ith but trivial fnccefs, although, 
he was in every refpefl: confidercd as a very aftive and 
able commander. Towards the concluiion of the year 
he was fent to cruife in the Irifh fea, and ordered to 
ftretch twenty leagues to the fouthward and weftward of 
Scilly. After this change of ftation he was more fortu- 
nate, having, in the month of January 1702-3, fallen in 
with and captured a large privateer belonging to St. Maloe, 
called the count deThouloufe. This prize was rendered 
more con fequential, and the conqueft more brilliant, from 
its having on hoard, at the time of the adlion, three 
hundred regular troops, in the pay of the French king^ 
cxclufive of the ordinary crew belonging to the (hip*. 
The engagement was defperately maintained, on the part 
of the enemy, for fix hours, but with very little prejudice 
to captain Trevanion and his people, not one of whom 
were killed, and a very inconfiderable number wounded^ 
feme of them only (lightly ; while on the other hand 
upwards of 50 of the French were killed and 20 wounded. 
Captain Trevanion's fuccefs did not end here ; the count 
de Thouloufe had the day before the engagement capturcfd 
a large (hip from New England laden with naval (lores^ 
and other valuable articles, of commerce. But his prize 
fell again into the hands of the Engli(b, being retaken by 
the Dover on the following day. 

After captain Trevanion had convoyed his prize, as well 
as the recapture to England, and repaired thofe trivial 
damages which he had (uftained in the preceding aftion, 
he was ordered to join the main fl^^t : and the fcene of 
naval operations heing transferred fronti the Channel to 
the Mediterranean, he failed for that ftation, under the 
command of fir C. Shovel, on the ift of July. Of the 
operations of this arraarn,cnt never were greater expe<Sa- 



* It is not accounted for on what particular occafion thcfc troopt 
were on board, or to ivhat fendcc they were dcftined. 
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dons vainly formed in England; and never were gigantic 
hopes more miferably difuppoinle^. Thefe caufes and 
confequences have been already repeatedly dwelt on ; and 
tht faS itfelf is mentioned here 0!)ly to account for our 
iiaving nothing memorable to recount of fuch commanders 
as were there employed under Qy brave a chief as Shovel. 

In the beginning of September captlin Trcvanion was 
3ifpatchcd for Scanderoon, under commodore Jumper, to 
convoy thither the Turkey Sect. He returned from thence 
to England in the month of December, and we hare not 
been able to difcovcr on what flation or fer\ice he was 
employed during the enfuing year- In 1705 he was pro- 
moted to the command of a Ihip of fixty guns, we believe 
ihe York ; and continued, with fomc very fhort intervals, 
on the Mediterranean {lation during the remainder of the 
trar, at all times held in the higheft honour and rcfpeSt by 
the different commanders under whom he fer\'ed, although 
fortune denied him any of thofe opportimities of raifmg 
nimielf into public notice, which fhe occaflonally bedowed, 
with much liberality, on her greater favourites. On his 
return from the Mediterranean he appears to have retired 
from active fer\ice ; and, after the accellion of king George 
the fird) was always one of the perfons principally confultcd 
relative to the civil oeconomy and management of the navy. 
He alfo quickly became hiiihly efteemed and carefled bv 
that fovereign, who bcftowed upon him the honour of 

• knighthood ; and, in the year 1726, appointed him com- 
xniflioner of the na\y refident at Plymouth, This office 
he held till his death, and executed with the greateft 
honour to himfelf, affording all the advantage that could 

•,be derived by the country from a ftation of fuch truft, 
filled by a man of the higheft :ittention, integrity, and 
ability. He died on the I7ih of November 1737. 

UNDERDOWN, John.— We know nothing of this 
brave and enterprizing commander, till we find him, in 
the beginning of the year 1695, commanding the Wrenn 

* Pink, a fmall veflel attached to fir C. Shovel's fquadron 
in the Channel. On Augull 25, 1696, he was appointed 
commander of the Garland. No other mention is made 

. of him during the reign of king William ^ and it is moft 
probable, his (hip being put out of commiffion at the con- 
clufion of the war, he was not rtr-appointcd to any other. 
After the acceffion of queea Aune he ifvas appointed to 

comoiand 
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command the Falkland, of fifty guns, and fent to.Vir- 

finia. On his paiTiige from thence, in company with the- 
)readnought artd Fowey, he had the good fortune to 
capture a French (hip of war, mounting fifty-four guns, 
wnich was afterwards called the Falkland Prize, a s a juft 
rompliment to captain Undefd6Wn,^ho t»ofe ffieYrunt di 
the a^lion, and to whom the capture was entirely owing, 
the Dreadnought not being able to get up till the very end 
of the engagement. 

He continued to command the Falkland many years, 
and w'as principally employed on the Weft Indian, and 
American ftations. In the month of May 1707, ho 
fignalifed himfelf in a very remarkable manner in the dc- 
ftrudtion and capture of a very confiderable number of the 
enemy's ihips and vefTels, as well as of all their fettlements 
at Newfoundland *. To what caufe w^e are to aflign it we

** Captain John Underdown, commander of her majefty*s (hip t)ie 
Falkland, havin|; received advice, on thc'ft^thof July, that the encmjr 
bad many (hips employed on tbe (ifhery, in feveral harbours to the 
northward, our commanders of (hips, merchants, and inhabitants, pe* 
titioned him to endeavour the deftroying of them, and by that means 
♦o encourage and proteft the Britifh rraoe in thofe places. In purfa- 
ance whereof, on the 26th of July, captain Underdown fct fail from 
hence, having taken major Lloyd, who deiired to be employed in the 
expedition, with twenty of bis company, on board the Nonsuch. 

** Oifi the 27th they came before Bonavis, and finding there, no ap* 
p<:araDte of an enemy, the commodore ordered captain Hughes to fail 
with him. On the ad of Auguft they flood into the bay of Bhncbe^ 
till they came ofFof Fleur-de lis harbour. Major Lloyd was imme** 
diateiy fent into the harbour in the commodore's pinnace, and the 
lieutenant of the Falkland in the pinnace belonging to the Nonfuch, 
in order to make what difcoveries they were able.

93tf)ttth, they fell in with the united fquadrons of Forbin 
aod Guai j rouin. The force of the enemy was fo fupc- 
Itor as to render refiftance almoft an aft of defperation ^ 
licverthelefs, the Britifli commanders prepared to defend 
tiiemfelves and the very valuable fleet under their protec- 
tion with a fpirit that would have done the higheft honour 
to men who had fomething more in view than merely 
their own defence. What, however, can the molt 
romantic valour eflfeft againft numbers fo highly unequal? 
the fquadrons of France confided of fourteen fliips, ten 
of which were of two decks; that of Britain of five only! 
Captain Watkins, in the Devon fhl re, even among thofe 
whofe bravery on this occafion was fo pre-eminent, dif- 
tinguilhed himfelf in a manner almoft fuperior to the moft 
•valorous : he defended himfelf for near three hours againft 
feven of the enemy's fhips, and for four hours more againft 
five. The night now approached and appeared to aiFord 
fome chance that courage, fo memorable, ftiouW be, at 
leaft, rewarded bjr its prefervation from captivity. Fate, 
however, and with much apparent fcverity, decreed it 
otherwife ; the Devonftire fuddenly took fire, and, almoft 
on the fame inftant, blew up ; two only, out of the re- 
luains of nine hundred men, who were on board at the 
commencement of the engagement, being faved. 

T'he merchants, whofe fliips cfcaped thi^ wretched 
idifafter, were honourable enough to attribute their fafety 
|tfincipally to the noble defence made by this unfortu* 
nate commander. We have already ftated, that the 
onnigement above alluded to took place on the loth of 
Oaober 1707.

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WATTS, Jonathan, — was, about the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointed fecond lie\uenant of the Chatham^' 
one of the (hips employed, in the enfuing year, under fir 
George Rooke, to convoy the outward-bound Smyrn^ 
fleet. We hear nothing of him after this time till the* 
29th of Odober f 696, when he was appointed captain of 
the Sun Prize. No other notice is ever taken of him 
?xc?pt that, giving us tj|je date of his appointment, as wer 
have juf? ilatcd ; and a fecond, informing us that he diecl 
on the 2^th of Jtily 1658, whether in or out of fervJcc 
does not appear. 

WHIiE, Richard, ~ in the year 1693, ferved as.?(f* 
lieutenant of the Mary, of fixty-two guns, at that time! 
pommanded \>y captain Henry Butler, and attached to the: 
main fleet under tne joint admirals, Killegrew, Delaval, 
and Shovel. He was on the 28th of April 1696, pro-* 
moted tp the command of the Mary galley. No meritjoo 
is made as to any particular or diiHnguilhable fervicc ill 
which he wais employed dm ing the war. After the cotif 
clufion of the peace at Ryfwic he was prptnQted to tlte 
command of a (hip of the line which was kept in Cotn< 
miflion, and which he continued captain of till- the yei^ 
1699: he was then, in confequencc of his fornaer fliipt 
wanting repairs, appointed to the Railings, a fifth rsx&tft 
thirty. four gutis. He died captain of this Ihip on the Jitf

WILD, Henry, — was, towards the end of the yea? 
1692, ap^inted firll lieutenant of the WoohvkK, onctjf 
the (hips fent in the e^^fningyear, unde^* fir O. Ropke/fj? 
the Mediterranean, as convoy to the unfortunate SmyitH 
fleet. We do not he^r any thing more of him till vrc finrf 
him, on May I, 1696, appointed captain of the^SolAayi 
This veliel was ftationed. as a cruiJtr in the Ge«nan 
Ocean, a fervice in which captain Wild difplayed confi* 
derable adlivity, which was accordingly rewarded with the 
capture of feveral fmall privateers, which, although of 
inconfideraWe force,, had done much mifchlef to the com- 
mence of England; for the enemy, finding themfelves in- 
capable of contending with the naval power of Britain, in 
a way fikely to end the conteft, by mere prowefs and force 
of ^qis^ prudently adopted a different conduft, and turn- 
ing all thfeiV efforts to revive the drooping fpirits of their 

tv4 nation,^ 
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nation^ through the partial enrichment of individuals, by 
m ftrange and fudden, though politic manoeuvre, converted 
their lieet into a nlyriad oi fmall privateers. Thefe, on 
their newly projefted fcheme of war, were much more 
fuccefsful than their more noble predcceflTors, ^ndthey thus 
Qieanly effefted conliderable injury to the property of 
tbofe whom they were afraid, and, indeed, unable to 
tflault in any other way. 

To return to captain Wild. He is no farther noticed 
till after the acceffion of queen Anne; nor, indeed, have 
wc then been able to colleft any other particulars relative 
"to him, except that, in 170^, he commanded the Chefter, 
which fhip, as well as the fervice, he akogether quitted 
in the following year, on what particular account is not 
known, neither have "vve been able to difcover the time of 
bis death. 

WILLSHAW, Thomas, — is fuppofed to have beeq 
Ac fon of captain Thomas Willfliaw, afterwards com^ 
Itdf&oner of the navy, of whom we have already given 
ibfpe account *. He is faid, in a manufcript lift of the 
navy, to have keen appointed captain of a ihip of war, 
called thp Horfe Guard, on the i^tii of March 1696. 
This, however, is certainly a miftake, there never appear- 
ing to have been a ihip of that name in the navy ; and it 
S' I one of thoife unavoidable errors to which that fpecies of 
bcutnent is more particularly liable. The fhip in 
oudHpn was the Rofe, a fmall veiTel, employed at that 
Umt as a guard fhip. He never acquired any^celebrity, 
Or« indeed, was inveued with any cqnffquential command;| 
95 we do nbt find any other notice taken of him, except 
that be was put oh the fuperannuated lift in the year 
17x4. The time of his death is alfo unknown to us.

The peace at Ryfwic tak«* 
ing place fcoa afterwards, put a temporary (lop both t(| 
his fervice, and pronnotion : the latter appears to have been, 
remarkably flow, for in the year 1704* we find hiofc 
commanding a (hip of no higher rank than the Sejebay, ^ 
fmall fixth rate, employed as a cruifer in the German 
Ocean. Inconflderable as were both his comjnan^ anct 
his fervice, he difplayed confiderabje adivity in the pur* 
fuit of French privateers, which were the. partiqulaj;

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talent to his wifhes, or was induced to quit it by fomc 
other private motive, does not appear, but we believe him 
to have held no command after he quitted the Rochefter. 
He died in an advanced age on the 30th of Auguft 
X740. ! 

ASTON, John, — was on the 7th of May 1697, ap« 
pointed captain of the Penfance, and was, but on what 
account we are ignorant, difmiffed from the above (hip 
on the 6th of March 1698, The time of his death is 
uncertain. 

BALCHEN, Sir John, — was born on the id of Fe- 
bruary 1669, and having made a very early choice of a 
ndval life, paffed regularly, and with the higheft reputa- 
tion, through every fiibordinate ftation, till he very dc- 
JTcrvedly attained to the higheft rank in the fervice. The 
lirft mention that we find made of this brave and unfor- 
tunate man in the naval worfd, is, that he was appointed 
captain of the Virgin, or Virginia Prize, a frigate of 
thirty-two guns, on the 25th of July 1697 ; but we do 
iiot meet with any thing worthy of record, concerning 
him, till the year 1707, when he commanded the Chefter 
of fifty guns. In the month of September he was orderecj, 
together with the Ruby of the fame force, to convoy the 
fleet bound to Lifbon. As it was not only of a very con- 
fiderable intrinfic value, but of the higheft confequencc 
arid importance, confidered in a national light, for all the 
provifions, ftores, and upwards of one ihoufand horfes for 
the fervice of the enfuing campaign in Spain were em- 
barked on board it, it was thought proper to ftrengtheri 
the convoy by the addition of two mips of eighty guns 
and one of feventy-fix, all under the commana of com- 
modore Edwards, who was to fee them fifty leagues to the 
fouth-weft of Scilly, where it was prefumed they would 
be perfeftly out of danger from the Dunkirk fquadron, 
which was the only quarter from whence any attack was 
apprehended. 

The fleet was not completely collefted and ready to fail 
till the 9th of 06lober; and on the loth, Laving then 
proceeded on their voyage no farther than the Lizard, 
they fell in with the united fquadrons of Forbin and Ehi 
Guai Trouin. Reinforced as the cfcort was, it was un- 
able 
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able to contend againd an enemy*, fo wonderfully fupe- 
rior; the t omtnodore's iliip, ihe Cumberland, as weil as 
the Ruby and Chefter, alier having fcparaltly made a molt 
gallant, and. indeed, dcfperatc defence, fell into the hands 
of the enemy. The Cheller itfelf became the prize o{ 
■the count de Forbin himfelf, who, notwithdanding the 
difpariiy of force which totally annihilate- every thing 
^ke glory in his conduct, was wonderfully elfied with his 
fuccefs, which was molt roinantickly ma^niti^d on the part 
of the French. 

Captain Bakhen was not exchanged till towards tfie 
end of the following year, fo that the trial which, in 
compliance with ihe general rules of the fervice, always 
enfucs after fuch a misfortune as th^ preceding, did not 
take place till the 271!! of 0£lober 1708. It is almolb 
unnecelTary to add, he was inoft honourably acquitted. 
We do' not, however, find any mention made of hioa afteii 
this time till the year 1717, when he commanded the 
Orford, of feventy gims, one of the ficet ordered for tha 
Baltic under (jr George Byng ; and on his return from 
that expedition, during which nothing at all memorable 
took place, was appointed to ihe Shrewlbury, of Mghtjt 
guns. In this lliip he accompanied fir George to tho 
Mediterranean in the following year, and on his arrival 
there became captain to vice-admiral Cornwall, who 
hoiftcdhis flag, onboard the (hip juft mentioned, as fecon^ 
in command of the fleet. 

We do not believe him to have been prefent at tbs 
memorable adlion with the Spanilli fleet, off Sicily, not- 
withflanding Campbell, and other hiftorians of the firll 
reputation for veracity and authenticity, pofilively atTer^ 
he was. We do not indeed know whether, or on what 
account this (hip was detached ; but from many conciurent 
circumllances, we ftrongly believe this to have been the 
cafe. On captain Balchen's return from the Mediter- 
ranean he was appointed to a (hip of feveniy guns, one 
of the fleet fent to the Baltic in the year 1720, under the 
command of (irjohn Nonis. He continued captain of 
the fame fhip Icveral years, even until he was promoted to

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be a flag-officer, and was, confequently, always concerned 
in thole annual and harmlefs expeditions • which con* 
ftantly took place during the remainder of the reign of 
George the Firft. 

On -the 19th of July. 1728, he was promoted to be rear* 
admiral of the blue, having at that time ferved as a pri* 
vate captain for the fpace of thirty-one years* On the 4th 
of March 1728-9, he was promoted to be rear-admir^ 
of the white. He had not, however, any command till 
1 73 1, when he went out fecond in command of the flee't 
fent, under fir Charles Wager, to Cadiz and the Medi«* 
terranean, principally fort the purpofe of taking poflefEon 
of Leghorn, of placingj don Carlos on the throne of 
Naples, and befides that, of feeing other points of inferior 
confeqiuince properly carried into execution, according to 
the treaty of Vienna. 

Admiral Balchen on his firft appointment to this com- 
mand, had hoifted his flag on board the Dreadnought, at 
Spithead ; but foon after the arrival of fir Charles from 
the Downs with fome (hips, he Ihifted it into the Princeft- 
AmeKa, in which he continued during the remainder of 
the expedition. This being concluded, he does not 
-appear to have had any re-appointment to a command till 
the year 1734; when, having in the interval t been pro- 
moted to be vice-admiral of the white, he was made 
commander-in-chief of a fmall fquadron colleSed at 
Plymouth, which was intended to have been fentout as a 
reinforcement to fir John Norris on the Lifbon ftation, lA 
cafe the difpute between that court and Spain had not 
been amicably adjufted. The ftorm quickly blowing 
over, and the pacific temper of fir Robert Walpole, who

wa^'thcn prime minifter of Great Britain, being rather 
prone to fubmit patiently to injuries and affronts than 
plunge the nation into a war by fpiritedly refcniing 
then), no opportunity prefented itfelf of calling Mr. Bal- 
chen into aftive fervice till the year 1739*. 

The juftly excited clamours of a generous and fipirited 
nation at length compelled the timid genius of the Britifh 
premier to do a violence to itfelf, and roufe into a pt«- 
tended fpirit and energy, by declaring war againft Spain. 
Mr Balchen being, accordingly, among the firll officers 
pitched upon for a confequential command, was appointed 
to that of the Mediterranean, where Mr. N. Haddock, 
at the time of the approaching rupture, commanded a 
fquadronoffome Itrength, but which it wasatthisjunfture 
deemed highly neceflary to reinforce with fix fliJps of the 
line. The nrft intended enterprize of their united force 
was to intercept the Aflbgues (hips, which were daily ex- 
peded at Cadiz from Vera Cruz, laden with the ufual 
tribute of treafure, the annual produce of that part of the 
Iveftern world dependant on Spain. This fleet was a£lu- 
ally on its paffage, and (leering a conrfe which would have 
inevitably thrown them into the hands of the Engli(h,but 
unfortunately admiral Pizarro, who commanded the con- 
voy, having, by mere accident, received information of 
the fituation of affairs in Europe, he ft retched to the 
northward, and iliftead of making the Madeiras, and (leer- 
ing for Cadiz by that which was the ufual route, he ftood 
away to the northward of the Bahamas, and returned to 
Europe in the track ufed by the (hips bound frona the 
Weft Indies for the Briti(h Channel. He aSually made 
the Lizard ; and from thence ftanding over to Ufliant, by 
creeping clofe under the (hore he eluded the vigilance of 
the briti(h cruifcrs, both oflFthe coaft of Spain and in the 
bay of Bifcay, and arrived in perfeA fafety at the port of 
St. Andero. 

Not long after this difappointment Mr. Balchen re- 
turned to England and had the command of a fquadron iii 
the Channel, during the latter end of the year 1 740 ; but^

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as necefTarily mud be the fate of all equipments ftatianed 
in a part of the worW where there is no enemy to contend 
with, we have nothing farther to recount than merely 
that he was thus employed. On the 9th of Augoft 1743, 
he was promoted to be admiral of the white, ^nd early m 
the next jrear was appointed, as a veryjuft reward for his 
long and faithful fervices, to be governor of Greenwich- 
hofpital, as fucceflbr to fir John Jennings, who died on 
the 23d of December 1743. Soon after this time he 
rjeceived the honour of knighthood* It might now have 
been naturally expefted that he would, in this very ho- 
nourable retirement, have been permitted to pals the 
remainder of his days in that enviable tranquillity which 
a noble and good mind muft naturally enjoy, from a 
refleftion of having been uniformly employed in the 
honourable purfuit of public virtue, untainted, unconta-. 
minated by the private vices of avarice or oppreflion. 
Such, however, were the neceilities of his country, and 
fuch the fpirit of this gallant man, that even at the very 
advanced age he had now reached, an age felt more feverely 
in confequence of infirmities naturally induced by fo long 
and adive a fervice, that, in the year 1744, he accepted 
the command of the fleet expeditioufly equipped for the 
purpofe of releafing fir Charles Hardy, who was blocked 
up in the Tagus with a fquadron of eleven fhips of the 
Jine and a bomb-^ketch, by a very fuperior force under the 
count de Rochambault. 

By the beginning of July a fleet of fourteen Britifh fhips 
•f the line had rendezvoufed at Spithead, and fir John 
hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief on board the 
Viftory of one hundred and ten guns, the largefl and fineft 
(hip in the navy. She was manned with a chofen crew of 
1 1 00 men; and had, befides, upwards of fifty young 
gentlemen on board, fome of them belonging to families 
of the firft diftindlion, who entered as volunteers, ambi^ 
tious to ferve, and learn the firfl: rudiments of naval taftics 
under fo worthy and able a commander. On the 15th a 
fquadron of feven Dutch fhips of the line and two frigates 
came up to Spithead, under the command of four admirals; 
and fir John having a fpecial commiflion for that purpofe, 
aflumed the command of the whole. 

This 
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This formidable fleet ♦ did not, however, leave Spithead 
till the 7th of Auguft, when it proceeded for Portugal and 
the Mediterranean, with upwards of two hundred fail of 
merchant-ihips under its convoy. Encumbered as the 
admiral was with this very valuable and extenfive charge^ 
and impeded alfo on his paffage by contrary winds, he did 
not arrive off the rock of LiftoA till the 9th of September, 
and fir Charles Hardy immediately joining him with his 
fquadron, and the ftorefhips which were with him, they 
both proceeded for Gibraltar, the reinforcement of which 
garrifon, as well as to recruit its provifions and military 
Kores, had been the firft obje£t oT fir Charles's voyage. 

The French admiral, on the firft information of the 
approach of this very formidable force, prudently refdlved 
to retire and fecure himfelf in the harbour of Cadiz; a 
refolution, happily for him, he carried into eflFeft before 
the arrival of the combined fleet. Gibrakar was therefore 
fuccoured and put in the beft pofture of defence without 
any oppofition on the part of, or, indeed, even feeing the 
enemy. When this part of the deftined fervice of the 
fquadron was efFefted, fir John proceeded to cruife off the 
coaft of Portugal for fome days, flill entertaining hopes

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that monf. Rochambault would leave his place of ftcurity 
while the relief" of Gibraliar was etFeain^, in hopes of 
eluding the Britiili fleet and getting back to Breft. In this 
fir John was difappointed: and finding at lalt, after an in- 
efft^ual cruife of fome days, that the enemy cautioufly 
confined themfelves to the harbour of Cadiz, he quitted 
the coaft of Calhcia on the aSlh of September, and on 
the 30ih entered the bay of Bifcay on his return to Eng- 
land. A violent ftorm difpcrfed the whole fleet on the 30! 
of Oflober, and many of the (hips were with the utmoft 
difficulty prevented from foundering; they all, however, 
arrived at Spithead, in a very fliaitered Aate, by the loth 
of Oflober, the Viflory excepted. This noble (hip fepa- 
rating from ail her companions, was fuppofed to have 
{truck on the cafkcts, a ridge of rocks, near Aldcrney, 
on the 4lh. Fate thus in one infiant overwhelmed a 
moft worthy and able commander wiih nearly twelve hun- 
dred of his brave alfociates, and dellrojed a (hip which 
Was juftly, at that time, the pride of Britain and terror of 
her enemies. 

The inhabitanis of Alderney are faid to hnve heard re- 
peated lignals of dillrefs made during the night ; but from 
the darknefs, added to the violence of ihe tempeft, were 
totally unable even to atteropl affording them any alTift- 
ancc. The whole nation was lilted with the iruefi for- 
row at this dreadful and accumulated mislbrinne. The 
merits of the admiral himfelf, the diffufed forrow of rela- 
tives, and the lofs of fuch a number of brave men, fepa- 
rately lefs honoured becaufe lefs known, all tended to 
encreafe the public grief to a poignancy that had fcatcely 
been felt fince (he lofs of the brave Shovel. Sorrow on 
fuch an occafion is the only tribute gratitude can pay to 
deceafed merit ; and the generous mind feels fome relief in 
beftowing it wgrthily. His majefly was pleaTed to fettle 
a penfion of fi»e hundred pounds a year on lady Balchen ; 
and a.fmall, but elegant monument, to peipetuaic his 
memory, was ereSed in Weftminfler-abbey *.

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BLOWERS, William,— was, on ihe 13th of July 
1697, appointed commander of ihe Dolphin. His naval 
life was of exceeding (hort duration, he having been, but 
for what particular reafon does not appear, put on tha 
fuperannuatcd lift, in the following year, with a penfion 
cquivalcnc in the half-pay of the captain of a fifth rale. 
He enjoyed this till his death, which took place on ths 
14th of fcptcmber 1720. 

BLOYS, William,— was, on the 2-jih of Auguft 1697, 
made captain of the Swan. Wc believe him to have re- 
tired from the fervice not long afterwards, finding no other 
mention whatever made of him, except that he died on thft 
9th of Augult 1720.

bv his widow, to * moll alFefliuDate and worihy hufhand, ihis hono- 
rarr monument wat creSed by her. 

" He wai born February the fceond 1669. Married Sufinnah, ibc 
daughter of colonel Aprteec, of Walhingly. in ihc county of. Hun- 
tiogdon. Died OEoKr ibe feTcnth 1744, leaviog one fon and ooa 
daughter; the former of whom, George Balchcn, furvived bim but ■ 
Ihoti time, far, being fent to the Well Indict, in 1745, cominaadec 
of hii majeOy's Ihip the Pembroke, he died, at Barbidoei, in De- 
cqmbcT the fame year, aged twenty-ei^bl, having walked in the Acpi, 
and imiatcd the virtuc« and biaveiy o( hit ^poA, but unfoiiiuiaM 
ftthet." 

BAGDEN, 
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BUGDEN, or RRIDGEN, Edmund, — was, on the 
toth of March 1697, appointed capiain of ilie Jerfey. 
He was difmilTcd in a fliort time after, from this (hip, by 
thefemenceof acoun-martial, for what particular oftence 
does not appear, but It may be naniially concluded to have 
been of an heinuus nature, for his judges were not con- 
tent, as in ordinary cafes, with fimply difmifling him from 
his command, but condemned him to forfeit all his half- 
pay, which it had been cuftomary to allow officers dif- 
riiifled the fervice on common occafions. 

COLE, Edward, — was, on the 27ih of January 1697, 
appointed to command the StEombolo tirelbip. He, 
fometime afterwards, unhappily fell under a derangement 
of mind, which ended not but with his life, and of necef- 
fity compelled him not only to quit the fervice, but alfo 
obliged his friends to put him in confinement. He died 
in Bethlehem-hofpiial, but in what year is not known. 

COULSEA, Chrillopher,— was, at the latter end of 
the year 1692, appointed fecond lieutenant of the St. 
Alban's, of fifty guns. Having ferved for fome years in 
that ftation on board different fliLps, he was, on the loth 
of December 1697, made captain of the Speedwell. In 
the month of May 1698, he was ordered for the Weft 
Indies, where he arrived in fafeiy on the 27th of July. 
A dangerous and defpcrate confpiracy was formed on 
board his (hip while on its paJFage to Barbidoes, to fur- 
prize and murder the principal officers, and afterwards 
run away with the (liip. This villainous defign was 
happily, however, difcovcred before the mifcreants con- 
cerned, thought their plot ripe enough to be carried into 
execution. The ringleader, one Jonathan Bear, a midthip- 
man, and fome others, who had been molt a&'ive in pro- 
moting ihe fcheme, were fecured and fent home to Eng- 
land, to be tried. Captain Coulfea unhappily did not 
long furvive his arrival at Barbadoes, dying there on the 
2lft of September 1698. 

CROF7 S, Henry,— was, on the 1 1 ih of Auguft 1 697, 
appointed 10 command the Hunter firelliip. He did not 
live to obtain any confcquential command, or to dilVin- 
guifli himfelf in a way entitling him to public notice* 
flying on the j6th of December 1702. 
..... La DUNBAR, 
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DUNBAR, Robert, — towards the end of the year 
1692, was appointed 4th lieutenant of the Vifloty, *t 1 
firll raic. He was, after ferving in the fame rank oui' [ 
huard fcveral diiTcrent Oiips, promoted, on the 28th of' 
June 1697, to be captain of the St. Paul firelhip. Noij 
other mention whatever is made of him. Wc have evcQ^ j 
been unable to difcovcr the time of his death. 

FOWLES, Henry,— early in the year 1693, was ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Hope. This fhip was^." 
in the year 1695, unhappily captured by a very fupcrioti 
French force ; and in confeqiience of Mr, Fowles's very 1 
exeinpliry behaviour on that occalion, he wa5, on thi« I 
iSih of Oflober 1697, which was very foon after his re-| r 
leafc from captivity, promoted to commaod the Deaf) I 
Cadle. Soon after tlie accellion of queen Anne, he was- I 
appointed to the Scarborough, and fen t to the EofllndieSi, I 
where he died captain of the {hip }uH mentioned, on th^,- 1 
24th of April 1704- f 

GARDNER, Klanin, — w-as, about (he end of ther 4 
year 1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Rupert, of 
ii\ty<fix gtmi. We find no farther mention made of> i 
him III] he was, on the 2'th of May 1697, promoted to, I 
the coQunaDd of the Qiiecnborough frigate. No other 
notice is taken of him, aoi are ne even aiquaimed wilh 
the linie of his death. 

HARRIS, Barrow ,—wa5, in the beginning of the year 
1691, appointed zd lieuieiiont of ihe Samuel and Henry, 
4 ihip 01 fony-foiir guns hired from the merchants, and 
isni foon afterwards to New Eoelatut under the command 
U C^UtD, afterwards (it C. Wager. W'c hear nothing 
more of hhn tiH he w^ on the 1 3tlt of .'^tiguft 1 697, pn>- 
moiiedto thcccvunandofthe Lighteniog jirelhip.

In 1708 he was the fenior captain then on thatlbtion ; 
and wc find him in that ra;ik fitling as one of the members 
of the court- mania! held, on board the Expedition at 



Port Royal, on the 33d of July 1708, for the trial of the 
raptains, Bridges and Windlor. He returned from the 
Weft Indies fnon after this, and quilted the command of 



the Afliftance : after which he does not appear to have held 
any command tjil the year 1718; when he was appointed 
to rhe Eredah, of feventy guns, and fent to the Mediterra- 
nean under fir George Byng. At the memorable aflion 
with the Spanilh fleet off Sicily, he was ftationed as one 
of the feconds to the commander-in-chief, and behaved 
with the greateft gallantry although the inancuvres of the 
Spaniards prevented the fleet from engaging in a regular 
line. In this engagement the Prince of Afturias, of feventy 
guns, with rear-admiral Chacon's flag on board, Itructc 
to the Bredah and Captain ; the latter being commanded 
by cipiain Arch.

HUGHES, Robert, — ^was appointed a lieutenant in the 
navy foon after the revolution ; but we do not know in 
what particular Ihips he ferved till iheyear i6gi, when 
we find him fecond lieutenant of the Suffolk. We are in 
the fame degree of ignorance concerning him * till he was, 
on the 2Blh of June 1697, appointed captain of the 
FlamboTough. He continued to commatid this vefTel 
during the whole of the enfuing peace ; and on the acccf- 
fion of queen Anne, and the re-commencement of war 
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DUNBAR, Rolicrt, — towards the end of the year 
1692, was appoiiiled 4th lieutenant of the Vifloty, ») 
firii rate. He was, after ferving in the fame ranlc obj 
board feveral different ihips, promoted, on the 28th of- 
June 1697, to be captain of the St. Paul fitefhip. N(»> 
other mention whatever Is made of him. We haveeveOj 
been unable to dtfcover the time of his death. 

FOWLES, Henry,— early in the year 1693, was ap^f 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Hope. This (hip wasj. 
in the year 1695, unhappily captured by a very fuperioc, 
French force ; and in confeqiience of Mr. Fowtes's very 
excmphry behaviour on that occafion, he was, on th«t< 
28[h of Oflober 1697, which was very foon after his r&-' , 
leafe from capllvity, promoted to command the De^.j 
Caftle. Soon after the acceflion of (jaecn Anne, he waSi 
appointed to the Scarborough, and fcnt to the Eafl InUiea«, 
where he died captain of the fhlp juit mentioned, on thiii. 
24ih of April 1704. 

GARDNER, Manin, — was, about the end of thei 
year 1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Rupert, of. 
iixty-fix guns. We find no farther mention made of. 
him till he was, on the 27th of May 1697, promoted to, 
the command of the Qiietnborough frigate. No othert 
notice is taken of him, nor are we even acquainted with 
the lime of his death. 

HARRJS, Barrow, — was, in the beginning of iheyear- 
1691, appointed id liuutenant of the Samuel and Henry, 
i ihip of fony-four guns hired from the merchants, andj 
fent foon afterwards to New England under the commanfJl 
of captain, afterwards fir C. Wager. We hear nothing 
more of him tilt he was, on the 1 3tli of Auguft 1 697, prxK' 
mored to the cojnmand of the Lightening fireJhip. He i^ 
fuppofrd to have been appointed to the Sapphire frigatq 
(bon afitr the peace, and to have continued in that Ihipp 
principally on the Mediterranean llalion, during the re- 
mainder of king William's reign. We do not meet with 
any information relative to him after thistime till the year 
1706, in which, as well' as during the two or three fuc- 
ceeding years, he commanded the Aflillance, of fifty gunSj 
one of the Weft India fquadron, which, during the firft 
part of captain Harris's commandj was under fit Wil^ 
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liam Whetftone's orders, who was afterwards fucceeded by 
fir Charles Wager. 

In 1708 he was the fenior caplain then on that ftatlon ; 
and we find him in that rank fitting as one of the members 
of the court-martial held, on board the Expedilion at 
Port Royal, on the 23d of July 1708, for the trial of ihe 
captains. Bridges and Windfor. He returned from the 
Weft Indies foon after this, and quitted the comtnand of 
the AfUftance : after which he does not appear to hare held 
any command till the year 1718; when he was appointed 
to the Bredah, of feventy guns, and fent to the Mediterra- 
nean under fir George Byng. At the memorable aflioti 
with the Spanifh fleet off Sicily, he was ftationed as one 
of the feconds to the commander-in-chief, and behaved 
with the greateft gallantry although the mancuvres of the 
Spaniards prevented the fleet from engaging in a regular 
line. In this engagement the Prince of Afturias, of feventy 
guns, with rear-admiral Chacon's flag on board, ftruck 
to the Bredah and Captain ; the latter being commanded 
by captain Arch. Hamilton. Xhedifpule with Spain being 
terminated in the following year, in confequencc of the 
tremendous blow ihcir navy ftiftaincd on this occafion; 
captain Harris had no other appointment till 1723, when 
he was made cvmmodore of the fmall fquadron ufually 
kept at Jamaica, even in limes of the mod profound 
peace. He hoifted his broad pendant on board the Falk- 
land, and unhappily perifhed, together with his whol^ 
crew, in an hurricane, which overtook him on his return 
from thence on the 24th of March 1 724-5- 

HUGHES, Robert, — was appointed a lieutenant in the 
navy foon after the revolution ; but we do not kno^v in 
what particular (hips he ferved till the year 1693, when 
we find him fecond lieutenant of the Suffolk. We are in 
the fame degree of ignorance concerning him * till he was, 
on the 28th of June 1697, appointed captain of the 
Flamborough. He coniinued to Command this veflel 
during the whole of the enfuing peace ; and on ihe accef- 
fion of queen Anne, and the re-commenccment of war 
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with France, was ftationed in the German Ocean as s 

cruifer. He difplayed great activity and diligence in this 
employ, having captured feveral fmall privateers, which 
infefted ihofe feas, from the pori of Dunkirk, and were 
at that time reputed the befl failing vefTels in the enemy's 
fcrvice. Towards the latter end of this year he was pro- 
moled to the Winchefter, of fifty guns, and in 1703 ac- 
, companietl fir Cloudefley Shovel 10 the Mediterranean, 
■where, owing to caufes alieady explained, too little was 
done by the whole- fleet to enable us to defcend to the 
particular fervices of each individual and private com- 
inandLT. 

We have not been able to coUcifl any particulars rela- 
tive to captain Hughes, from the time above-mentioned 
till the year 1708, when he commanded a ftiip of the line, 
one of the fi]uadron Itaiioned in the Mediterranean under ' 
fir John Leake. He was appointed by that admiral 
commodore of a fmall fquadron ordered to ciuife off the 
Sfreights mouth ; in which fervice he met with conftder- 
able luccefs,- having, during the very fliort time he was 
thus i;mp!nyed, taken and driven afhore two of the enemy's 
i'rigates and a fctlee. 

Although we do not meet with any other mention made 
of him, we believe him to have been principally employed 
on the fame ftation during the remainder of the war. In 
theyeariyi^he was appointed to command the Plymouth, 
of fixty guns, one of the Ihips fent in that year, under fir 
John Norris, to the Mediterranean. We believe him to ^^m 
have conitnued to ferve on the fame flation, ae well as-in ^^H 
the fame Ihip, during the enfuing year, and to have been ^^^| 
appoiiiled, in 1717, 10 command liie Devonthire, of eighly ^^| 
guns ; but we have not been able to make out the laft 
appointment perfedly to our fatisfaflion. We do not 
find any farther ftieniion made of this gentleman till ths 
year 1726, when he commanded the Hampton Court, of 
feventy guns, one of fir Charles Wagers Beet in the Baltic. 
On ihe 2ifl of April 1727, he was promoted to be rear- 
admiral of (he blue ; and having hoiftcd his flag on board 
the very (liip he had jull before commanded as a private 
captain, failed immediaiely afterwards for the Bahic, thiid 
in command of the fleet fent thither under fir J. Norris, 

LSoon after his fcturn to England, that is to f<iy, on the ^h 
J 
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4rli of January 1727,116 was advanced to be rear-admiral 
of the white, as he was on the 29th of July following to 
be rear-admiral of the red. This promotion he did not long 
enjoy, dying on the r+lh of March 1728-9. 

JOHNSON, William,— was, on the agih of March 
1697, appointed captain of the Lizard frigate. This 
vcflel was put out of commiflion after the conclufion of 
the peace at Utrecht, and captain Johnfon did not live 10 
obtain any re-appointment. He died on the 31ft of Aug, 
1690. 

KELLING, Jonathan, — entered into the navy to- 
wards the end of the laft Dutch war. He attained the 
rank of lieutenant foon after the revolution ; and, in 
1693, was appointed firft lieutenant of the Rochefter, z 
fourth rate of forty-eight guns. We are ignorant of any 
other particulars relative to him, till we find htm, on the 
3d of March 1697, promoted to the command of the 
Maidftone. He was foon after fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the 20th of Oflobcr 1698. 

LAPTHORN, John.— Nothing farther is known of 
this gentleman, than that he ferved as firft lieutenant of 
the Crown, a fourth rate, in 1693; and was promoted, 
on the 5ih of May 1697, to be captain of the Lizard. 
We have even been unable to difcover the time of his 
death. 

LONG, Richard, — was, on the 4th of December 
1697, appointed captain of the Rupert I'rize. After the 
acceffion of queen Anne he was made ma fter- attendant 
and captain of the Lewis Hulk at Jamaica ; from ihefe 
ftations he was, on the i2th of September 1705, difmilfed 
by fir William Wheiftonc, who then had the chief com- 
mand there. The particulars of his oftehce are no whers 
mentioned. He is faid to have died fometime in the year 
1717. 

MARTIN, Samuel,— was, on the 18th of Oaobcr 
1697, appointed captain of the Biddeford. We know 
nothing farther relating 10 this gentleman till Ibme little 
time after the accellion of qiieen Anne, when he was ap- 
pointed to the Blackwali,and employed for a Jong time as 
a cruifer, in which fervice he had titletable IWceCs. He was 
fent, in Sept. 1705, with two other fmall fliips of war, to 
convoy the fleet bound to the Baltic, and wason.hi^retum 
from ijiencc with the fame fliips of war, having under 
L 4 their 
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their proteSion all the merchant vefTels that had totn- 
pletcd their lading in time to return with them, when 
thfy unfortunately fell in wirh the Dunkirk fquadroni 
commanded by M. tie St. Paul. It confifted of five (lout 
king's fhips, and as many large privateers, which were 
joined, after they had put to fca, by feveral more. Againft 
thefc formidable, and, indeed, tremendous odds, the Eiig- 
lifll commanders contended with a bravery that dcfervcd a 
much better fate. After an ohfttnate defence they were 
all taken. 

Captain Martin fell in the engagement, as well as the 
French commodore, St. Paul, the latter is faid to have 
been an officer fo highly clleemed by the French king, 
that when it was reported three Englilh fliips of war, to- 
gethcr with twelve merchant- fhips, were carried into 
Dunkirk, but that St. Paul had fallen in the encounter, the 
king anfvrered with a figh, '• Very well, I wifh they 
were all fafe in any EngTifh port, provided that would 
reftore me M. de St. Paul." The above event, deemed 
unfortunate even by the viflors, look place on the zoih 
of OSober 1705. 

MAUGHAM, George. — The firfl commiflioB we 
find granted to this gentleman vpos dated on the ift of 
Oftoher 1692, appointing him fecond lieutenant of the 
Referve. We hear nothing farther of him till he was, 
on the 5th of June 1697, promoted to the command of 
the Lincoln, a fourth rate of fixty guns. This gentle- 
man's name was, by fome accident or other, omitted in 
an ofHcial lift of officers commanding (hips of the line, and 
dated foon after this time ; neverthetefs, we entertain no 
doubt of the above appointment. He afterwards com- 
manded the Kinfale; in which flation he was unfortunately 
killed, at Barbadoes, on the 28ih of Auguft 1702 : whe- 
ther he fell in a dud, or by fome nauiral acctdcni does not 
appear. 

MITCHEL, Henry, — was appointed a lieutenant in 
the liavy foon after the revolution; and, in 1692, was 
promoted to he fecoj.d lieutenant of the Sandwich, a fecond 
rate of ninety guns, commanded by captain Woolfran 
Cornwall. We know not what commiflions he held after 
(his time till the year 1697, when he was, on the ill of 
Oilober, appointed captain of the Pheenix fireOiip. 
After 
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After the acceflion of queen Anne be was promoted 10 
the Plymouth, a fourth rate. This fliip unhappily 
foundered at fea, the captain and all the crew pcrilhing 
with her, on the nth of Auguft 1705. 

MOORE, Jofeph, or Jouiua, — was appointed third 
lieutenant of the Monmouth, of fixty guns, at the latter 
end of the year 1692. We hear nothing farther of him 
till the 8ih of January 1697, when he was promoted to 
be captain of the Flame firefliip. He was immediately 
iflerwards advanced to the command of a ihip of the line, 
which was put out of commilTion foon after the pesce at 
Ryfwic took place, and captain Moore remained unem- 
ployed during the remainder of Iting William's reign. 
Immediately after the acccllion of queen Anne he was 
appointed captain oflhcMarygalley, a frigate of thirty-four 
guns, and at that time employed as a cruifcr ; in this fer- 
vice he was remarkably diligent ; and fuccefsful enough to 
Capture fevcral of the enemy's fmaller privateers, and 
fome of their merchant vefTels. He was fome time after- 
wards promoted to command the Monk, on board which 
fliip he unhappily Ihot himfelf, either on accountof fome 
private dlfcontent, or what is more probable, fome tem- 
porary infaniiy, on the 27'h of February 1705. 

MORRICE, MAURICE, or MORRIS, Salmon,— - 
for thus is his name varioufly fpelt in various MSS. and 
by different hiftorians and authors. The firii commilljoii 
we find (his genileman holding is that of fecond lieute- 
nant of the York, a fixty gun mip, commanded by cap- 
tain James Killegrew. This appears to have been given 
bim in the month of October 1092 ; and after this lima 
we find no mention made of him till he was, on the t4th 
of May 1697, appointed captain of a fmall frigate, called 
the Royal 'I'ranfport, or, as we are rather inclined to be- 
lieve, the Royal Efcapc, a fmall vellel flill kept in the 
navy to commemorate ihe prefcrvation of king Charles 
the Second. We hear nothing farther of him during the 
reign of king William ; and perhaps there are very few 
perfonswbo have ever obtained the rank of a naval com- 
mander, of whofe early life and fervice we are more igno- 
rant than of thofe of this gentleman. 

Not long after the acceflion of queen Anne he was 
appointed captain of the Advice of fifty guns ; but we da 
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not find any more remarkable mention made of him, than - 
of his having captured,, in June 1704, a fmall French 
fliip of war, mounting eighteen gnns, which was after- 
wards taken into the fervice and called ihe Advice Prize. 
He was after this time principally employed on the Medi- 
teTTinean ftalion ; but we do not find any pofitive mention 
made of him till the year 171 2, when we find him ferving 
in the Lifbon ftjnadron under vice-admtral Baker, and 
appointed by him commodore of a fmal! force ftationcd 
off the Streight's mouth, while he himfelf was engaged 
in crtiHing off the Wellern iftands for the Brazil fleet. 

We do not, fingular as it may appear, find any men- 
lion matte of him after this time till the year 1723, when 
he was appointed, in the monlh of April, to command the 
Sandwich, a fecond rate of ninety-fix guns, one of a: 
number of (hips ordered to be immediately equipped, but 
on what particular occalion was a fecrel, and which being 
known only to ihe admin I ft rati on of that time, wifl now, 
confequently, ever remain fo ; for it never was made pub- 
lic, but died, like moft other abortive expeditions, wilb 
thofe who contrived it. 

Jn 1726 wc find him captain of the NalTaii, of feventy 
guns, one of the fleet feiit in that year, tinder fir Charles 
Wager, to the Baltic, and appointed to command, with 
the rank of commodore, the third divifion of the fleet. 
Nothing memorable enough to merit relation took glace 
during this expedition. But in the following fpnng 3 
fquadron being again ordered to the fame part of the 
world, under fir John Norris, captain Morris was, on 
ihe 2iil of April, juH befiire fir John was ready to put to 
fea, advanced to be rear-admiral of the White, yet he was 
not appointed to any command in that fleet, nor, as we 
believe, was he again employed: he, ncverthelefs, partook 
regularly of the progreflive promotions • which took place 
in ihc nary from this time till ihe year 1732; an honour- 
able compliment, if it is not a mifapplication of the term 
to call it fo, which his long fervice and highly efteemed 
character jiillly eiuitlcd him to, and which it wou(d have 

• On ihe 41b of January 1^07-8, he waiappoinied rear-admiiat oF 
itic red ; on [he igih of July 1 738, vicc^dmiral of the blue j aod, on 
ihcz^Lb of J'''^ '/S'^i vicc-adminl of the wliitt fquadioB,

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been an high afl of public inj'uftice to have withheld from 
him. In the month of March 1733-41 worn out with 
age, infirmities, and long fervice, he retired on a pcnfioh 
of 450I. a year, which he enjoyed till his death, which 
happened on the 27th of March 1741. 

NOBLE, Mark. — The firft information we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was fecond lieutenant of the 
Dutchefs, a fecond rate, in the month of June 1696; 
how long before this he obtained the above rank we can- 
not precifely fay, but we believe a fliort time only, as wc 
have reafon to fuppofe his promotion in the navy was re- 
markably rapid. On the 12th of July 1697, he was ap- 
pointed captain of the St. Vincent, a firefhip, which had 
been formerly a fmall frigate taken from the French. He 
was in a very (hort time after promoted to the Dunwich, 
and fent, in the month of February 1698, to Cadiz and the 
Mediterranean. He died, commander of the fliip juft 
mentioned, on the aad of March 1701. 

Rear-admiial Hardy, in his lift of naval commanders, 
adds, as a remark, that he was difmilTed the fervice from 
the Dulivich. Of this circumftance we find no mention 
made in any other place ; and fuppofe the alteration of 
the (hip's name to have been merely an errour of the prcfs, 
there not being any fuch (hip as the Dulwich in the 
fervice. 

ORMEROD, Charles,— is entitled to a place hcrc» 
only from having been, on the 15th of February 1697, 
appointed captain of the Lightening fire(hip. 

SEARLE, Henry, — is nearly in the fame predicament ; 
we know only he was appointed fifth lieutenant of the 
Sandwich, a (econd rate, in 1695 ; and being afterwards 
removed into fome (hip (hnt ta the Weft Indies, was the r« 
promoted, on the qih of June 1697, to be captain of the 
Flame firelhip. 'rhis veiTel unhappily foundered at fea 
on the 22d of Aiiguft following, being then on its paiTagc 
home to England : the captain and the whole crew pc- 
ri[hed with her. 

SPANN, Jonathan, — We do not (ind any mention 
made of this gentltman previous to his appointment, on 
the 2sth of February 1697, to be captain of the Virgin 
Prize. The peace at Ryfwic taking place foon after this 
time, be had no opportunity of dilUnguifliing himfclf fo 
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as to enable iis to fay any thing particular concct-ning 
Mm, or even to afcortain with any 'degree of precifton, 
whether be remained in cominillion during the continu* 
anceof the peace itfelf. On theaccefnonof qiieen Anne, 
and iherecommencement of thewarwith France, he was 
appointed to the Sorlingues, a frigate of thirty-two giins, 
bcii^ of the fame force with that he before commanded. 
He was fcnt in 1703 to Newfoundland, where he met 
wiih much fiiccefs, having captured fome valuable prizes, 
one of thfm a (hip of war mounting nvcniy gwns. The ■ 
dit!erent fervkes in which he was employed after this time, 
were, unhappily for him, fo little coniequcirtial, that wfc 
doitot find any mention made of !iim till the year 1706, 
when we believe him to have beeti fcnt to India*, being 
then commander of the Norwit:h, a fourth rate of fifty 
guns, to convoy thither a fleet of merchant- (hips. He 
himfelf, as well as the other commanders, returned from 
ihence, with fix India fliips under their proteflion, to- 
wards the clofe of the following year. We again find no 
ii'wation made of him for an interval of three years ; but 
early in 1 7 1 o he was fent out with a fmall fqiiadron to the 
Weft Indies, on which (latioii he was appointed com- 
modore and commander-in-chief, as fuccelTor to fir Charles 
Wager. The French had at that lime no naval foree fn 
ihe Weft IrwlicK for him to contend wilht; and therefore 
ihe equipment of this fqttadron was intended merely t 
prevent any fudden furprixe, by fiich fmat) fojcc as the 
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' TogrlhtT with iht Liiflifield, captain T. Smiih, and the Wool* 
wich, captain K. Thompton. 

+ Mr.BurchTt.in bii account of iliis mpcdiibn, fdviuplain Spana

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rneniy might be able to fend out without being obfeive^ 
at home, and alfu tu prevent ihofe piratical dcpredatiou^ 
that might be committed by iheir pnvatccrs. 

The enemy made no attempt of either kind; but if, 
ihrough this inoSentivc difpofiiion on their part he had no 
opportunity of acquiring popular fame, his civil conduit ' 
was, at leaft, fo irreproachable, and his manners fo con- 
ciliating to the merchants, and others with whom he was 
in his public charaiSer more materially conne£led, that he 
experienced from them, on all occalions, the higheft at- 
tention and refpefl ; and left them, a happiiiefs attained to 
but by few, more panicnlarly in thtife days, without de- 
ferving, or even incurring their cenfure. 

After his return to England he continued captain of the 
Rupert; which (hip,ashasbcen already ftated,hecarrred out 
when he was firft inveftedwith the Weft India command. 
The fame inaflivity on the part of the enemy prevailing 
in Europe that did m the Weft Indies, captain Spann had 
no opportunity of figpalifing himfelf during the ftiort re- 
mainder of his life. He died on board the Rupert, at. 
Portfmouth, on the 30th of Auguft 1712. 

TREVOR, Tudor, — is very reafonably fuppofed, frrim 
his name, to havebeen a defcendanlof oneof tlie youi^cr 
branches of the very ancient family of Trevor *■ The

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f€97, appointed commander of the Dunwieh, in which 
fliip he continued, though unnoticed, during, at leaft a 
confiderable part, if not the whole remainder of king 
William's reign. On the accedion of queen Anne he 
was promoted to the Triton of fifty guns, and during the 
years 1702 and 3, was employed at home as a cniifer. 
He was laying in Yarmouth road during the great ftorm, 
which happened on the 26tl) and 27th of November in 
the latter year, and though in fo expofed a fittiaiion hap- 
pily weathered it without experiencing the fmalleft injury, 
infomuoh that, as foon as the Tempeft abated, he was dif- 
patchedto fea in fearch and fuccourof any fliips that wera 
unfortunate enough to be difmafted and furvive the hiirri- 
<:ane, with that, or any other partial and remediable 
di falter. 

In the following year he accompanied fir Cloudelley 
Shovel to Li(hon, who was fent thither with a flrong re- 
inforcement to the fquadron which had failed fomctime be- 
Jbre under fir George Rookc. He behaved with fiiigular 
gallantry at the battle off Malaga, which took place fomc 
time after the junftion of their force, and had the good 
fortune to efcape with a lofs comparatively trivial to what 
might have been expefled in fo long and defperate an 
encounter, having had only five men killed and his firft 
lieutenant and twenty-one men wounded. His conduct on 
this memorable occafion fo highly recommended him to 
the notice and favour of fir Gcoig;e, the commander-in- 
diief, that he had the honour of being made the mefiengcr 
of the viflory. We hear nothing of him after tiiis time 
till we find him, in 1706, captain of the WinSfor, of fixiy 
guns, one of the fquadron fcnt to the Weft Indies in that 
year, under commodore Kerr. Some mention was made 
of this gentleman in the petition prefented to the houfe of 
lords, by Mr. T.Wood, againft the commodore ; the par- 
ticulars of which charge have been already noticed in the 
life of that gentleman*. But we have to remark, in juftite 
toMr, Trevor, that, not with {landing the accufation might 
be juft againft Mr. Kerr, as principal, not the fliehteft 
pan of it could be, in any degree, attached to Mr. Trevor

He continned to command the Windfor under fir C.,' I 
Wager, who fucceeded thecommodore; andwe find him ad I 
captjinin rank on the court-martial convened, at Jamaica*,, | 
for the trials of the captains, Bridges and Windfor, on the I 
33d of July 1708. In the month of September he waS; I 
promoted to the Monmouth, a third rate of feventy giinS}, J 
newly arrived from Europe, his old fhip, the Windfor,i ■ 
being ordered home as unfit for farther fervice, without aj 
thorough repair. Rear-admiral Wager himfelf returnedfl 
lo En^and in Ihe month of Oflober ryio, leaving cap-j^ 
-tain Trevor commander-in-chief on that llation pro, I 
tempore. He was relieved by commodore Spann, and re— I 
turned to Europe in the following fpring. , I 

We do not find any mention made of captain Trevor: I 
after thi? time till the year 1717, when we believe him to, 1 
have commanded the Exeter, of fixty guns, one of the fleet. 1 
defigncd for the Baltic under fir George Byng, as he did,, I 
in 1721, the Medway, of the fame force, ordered on the? 1 
fame fervice as the former, tn the fleet commanded bjtj n 
fir John Norris. In 1726 he was appointed to the Eli-" 1 
zabeih, of feventy guns, in which he failcdi for the third J 
time, to the Baltic, under the orders of (ir Charle*.' j 
Wager, being (lationcd in the line as one of the fecond*; J 
to fir George Walton, the fecond in command. Thisf | 
expedition was equally unintercfling with thofe whicbi J 
had preceded it ; and we have no teafon to fuppofe that^f ^ 
aftertheconchifionof it, capt. Trevor ever went again to fea. 
In 1756 he retired altogether from the fervice, on being 
appomied a captain in Greenwich-hefpital. In Ihe fol- 
lowing year he was promoted, upon the death of Mr. 
6 " 
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boanes^ to be the lieutenant-governor of the fame, but 
unhappily did not long enjoy this honourable advance- 
ment, dv.in^ on the 28th of January 1739-40. 

WALTON, Sir George, — was a man who, from 
fome particular circumftances, we believe to have been of 
obfcure ©rigiuj an homely truth, which muft caufc him 
to rife with additional fplendor in the public efteem, as 
from thence we muft be convinced he owed his attain- 
ment of the highcft degree of popular favour, as well a$ 
that rank he fo defervedly reached in the fervice, merely 
to his own merit, unalloyed by intereft, or what is vulgu- 
larly called connexion, and minifterial favour. We find 
him to have been appointed^ in the year 1692, firft lieu- 
tenant of the Devonfliire, of eighty guns. He in all 
probability had attained the rank of lieutenant fome years 
before, but the particulars of his appointments have not 
come to our knowledge. In 1695 he was firft lieutenant 
of the Reftoration, of feventy guns, one of fir Cloudefley 
Shovel's divifion in the main fleet : but it can fcai:cely be* 
expelled, we fhould in this early part of his life, have 
it in our power to do more than barely record thefe ' 
biographical points, trivial and infignificant as they are. 
On the 19th of January 1697, he was promoted to th« 
command of th.e Seaford frigate. This fliip being put out 
ofjgpmmiflion, and taken into dock for repair, after 
t^jS^ii^nciufion of the peace at Ryfwic, we believe 
captain Walton to have accepted of the command of a 
Smyrna fliip, called the Delaware; in which he continued 
for one voyage, or, at moft, two. In the year 1699. ^® 
was captain of the Seahorfe, a fmall frigate on the Me- 
diterranean Station, but where he met with no occur- 
rence worth recording. 

The reftlefstemper of Louis the Fourteenth rendering 
it more than, probable it would be impoflible to keep 
terms with him longer than while his inability to do mis- 
chief prevented his natural genius and turn of mind from 
difpJaying itfelf, a fleet was ordered to be equipped for 
the Weft Indies towards the end of the year 1701, and 

Eut under the command of vice-admiral Benbow, as has 
een already ftated in the account of that gentleman *. 
Captain Walton, who was juft before promoted to the

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command of the R«by, a fourth rate of forty-eight pm^ 
was one of the officers who accompanied him; and wa« 
alfo one of thofe few brave men, to whofc gallantry \bfit 
admiral was, in the memorable a6tion with Du Caffe, in- 
debted for his prefervation, in all probability, fromcaf><^ 
ttvity*. His condiift on that trying occafton renders tte 
higheft praife and panegyric to© feeble to do it proper 
jnftice: to every difcouraging circumftance, to ev.ery ftu- 
died caufe of depreffion, that the malignant hearts of 
feveral of his comrades could invent and contrive, hii 
magnanimity and honourable fpiritrofe fnperior. Princi- 
pally through his alfillance, the traitorous intentions of 
the captains Kirkby, and others, were not only fruftrat^d» 
but the French chef de Efcadre himfclf, was happy to 
retire with the bare ignominy of a defeat, complete, iij 
every refpeft except that of his not becoming the prifoner 
of the Britifti flag. 

On his return from the Weft Indies, in 1704, he was 
* promoted to the Canterbury, of fixty guns, and fent to 
the Mediterranean in the following year, under fir C. 
Shovel and the earl of Peterborough, who, by a flrangt 
tapricioufnefs and turn of mind in minitters, was ap^ 
pointed w^ith the fornier, joint-admiral and commander- 
in-chief of the fleet. In the month of October he was 
difpatched for England before the fleet, and brought the 
firft confirmation of the furrender of Barcelona. Ht 
continued to command the Canterbury feveral years ; andi 
in 1707, we find him one of the captains in fir Thomas 
Hardy's fquadron, at the time that gentleman was fent to 
convoy the outward-boimd Lifbon fleet. His fair and 
honourable teflimony of the commander-in-chiePs gali- 
lantry and good conduft in that aflfair, which drew or 
him fo much unmerited obloquy, not only tended to pro- 
duce hi% legal acquittal, but aI(o contributed exceedingly 
to refi:ore him to that degree of popular favour, which, to 
fpeak candidly, he never deferved to have forfeited. 

After this time we believe captain Walton to have been 
principally employed in the Mediterranean; but we havfc 
been unable to afcertain this faft to our own fatisfadion, al» 
-well as to difcovcr the precife time when he quitted the

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comtnand of the Canterbury. Thq firft fpecific mention 
We find made of him is in the year 171 1, at which time 
he commanded the Montague, of fixty guns,- one of fir 
Hovenden Walker's fquadron, employed on the unfortu- 
nate expedition againCt Qiiebec ; but in which, if he was 
unable to acquire fame, he had at lead the negative fatis- 
fadion of elcaping all cenfure. We are again totally unablfc 
to give any account of captain Walton during a long, 
though, far as relates to naval affairs, a very uninterefting 
iftterval ; for we do not find any mention made of him tiU 
the year 17 18, when he again commanded his old fiiip> 
the Canterbury, and was fent, under the command of nr 
George Byng, to the Mediterranean. His very gallant 
behaviour in the memorable engagement with the Spaniih 
fleet off Sicily is a!nK>(l too well known to render any 
account of it ncceflary : it may admit of fome difpute, 
whether this gentleman derived a greater degree of po- 
pular favour from the gallantry his conduS itfelf dif- 
played, or the very fingular account he * rendered of it to 
iis commander-in-chief, and the world. It became aft 
uoiverfal topic of generous mirth, which applauded with 
ft gratitude as unbounded, as the caufe itfelf, taken altoge- 
ther, was, perhaps, unprecedented. 

However notorious this particular piece of naval hiftory 
may be, it would certainly be an aft of injuftice not to 

g've a concife detail of it. On the nth of Auguft the 
ftilh fleet, which had, during the preceding day and 
night, been in clofe purfuit of the Spaniards, having f6 
confiderably neared them as to render an engagement

Mr. Corbet, in his account of the Sicilian expedition, quaintly and 
at the fame time judiciooG\ obfer/es, **TT»e captaiowas one whole nam- 
ral taienu were fitter for archieviog a gallant action than defcribiog 
one ; yet bit 1r:i^r on this occafion carnes in it fnch a drain of miUtary 
eloquence, that it it well vonh inferttog.** 
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unavoidable, the marquis de Mari, one of their rear-atj* 
mitals, feparatcd from the body of the fleet and ran in for 
the Sicilian fliore, -with Cw fliipsofwar, undallthe gaUies, | 
Itorclhips, bombketchcs, and fireftiips. Captain Walton j 
was immediately detached after them with fix (hips of the I 
line, by the commander-in-chief, who himfelf purfued j 
ihe remainder, and foon began to attack. The Argytc, | 
which was the headmoft (hip of capiain Walton's detach- 1 
ment, having got nearly clofe up with one of the Spanifli j 
ftiips of war, fired a (not acrofs her, as iscuftomary, to I 
bring her to. The enemy taking no notice of it, the J 
Argylc fired a fecond, which was equally ineffeflnal : and I 
the Canterbury, who was now approached, very near, i 
firing a third, tlie engagement commenced in earnett J 
immediately, by the Spanifh fhip returning the iircof the I 
Canterbury with her Hern chace. I 

The refult is not only well known, but was, what wai J 
(b concifely flated in captain Walton's dijpatch. Hi«4 
prizes, and ihe feveral operations previous to their cap* i 
turc, would, as it is rernarked by Campbell, " liave fur- 7] 
niihed matter for fome pages in a French relation," for 
from his marginal Uft referred to, it appeared he had cap- 
tured fuur Spanilh fliips of war, one of them mounting 
fixty guns, commanded by lear-admisal Maci himfelf, 
one of fifty-four, one of forty, and one of twenty-four 
guns, with a bomb velTcl and a fhip laden with arms; and 
had burnt one fliip of war mounting fifty-four guns, two 
of forty, and one of thirty, a firefhip and a bomb-ketch. 

His behaviour on this occafion procured him the ho- 
nour of knighthood immediately on his return ; and fome, 
among the reft Mr. Corbet, have mentioned bis promo- 
tion to be rear-admira! of the blue, which did not take 
place till the tfiih of February 1722-3, as beflowed on 
Iiim for the fame rtafon : but however fir George, as we 
miift now call him, might jullly merit it, it is not to be 
reckoned among the lilt of his rewards, he having been 
advanced to be a flag-officer in conformity to the general 
cultom of the fervice, and not till he, confidered as a man 
of irre prone liable charafler, would have been unjullly 
treated, had he not received it, even fuppofing he had not 
been prefent at the adlion off Cape Paiiaro, Sir George 
tad no appointment in aftual fcrvice, as a flag officer, till

the year 1726, when, having hoifted his flag on board the 
Cumberland, he was made fecond in command of the 
fleet, fent to the Baltic under fir C. Wager; the caufe and 
particulars of which expedition are to be found in that admi- 
ral's life*. On April 21 , 1 727, he was advanced to be rear- 
admiral of the red, and fent out, in the month of Oftober, 
with a reinforcement of four Ihips t of the line, to fir C. 
Wager, who then commanded a fquadron ftationed at 
Gibraltar to cover that important place, and w^tch the 
motions pf the Spaniards. 

The rear-admiral was immediately fent out to cruife 
off cape St. Vincent's, with a fquadron of feven fhips of 
the line befides frigates. Sir George returhed to Englancl 
after a very uninterefting expedition, and arrived in Port- 
land road on the 15th of January 1727-8, having been a 
few days before advanced to be vjce-admiral of the blue. 
J^^ews of the death of vice-adnriiraj Hopfon arriving in 
England in the month of July, fir George was, on the 
19th, advanced to be vice-admiral of the whit^. Jn 
1729 he was appointed fecond in gommand of th^ fleet 
under his old colleague, fir Charles Wager; but this 
armament, which was intended merely as provifional, 
having by its equipment only fuflSciently kept the Spa- 
niards in awe, we do not believe it ever even put to lea. 
In 1 73 1 fir George was again called into aftive fervice, 
and hoifted his flag in confequence on board the Sund^r^ 
hnd, of fixty guns, at Spithead : but it appears alfo on 
this occafion, as well as the former, that he did not put 
to fea. On the a9th of June 1732, he was farther ad- 
vanced to be vice-admiral of the red ; as he was, on the 
26th of February 1733-4, to be admiral of the blue. In 
the month of June following he commanded a fquadron of 
thirteen (hips of war at the Nore, which appears to have 
been thelaft appointment he ever held, for, in I735> he 
retired altogether from the line of aftive fervice on a penfion 
of 600I. a year- He died fometimein the year 1740, and,

BELVIN, Robert, — although regularly appointed 
captain of a (hip of war, is fcarcely entitled to a place 
here, except on account of the very extraordinary anec- 
dote that attends his promotion, arid which, not to fpeak 
paradoxically, is the very reafon why he has a lefs claim 
to the rank of a naval commander. After having regu- 
larly ferved as a lieutenant, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Trident on the 27th of January 1698, but 
never took out his commiflion, having, in lieu of it, ac- 
cepted of a purfer's warrant for a firft rate ! ! ! The innt 
of his death is unknown. 

BRISCOE, Edward, — is known only as having been 
appointed captain of the Sun Prize, a frigate of twenty- 
four guns, on the 8th of November 1698. No mentioa 
ii made even of the time of his death. 

• DAMPIER, William. — The name of this gentleman-, 
as a navigator, is too generally known to make it necef- 
lary for us to expatiate on his merit in that particular 
line. His celebrity recommended him, through the 
right honourable Mr. Montague, prefident of the royal 
Society, to the notice of the earl of Orford*, at that time

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firfl commiffioner of the admiraUy^ and through his intc- 
reft he was, on the 26th of July 1698, appointed com- 
mander of the Roebuck, a fmali frigate then equipping 
for a voyage of diicovery. But it is necciraiy "we (houki 
tirft make fonne mention of his life and former voyages, 
which were the caufe of his being entitled to a place here. 
He was born in the year 1.652, being defcended from » 
lefpediable fauiily hi the county of Somerfet ; and conceived 
an early difpofuion for adventure, efpecially that parti- 
cular fpecics conneftedwith maritime difcovery and travel. 
He informs.us he was not originally intended by his father 
and mother for the fea, but that upon their death hit 
^.tiardians removed him from fchool, where he had been- 
placed by his parents ; and after having caufed him to be 
properly inftru6led in fuch branches of knowledge as wercr 
ealcnlated to render him fervice in fuch a ftation, bound him 
apprentice to the mader of a veffel belonging to Weymouth. 
Mr. Diampicr very fairly exonerates thofe who had thir 
care of him from any blame that might be thrown on them 
for this apparent defeat of his parents intentions, by con- 
felfrng, thnt in adopting the above meafurc they only 
Complied with a very early incKnation he had of feeing the 
world. He iirft began by^ making a Ihort voyage to 
France y and afterwards one to Newfoundland, at which 
lime he was only eighteen years old. He tells us that he 
fuffercd fo much from the feverity of the cold at thelaft 
place, that be. for a time gave up all thoughts of purfuing 
a naval life ; neverthelefs, as if fate had pre-ordained his 
celebrity as a navigator, he relaxed from this refolution 
cm hearing of an Eaft India fhip that was then ready to 
foil. He entered on board as a forcmaft-man, and conti<> 
nued in that ftation during the whole voyage. He was 
not abfent from England much longer, than twelve 
months : ajfid the! fecond Dutch war breaking out foon 
after his return, he continued at home during the re- 
mainder of that year, living with his brother, who appears 
to have been a man of fome property and eftate in the 
county of Somerfet. In the enfuing fpring he grew 
weary of fo indolent a life, and entered on board the 
Royal Prince, the fhip which carried the flag of fur Ed-» 
ward Spragge. 
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He was prefent at both the firft and fecond aSion$ 
which took place with the Dutch fleet in this year ; but 
being taken very fuddenly ill only a day or two before the 
third happened, was put on board an hofpital (hip, in 
which he was conveyed to Harwich, with a number of 
other fick and wounded men. The war nearly concluding 
with the battle above-alluded to, and having continued 
fometime in the hofpital in a very weak and languifhing 
condition, he went home to his brother, where, froni 
better care and attention being paid him, he qpickly 
recovered. The nation being at peace^ and his 
health perfe6lly re-eftabli(hed, he agreed to go to 
Jamaica, on an offer made him by a colonel HiUier, 
of Eaft Coker, in Somerfetftiire, his native parifli, 
to be his agent or fteward in that ifland, under a Mr. 
Whalley. He continued with that gentleman for fix 
months, and thpn entered into an em.ploy in the fame lino 
under a captain Hemmings. This, however, ill-fuiting 
his genius, and, perhaps, ability, he ihipt himfelf with a 
captain Hud fel, who was bound to the bay of Gampeachy. 
to load logwood. 

They failed from Port Royal about the beginning of 
Aug. 1675, and met with no very extraordinary occurrence 
during the voyage. This fhip returning to Jamaica, and 
the crew being difcharged, Mr. Dampier engaged, in the 
month of February 1675-6, with a Mr. Johnibn, of Nevv 
England, who was bound to the bay on an errand 
flmilar to the former. This voyage was much longer 
than the preceding ; and he did not return to Jamaica tillthq 
month of April 1678. He failed from thence for Eng- 
land, whence he again prepared to return to the bay of 
Campeachy, having embarked, early in the year ^679, 
as a palTenger on board the Loyal Merchant, a tradmg 
ihip bound for Jamaica. When he reached that ifland h^ 
changed his former refolution, and having difpofed of fuch 
commodities as he brought with him from England, foi; 
the purpofe of trade, was about to return to his native 
country, when he was prevailed to alter his plan a fecond 
time, and accompany a Mr. Hobby to the Mufquito 
fliore^ 

They had proceeded no farther on theij voyage than 
the weft end of Jamaica', when all the men, himfelf ex-l* 
^epted^ deferted his patron to go on a buccaneering cxpe- 
^ - • ' - t • . • . ditlori 
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/dition to the Spanifli main. After a few days Mr. Dam^r 
pier, who was thus left alone with Mr. Hobby ,was prevailed 
iOn to accQmpany them alfo. Thejr firft expeditioawaf 
againft Portobello, which haying fucceeded, they fet forth, 
on the 5th of April' 1680, to march acrofs the ifthmus of 
Darien ; and, when they reached the South Seas, embarked 
in fuch canoes and veflels as the Indians furnifhed them 
with. By the 23d of April they reached Panama, and after 
having in vain attacked Puebla Nova, in which aflault they 
loft captain Sawkings, who, till then, a6led as their 
commander, fleered their courfe to the fouthward for 
Peru. They continued in the South Seas, varioufly oc- 
jcupied in cruifing, though with indifferent fuccefs, againft 
the enemy, and quarrelling among themfelves, till the 
month 01 April 1681. A feparation then took place 
between the two contending parties; the moft formidable 
of thefe continued with a captain Sharp, who had beea 
chofen commander, though not unanimoufly, being 
thought, by Mr. Dampier and others, ill-qualified for 
fuch a ftation ; while that gentlemen With the remainder, 
amounting to about fifty perfons, embarked to feek their 
fortune, furnifhed only with a large boat, or launch, and 
one or two canoes : thefe being far inadequate to the 
purpofe, they took the firft opportunity of bettering their 
condition, by feizing a bark laden with timber for 
Guiaquil. 

After efcaping a multitude of dangers from the Spanifli 
guarda coftas, Mr. Dampier and his people agreed at lafJ, 
to run their vefTel on Ihore, and return back over the 
jfthmus to the Gulph of Mexico. They began thdr 
march on the ift of May 1681, and, after a tedious and 
dangerous journey of twenty-three days, got on board a 
buccaneer, laying near the mouth of the river Conception, 
commanded by captain Triftram, a Frenchman. This 
veflel, with feveral others, manned with crews of the 
fame profeffion, continued cruifing, with moderate fuccefs, 
till the month of July 1682, when they put into Virginia* 
A new band of adventurers was here formed in the fol- 
lowing year, confifting of feveral from among thole who 
came from the South Seas with Mr. Dampier, recruited 
.by fome newly entered nicri^ fo as to make upagffjwof 
ijpventy perfons. * * 
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Their vcfTel, whkh was called the Cygnet, was iveH 
equipped for the intended (ervice, mounting eighteen 
ganSy and well ilored with every thing necellary for a 
cniife in the South Seas, whither it was determined to 
proceed. They failed from Virginia, on their intended 
voyage, od the ajd of Auguft 16^3, having chofen a Mr. 
Cook, who had come with them from the South Seas, as 
their commander. They pafled through the ftreights Le 
Maire and round Terra del Foego, fo that they did not 
leaeh the iflandof Juan Fernandes, in the South Seas, till 
March 22, 1684 ; but during their whole voyage they met 
with no occurrence worth relating, except their having 
met a ihip in the South Seas, fent from London on the 
txmc erraiiid with themfelves, and column anded by a cap- 
tain Eaton, with whom they all agreed to aifociate, and 
join company. 

Having refrefbed their people, they failed from the 
sbove-mentioned iOand, after a Aay of ilxteen days, and 
cruifed in the South Seas with very good fucccfs, being 
afterwards joined by feveral celebrated adventurers in the 
iame line. They made fomc valuable prizes ; but their 
j^tncipal hope and purfuit was the capture, or at leait 
attack of the Spanifh fleets bound from Lima to Panama. 
They waited with much impatience for this expected 
©bjeS, which, they at length got fight of and chaced, on 
the 28th of May 1685, but by a dextrous maneuvre were 
thrown to leeward by the Spaniatds, who, during the 
cnfuing night, fent one of their fmall velfcls, with a light, 
to decoy the Engliih, and by that means enable then> to 
gain the weather gage. AH -their hopes of conqueft were 
Tanifhed with the dawn ; and the prpmifcd pleafures of 
acquired wealth were totally fupe reeded by tlie anxiety of 
felf-prefervation : the Spaniards, who were to windward 
and far exceeding the buccaneers both in Ib-ength and 
numbers, begame themfelves the aiTaibnts ; and had they 
not wanted courage to purfue their advantage properly, 
would, in all probability, have captured the greater part 
of the hjuccaneers. After this grievous difappointmcnt 
they flood farther to the northward, and were, by turns, 
unfortunate and fuccefsful in a variety of petty enterprifes 
which they undertook ; the moft memorable of which was, 
the furpri2,e of the city of Leon, which was facked and 
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burnt. They continued afterwards to cruife on tlie ooaft 
of Mexico, where they met with very indiflPerent fortune*, 
till the 31(1 tf March 1686, when, having parted com- 
pany with all their former companions, and being now 
reduced to a company of one hundred and fifty pertbos 
on board one (hip and a tender, they took their departure 
fron^ Cape Corientes, on the^coail of California, for tKe 
£afl Indies. 

They made the iiland of Guam on the 20th of May,. 
and in good time, their provi lions being nearly all ex* 
pended. A friendly intercourfe was foon eilablifliedf and 
continued to be kept up between the ihips and the Spanrflt 
governor, notwithfianding the latter was well apprifcd of 
the profeffion of his vifuors. Neverthelefs, as he was 
neither able to withfiand an attack, nor the ihtps inclined 
to make one, which, though it proved fuccefsful^, they 
well knew would not repay them for the trouble and lo(s 
they might probably fiiflain, it appeared, as if mutually 
agreed, that hodilities fliould be coniined to the wealthy 
coafls of Peru, or to fuch encounters as would repay the 
courage of the vi6lors, and that in every other part of the 
world, Spaniards and buccaneers fhould meet as apparent 
friends. On the ad of June they failed from Guam for 
Mindanoa, one of the Philipine iflands, which they reached 
in fafety on the 22d of the fame month. They continued 
at this place till the middle of January 1687, when they 
left the river of Mindanao t, intending to cruife oiFManila.

Captaia 
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On this nation they took two prizes of fmalt value, one 
of Ihcm of fo little confequencc, that it was immediately 
releafed. They coniinued thus occupied, though witn 
very indifferent fiiccefs, till the month of May i688, 
The repeated feuds and difturbances that prevailed among 
the crew, their irregular riotous modeof condniling them- 
felvct, and above all, the difrcputable occupation itfelf, all 
tended, at this time, to induce Mr. Dampier to quit theiri. 
After a little altercation, and fubduing a few difficulties, 
he was at length put a fliorc on the ifle of Nicholas, with 
a Mr. Hail, and a man of the name of Ambrofe. After 
efcaping many dangers he at laft arrived at Bencoolen, 
^herc he was well received and appointed mafter-gunner 
of the fort there. Still, however, he continued uneafy, 
anxiouily waiting for an opporlunily to return to Eng- 
land, -which at Tall he happily efle'fted, though much 
againft the will of the governor, by creeping through one 
of the port-holes of the fort, and gelling on boarfl the 
Defence, a (hip belonging to the Englifh Eall India 
company, on the 2d of January 1691, 

The dangers and difficuiiies he had fo long encountered 
did not, however ceafe after this ftrokc of good fortune, 
a dreadful fcurvy broke out among tljc fiiips company, 
occaiioned by the unwholefome water that was impru- 
dently taken on board at Bencoolen, added to the condi- 
tion of their provilions, which were almoft fpoiied, the 
fliip having been out three years. Such, however, were 



Caplain Swan, the commaniler, had been induced, by iJie perfmlion 
«f ihii chicF, 10 bring his (bip into the river for convenience am] 
hklji but it had nni lain ihere long before the aboTC-menlioncd in* 
ctmvenicnce was difcovered, and the (heathiii^ rippfd olF, 10 be re- 
placed by new wofk. Tiie general wai piefenc at this oprralion, 
and wai very much difconieDicd and diffaiisiied when be faw ihc 
planking, addirrg, that he never knew a (hip have iwo bottoms beForea 
The reafon of ihij ill temper wu, the Mindaynsyan thought that the 
Oiip tnui) be in a Diori time rendered unfit for Tea, and hupcd, when 
ibai became the cafe, he lliould get her gnni, as be had ihofe of a 
Dutch Ihip not long before, and by the fame demrous maneuvre. 
Not long before the {hip's depmurc a vioicnidir^grecmcnl look place 
between captain Swan and the crew; in corifi^quencr of which be 
Iiimfelf, and about thirly-Qx of hii people, were left behind, the fliip 
-—ceeding to Tea \vilh ii)p retpainder, uiideTaiiewf*ia{iiaD4er cholci\ 
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the exertions of captain Heath, the commander, that, iit 
fpite of thefe diftrefTes, the (hip was brought fafe into the 
Cape in the month of April. The fick being tolerably 
well recovered, and the place of thofe who had unhappily 
^died in fome meafure fupplied by EHitch men, entered at 
the Cape by Health, they failed from thence on the 
23d of May, and after touching at St. Helena, arrived ia 
the Downs without meeting with any remarkable occur- 
rence on the i6th of September 1691. 

Mr. Dampier had brought with him to England an 
Indian chief curioufly tatowed, or, as he ftiles it, painted. 
This perfon he had bought in' India, in conjundion 
with a Mr. Moody, and he was for fome time fhewn for 
a fight ; but Mr. Dampier ^eing in rather didrefled cir- 
cumilances, was obliged to difpofe of a part of this ftranee 
property, and by degrees, afterwards erf the whole. He 
docs not make any mention in his voyages how he was 
employed for eight years after the time of his arrival in 
England, fo that we prefum6 him to have continued 
Drincipally at home till he became commander of the 
Koebuck, as already dated. In this velTel, which 
mounted only twelve guns, he failed from the Downs, on a 
voyage of difcovery, with a fair wind, on the 14th of 
January 1698-9. Being vl£lualled and equipped for a 
Voyage of twenty monthsl, he proceeded by Teheriffe and 
Brazil to the Cape of Good Hope, and from thence to 
New Holland ; in the difoovery of which he made confi- 
derable progrefs. He would have purfued his inten- 
tions, and indeed inftru£lions, of acquiring a flill more 
perfeft knowledge of that country, had he not been com- 
pelled, after failing up that extenlive coaft for five weeks, 
to bear away for the ifland of Timor, in confequence of 
his people being terribly affliSed with the fcurvy, princi- 
cipally occafioned by the water they had taken on board 
from that coaft, which, though brackilh, was the beft they 
could at that time meet with. 

Captain Dampier, his people having in fome meafure 
recovered their health and ftrength, again failed from Ti- 
mor, on the 1 2th of December 1699, and arrived off the 
coaft of New Guinea on the ift of January 1700. Here 
he made a confiderable number of new difcovcries, par.* 
ticularly pf a large iflaijd which he called New Britain, 

havii^g 
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having coafted round it, and foand tat a pai&ge, which 
has ever fince borne his nanne. The time of the eaftent 
lAOfifoon approaching, he refolved to fteer for Batavia, 
where he arrived the beginning of Julj. He continued 
in that port till the 17th of Odober, and met with no- 
thing very remarkable afterwards, during his paflage to 
the ifland of Afcenfion, which he got (ight of on the lift 
of February. Between eight and nine o'clock in th^ 
morning of the 22d the fhip fprung a dangerous leak 
which quickly encreafed in fo violent a degree, that the 
chain-pump could not keep the fhip clear. Every pof- 
iiblc method was tried to remedy this difafter, at laft, by 
the aiTtftjnce of the hand-pump the fhip was freed front 
water; and by continuing tbofe exertions it was kept 
under. Early on the following morning captain Dampier 
ftood for the bay and anchored there, at the diftance of 
two miles from the (hore, about nine o'clock. Every 
meafure prudence or ingenuity could fu^eft or contrive, 
to remedy or leflen their difafter, was immediately carried 
into execution. Thefe were unhappily all fruitlefs, for, 
after clearirig the part of the fhip where the defect was, 
in order to get at it within board, the plank was difcovered 
to be fo rotten, that, to ufe Mr. Dampier's own words, k 
broke away like dirt. 

Nothing remained for Mr. Dam pier to do in this dif^ 
treifcd iituation, but to endeavour, if poflible, to fave th# 
lives of his people. The boats wer^ hoided out although 
it was then dark, that the people mi^ht preferve them-* 
felvcs in cafe the fhip fhould appear likely to founder at 
her anchor. As foon as day broke they got up their 
anchor and endeavoured to run in ihore, but the land- 
breeze prevented them from effecting this intention fo 
. well as they wifhcd, and expeded. In the afternoon, on 
the fpringing up of the fea- breeze, they ran into feven 
fathom water, and afterMards warped the velfel, by car- 
rying out a fmall anchor a-head, into three and an half, 
where they fecured her. The greatefl exertions were 
now made to fave fuch articles as were nwre immediately 
neceffary lor their future exiftence and prefcrvation ; all the 
icamen's chcfls and bedding were got fafe to land, upon 
a raft, by eight o'clock at nigbt ; and the next morning 

I an 
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all the fails were tmbent and carried on (hore for the pur- 
pofe of beiag conierted into tents. 

It was a confiderable relief to their misfortunes thai; 
this ifland aboimded with turtle ; and, to add dill farther 
to thjEir fattsfadioH, they difcovered in a few daj^s afters- 
wards a fpring of excellent Water, though their joy wa$ 
(bffiewhat damped from its being eight ttiiles diftant from 
the bay where they landed, and where the major part <t 
them were obliged to continue, for the purpofe of making 
fheir diftrefs known to the firft veflels that (hould put in 
there. To men, however, who have no other employ- 
ment than that of fatisfyingthe neceflities of nature^ diffi- 
cutties of this kind gradually become kfs intolerable. After 
continuing on this iiiand, therefore, in a^ftate by no meatis 
fo uncomtbrtable as that experienced by many other uli- 
bappy voyagers, the captain and his people were refievci 
from their anxtejiy by the arrival of three Engli(h men of 
war*, and the Canterbury Eaft India (hip, on the 3d of 
April. Captain Dampier immediately went on board the 
Angiefey with the greater part of his people, the remainder 
being difpcrfed into the other (hips. 

Mr. Dampier and fome of his officers afterwards re- 
moved into the Canterbury for the purpofe of getting 
expeditiously to England, as the (hips of war, having mif- 
fed the ifland of St. Jago, were obliged to bear away for 
Barbadoes to procure water. Notwithftanding, it was 
uncandid, and, indeed, ungeneroiis in the higheft degree, 
to affix any thing like blame on this gentleman, becau(e 
of the already related accident and misfortime; yet we 
find there were not wanting thofe, who were by no means 
thrifty of thcircenfnrc: of this captain Dampier feelingly 
complains in his dedication to the earl of Pembroke t, 
of the third volume of his voyages. ** The world (fays 
he) is apt to ^udge of every thing by the fuccefs; and wKo- 
cver has ill fort^uie will hardly be allowed a good name. 
This, my lord, was my unhappinefs in my late expedition 
in tlie Roebuck, which foundered through perfed age near 
the ifland of Afcenfion. I fuffered extremely in mj

lusi's reign. 
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ftouXztion by that misfortune, though I comfort myfetf' 
-with the thoughts that my enemies could not charge anjr 
jnegleA upon me; and fince I have the honour to be 
acquitted by your lordfhip's judgment, I fhould be very 
humble not to Value myfelf upon fo complete a vindi« 
cation." 

All the lifts of naval officers^ as well thofe in manu- 
fcript.as that publifhed by rear-admiral Hardy, have 
uniformly erred, in their account of this gentleman. 
According to thefe he perifhed at the time the Roebuck 
was loft, on the ^4lh of February 1700. What could 
have led them into (6 grofs a miftake we cannot pretend 
to fay> for it is not only contradiSed by the dedication 
above quoted, in which he fays, •* as the particular fer- 
▼ice I have now undertaken hinders me from finifhing 
this volume, fo I hope it will give me an opportunity of 
paying my refpefts to your lordfhip in a new one." But 
in the Gazette, No. 3906, is the following notification. 
•* St. James's, April 18, Captain William Dampier 
^eing prepared tp depart on another voyage to the Weft 
Indies, had the honour to kifs her majefty's hand on 
Friday laft, being introduced by his royal highnefs the 
lord high admiral.'* It appears, however, that he did not 
fail on this expedition till the year 1704: in the courfc 
of it he took the town of Puna, in the South Seas ; but 
putting into Batavia on his return, was there imprifoncd 
by the Dutch, who feized on all his effefts. He returned 
to England after his releafe, but does not appear to have 
ever afterwards been employed in the royal navy. There 
is indeed a report, that he was» difmilTed, or fufpendcd 
from the fervice by the fentence of a court-martial for 
mifbehaviour and ill-treatment of his officers and people; 
but this circumftance is by no means fufficiently eftal>- 
Ji/hed to warrant our pofitively afferting it. He after- 
wards accompanied the celebrated captain Woodes Rogers 
in his voyage round the world, in the capacity of mafter ; 
and returned with him to Ens:land, where he arrived oa 
the rft of Odober 171 1. No particulars are known 
relative to him after this time. The hiftory of hjs voyages^ 
particularly his firft round the world, has been tranflated 
into molt European languages, while his affiduity, and un- 
remitted perfeverancc, has cntitlf d him to a rank among 
;Ae ableft navigators. 

HUNTER, 
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HUNTER, Colin. — It is very apparent, from his 
name, this gentleman was of Scotch extradlion. We 
hear nothing of him till he was, on the 24th of June* 
1698, appointed commander of the Dolphin : he was dif- 
liiilTed from this (hip, and from the fervice altogether, on 
the 7th of Auguft 1 70c, but on what particular account 
does not appear. 

MOSES, WiJliam, — the brother of captain John 
Mofes, of whom a (hort account has been already given t, 
was appointed captain of the Winchelfea on the 13th of 
December 1698. He never was fortunate enough to 
obtain any command fo confequential as to afford him an 
opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf out of the ordinary 
and unnoticed line of fervice. This might, and we be- 
lieve was, entirely owing to an infirm ftate of healthy 
finder which he laboured, for a great number of years, 
previous to his death. In confequence of this natural 
and truly pitiable incapacity, he retired with a penfion as 
a fuperannuated captain. He enjoyed this many years. 
If the term may be thought applicable to any perfon in 
the ftate above-defcrioed. He died on the 3d of February 
1740, having then attained his eighty-firft year. A plain 
undecorated ftone, affording us the above information, ia 
laid over his remains in Deptford church-yard, where it 
alfo appears the remainder of his family was interred. 

OAKE, John,— was, on the 9th of November 1698, 
appointed captain of the Queenborough frigate, and died 
on the I'^th of January following. 

SMITH, George,*— was advanced to the rank of lieii- 
tenant In the navy foon after the revolution. He was 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Deptford, of fifty guns, 
in 1692; and after having ferved in the fame ftation on 
board divers other fhips, was, on the 21ft of November 
1698, promoted to the command of the Coventry. After 
the acceffion of queen Anne he was advanced to be captain 
of the Warwick, of fifty guns, and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the 2d of November 1704.

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ALLEN, Bcnnct, — had the honour of being brotight 
into the navy under the fpecial countenance and protec- 
tion of fir Cloudefly Shovel, a patronage which we are 
ferry to fay his fubfequent coridu6l proved him to have 
been by no means worthy of. He was fpecially recom- 
mended by the worthy admiral juft mentioned, to be pro- 
moted to the rank" of lieutenant, in the month of Janu- 
ary 1695-6; and, through the fame intereft, after having 
on all occalions deported himfelf highly to the f^isfaftion 
of thofe under whom he ferved, was advanced, on the 
ayth of February 1699, to be captain of the Maidftonc. 
After the acceflion of queen Anne he was promoted to the 
Lark ; from which (hip he was difmifled for mifconduS, 
by the fentence of a court-martial, on the 5th of Auguft 
1703. Others, with much greater appearance of truth 
on their fide, afiert, that he was only fined three months 
ay. We adopt the latter as the moft probable ftate of 
is fentence, for we find him not long afterwards captain 
of the Montague. His former cenfure had not the good 
cffeft of amending his conduct, .for, in the year 1706, he 
was difmifled from the laft mentioned (hip in the Wert 
Indies for milbehaviour, by the fpecial order of the prince 
of Denmark, at that time lord high admiral. The parti- 
cular caufe of this order is no where given, cxcept'the 
general one of raifconduft on the reprefcntation of go- 
vernor Handafidc. He furvived many years, living, as wc 
believe, totally in retirement till the time of his deatlf, 
ivhich happened not till the month of September 1750. * 

BILLINGSLEY, Rupert. -r-- The firft information 
we, have of this gentleman is, that he. was, on the 
I2thf .of January 1698, appointed commander of the 
Queenborough frigate. We hear nothing of him 
after this lime till the beginning pf the year 1704, 
when he was promoted to the command of the Litchfield, of 
6hy gunSy and employed as a cruifer during, that yfckr^ 
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principally in the German ocean, where he had the gocxl 
fortune to make many prizes ; the greater part of them, 
indeed, were of little confequence, the largeft a frigate of 
twenty-two gun?, called the Sun Prize. We do not 
hear any mention of this gentleman during the year 1705; 
but in* the enfuing fummcr we find him commanding a 
Ihip of the line in the Mediterranean, under fir J. LeaEe, 
who appointed him to aft as Jieutenant-colonel of tlie 
regiment of volunteer feamen, raifcd for the purpofe of 
affifting in the redudlion of Alicant. We have not been 
able to colleft any other particulars relative to this geijtle-^ 
man, except the date of his death, which happened on the 
15th of December 1720. 

BOKENHAM, Robert*, — we do not find mentioned 
any where till the time of his appointment, on the 6th of 
May 1699, to be captain of the Coventry frigate. Pre- 
vious to the acceffion of queen Anne, and the recommence- 
ment of war with France, he was appointed to command 
the Chatham t, of fifty guns, and ordered on a cruife off 
the coaft of France;}:. He difplayed confiderable aftivity 
in this employment after the rupture had taken place; 
but, neverthelefs, was. not happy enough to efFe£t 
any fervice more memorable, during fome months, 
than that of capturing a fmall (loop of war, mounting 
eight guns. In the month of Auguft, however, lip 
was more fuccefsful,. having had the good fortune, in 
company with fome other mips of warj to fall in with 
the Jafon and Augufte, two Prench ftips of the line j the

** Her majcfty'? fhip the Chatham, captain Bqkenham commanclcr, 
came this day into the Downc&, having been on the French coafl-^ 
with other of her majcfty*s fliips. Two days ago, being about two 
leagues to the wcftw;«rd of Dlcpe, he chafed a French fnow, which 
funning a-fliorc, he fcnt his boat to get her o^, as they did ;.bnt the 
country people came down, and made fome refidance; and the boat's 
crew firing upon them killed two of them, ihc reft ran away. Ycf- 
terday her raajcfty*s faid ftips, being off Beachy Head, chafed another 
fnow, which was taken by her tnajcfty's fhip the Charles galley, cap- 
tain Taylor commander. She belonged to the French king, and car- 
tied ten guns and fifty-eight Ihcn. She came out of the port of 
J)icp^ i^ut four days before*' 
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latter of which was taken at'ier a very fmart ailion, ift 
which caplain Bokenham had, as it will appear below, a 
very diftingiiiihed (hare*. He (llll coctinued to com- 
mand the (hip juft mentioned, as well as to he employed ' 
in the fame line of fcrvice, for a confiderable time ; and* 
in the month of January 1704-5, had the ftill farther good 
fortune to fa!! in with a large French private (liip of w 
mounting 32 guns, called the Conftable, of St. Maloes,' 
which he captured aftf^r a fmart aflion of an hour's con- 
tinuance, in which the Chatham had eight men killed and I 
wounded, the enemy thirty. This encounter took place J 
about thirty leagues to the weftward of Cape Cleari T 
Not long after his return into port with his prize, h« 1 
was appointed to command the Augufte, the French fliip 
of war, to the capture of which he had, as has already J 
been ftated, fo eminently contrihuted. He died captain I 
of this ihip in the month of Angull 1 707. 

COCK, William,— was, on the 13th of November '^ 
1699, appointed to command the Harwich, a fourth rate ' 
of fifty guns. Sometime after the accellion of queetl

Chatham wai in ligbt with the AuguDe; hut it proving little winq, j 
Ihe towed from her at fome dIDance. At nine at nighi the Gref;i^ I 
W'ch came alan^- fide (he Autrulieand engaged her till one o'clock; M 
which lirnefhe being much difabi^d, and the Medway, another fhlpoF^ 
Euns, commanded by capEain Jamci Littleton, coming up, (he ftru.c% 
Jiaving four and fifty gum mounted, and four hundred and ■v^aV'S 
men, commanded by the chevalier Ncfmond; and being a very gtx^a 
Jhlf, not above twelve moiiih* ol^, Oic was jjdcd tu oui royal ni ~ 
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Anne, he was made cnptain of the Dartmouth, a fhip of 
the fame rate as the former. The mcfft confequential 
fervice in which we find ar.y mention made of this gen- 
tleman, is that of convoying the Eaft India trade to and 
from St. Helena, in which we believe him. to have been 
uninterruptedly engaged from the year 1705 to i7o8. 
During his tmo firft voyages he was under the orders of 
captain Francis Hozicr, but afterwards he appears to have 
been himfelf the commanding officer of the ^fcprt. 
During a (hort time in the beginning of the year I'jo'ji 
he was ordered to join thcj fquadron in foundings, at tb^t 
time commanded by fir Thomas Hardy, but appears tp' 
have quitted him before he failed for Lifbon, to convoy 
the outward-bound fleet thither in the month of July. 
After this time we find no other mention made of hinri 
except that he was difmiffed the fervice in the year I7I5> 
on what ground is not flated, but it is not improbable t6 
have been oh account of ai difference of political principles. 
The time of his death is not mentioned. 

LETCHMERE, Fdward, or rather, as we believe, 
Edmund,*— was, on the i6th of Mdrch 1699, pronaoted 
xt> be captain of the Lynn. He was twice afterwards r^-^ 
appointed to the fame veflel, firft on the 9th of July 
1700, and again on the 26th of May 1701. After the 
acceffion of queen Anne he was removed into the Lyme; 
and ftationed to cruife in the Channel, a fervice in which 
he met with confiderable fuccefs, having taken^ many 
prizes. He continued in the fatne line of employment 
till the time of his death, which happened on the i6th of 
Jan. 1703-4, in an adlion with a large French privateer 
olFthe Deadman. The enemy's fhip mounted forty-fix 
guns, the Lyme thirty-two only ; but, after a defperatc en- 
gagement of thr^e hours, the former was content to yield 
the honour at leaft, of viSory, to her very inferior an- 
tagonift, who was too much difabled to prevent her flight.. 
Captain Letch mere was fo defperately wounded in this 
encounter, that he died the next morning. Thirty-fix of 
the crew were killed and wounded. 

MITCHEL, Thomas, — was, on the 25th of July 
1699, appointed captain of the Falmouth of fifty guns. 
We do not find any other mention made of this gentle- 
man, except that he was put on tHb fuperannuated ]ift» 
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with a penfion, of 91I. 5s. per ann. by order dated July 
the 9th, 1708, and that he died on the 24th of February 

1714. 

, RUMSEY, Edward. — We believe this gentleman to 
have been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolu- 
tion, but have no certain information concerning him 
till the year 1695, when he ferved as firft lieutenant of the 
Dutchefs, of ninety guns, commanded by captain Ley, 
and employed during that year in the main fleet, being 
ftationed in the line as. one of the feconds to fir Cloudefley 
Shoveh He was afterwards appointed ading commander 
of a floop of war of ten guns, called the Jolly Prize. Oa 
the I ft of September 1699, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Lizard frigate. After which Ume he ex- 
perienced, in common with a number of other bia\ e and dif- 
tincuifhed characters, the misfortune of being totally 
unKnowh and unnoticed, till we arrive at that fatal period 
which, while on one hand, it leads us to cotnmiferate his 
fate, on the other entitles him to the higheft pofthumous 
praife and veneration. 

• In the year 17 10, being then captain of the Pembroke, 
of fixty-four guns, one of the fleet under fir J, Norris, in the 
Mediterranean, and ordered on a cruife, in company with 
the Falcon frigate, commanded by captain Conftable, 
they fell in with three French (hips of war, one oif 
feventy, a fecond of fixty, and a third of 6fty-four guns. 
Againft this very unequal force the EngliOi (hips for a 
long tiihe contended, with a valour meriting a much better 
fate : the Pembroke and Falcon were at laft both com- 
pelled to furrender ; but this did not take place till captain 
Rumfey was unhappily killed, and an hundred 'and fortv 
of the crew killed or wounded. The (hip itfclf was alfo 
completely difabled, iier mizen-maft being (hot by the 
board, and her rigging almoft totally deftroyed. The 
above defperate encounter took place on the 29th of 
X)ecember 1710. 

SCALLY, William, — was, on the 26th of June 1699, 
appointed commander of*thc Glouceller; and was re- 
commifTioned to the fame (hip on the ipxh of July 1700. 
After the return of the fleet from Cadiz and Vigo, under 
the command of fir G. Rooke, in the year 1702, he was 
removed on the 22d of«January into the Kinfale, and foon 
afterwards promoted to DieRanelagh, of 80 guns, the (hip on 

board 
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board which rear-admiral Byng hoifted his flag as com- 
mander of a diviflon of the fleet, fcnt under fir C. Shovel, 
to the Mediterranean. He died at Leghorn during this 
expedition, on the 26th of September 1703,

CLpMENTS, Bartholomew, — is known only as. 
having been appointed to command the Kinfale on the 
13th of June 1700. Even fhe time of his death^is no 
where given, far as we have been able to difcover. 

MARTIN, George, — is fuppofed by fonqe to have 
been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolution, and. 
to have ferved as fourth lieutenant of the Royal William 
during the years 1692 and 3. This circumdance does 
not however appear to be very clearly eftablifhed : and 
the firft information that we can ftri(^ly depend upon con- 
cerning him is, that he was, on the 8th of July 1700, 
appointed commander of the Lizard frigate. We have 
not been able to meet with the fmalleft occurrence worth 
reciting relative to this gentleman, till the year 1710^ 
when we find him captain of the Dragon, of fifty guns, 
and appointed commodore of a fmall expedition deltined 
for the attack of Nova Scotia. The naval force fent 
from England on this occafion confifted only of the 
Dragon, above-mentioned, and the Falmouth of the fame 
force, coiiimanded by captain Walter RyddeL Thefe 
had under their convoy eighteen- merchant fhips, the Star 
bomb- (hip, and a tender, together with feveral tranfports,' 
having on board a number'of Britifh ofEcers, a quantity of 
ftores and provifions, and a regiment of marines, under 
colonel Francis Nicholfon, who was. appointed com- 
mander-i:i- chief of the land forces. This little fleet* 
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* There were on board the Dragon four Indian chiefs of the fix 
nations, who had been fcnt to England to requcll alGA^jfc againft the 

N4 failed 
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failed from Spithead on the 8th of May, and arrived at 
Bodon on the 15th of July. Captain Martin was there 
joined by the Loweftoffe and Feverfham frigates from 
New York, as he wasfome time afterwards by the Chefter, 
a fourth rate, commanded by captain T. Mathews. The ne- 
ceffary levies of recruits, the colledlionof tranfports,ftores, 
and provifions were immediately entered upon with much 
fpirit and diligence by colonel Nicholfon, whofe laudable 
exertions were extremely well feconded by the governors 
and inhabitants of the refpeSive provinces of Maifachufet's 
Bay, Conneflicut, New Hampmire, and Rhode Ifland. 

The fleet, however, was not 'ready for fea till the mid- 
dle of September, by which time two thoufand land-forces 
being, with all the neceffary ftores and artillery, embarked 
on board thirtv-one tranfports, the commodore proceeded 
to fea, from Nantaflcet road, on the i8th of September. 
T(*he Chefter was difpatched a few days before in order to 

J prevent the enemy from fending any fupplies or rein- 
brcements into Port Royal, afterwards called Annapolis, 
againft which important fettlement the expedition was 
principally deftined. The armament arrived off Port 
Koyal, and came to an anchor at the entrance of the har- 
bour on the 24th. A council of war was convened that 
very evening, and the mode of attack arranged, which was 
carried into execution, and with thecompletcft fuccefs, on 
the morning of the 25th *.

** Things being in this iitoation on the e^th of Septemberi about 
fix in the morning, colonel Vetch, and colonel Reading, with' fifty 
men /each, together .with Mr. Forbes the engineer, went on Oiore ta 
sriew the ground for landing the troops ; and foon after colonrl 
Nicholfon himCelf, with a body of men, aSually landed, the enemy

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The governor beat a parley, and propofed terms ^ 
capitulation on the ift of Odlober; which being finally 
fettled and concluded on the following day, the place was 
immediately taken pofleffion of, and captain Martin 
failed a few days afterwards for Bofton, on his return ta 
England, having executed his orders mod fully and com- 
pletely, and in lefs time than fome commanders would 
have confumed in fettling their plan of aflault. Captain 
Martin appears to have retired from the fcrvice after this 
time, as we no where find any mention made of his hold** 
ing any command : it is moft probable fome natural io^ 
firmity of body deprived the country of the farther fer- 
vices of this brave and enterprizing officer. We believe' 
him to have died in England on the 22d of OcSlober 
1724, but rear-admiral Bardy, in his lift of navat 
officers, gives us, as the date of this event, November 22, 
1732. The former date we are well perfuaded is corre6l«

BERKELEY, James, Earl of. — ^This illuftrious noMc- 
man was the reprefentative of the original, ancient, and 
honourable flock, from whence were collaterally defcended- 
thofe noble and ever to be celebrated naval charafters *, 
of whom we have already had occafion to give fome ac- 
count. He was the grandfon of George, firft earl of 
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bomb-vcflel was not able to throw any (hrlls, by reafon of hard gales 
of wind." 

N.B. On the following day the governor capitulated, Campbell 
very juflly adds in a note. 

** This expedition, which was one of the moft fortunate that we 
had undertaken in this part of the world, owed its fuccefs in a great 
nieafure to the cohduft of colonel Francis Nicholfon, who maintained 
a perfcft agreement with commodore Martin, and the reft of the fea 
officers, who, on their part, omitted nothing that was demanded for 
the ufe of the troops, and fupported them very cordially upon all oc- 
cafion^, with their boats and men,**

Berkeley, 
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Berkeley, fo created by Charles the Second in the yCar 
1679. This George was the lineal defcendant, in the 
twell'th generation, from Maurice Fitzhanling, otherwife 
Berkeley, the fon ef Robert Fitzharding, who died in ihc 
year 1170, in the 17th of Henry 11. and from whom arc 
defcendcd many noble and great perfonages who have, 
in different ages, diftiriguilhcd themfelvcs, both as ftatef- 
Dien and warriors*. 

James, of whom we are now to fpeak, having early 
iTianifefled an inclination for a naval life, and paHed 
through ihc necelTary gradations of fervice, was, on the 
2d of April 1 701, appointed captain of the Sorlings. Not 
long after the accellion of queen Anne, he was promoted 
to the Litchfield, of fifty guns ; and being detached from 
the main fleet, under lir George Rooke, to cruifc in" 
foundings, he fell in with and captured, after a fmart 
action, a French (hip of war mounting thirty-fix gunst, 
and a large vcffel, homeward-bound, from Martinico, 
carrying twenty guns, valued, according to fome authors, 
at forty thoufand pounds, both thefe velfels he brought 
into Spithead. 

He afterwards accompanied fir Cloudciley Shovel on 
his expedition to the Mediterranean, for the propofed re- 
lief and fuccour of the Cevenois ; and on his return from 
thence aflifted captain, afterwards (ir John Norris, in 
capturing the Hazard, a French (hip of war mounting

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fifty-four guns. In the beginning of the year 1704, he 
was promoted to the command of the Boync, of eighty 
guns. On the 7th of March, in the fame year, he was 
called up to the houfe of lords, by writ, by the title of 
lord Durfley, and was foon afterwards fent out, undet fir 
Cloudefley Shovel, to reinforce the fleet already in the 
Strcights, commanded by fir George Rooke. At the 
ever memorable battle off Malaga, he was ftationcd in the 
Jinc as one of the feconds to fir John Leake, and behaved 
with the greateft gallantry, the Boyne having fufFered 
more than any ifaip in the fqnadron, except that of the ad- 
miral, fixty-nine of the crew being either killed or defpe- 
rately wounded ; among the latter were the firft lieu- 
tenant, the mafter, and the boatfwain. Lediard bedows 
the following pointed and particular commendation on 
his conduct upon this occafion. " Among the anions of 
other brave commanders we muft not forget thofe of the 
gallant lord Durfley, commander of the Boyne, an eighty 
gun ftiip, who, though then but about twenty-three years 
of age, gave many memorable inflances of his undaunted 
courage, fteady refolution, and prudent conduft." 

We do not find any particular mention made of his 
lorclfhip after this time till the year 1706, when he com* 
manded the St. George, a fecond rate, one of the fleet 
fent to the Mediterranean, under fir Cloudefley Shovel. 
He continued under the fame admiral, and on the fame 
fiation, during the following year, and diftinguiflied him- 
felf at the fiege of Toulon, in a way no lefs lingular than 
he had on every former occafion where an opportunity 
prefented itfelf. The particulars of this traniadlion arc 
very modeftly related in the Gazette, No» 4361, where it 
is briefly ftated, as an article of intelligence from the camp' 
at La Vallette, dated Auguft the 9th, N. S. that " The 
lord Durfley, riding at anchor before one of the ifles of 
Hieres, on which were three forts, he furprifed the 
ftrongeft, and then fummoned the two others, which fur- 
rcndercd at difcretion." On his return to England with 
adnriiral Shovel, in the month of .October following, he 
almoft miraculoufly efcaped being involved -in the fame 
unhappy fate with him. His fliip aftually ftruck on the 
fame ridge of rocks with the AlFociation j but the very

as was his advancemcn 
age, was the fir ft appointment in that rank he ever received. 
Having hoilted his flag on board the Berwick, he was 
immediately appointed fccond, or, according to other ac- 
counts, third in command, under fir George Bjng, of the 
fleet equipped for the North Sea, to oppofe the French ar- 
mament Attcd out at Dunkirk to fupport the caufe of the 
Pretender. The mofl prominent and remarkable tranfacli- 
onsoflhisfuccefsfii] expedition* have been already related. 

The defigns of Louis the Fotirtccnth being baffled, the 
fleet retired into port about the end of March, and lord 
purfley was Coon after this time appointed to command 3 
fqtiadron in fonndings. Being principally employed in 
elcorting fuch homeward-bound (hips as be fell in with 
into port, and in protc6ting, to a fafe latitude, all the dif- 
ferent outward-bound fieets, he does not appear to have 
met with any extraordinary occurrence till ihc 36th of 
June. On that day he fell in with three French Ihips of 
war, mounting from forty to fifty guns ; but ihcfe vefleJa 
being juft come out of port, and perfet^lly cleifti, while on 
ihc other band, his own had for the moft part been long off 
the ground, and were very foul, tbe enemy made for their 
own coall, and were fortunate enough to effedt their 
efcape. 

In the month of July he was direfled to put himfelf 
again under the orders of fir George Byng, who was in- 
verted with. the chief command of a itrong fquadroa 
ordered to cfcott a body of troops, comman<le3 by eeneral 
Erie, which was intended to alarm the coaft <if France, 
and, if ■ polTible, induce the enemy to make lome confi- 
derable detachments from their army in Flanders, This 
armament failed from Spithead on the 27th of July, O.S. 
and came to anchor off Deal on the 28th, at night. The 
tranfporis and (hips of war being much crowded with 
troops, it was deemed expedient and proper to Unit fome

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of theofi into a number of empty tranfportSy which wero 
then laying in th^ Downs. 

This neceflary fervice being completed by the laft day 
of Julyi the fleet ftood over to the coaft of Picardy on the 
id; of Augudy and about noon came to an anchor in thp. 
bay p£ Bologne. It was immediately refolved to make a 
(eint of landing the troops ; and accordingly, upon a fignal 
bemg made at two* o'clock in the morning of the cul> the 
boats of the fleet rendezvoufed near the flags, and every 
preparation was apparently made for carrying the abov^- 
mentioned delign into execution. The enemy, much 
terrified at the fuppofed impending attack, lined th6 (hora 
with large detachments of troops. Thefe threatenings 
were . alo>o(t daily made, in different parts of the coau^ 
for upwards of a fortnight ; even fmall bodies were occafi- 
onally put on (hore, that the enemy might not be led to 
flatter themfelves thefe hofiile appearances were merely 
intended for that parade neceflary to excite alarm. 

By this time it was difcovered that the enemy had taken 
fuch precautions to (Irenglhen and fortify themfelves, thai( 
no real or effedual impreflion could be made withom 
hazarding a lofs, to which even fuccefs would not he 
equivalent : and, moreover, the principal intention of the • 
expedition, which was to compel the French to detach 
from their army in Flanders, and permit the duke of 
Marlborough to carry ton the fiege of Lifle unmolefted, 
being efFefted, lord Durfley parted from the fleet on tho 
1 6th, with the Orford, of feventy guns, bearing his flag# 
fix other fhips of the line, and fome frigates, with orders 
to cruife in foundings. The want of (lores and pro* 
vifions, as well as the foulnefs of his fhips, compelled 
him, after a few days cruife, to put into Plymouth ; fo 
that nothing farther was efFedled by the force under his 
command, than the capture of a French merchant-fliip 
bound to Placentia, which was taken by the Salifbury. 

Every expedition being ufed to refit the fquadron, his 
lordfhip failed from Plymouth on the 28th of September 
with five (hips of two decks and fome frigates. He was 
joined on the following day by the Hampfhire, of fifty 
guns, which being ready before the other mips, had been 
fent out to cruife, but had no other fuccefs than that of 
capturing a fmall French privateer. This fquadron con- 
tinued 
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liniied at Tea lill the 7th of November, when lord Duriley- 
himfelf returned into port, leaving three of his fmallcr 
fhips under orders to continue out a fortnight longer. 
The fum of the fuccefs of this lillle armament, if it could 
be faid to deferve that name, from its firft failing to its 
final relurn into port, amounted to the capture of fix or 
fevcn (hips of different defcriptions and of inconfiderable 
confequencc; that of the greateft note appears to have 
been a privateer belonging to St. Malocs, mounting 
twenty-four gun?, taken by his lordlhip himfelf. 

On (he 2ilt of December following he was advanced to 
be vice-admiral of the white ; and Campbell crroneouily 
makes the following remark on this promotion. "That 
jt was refolved to give him an extraordinary mark of her 
majefty's favour, as a reward for his diligence*, by pro- 
moting hiuft to the above rank. But though this was 
fomewhat retarded by the death of his royal highnefs the 
lord high admiral, yet it took place in the fpring of the 
fucceeding year." On tliis we have only to remark, that 
prince George died on tlie 28ih of Oifiober, long before 
the promotion in queltion was in contemplation. Kithef 
on the day from whence it was dated, or on that which 
immediately preceded it, his lordfhip again put to fea, and 
on the 29ih had fight of two large French (hips, whicf> 
at firft chaccd him ; but on a nearer approach finding 
their miftake, bawled their wind, and crowded all the fail 
they could carry to effeft their efcape. He neared them 
fo much as at laft loget within gun-lhot, when the French 
captains lightening their ihips by throwing fcveral of 
their gims, and other heavy articles ovcrboaid, were for. 
timatc enough to get clear. This undoubtedly gave his

He farther add) the following eulogtum, which appeari in bea very 
juO one, by way of note. 

" What I have heir advaneed, ii on all hands allowed, and c 
by biniop Burnet himrdf. who confeOei, that much ^re: 
taken of^our trade, and the French piivalecn « 
leQrained, lha» in any year fince ihc war begin,

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lordfhip much concern, thefe veflels being both equal to 
Englilh fourth rates, one of them mounting fifty, the 
other fixty guns. After a (hort cruife he returned into 
port having been even more unfuccefsful thaa bcfoj-e, for 
he met with no otRer prize than an inconfiderable veffel 
laden with fiffi from Newfoundland. 

The Ihips being cleaned his lordfhip again failed from. 
Plymouth, on the r4th of February, with one third and 
three fourth rates*, and three days afterwards was joined 
by two other fourth rates and a frigate: as a dawning of 
fuccefs, he had fcarccly put to fea when two French pri- 
vateers mounting twelve guns each were taken by different 
(hips of his fquadron ; and on the 22d, having then only, 
three ihips with him, cxcluiive of the flag, he fell in witn 
eleven ftrange ihips, about tv^xlve leagues from Scilly : thele 
were fuppofed tabe monfieur du Guai Trouin's fquadron, 
a part of which did a few days afterwards engage captain 
Toilet, in the Aflurancet: but his lordfhip lofing them ia 
the night, flood in to Plymouth, where he found thp 
Dartmouth, who had been fent in a few days before with 
a prize, and to flop a leak, and had been chaced ofFthe Start 
by nine fhips, fuppofed to be a part of the fame fquadron. 

His lordfhip having been fomewhat reinforced failed 
i^gain ahnofl immediately, and on the 20th of March 
detached three of his fquadron to cruife off Brefl, for the 
purpofe of giiining intelligence. Nothing confequential 
happened during the time thefe fhips were abfent, except 
that the Salifbury captured a very valuable fhip from the 
Weft Indies; and the principal part of her cargo was 
immediately taken put, the veffel being fo feaky as to 
induce apprehenfions of its foundering at fea. On the 
29th his lordfhip received orders from the admiralty board 
to fee the outward-bound Lifbon fleet fafe to a certain 
latitude J. He had fcarcely fulfilled thefe inftrudlions, and

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parted from his charge, when, on the Qtk of April, he fell 
m with the Achilles, of feveuty guns, commanded by 
monfieur du Guai Trouin himfelf, and the Glorieux, of 
forty -four guns, which veflels had only the day before 
taken the firiftol, an Englifli fhip of •war mounting fifty 
guns. 

The fignal for a general chace was immediately made 
by his lordftiip, and with fo much fuccefs that the Bridol 
was very foon recovered, but having received a fhot in her 
bread-room, foundered foon afterwards ; all the people, 
however, on board her were faved, twenty men only ex- 
cepted. The purfuit being continued with much alacrity, 
the Glorieux was taken by the Chefter, captain T. 
Mathews ; and the Achilles alone had the good fortune to 
efFedl her efcape, though very much (battered. In this en* 
counter the fquadron had feventy men killed and wounded. 
Three or four othe.r prizes, though of no confiderable con- 
fequence, were taken during the cruife. Provifions and 
water growing fcarcc, his lordfhip was obliged to return 
to Plymouth, on the 1 3th of May, with his fquadron, which 
then confiited of eight two-decked (hips and fbme fri- 
gates. On his arrival he received the unwelcome news 
that the Sweepftakes frigate, of thirty-two guns, one of his 
fcouts, had been taken fome days before by two large 
French privateers, each of which were of greater force 
than herfelf. 

In the month of July this noble lord was ordered to take 
upon him the command of a fmall fquadron colle<Sed at the 
Nore, and to proceed off Schouwen, in Zealand *, for the 
purpofe of intercepting fome fhips laden with corn, which 
were daily expeSed from the northward. Tltefe he was. 
not fortunate enough to meet with, and on his difappoint- 
ment put into Oofely bay, on the coaft of Yorkftiire. He 
repaired from thence to Plymouth, by land, and refumed 

tain intelligence^ that M. du Guai Trouin was then cruizing at the 
difiance of about thirty leagues from Scilly, his lordfhip propofed to 
leave the trade and tranfports, under the prote^lion of tome Dutch 
men of war that were cxpeQed from Portunouth, and refolved to go 
hiipfelf in fearch oF the enemy; but thefe Dutch {hips of war not 
arriving in time, his lordihip thought it better to comply with hit 
orders."

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Jiis old command, tn the beginning of Oflobcr he de-» 
tached two fmall fquadrons, one confifting of three fourdi 
rates of fifty gims each, which was orderecT to cniifeinthe 
Briftol Channel, and attempt the deftruftion of a fquadron^. 
if it may be fo called, of the enemy's privateers, eleven of 
which, mounting from twelve to forty-fix guns, wete 
faid to be cruifing between Ireland and the ifle of Lundjr ; 
and a fecond of fix two-decked (hips, under commodolrc 
Vincent, who was ordered to cruife to the weftward o£ 
Scilly, for the- fecurity of a fleet daily expedled from the 
Weft Indies-; he himfelf followed almoft immediateljr 
afterwards with five more two-decked (hips; and having 
joined captain Vincent, efFeSually baffled a defign the 
cnemv had formed of attacking the valuable fleet dhomp^ 
mentioned. 

Continuing to cruife at the entrance of the Channel, oxt 
the 31ft of Oftober he took a French fliip from Guada^ 
loupe, which is faid by fome to have mounted forty giiQSy 
and to have had on board a cargo valued at upwards o£ 
one hundred thoufand pounds. He took two or three 
other inconfiderable prizes^ and afforded the moft com* 
plete proteftion and fecurity to the trade of EnelancI* 
On the 14th of November 1709*, he was advanced to be

* Campbell affords us the following remarkable anecdote, but wc 
fcarcely know whether it is moft proper to infert it here, or in ibt 
life of captain Hughes. 

** While his lordfhip was thus employed, there happened, in the 
latter end of November, fuch an accident to one of the ibips of li^ 
fquadron> as very well deferves our notice.

'< His lordfhip on the 9th' of December, detached captth) Hztit»M% 

in the Reftoration, with four Other fiiipi, to cmife notti fifMeii' tQ 
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*ice-admiral of the red : he was at this time at Tea, wheiW 
he cominued with little or no inictruptioft till the begin- 
ning of May, when he came into port and flfuek lii» 
flag. 

After ihistime he appears to have tfnjoycd a retirement, 
of fame years continuance, from the fatigues of that troii- 
blefotne and laborious fervicc in which we have lately 
fotind him engaged. By the death of his father, on the 
24th of September 1 710, he became earl of Berkeley, and 
was immediately afterwards conftitiitcd lord lieutenant of 
the county of Gloiicefter, as well as of the city of Briftol, 
and cuftos rotiilorum: he was alfo appointed warden 
of the forell of Dean ; and on the 2ii\ ol N'ovember fol- 
lowing, high fteuard ol the city of Cjlouccftei', Hi? 
well-known zeal for the intcreft of the hoiife of Hanover 
had fo highly recommtnded him to the notice of king 
George the Firft, that, immediately on ihe acceition of 
that monarch *, he was appointed one of ihe lords of hisi 
bedchamber, and reflored to the offices of lord-lien tenant 
of the county of Gloiicelter and city of Brillol, from 
which he had been, through the influence of party, re- 
moved in ihe year 1711 ; on the 18th of December ho 
was alfo reinftated in the office of cullos rolulonim of th« 
county above mentioned from which he had alfo bceil 
difplaced.

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, 0|i the i6th of April 1717, he 'Tfas fworh a member 
ioCthe privy council^ ^hd. Oa the fame day appointed firft" 
lord comqiiflioner of the admiralty ; which high ftation be 
cqntipii^d tp^filj, with much reputationj during the wb<d6t 
iemainder of the reign of king George the Tirft. Oil 
jthe X3th of Miireh. 171 8-15, in confequence ,of the rup* 
lure with Spain, he was appointed admiral and com| 
mander-in-cnief of the fleet.. The author of fir J. Leake's 
ijfe makes the following obfervation on this appoiotmenU 
f^ The earl of Berkeley >. being then vice-admiral of Giieat 
Britain*, and firft lord commiflioner pf the admiralr^i 
endeavoured to come as linear the lord hi^h admiral a^ 
poflible, both in power and ftate ; by a particular warrant 
from the ^rown, he hoifted the lord high admiral's flag, as 
it is called, (the firft time, I believe, it was ever worn ill 
command at fea) and had three captains appointed under 
him, as a lord high admiral, Littleton, then vice-admiral o£ 
the white, being his fifft captain. This appoijitmerit was 
rendered the. more extraordinary, from tne,circumftance 
of fir John Norris, who was a fenipr flig officer, being at 
that time employed in the Channel^ and being honoured 
with no fuch diftinaiofn;** . . 

. The earl having hoifted his flag on board the Dorfet-^ 
Ihire at Spithead, failed from St. Helen's on the ^th of 
March, with a fquadron of feven fliips of the line^ to 
join one pf the fame force, under fir John Norris, whicli 
was cruifing between Scllly and the Lii&ard. Having 
ftretched ?is far as Cape Clear, he returned, back into the 
Britifli Channel on the 4th of April ;, and comirig intfii 
$pitheacl, flruck his flag on the 15th and repaired t0 
l^ondon* After, this, time he. appears, to have retired totally 
from t{ie line of adlive fefvice, at Icaft aS a naval com« 
taander. 

^ Collins briefly recapitiilati;ig the great variety of civi} 
biSces held.by this n6ble lord, giVfes us the following brief 
account of hjm and adds fon\e oihet iritereft|ng heraldic 
particulars relative to his family^ " He was (fays he) fiv« 
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times one of the lords juftices of Great Britain whilft hi^ 
majcfty went to Hanover; and being ekQed a knight of 
the moft ncAle order of the garter on March 31, i^iSjho 
was inftalled on April 30, following, and placed in the 
fourteenth ftall at Windfor. 

• ** On September 15, 1727, he was appointed lord lieu- 
tenant of Lincolnfliire by his late majefty ; and on Novem-r 
ber the loth, in that year^ was conftituted lord lieutenant 
of the county of Gloucefter, and cities and counties of 
Gloucefter and Briftol, as aMb of the county of Surry, and 
likewife cuflos rotulorum of the counties of Gloucefter 
and Surry; mereover, on the 17th of the fame month, he 
tvas appointed keeper of the foreft of Dean^ and conftable 
of St. criavers caftle ; alfo vice-admiral a[ Great Britain, 
and lieutenant of the admiralties thereof, and lieutenant of 
the navies and feas of this kingdom. He departed this 
life at the caftle of Aubigny, a feat of the duke of Rich- 
mond's, near Rochelle, in France' (being there for the 
recovery of his health) on the 17th of Auguft X736, and 
was buried at Berkeley. 

** His lordftiip married the lady Louifa Lenox, (eldeft 
daughter to Charles firft duke of Richmond) who was ap- 
pointed, on Oiftober 30, 1 7 14, one of the ladies of the 
bedchamber to her late majefty, queen Caroline, then 
|>rincefs of Wales; dying of the fmall pox on January 
J5, 1716-17, in the twenty-third year of her age ; fhewas 
buried at Berkeley ; leaving ifTue one fon, Auguftus, fourth 
earl of Berkeley ; and a daughter, lady Elizabeth,. married 
€m February 11, 1727-8, to Anthony Henley, of the 
Grange, in the county of Southampton, efq; elder brother 
of Robert, late earl of Northington ; and deceafed in Sep- 
tember 1745." 

The perfonal influence and political confequcnce of thi* 
^oble perfonage was greater, we not only fay than any of 
his cotemporaries, but had apparently more weight thart 
that of any fubje6l fince the revolutioh. We have in na 
kiftance found the eftabliftied rules of the fervicc fo re- 
peatedly broken through as to make room for his parti- 
cular promotion : when fcarcely thirty years old he was 
iiedvanced to the high naval rank of vice-admiral of the 
Mue, ahhough there were at that vcffy time many cotn- 
ms^f^xs in the navy who ha4> moft defervedly^ obtained 

the. 
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Ae rank of captains feme years befoFe this noble earl held 
even the convmiflion of a lieutenant; and yet, neverthe- 
lefs, were not advanced to be flag officers till twenty 
years after him ; fome not till even a more remote 
period. 

. This diflinSion and favour is the more extraordinary 
as we do not ever find it pradtifed, except in the inflances 
of thofe fons of fovereigns who have made choice of a 
naval life. Let us, however, in judice to his manifold 
virtues, his cool determined bravery, and fpirited intrepi* 
dity, fo often difplayed, his (kill ai>d knowledge in all 
concerns relative to the navy, his unquedioned integrity^ 
and above all his firm and fteady attachment to thof* 
qonjunfl principles of liberty and good government^ 
i;diich are the glory and conditute the true happinefs of 
Britain, confefs, that this exaltation, attended, as it was» 
with circumftances totally unprecedented, could not havo 
been more worthily or happily bedowed. His merits 
filenced even the breath of envy ; and the nK>ft di(tin« 
guifhed naval chara&ers were content, without murmur, 
to ferve under a man, an imitation of whofe conduct and 
gallantry, was the certain path to honour, fame, and na*' 
tional veneration. 

BERTIE, Peregrine,— was the fifth fon of James, firft 
earl of Abingdon, k> created by king Charles the Second, 
on the 30th of November 1682. Peregrine was born o& 
February a, 1677; and having entered very early in lifo 
into the fea fervice, was, after paffing regularly through 
the different fubordinate (Nations, appointed, on the 3d o€ 
March 1 701, to command the Betty, a fmall armed fri- 
gate of war hired from the merchants. He was after- 
wards promoted to the command of the Panther, a fifty 
gun fliip, employed, during the year 1704, under fir G. 
Kooke,at Gibraltar*,and prefent at the well-known engage* 
ment with the French fleet, imder the count de Thouloufe. 
This veilel being one of the fmalleft two-decked ihips in the 
fieet, was ordered, together with tl>e Swallow of the fame 
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♦ His Catholic majefty, who was efcorted by that fleet to Lifbofi, 
fitelcfttitfd captain Bertie, as well as lord Archibald Hamihon imd 
caplain Fktchor, wtdi hit pi^^rq and a porfe containing one bondrei 
Vuneai, f ^ 
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force, commanded by captain R. Haddock, to lay tbme^ 
diftancc to windward of the Britifh line, that, in trafe the 
cnemy'^ van Ihould attempt to break through with their 
gallies and firefhips, the mips juft mention^, with fome 
frigates and firefhips, might ack as a referye to repel the 
mifchicf and diforder their irruption haight otherwifc have 
occafioned . Not withftandi ng, he might be fuppofed^ from' 
the peculiar fituation in which he was (latiqned, to have 
had but little concern in the adlion alluded'to, this appears 
to have been by no means the cafe. He bore a very' 
diftinguifhed fhare in the encounter, having fupplied th^ 
place of one of the fhips belonging to his divinon which 
was obliged to quit the line for want of fhot ; in confc- 

Juence of which he had, during the fhort time he was 
> fpiritedly engaged, ten men killed and fixteen wounded.' 
When ur George Rooke returned to England, leaving 
fir John Leake behind with a fquadron f6r the protediion 
and better fecurity of Gibraltar, captain Bertre was one; 
of the comiAanders put under Kis orders ; and' we find him 
detached by that adtniral, about the latter end of No- 
vember, to reconnoitre the port of Cadiz, where the enemy 
had, as it was reported, and as captain Bertie found to. 
be true, coUefted a very formidaUe naval force, to attack" 
the fquadron under fir John. 

The diligent manner in which he performed this (er- 
vice, and the accurate iriformatioh he prbcured of the forced 
and difpoiitton of the enemy's fhF(^s, in all probability 
prcferved the Englifti fquadroh, which would otherwifc, 
perhaps, have been furprifed. We find him Continuing on' 
the fame ftation during the greateft part of the yeiar 1705 : 
but do not meet with any more remarkable mention! 
made of him, than his having, m the month of March, 
affifted by the Expedition, driven on (hore and burnt^; 
near Cape de Gatt, a French fliip, of thirty guns, from' 
the Weft Indies. . . , . . 

Not long after his return he was made captain of the 
Ruby, a (hip alfo of fifty guns. In the year 1707 he wa^ 
ordered, with captain Sialchen, in the Chefter^ to convoj^ 
the outward-bound fleet to Li(bon. They were to be 
pK0te£led to a certain latitude, by two (hips of eighty and 
006 of fevcnty-lix guns, under commodore Edwwls^ but 
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had not cleared the Channel when they fell in with the 
united fquadrons of the count de Forbin and M. de Guai 
Troiiin. A defperate action immediately enfued, which 
unhappily ended in the capture and deftrudlion of the 
whole fquadron, except the Royal Oak, which contrived 
to difen^age herfelf and efcape in a very Ihattercd condi- 
tion. Captain Bertie difplayed on this occafion all the 
gallantry that might naturally be expe£led from a man of 
the ftrifteft honour and higheft fpirit. Overpowered at 
l^d by the fup^riority of his enemy, he furrendcred to the 
marquis de Nefmond* who commanded a (hip of feventy 
jguns. Being carried prifoncr into France, he died in 
captivity, near Rochfort, fome time in the year i709t 
' CAVENDISH, Philip,— was the collateral defgendant 
of the very ancient and noble * family, whofc reprefeU- 
tatives have, as it is wqlllcnown, borne, for many genom* 
tions, the titles of earls, and, in latter days^ dukes of 
Devonihire. We do not find any mention made of this 
gentleman till he was, on. the X7th of January 1701, ap* 
pointed captain of the Fever (ham frigate. He was after- 
wards r^movtKi into fome other vedel of the fame defcrip^ 
tion» and fent to the Mediterranean in 1704, with the fleet 
under fir George Rooke. On the difmiflion of captain 
Xtegge from the command of the Ajitelope, in the month 

* This illuftrtous (imily derives Ui defcent from a younger bnincfi 
of the Gernons, faiiM>u( in Norfolk and EfTex, fettled at Cavendifli in 
Suffolk, and from that feat and eftate were foon diOinguifhed by the 
furnamc they now bear. Jo^n de Ci^vendKh was confti it^ied one of the 
juftices of the kin^s bench 1366, 39 Edward III. and m.ade chief juf- 
ricc of the fame court, by claufe. writ, 15 July, 46 Ed^. III. 1373.

Of the fame famiVy was the glorious feaman, captain Thofnat, Ca-/ 
vendifli^ born in Suffolk, who Bnifhed his noble expedition round' tW 
^orld in September 158^; and leaking anoilier like attempt in 1391^ 
4i«i in hi^ return, *n4^dcfcrvcda police among ike.^ntliCk^herff^,^ 
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of January 1704-5, captain Cavendifli was promoted to 
that fhip, and continued to ferve on the Mediterranean 
ftatlon during the two enfuing years. The firft remark- 
able fervice we find him engaged in was the reduiSion 
of Terragona, in Spain. He was ordered on this expe- 
dition during the time the fleet lay before Barcelona, and 
was completely fuccefsful. 

A letter from Genoa, dated the 29th of November foU 
lowing, N. S. informs us of a very fpirited adlion which 
had jufl: before taken place between the Antelope and a 
large French fhip of the line, mounting feventy or feventy- 
four guns. This aftion is faid to have been maintained 
with the greatcfi fpirit, by the Englifh fhip, for upwards 
of two hours; when the French fhip, though fo much 
fuperior in force, thought proper to fheer ofF. In this 
encounter captain Cavendifh is faid^o have had twelve 
tskcn killed and feventeen wounded, himfelf being included 
atoong the latter ; although his hurt was of no other ill- 
confequence than producing a temporary confinement. 

We are fomewhat aftoniihed to find no mention what-r' 
i^r made by hiftorians of the preceding event, which 
wc might natur^ly have fuppofed was too h6nourabl« to 
the national chara^er to be omitted, and at the fame time 
fufficiently confequential to have worthily entitled it to ^ 
place in the page of hiflory. We are particularly happy 
in having it in our pawer to refcue fo material and interefl- 
ing an event froni oblivion, and the more fo in the pre- 
fent inftance, becaufe few perfdns have ferved longer, and 
with greater virtue, although no man, perhaps, had ever 
Icfs opportunity of acquiring that renown which is the 
confequence of*^ brilliant atchievenients. 

During his continuance on the Mediterranean flatioa 
he appears to have been employed in nothing more con^ 
fequential after this time, tnan convoying ftores, provi- 
ftons, or money, from Leghorn to. Catalonia, for the ufe 
and fupport of the confederate army in that province : and 
ip conformity, or rather proof of what we have juft ob- 
fcrv(?d, we do not find the fmalleft mention ever again 
made of this gentleman during the war, nor indeed for 
naany years after it was concluded. It is particularly 
wonderful that we find not even his name mentioned as 
commanding, in a private flation, any fhip of war in the 
«• g ' many 
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many different fleets that were equipped for various pa- 
cific expeditions previous to the rupture with Spain in 
1718, 

• In the month of December 1719, he was appointed 
commodore of a fmall fquadron ordered to cruife off Cape 
Vincent ; and while employed on this fervice, met with 
an encounter in which his reputation very undefervcdly 
fuffered, as will appear by an impartial ftatement of it/ 
On the 7th of December, at night, this gentleman having 
then under his command only the Norwich, and Advice, 
of fifty guns each, with the Dover, of forty, and being 
about nine leagues to the weftward of Cape St. Vincent, 
fell in with three Spanifh (hips of war, mounting fixty- 
four, fixty-two, and fifty guns. Notwithftanding this 
very great fuperiority of force, after keeping fight of his' 
aaitagonifts till the 9th, without being able to bring them 
to a&ion, he engaged them on that day for upwards of 
three hours, although, as a difadvantage in addition to the 
great inferiority of force already mentioned, the fea ran. 
fo high that the Britifh (hips, which were to windward, - 
could make no ufe of tbeir lower tier of guns : finding^ 
it impoflible to fuccecd in fo unequal an encounter, the^ 
commodore prudently refolved to bear away for Gibraltar. 
The lofs of the Britifh fhips in the foregoing aSion 
amoimted to forty men killed and wounded; that of the 
Spaniards to a much greater number. 
^ It is a very juft obfervation that popular opinion is fre* 
quently founded on the moft unjuft principles, alternately 
beftowing cenfure and applaufe on tranfaflions which merit 
neither, or which, perhaps, when truly weighed and 
examined, may prove entitled to a public reception dia-* 
metrically oppofite to that they experience. Erroneotw 
as it may be in its very firft principles, popular obftinacy 
difdains to confefs its miftake, and bafelefs as the 
foundation muft appear in the eye of candour; thofe wha 
have been weak enough to lay it, continue firmly to fupport 
the fuperftrufture of capricious perfecution, or to fpeak of 
it in the mildeft poffible terms, an ungenerous, unmanly 
diflike. The conduft of the commodore in the foregoing 
encounter, which fhould have entitled him to the heartfelt 
praife of all generous and candid men, unfortunately ex'^ 
pcrienccd a Ytry different treatment at the hands of the 

populace 
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populace and their favourite leaders. The people had 
qeen accuftotned to behold the. Britiih flag triumphanl 
over that of Spain in every encounter; they had acquired 
the habit, and with littlp reafon, perhaps, of dcfpifing an 
enemy over whom they had for ages been viftorious ; and 
the late deftruftion of the fleet off Meflina had not a littler^ 
contributed to ftrengthen this prejudice in favour of their 
own prowefs. 

They never troubled themfelves to compare the rela- 
tive force of the enemy with that under fir G. Byng, 
•whofe natural gallantry had hardly any room to expand 
itfelf in an encounter, that could not w^U be fai4 to. deftrv^ 
that name, with an inferior and fugitive enemy. They 
regarded only the more fubftantial fruits of that enemy's 
defeat, and foreboded to themfelves a fimilar good fortune 
in every conteft that might afterwards take place. Ta 
behold three Spanifti fhips engaging an equal number oj 
their own nation, a;id ejcaping (for that was the de-. 
grading and ignominious term they beftowed on this event) 
was a circumft^nce that ftruck them with wonder and 
aftonifbi^ent, Too fupcrficiaU too arrogant to fcek for 
caufes that prefented themfelves almoff without an enquiry, 
they condemned Mr. Cavendifh for not having, in fpitc 
both of the weather and his own inferiority, captured an- 
tagonifts, the bare refiftance of whom was a mait^r di/"- 
playingconfiderable gallantry, and whofe difcomfiturq and 
repulfe certainly entitled him to the higheft praife. 
. We do not find any other mention made of R^Ti;. Ca-^- 
vcndifh till the 9th of January. 1727-8, when he was 
promoted to rear-admiral of the blue, as he was, on the 
19th pf J^^y following, to be rear-admiral of the white,^ 
On the death of rear-admiral Robert Hughes^ h^ wa& 
advanced to be rear-admiral of the red; but ftiU does not 
appear to have had any appointment to ap a£lu^l command. 
On the 29th of June 1732, he was appointed vice-admiral, 
of the blue ; and oji the 26th of Fepruary 1733-4, of the 
red. Soon after his latter advancement^ having hoifted 
his flag on board the Blenheim, he took upon him the 
command of a fquadron, colIe£led at Spithead, confiftingj 
of eleven fhips of the line, eight of which were of fevcntjr, 
guns and upwards. This afterwards iformed a junftion^ 
lykh admiral fir JohA Norris, who arrived from tht . 

Down^ 
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Downs with a fleet of nineteen fail of th^ line and fi< 
(mailer ycflel?. Whatever migjlt Ije the objeA of equip- 
ping this very formidably acmi^nienty it appears to have 
pecn quietly accompliflied, witbQ\it rendering it neccffary 
to fend out the above-nientioned fleet, which do^^i not 
appear to have ever put to fea. On the 2d of March 
1735-6, he was ftill farther jpromotcd to be admiral of the 
blut ; but no mention is made of his ever having held 
any command. On the 19th of March 1742, he was 
appointed on^ of the c0mmi{fioners for executing the oflice 
of k>rd high admiral ; a ftation he continued to hold till 
his death, which took place on the 14th of June 1743. 

HUDSON, Thomas. — This unfortimate man, for 
every perfon may be deemed fo, who enters into a pro- 
feflion or employment which he afterwards proves a dif- 
^race to, was appointed third lieutenant of the Redorationf 
m the year 1695. We find no other notice taken of him' 
till the 2ift of December 17019 when he was promoted to 
the command of th^ Scarborough. He was, not long 
afterwards, unhappily both ibr bimfelf and hts country,; 
promoted to the rendenn^ of forty-eight guns, one of 
vice-admiral Benbow^s fquadron, in the ever-memorable 
and difgraceful cbnteft with Du Cafle. The particulars 
of this much-to-be-regretted event has been already dated 
at full length in the life of Mr. Benbow*; and the guili 
of ^ptain Hudfon being prefumptively no lefs ftpong 
than that of Kirkby and Wade, he would in all probability 
havib received the fame juft, though ignominious fentence* 
Death however took from the court-martial the power of 
punifhing this crime, by putting a period to this unhappy 
man's exigence, on the 25th of September 1702, ten or 
twelve days before his trial would have taken place. 

WATKINS, Robert, — is fupjpofed to be the fame 
perfon of whom a very flidrt noticenas been already taken, 

Stge 90. He is faia to h^ve been agpointed captain of 
, e Pearl on the 28th of January 1 700-1, and to have 
^ed in England fometime in the year 1732. 
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BOYS, or BOYCE, Philip.— We find this gentleman 
to have been appointed tnird lieutenant of the Royal 
William about the year 1695 : after which time we have 
$0 information concerning him till 1 702, when he was, 
on the aoth of February, appointed captain of the 
Defiance. In the following year he was removed into the 
Nonfuch and fent to Jamaica, where his conduS in that 
iwhich iiTHnediately enfued was much complained of in the 
aKHrefs prefented, by the houfe of lords to the queen, in 
ik/e month of March 1707-8 *, relative to the mifmanage-^ 
ment of the aSairs of the navy. In 1706 he was captain 
•f the Dunkirk's Prize, a fmall frigate on the fame fla-* 
tion, and one of the fquadron under commodore Kerr* 
No other mention, however, is made of this gentleman 
)»ut what has been already related in the life of the corn** 
modoret, nor is any notice taken of him in the fervicc. 
He fell as it is fuppofed, fometime after this, under a 
itftekncholy derangement of mind, under the influence of 
which he unhappily put a period to his own life, at Stan^ 
more in Middkfex, on the 20th of January 1726. H« 
firft attempted to fhoot himfelf, but that being prevented, 
lie afterwards threv^ himfelf out of a window and fra£kiired 
his flcull. 

* *^ In July tyo^ the Roundhurft galliey, John Sampfon mafter, ar* 
fivecT in Jamaica, where captain Boys, in the Nonfuco man of War, 
pre0ed five of bis feamen^wbercby he was difabled (though fully loaden) 
fb (ail in company qf • (hip of good force, which then foiled for Lon- 
don, and with great dif^ :ulty ; and after lone detay (with much damage 
Md danger to the (hip in the mean time) the maflcr got fonr feamen 
more ; two of his ovm five before prcfied from hiroy for which two

NAVA1.>0FFICERS OF OfttAT ftRItAIN. tli 

C AMMOCK, George,— was the defcendant of a ^^ry 
ancient and refpeftable family originally fettled in the 
county of Effex, where it flouriflicd about the year 1585 ; 
not long after that, a branch from it went over to Ireland^ 
where it continued, and became podeffed of a confiderabie 
property. Mr. Geo. Cammock having entered into the 
naval fervice, was appointed firft lieutenant of the Loyal 
Merchant in the month of September 1692. This (nip 
was one of thofe fent in the following year, under fir Gr. 
Rooke, to convoy the Smyrna fleet. His diligence, hisi 
ttvi& attention to his duty, and his abilities as a feaman^ 
were (poken of In the higheft terms of commendation, by 
the different commanders under whom he ferved. In tte 
year 1695 he was promoted to be afling captain of the 
Intelligence Brigantine» a fmall veflel, which, during that 
as well as the fcwlowine year, was conftantly attached to 
tjic fleet, ftationed in the Channel. On the acceflion of 

Juccn Anne he was appointed * commander of the Bonetta 
oop, and employed as a cruifer between Cape Finifterre 
and Cape Clear t.^ 

His general good conduft while in this ftation, procured 
him to be appointed captain of the Speedwell, a unall fri- 
gate, on the 6th of June 1702 ; in this veflel he appears to 
have continued many years, difplaying a very confiderabie 
fliare of aftivity ; which was accordingly happily rewarded 
with more fuccefs, and opportunities of diftinguifliing 
himfelf", than ufually fell to the lot of men holding &

' ** Her majefty's (hip, the Bonetu (loop, captain Cammock com- 
mander, if put in here, who, on the 31ft of the lad month, met with 
a Poriugueze fliip bound from Oporto to London ; the mafier whereof 
reports, that on the 2^d he met with the fquadron of her majefty't 
fliips, commanded by fir John Munden, £5 leagues off Cape Finrfierre 
bearing north*weft, and that they had taken two French {hips richly 
McQ From Martinico.

inferior 
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inferior and mfignificant a command. The firil, howi 
ever of thefc inftances of good fortune did not lake place 
till the month of June 1706, when, being on a cruife to 
the fouth-wefl, in company witlj the $horeham, he fell in 
with a fmall fleet, of, ten fai.1, bound to Martinico and 
other colonies in the French Weft Indies ; of thefe they 
captured five, which they carried fafely into Ireland, 
Soon after this happy adventure he was fcnt to the Weft 
Indies, where he was equally fuccefsful, and particularly 
diftingui/hed himfelf in attacking and burning, in the 
harbour of BalTetcrre, at Guadalopc, a large French prii 
vateer ; an aft of gallant intrepidity which wondcriuUy 
terrified and alarmed the neighbouring inhabitants. He: 
returned from this ftation inlhecnfuing fpring, being 
fent home particularly to efcort the Broughton galley, a 
vclfel from Guinea, havir^ on board a vtzy valuable cargo, 
and a conltderable quantity of gold <\\iii. On his pallagc 
he was neither inaaive nor unfuccefsful, having captured 
two prizes, one of them a brigantine, bound to New- 
foundland, mounting fix guns. 

After his return he again was employea on the IrifK 
llation, but without meeting with any occurrence deferv- 
ing particular men tioli till the month of May 1709, when 
he was ordeitd by the earl of Wharton, at that time lord 
lieutenant, to put to fea from Kinfalc in quefl of two 
French privateers which had entered Bantry bay, and fur- 
prized there the Ruth, of Londun, a very valuable fliip 
from the Weft Indies, fuppofed to he worth 25,0001. 
Capt. Cammock in confct[uence failed dire»91y for Beer- 
haven, at the entrance oi which he had the fortune to 
meet wiih one of the enemy's (hips proceeding to France 
with her prize. The latter was immediately retaken ; 
and the captain, having fent his lieutenant with fojrty mert 
to take poffeflion, gave chacc to the privateer; This ha 
continued all night ; but lindlng at day break that his ex-" 
peftcd prize had efcaped his vigilance, by altering her 
courfe, he ftood for Bantry bay which he entered the 
nexi morning, and captured the other privateer*, which 
was manned chiefly with Irifh. Thefe were fent to Cork 
to be tried far high treafon. 



i 
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Campbell, -who has given nearly the fame circumQan^ 
tial account of this aflSir, adds, ** that * ih about three 
weeks after this time he had the good fortune to furprifo 
a French privateer of twelve guns and ninety men j which 
tvas on the very point of capturing three merchant-fhips, 
richly laden, all which he brought fafe into the port of* 
JLondonderry t«" On his return to England foon after 
this event he was promoted to ihe Monk %. 

We do not find any mention made of this gentleman 
from this time till the year 1714; when, in confequence 
of a moft irtiprdpef attachment t6 the caufe of the exiled 
houfc of Stuart, he was difnaifled the fervice. Although 
the political errors of a brave man fcarcely fail of being 
pitied at the very time they are condemned, yet the fyb- 
fequent condud Of this unhappy man was fuch as, com- 
pailionately as We might be inclined, almoft takes frotli 
us the power of commiferation. He entered into the 
Spanifii fervice, and was appointed one of their rear-acf* 
tnirals; in which eminetit ftation, having hisilagon board 
the St; Ferdinand^ a (hip of fixty guns, he ferved in the 

fleet.

f In the life of fir John Leake we find the foHo^Ing mention made 
^f him* 

*' In the month of September 1709, npon his (fir J.Leake's)arrivBl at 
Plymouth, he found ibme orders from the lord high admiral, and 
letters of advice, which his lordfhip had received from capt. Cammock^ 
giving an account that eleven fail of French privateers, fcven from 
thirty to forty-Hx guns, and the reft from twenty-four to twelve, were 
iittizing between Dungannon and the ifland of Lundy, to deftroy the 
trade, and particularly thofe large fleets from Dublin, Waterford, and 
Cork, bound to the Severn; and that the enemy were fitting out at Su 
Maloc's three (hips- of forty o«ld guns each, and feventeen from fifty- 
iix to fixty guns at Breft, which intelligence captain Camraock affirmed 
might be depended upon." 

We have been induced to infert the above as a proof of Mr. 
Cammotk's indefatigable adivity in every line of fervice where he was 
employed, 

J We have the following account of a very meritorious fervice ner- 
formed by this gentlemam in the month of April 1712, extraf^ed 
from a letter dated on board the Monk, May the 9th. Captain Cam- 
mgck^ Commander of his majefty's (hip the Monk, having intelligence 
that feverat of the enemy*i privateers were cruizine off the Cape» 
fet fail on the fiSth of the lait month, and the fame day took a pri- ' 
Tittcer called tbt Salamaader cf fixtecn guns and one hundred and 
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fleet, under admiral Caftaneta, which was fo memorably 
defeated by fir Geo. Byng off Medina *. Mr. CammocK 
himfelf efcaped out of the battle and got into the neutral 
port of Malta, with three (hips of the line and as many 

frigates^ 

fifty men belonging to Havre dc Grace. On the 29th the captain re- 
took a (hip called the Boyle C;alley of about^w o hundred and fifty 
iuns, and of the value of ei|ht thoufand pounds belonging to Cork. 
After this the captain met with the Oxford Galley, from Sarbadoe^ 
and two other galleys, which he faw fafe ioto. Crookhaveni where he 
landed ten guns, made two batteries on each fide the harbour, raifed 
the militia, and intrenched each fide, fo that it wasimpoifible for thent 
10 be attached; and thus fet fail in purfuit of the enemy. In* the 
captain's abfence, one of the privateers of forty guns, knt his boat to 
the harbour with a flag for the veflels there toTurrepderor ranfom, 
but they firing both from on board aod from the batteries on fiiore, 
he foon left them. The next day the captain got fight of the fame 
privateer, and after rwo hours engagement took her. She is called 
the Count Giraldin of St. Maloes, of forty guns, and three hundred 
and fifty-five men, commanded by captain du Pre $ the enemy ha^ 
thirty men killed and tea wounded, without the lofs of one perfoQ 
belonging to her roajefty. The value of the. fhips retaken and faved 
amounts to upwards the value of fifty thoufand pounds. 

"* Mr. Corbet, the author of the account of the expediticm of the 
Britifh fleet to Sicily, has been particularly- fevere, and we indeed 
think rather unwarrantably fo in bis chara£kr of this gentleman, 
which we have been induced to infert, and the more fo becaufe it con- 
tains an anecdote concerning him rather ioterefiing. 

**' This unhappy man (fays be) was a native of Ireland, and being 
bred up to the fea had raifed himfelf to the pofi of a captain, and* 
ferved in queen Anne's war with no bad chara6ler ; but affociatipg 
bimfelF with thofe who were enemies to the houfe of Hanover, and 
becoming obnoxions to the government, on the acceflion of that family 
to the crown he abandoned his country, and entered into the (ervice of 
Spain, where he was promoted to the rank of a rear-admiral, and. 
ferved in that pofi in the expedition agalnft Sicily. He had never 
been noted to want courage, but in the a£lion off Paflaro he ran away 
among the firfl, and efcaped to Malta, affording an infiance, how much 
a confcioufnefs of ^uilt, and dread of punifhment deprefies the heart, 
more than the fear of an enemy. He was a vain boafling man with a 
roving unfettled.head, filled with airy fchemes and projefts, without 
any judgement or difcretion. He affured fignor Patinho, that he could 

t^t moil of the Englifh fleet into his hands, in recompenfe for that 
e had loft : and, in that fenfelcfs confidence, ^rote a letter to the 
admiral to let him know, that he had the pretender's commands to 
afiure him^ if he would bring over the greateft part of his fleet to 
Meffina, or to any port in Spain, be would create him duke of Al- 
bemarle, with a royal bounty of one hundred thoufand pounds to fuD- 
port the honour and dignity of that rank; and that every captain fhould 

have 
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ftigates. He was followed by ackniral Byng in the month 
of October; but having cleaned and refilled the greater

have ten thoufand pounds, and the feamen a gratuity of t^o mohthi 
wages: thatTignor Patinho would fatisfy him of- the king of Spain's 
fccurity for the performance of this agreement ; and that nobody clfe 
but the duke of Ormond and Mar were in the fecret. Whether he 
wrote by dire£lion or not, does not appear, but the letter met with the 
contempt it deferved." 

Notwithftanding thefc afTerted extravagancies of temper, which we 
do not in the leau doubt his having extiibited, Mr. Corbet in fome 
meafure contradi6ls himfelf, by attributing the defeat of the Spaniards 
as owing in great meafure to a negleB of his wholefome advice. This 
has been literally tranfcribed by Mr. Campbell, who adds fome very 
jud and interefiing remarks on Mr. Camock, ^nd his general chara.£ler 
St an officer and leaman. 

" It is agreed (fays be) on all bands, their admirals defended them* 
ielves gallantly, fo that, upon the whole, their defeat may be charged 
upon their irrefolution at the beginning, and their not taking good 
advice when it was given them. 

** I mean that Y>f rear-admiral Cammock, an Irifh gentleman, who had 
lervcd long in our navy, and who was [to fpeak impartially) a much 
better feaman than any who bore command in the Spanifti ileet. He 
knew perfectly well the ftrengthof both parties; and faw plainly, that 
pothing could fave the Spaniards but a wife difpoGtion. Therefore, 
in the Taft council of war held before the battle, ne propofed, that they, 
fhould remain at anchor in the roadof Paradife, ranging their (hips in 
a line of battle, with their broadfides to the fea, which meafure would 
certainly have given the Englifli admiral infinite trouble to attack 
them, for the^ouft there is fo bold that their. biggeft (hips could ridet 
W'ith a cable a-fliore i and farther out the currents are fo various and 
rapid, thai it would be hardly pra6licable to get up to them, but im- 
^Ifible to anchor, or lie by them in order of battle. Beiides, they 
might have lain fo near the (bore, and could have received to great 
leinforcements of foldiers from the army to man and defend them; 
and the annoyance the 'Spaniards might have^given, from the feveral 
batteries they could have planted along the more, would have been 
fiich, that the only way of attacking the (hipsfeemed to be by boarding 
and grappling witn them at once, to prevent being cafl off by the cur** 
I'ents, which wonld have been an hazardous undertaking, wherein the 
Spaniards would have had many advantages, and the EngliOi admiral 
have run the chance of dcftroying his fleet, or buying a viQory, if he fuc- 
ceeded, very dear." 

■ Mr. Campbell very properly adds, in a note, " that fuch was the 
opiinion of nt George Byng himfelf/' and therefore we may reafonably 
condudc, he who gave the advice was a good officer. He concludes 
hit obfervationshy faying, ** The Spanifh admirals were too much per* 
fuaded of their dwn ilrength; and the courage of thdir feamen, or elie 
they fodltfbiy depended on their not treing attacked by our fleet : what* 
crer the mouve was^ thty Aighced this falutary counfel, and were thereby 
ttodooe.^'

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part of his fquadron, had put to fea with four flilps fiT* 
days before the arrival of nr George. 

Powerful as was the naval force, and nuniterous as were 
theihips.of ihe Englifhat that time intheMediterraaean* 
Mr.Cammockhadaddrefseiioiigh toefcape their vigilance 
atid get into Meilina. From theoce he confiderably in- 
conimoded the operations of the German arms, by encou- 
raging the equipment of fmall privateers from the ifland 
of Ltpari, which intercepted many of the cafual fuppljcs 
deflined for the (upport wf the troops. To remedy thi» 
inconvenkjnqf fir George Byne ftationed captain Walton, 
with a ftnall fquadron, to cruife ofFMefTma, that he might 
at one and the fame lime block up Mr. Cammock • and 
fecure the palfage of the vefTels, with provifions for the 
ufe of the German camp. Tlie tempeltuous weather, by 
»o means uncommon at that feafon of the year, havin? 
Blown Mr. Wahon from his (fation, Mr, Cammock 
fcizing the ftift opportunity when the ftorm abated of 
"putting to fea from Medina, appeared before Tiopea, a. 
port in podefiion of the Germans, under Englifli colours. 
He made ufe of a Itratagem, which would have fucceededin 
giving him polfeflion of all the ftores and provifions 
tollectcd there, had not the governor been a man of fmgu- 
lar penetraiionand prudence. Mr. Cammock wrote him » 
letter, fiftitioufiyfigned with the nameof one of the com- 
manders in the Briiifti fleet, informing him that he was 
difpatched thither, by fir George Byng, to efcori from 
thence the veffels laden with fuppUes for MelalTo, where 
the German army then lay encamped. 

He urged him very ftrongly to difpatch, as the place 
was in the greateft diftrcfs. This flory bting exceedingly 
plaufible, would undoubtedly have had the defired etfeil, 
bui the governor examining the letter fcrupuloufly, dif- 
covered it to be written on paper m&nufaftured at C^noa, 
a circumftance that firfi induced a fufpicion, and after- 
wards a pofuive refuful to fesd the velfels in quellion out 

* Willi; ihai gentleman was ihut emploved, Mr. Cammock again 
riJrculoudv cxpufed tiimlelf, (o % no worfe of hii condufi, by wril-

The rear-admiral, after having loft two of the ihips of 
his fqu^clrnn, one of f^xty-four guns, called the Santa Ro*- 
falia, which was driven on thore by the Britilh, and the 
other rhe St. Pedro, of iixiy guns, caft away in the 
l>ayof Tarcnto, thought it high time to attompt madc- 
ing his efcape to Spain, knowing the fate that muft inc- 
vitafilyawftit him.thould he be taken prifoner. He accord- 
ingly put ID Tea, in the beginning of February 17 19, in a 
fmall frigate i this valTei being chaced on the 6ih, byoae 
of the fliips belonging to the iquadron under Mr. Ma- 
thews, the admiral himfelf cfcaped with much difficulty to 
Catania in his boat, the frigate itfelf was taken, having 
,on board all hiseffedtsand papers, among which was found 
a commillioii from the pretender, appointing hiin ad- 
miral of the while, < 

It is reported, and appears to be fo on a good founda- 
tion, that not long after his return to Spain, he whs 
baniflied to Ceuta where he died, in what year is not 
particularly known, hut in a ftatc of obfcurity and 
aeed bcmlering on diftrefs, defpifed by his countrymeo^ 
and oppreiled as well as neglefted by ihofe whom he had 
endeavoured to fervc, at the expence of not only having 
his memtjry branded with infamy, but at the hazard of 
fuffering'the ignominious death almofl invariably inEi£ted 
on a captive traitor. 

We behold in the conduft and fate of this unhappyman, 
a proof how talents, which when direfled by propriety, 
would have entitled him to the highcft public applaufe 
and veneration, are by the oppofitc behaviour converted 
into the means of afflifling him with-negleia, fcorn, and 
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grcateft nrofeffiona! merit becomes an abfolute injury tO* 
its pofieftiw, unlefs it is fullained and furmounted by ho* 
nour and public virtue. Even while in arms againd his ■ 

countrymen, he had the moriification of finding the wife " 
and prudent meafures he propofed for the benefit of hia 
new friends rcjeSedby them, his councils defpifcd, and 
the advice of others preferred, which brought on theic 
ruin. He had the mortification of finding himfelf C 
manded by a man, for whofe conduct, in every refpe^: I 
but gallantry, he muft have entertained a thorough con- 
.tempt, and whofe worfe judgment being followed, he 
himfelf was made the innocent facrifice to atone for thofc ] 
errors, which he had in vain endeavoured to prevent. 
Such inftances and fuch examples are perhaps neccirary» ' 
to render mankind thoroughly acquainted with the defeoB I 
of human nnderJlanding, and deter thera from falling i 
into the fame abyfs. j 

CANNING, Richard,— was the fon of captain 1 
George Canning, a captain in the navy in the reign of ] 
Charles the fccond. Mr. Richard Canniag himfelf is . 
fuppofed to have entered into the navy, either before or 
■ very foon after the deceafe of that monarch. His pro- 
motion in the fervice was hut flow, fo that he was not ap- 
pointed a lieutenant till the year 1691, and to what fliip 1 
does not appear. In the following year he was promoted ■ 
to be fecond lieutenant of the Montague of 70 guns, one I 
of the fliips, we believe, belonging uninterruptedly to th« I 
main fleet during the whole war; it is not therefore 
much to be wondered at, that he neither acquired fame 
fir procured promotion, having for fo many years con- 
tinued in a flation, where his abilities and exertions could 1 
be but little noticed. | 

The general good opinion, however, which was enter- I 
tained of him, procured him at laft to be promoted on 1 
. the ajd of Auguft, 1702, to be captain of the Tartar 
frigate, and in the following year he was advanced to be 
captain of the AlFociation, of 90 guns, the flag (hip of 
vice-admiral firStaffbrd Fairborne. In this {hip he en- 
countered and wonderfully fiirvived, after a myriad of 
difaflers,' that tremendous hurricane known by the name 
, of the great itorm, which happened in the month of No- 
; Tcmber, 1703, a particular account of which is fubjoiaedL^ 
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to the account of fir StaiFori!, and which nothing (hort of 
exertions almoft incredible, could have enabled them to 
furmount the dangers of. He does not appear 10 have met ' 
with any other opportunity of diftinguiflling himfelf, 
during the time he held this command. In the monih of 
June, 1705, he was appointed captain of ihc Worcelter, 
as fucceffor to captain Thomas Butler*. This Ihipwas 
employed principally as a cruifer in the channel and 
foundings during the above year, as well as the enfuingi 
and as no man could have been more aflive in fuch aa 
employment, fo have few ever been more fuccefsful. 
During the period juft ftated, he captured a confiderable 
number of trading ftiips, feveral privateers of no con- 
temptible force, and the Valeur, a royal frigate, of 24 
guns. In the month of September, 1706, he had alfo 
the good fortune to capture a very fine privateer, new from 
the flocks, mounting fourteen guns, called the Marquis 
de Chiange; this velFel being a remarkable fait failer, 
had been fent to fea for the purpsfe of procuring fome 
intelligence of her majefty's fleet, under fir Cloudclley 
Shovel. 

Wc have no particular intelligence relative to captain 
Canning after this time, notwithftanding we believe him to

No mention is ever made of him after this 
time, except the mere date of his death, which happened 
on the 3d of AiiguO, 1726. 

CARLTON, John, — was appointed a lieulenanl ja 
the naTy very foon after the revokilian ; in 169a he ivas 
promoted to be firft lieutenani of ihe Suffolk, a third- rale 
of feventy guns, commanded firlt by captain Pichard, 
and afterwards by captain R. Robinfon. His exemplary 
good conduft in this uation, induced the latter gentleman 
to, recommend him patlicuJarly to the notice of fir 
Cloudeiley Shovel, who took the earlieli opportunity of 

Potting him appointed, in 1696, to becommander of the 
'Vftboy biiganiinc, a fmall veffci belonging to the main 
fliiflL. We do not find any account of him after 
th;s lime, nor was he promoted to the rank of captain in 
the navy till the 6th of July iyo2, when he was appointed 
to.ihe Rye, but metwith no opportunity of diftinguithing 
himfelf till tile year 1707, at which time he commanded . 
tiuf Nonfuch Oil the North-American ftation. 

He bore a very diflingiiifhed part in the attack made 
undercaptain Underdovvn,ahoLt thebeginning of the month 
of Auguft, in the year above-mentioned, oi> the Frenclt 
feitlcmenisai Newfoundland. No particular mention is 
made of him ia the fervice after this time, except that in 
the year 1 71 2, he commanded the Gioucefter of fifty guns. 
A difpule having unfortunately arifen between himfelf 
and a Mr. Wye, his lieutenant, a ditel enfued, in which 
captain Carlton tin fort unileiy fell, rendering op to falfe 
notions of honour a life, long and honourably employed 
in the fervice of his country, and which might have cort- , 
li^ued to have procured renown and advantage mutually 
to boih, had it not been for that unhappy event. 

The caufe of the mifiinderftanding does not appear — . 
the date only of accident is given, and variotiily. By 
rear-admiral Hardy, November 10, 1712: in a pri- 
vate memorandum relative to this genileinun, it is placed 
cxaflly twelve months later ; and in a maniifcript lift of 
nival officers,- it is faid to have happened fome lime in the ' 
year IT'S- ThefitH we believe oearcft the truth.

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FOTHERBY, Charles.— We find no mention nja*K 
of this gentleman, till he was on the 24th of Oftobeu, 
1^02, appointed captain of the Mortar bof«b^keech ; irt= 
the following year he was promoted to tte tarfe of forW 
gtinSy in which veflel he accompanied fir- Geoge Roqif- 
on his expedition to the Mediterraneari in 1764. Bkir)g ft*»* 
tioned' a-head of the fleet to look out foFthe 6nemy, [ftr 
had the good fortune to get fight of themon tKfe. ^th' <# 
June, and immediately informed the adhairal of ciftJiii^Ji^ 
ftances which he and two other Ihips near KitBt haddifto^ 
vexed. On this interefting occafion, which req^air^the" 
^ateft aflivity as well as diligence, he a^p^arVto hbv^ 
si&ed in a very diftinguifhed mariner; lieVetthfelefe^ tHo' 
enemyefcaped for that time. When the perfeveran^ algf 
fp(rit of fir George was afterwards^ in tiie nK>nth' of Au** 
guft, rewarded by an opportunity of forcing the enemy to 
action off Malaga, captiain Fqthcrby was ordfered-, to* 
gether with two fifty-gtm^ fliip?> thfe Niewpert- of twentf^ 
four ^uns, and two nre-lhips, to lay fome diftaiice ta 
windward of the line as a corps-de-referve, in cafe thc^ 
enemy who had a number of large gallies^ fliould attenglpl 
tb penetrate and break through the line of the com^ine^ 
fleet where it was weakeft. \ 

On the return of the main fleet, und^r fiV Georw 
Rboke to England, the principal part of tlic detacfK*'^ 
ment left for the. Mediterraniean fervice under fir f(Aflt 
teake, failed for Lifbon to r^t. Captain Fotherby waiF 
pyo tempore commandant of the frtial! naval force left tb* 
Co-operate with the Prince of H^flfe, and aflift in the defcnjCi!^ 
pf Gibraltar. In this fervice he was vejry deJicatejy-a^ 
critically fituated, for on the fourth of OftoBeif In^ tS^f 
evening, an enemy'? fquadron of nineteen faii pPdifetiBttf 
i^ates, came into the bay, for the p^rpofe of attacking thit 
place brifkly by fea, while a fortnidabte Jafild force fiijp^ 
ported the attack by a fli;nilar aflault on* fhote* Nfevcp^, 
thelefs, fuch w€re 4ie prudent difpofitions made* ih cgiictiff 
by the Prince and himfelf, t^t the cnemf ^^s keM 
completely at bay, and fir John blmfelf arri^lWg on mi 
twenty-ninth, the principal part 6f xh^ cilemyV n^^' 
force then before the place, was butnt or^^^tepwi * 

Aft^r this time we believe him tp haveikcfl'in variably 
^inpkyed on 0\e Nf^ditcrranean (laiion,M^rt t|i;tjMBmt^ 
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with the reft of his gallaht cotemporaries, he h^d l^tt;le 
opportunity of acquiring fame or popular favour ; the 
inoft confequential fervice in which we find hijm engaged, 
was at the ifiege of Alicant in the year 1706, he then a^ed 
su major of a regiment of volunteer feamen, embodied as a 
iieinforcement to the land army which was judged too 
weak forfo important an undertaking. No notice being 
«ver taken of him in the fervice after this time, it is not 
known how long he continued to be employed, or what 
ibips he commanded • He died in England on the ift of 
Auguft, 1720. . 

_ HARDING, William.-^Nothing very interefting is 
known relative to this gentleman : he was appointed 
captain of the Dunwich, a fmall frigate, on the 23d of 
March 1702, and fent on the expedition againll Cadiz, 
as an attendant on the fleet under fir George Rooke. He 
was fent home in the month of feptember, with the ac- 
count that the army under the Duke of Ormond had 
difcrnbarked. Nothing is known of him after this time,' 
for we are even ignorant of the time of his death. 
. HUGHES, Richard.— We find this gentleman afting 
«; third lieutenant of the Queen, the fhip onboard which 
fir Cloudefley Shovel hoitted his flag as admiral of the 
Wue, in the year 16^6. We find no notice taken of 
him after this time, till he was on the 19th of June 1702, 
appointed captain of the Triumph; although we believe 
him to have been conftantly in commiflion, we do not 
meet with any mention made of him during the whole 
war, except that he was :,ppointed captain of the Med way's 
prize in the year 1706. He was in that year fent to the 
W^ft Indies, from whence he returned with a number of 

ficrchant (hips under convoy in the month of December, 
^^ the follow ng year, the fame veiTel being then alfo 
commanded by captain Hughes, was a^ainfent to the fame 
jftation; aad.frdni thencie repaired to Nev\^foundland, 
firhere in the rtionth of Ausruftl he much diftinsruiflied 
|l|mfelf under comnaodore Underdown, in the,|ittack and 
feftiudion of the French fettlements on that iflind. 
]^^Aftejt](jepeac^ at Utrecht, we find him coinmanding 
the Plymouth of. fixty guns, and afterwards feveral other 
ftips of thf;. line in the different fleets fitted' out for the 
ni^mbejJefs .unii)(ere(ling expeditions, vvhich took place 
Jbj^een tneyeacs 1714 and \J26. In the latter year he 
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W95 captain of the Edinburgh of feventyguns, one of the 
fl?et fent under fir Charles vVager to the Baltic, and was 
ftationed as one of the feconds to fir George Walton, 
rear-admiral of the blue, and fecond in «ominand of the 
Britifli divifion. He was alfo employed on the fame fer- 
vice in the following year, under fir John Norris. In 
1728, was made captain of the Cornwall of 80 guns, one 
of the fleet ordered to be again coUe&ed for the purpofe of 
puniHiing the ftill unremitted depredations of the Spani- 
ards,andput, asthat in the former year had been, under the 
command of fir Charles Wager, who hoifted his flag on 
board the (hip jiilt mentioned. 

When the fleet was difinamlcd, as was the cafe foon 
afterwards, captain Hughes retired altogether from (his iiiic 
of aftive fervice, being appointed commiffioner of the 
navy refident at Portfmouth, In this (iation he continued 
ivith all the credit naturally due to diligence and integrity, 
till the year 1754, and having then attained a very advan- 
ced age, he retired totally from public life on a penfion of 
4.001. a-year, which he enjoyed till the time of his death ; 
this happened on the i2th of Nov. 1756 : he was fnc- 
ceeded as commifiioner of the navy, by his fon captain 
Richard Hughes. 

MARTIN, Stephen, — who afterwards took the name 

of Stephen Martin Leake, in compliance with the defirc 

of adoairal fir Jolin Leake*, was the only fon of captain

war the infeparablc companion of hit fortune. How well be 
difchaigcd the iruft and confidence repoFed in him, fir John himfeU' 
gave an iDConlcOable proof when he maiU hiia bii hair. 
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was firft lieutenam of llie Eagle at the memorable battle 
off La Hogue,in which he was twice wounded, though hap- 
pily but (lightly ; he had alfo a ftill more narrow eicape in 
this adtioii, a cannon (hot having pafled between him and 
his brother-in-law captain Leake, with whom he was at 
that lime aflually in converfaiion, and in the a6t of re- 
ceiving orders from him. At the deRruflion of the enemy's 
ftips under Cape La Hogue, Mr. Martin, whonotwjth- 
llanding his former wound, waS not fufficienily difabled 
to prevent his going again into aflion, commanded the 
Eagle's boats, and fired one of the enemy's largeft (hips, 
bcfides rendering other confiderable fervice. 

On the 6th of March 1702*, he was promoted to the 
rank of captain, and appcnnted to command the Mortar 
bomb, in which vetTel he accompanied fir George Roofcft 
on his expedition againft Cadiz and Vigo, and is faid to 
have very much dimnguilbed himfejf. But the editor 
of fir John Leake's life, who makes this obfervation, 
which we believe veryjuft, has not given US any particu- 
lars. On the return nt the fleet to England, captain Mar- 
tin was promoted to be captain of the Loweftoffe fri- 
gate, then flat i one d asacruirctofFGocrnfey. In thisvoffcl 
be did not long continue, being pitched upon by fir J, 
Leake, who was jnft before promoted to the rank of rear- 
admiral of the blue, to be his captain. He was accord- 
ingly in thebeginningof Jan, 1702-3, appointed to com- 
mand the Royal William. It is a remark made elfewbere 
highly to this gentleman's honour, that the family con- 
neflions between the admiral and himfelf, had not fo great 
a ftiare in influencing this choice as his own noble ijuali- 
fications. 

Mr. Leake being very foon afterwards advanced to be 
vice-gadmiral of the blue, removed his tiag firll into the 
St. George, and afterwards into the Somerfct, a third rate. 
Into both thefc ftiips Mr. Martin accompanied him, as 
he did afterwards into the Prince George of ^ guns, in 
which fliip he failed for the Mediterranean in the month 
of July, with the fleet bound thither under the command 
of fir Cloudefley Shovel. The evenisof thisgentleman's 
life being fo materially and clofely connefled with that of 
fir JohnXcake, it is Icfs neceifary for us to be particular

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and diiFiife, and we have only to point out fuch tianfafiions 
as are irrelative to the life of the admiral himfelf. In a 
few days after the return of the fleet to England, and 
before feveral of the ihips had been able to reach the 
pcffts whither they were ordered for the winter to be 
re-equipped and fitted, the tremendous hurricane ufually 
diflinguifhed by the name of the Great Storm, overtook 
them. Several periftied with all their crews, a far greater 
nmnber received fo much damage, that their efcape frons 
total de(lru£lion appeared as one of thofe rare and im- 
preffive interpofitions of Providence, bell calculated to 
firike the infidel fceptic with awe and terror, while a few- 
only, under the fame prote&ion aided by the precautions 
of prudence and ability, furvived the danger in great mea- 
fure unhurt, and in our inflance, we might alfo add 
almoft totally fo. At the hour when this difaftrous and 
melancholy ? vent be^an, the Prince George was at anchor 
in the Downs*, and the circumdances of that ihip's 
efcape, are perhaps as fingular as any in naval hiftory.

The violence 
mi it began about one o*clock, the wind blowing from the W. S. W^ 
to the S.S.W. and in a fliort time fpread deftrtiaion over the £M:e ci 
the whole kingdom ; bat as it fecms to have engendered in the 
Downs, <b it ipent its fiary there. That place, which the ev^ing 
Wforc appeared like a goodly foreft, in two hoars was reduced to a 
dchtty hardly an objed being left to chear the fight, hid the dark- 
nth of the night pennitteo. Vice-admiral Leake in the Prince 
George, alooe riding faft in defpite of the two contending elements, 
hmt. with the eapcdation onhr of being the lafi to be fwulowed up. 
Aboat three o'clock, behcving dK fiorm to be at the worft, they 
vcre cncon r ag e d to hope they audht ride it out; bat jiift then, they 
^^•vercd the Reftocatioo, a tlBra*rate flnn driving upon then, and 
piefeativ came fo near, they wcf<e forced to hncc thjcir yards to 
ptevent her driving 00 boardthem— however they ho^edfhe might go 
dear of them; bot whilft they Batte red themfelvcs wtth thii cxpe€b- 
aiofi, her anchor came np to die faawlc of the Frince George, and flie 
lopt, ridii^ iaft by them* Now their htc feemedinevitaUc; for if no 
ftips but theirs had been able to ride ont the ftocm fiogle, bow was 
it pofibk their ground tackle flioold hold two great fluns ; there was 
BO means left bat 10 cat her awwr, Th?y endcavoared it, botcoold^ 
aotdoii. TIktc wttanov no hibpcs, they waited dKirappioachiqf 
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. In 1704, he continued captaiti of the Prince, which he 
commanded under fir John Leake at the battleoiF Malaga* 
where he behaved in his accudomed fpirited manner. Mr« 
Leake, in his account of the life of fir J ohn, makes however a 
remark relative to captain Martin and fir CloudeileyShovely 
which we cannot refrain from briefly commenting on. 
** Sir John Leake," fays he, ^* difpatchedcapiaih Martin to 
fir Cloudefley Shovel, propofiagtopufhthe enemy's van> 
till he broke their line, or obliged their center to draw 
off; but fir Cloudefley /iid not approve of the propcfal^ 
whereby the greateft p^rt of our van remained fpeSators 
only, during the reft of the engagement." This certainly 
implies a kind of charge againft fir Cloudefley, which 
. we feel ourfelves, in juftice to his charaSer, bound to 
refifl:. Mr. Leake has either been mifinformcd, or was 
not aware of the force of his own aflertion. SirCloude-*: 
fley, in the account given by him pf the above encounter^ 
very fufficiently accounts for his clofing the line and de- 
lifting from pufliingtheenemy's beaten van, SirG. Rookc's 
<livifion, which w^s rendered the weakeft in the fleet, oa 
account of fcverai of the fliips which compofed it, being 
obliged to quit the line for want of fliot, was oppofed to 
the center of the enemy, which was in much greater forces ~

fate, i»hich every minute threatened their deftruftion. By the pro- 
■ digioos drain, their bed bower was foon brought home, and tfaeit 
fs^all bower brought a-head, and in this manner they rode for half an 
„ hoar, the longed half hour that ever they knew, for every minute 
feemed to be tne lad; but when ail human aids failed, and all ez- 
pedations were vain, the invifible hand of providence relieved thein^ 
tor whether the cable of the Restoration parted, or the anchor flipped, 
they knew not; but flie drove away, and foon after was lod, with 
every living creature on board, by which means vice-admiral Leake 
happily furvived the general devadation. This wonderful deliverance 
under providence, was owing to a prudent forefight in the admiral 
and his captain, captain Martin, by providing againd the word. The 
day before, n^n it blew very hard, and confidering the, time of 
the year, the place they were in, and what might happen, they ma^e 
a fnag diip, veering out their long^ fervice to two cables and two 
thirds, and doing every thing that might enable theni to ride out 91 
liard dorm, by which precaution they not onlyfaved themfekes, hiit 
the lives of feven hundred men under their care, with her Majed/'a 
ibip; atid all this without cutting away a mad, ufing aay extraoT' 
dinaiy means, or receiving any damage more than ufual in a hard gale 
c>f wind, which was a happinef/i and an honour no other covld ^re* 
tcad io* . - 

ind 
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his former Nation and command, captain Martin was ap> 
pointed capiain of the fleet, to fucceed fir Thomas Hardy, 
who was jufl before made rear-admiral of the blue. On 
the retirement of fir John Leake, captain Martini who _ 
had for fo many years been his companion in danger, fire^l 
with a very proper indignation at the highly unmcritedtl 
ill-treatment of his frier.d and patron, was no long 
folicitous for aflive employment, as he otherwife li 
probability would have been. The enemies of fir Joh|],| 
«n their part, were perhaps little difpleafed at receiving 
no folicitations on that head, from a worthy man whom 
decency could not have fuiFered them to neglect, but 
whofe worth, their own narrow minded policy induced 
them to envy and deteil. 

Sir John is faid, by the author of liis memoirs, tohave|d 
frequently remarked to him, that he fu^cred on his ac«^ 
count, and advifed him repeatedly to make applicatioo j 
for employment, that he might not appear to forego hi* 
pretennons to the rank of a flag officer: but, adds the 
fame author, he had too much gratitude and honour to 
quit his brother and his friend for any confideration, 
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Captain Martin appears to havi 
peaceable retirement after this time. Among the funeral 
certificates preferved in the college of arms, we find one 
of this gentleman — " Stephen Martin Leake, Efq. one of 
the fenior captains in the royal navy, and fome time firft 
captain to the admiral of the fleet, and one of the elder 
brethren of the trinity-houfe, departed this life on Mon- 
day, January the 19th, 1735-6, in the 70th year of hii 
age, at his houfe at the Grove at Mile End, in the pariflt 
of Stepney, and county of Middlefex. He was buried on 
the26ihofthe fame month in the family vault, Stepney 
Church-yard. The heralds attending according to his 
degree," 

MAYNARD, Henry Lord*,— was the third fon of 
Banafter, third Lord Maynard, and Elizabeth Grey, only

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daughter to Henry Earl of Kent. Having made choice 
of a naval life, he v/as on the 15th of January 1702, ap- 
pointed captain of the Charles galley. It is mod probablf 
he did not long continue to be employed, as his name does- 
not any where occur either in the fervice, or as com- 
manding any other fhip. On the death of his father, on the 
4th of March 17 17-18, he fucceeded to the title of Lord 
Maynard, and dying unmarried on the 7th of December 
1742, wasburied at Little Eafton. 

RANES, Edward,-*— was on the 14th of September 

1702, appointed captain of the Firedrake bomb-ketch, in 
which velfel he was unhappily loft on the 1 2th of OcSober 

1703, he himfelf, together with his whole crew, pe- 
rifhing. 

SMITH, Charles,— entered into the navy before the 
revolution. Soon after this memorable epoch, he was 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant, in which ftation we 
find him, in the year 1693, ferving on board the Berwick 
of feventy gims. He continued to be thus employed on 
board divers fhips of the line during the remainder of the 
war, and was not advanced to the rank of captiiin till the 
12th of Odobcr 1702; M^hen, being at that time lieu- 
tenant of one of the fhips of war belonging to the fqua- 
dron in the Weft Indies, under admiral Benbow, and 
having behaved with the greateft fpirit in the well-known 
and too difgraceful encounter with Du Cafle, he was ap- 
pointed to the Greenwich of fifty- four guns, as fucceflor 
to captain Wade, whofe demerits: on the &me occafion 
are well known. He continued to ferve ^s captain of 
divers fhips of the line, and juftly acquired all the repu- 
tation polfible to be gained by a man of honour, who 
never had any^ opportunity of diftinguyhing himfelf but 
by his diligence and adivity. 

After the peace at Utrecht he continue^v^lfi? to be em- 
ployed, as one of thofe truly valuable 'chsg'^ers who are 
lefs advanced in the fcale of popular opinion,' only becaufe 
they have the misfortune of bemg fomewbat Iqfs known. 
He retired at laft from the fervice, being appointed, on 
the 27th of December 1728, fecond captain of (Green- 
wich Hofpital. On the i6th of September I737> he be- 
came firft captain, on the promotion k)f captain Tudor 
Trevor to be lieutenant governor ; and on the death of

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that gentleman, was, in the year 1740, himfelf advanced 
to the fame ftation; this he enjoyed till the time of his 
death, an event which took place on the 2d of Auguft 
1750. 

THOMPSON, Robert, — was appointed a lieutenant 
in the navy very foon after the Revolution ; and towards 
the latter end of the year 1692 was promoted to be firft 
lieutenant of the Dunkirk, a fourth rate, one of the 
fquadron fent about that time to the Weft Indies, under 
the command of fir Francis Wheeler. He continued a 
lieutenant during the whole of that war and the fucceed- 
ing peace; but on the 24th of September 1702, was pro- 
moted to the* rank of captain, and appointed to the Sun- 
derland of fifty guns. He afterwards commanded feveral 
flilps, nearly all of the fame rate; and was employed 
principally in convoying different merchant fleets. 
In the year 1706 he was captain of the Woolwich, 
and was fent to India, frt)m whence he returned in the 
following year, under the orders of captain Thomas 
Smiths, in the Litchfield, having fix Eaft India ftiips under 
their protedlion. This is the lafl: fervice which we find 
any mention made of his having been engaged in. He 
'was put on the fuperannuated lilt in the year 1 7 14, with a 
penfion of 91I. 5s. per annum. The time of his deatli 
tioes not appear.

BOURNE, Sarapfon, — was appointed lieutenant of 
the Mermaid, a frigate of thirty- two ^uns, in the year 
1692- This vefTel was one of fir Francis Wheeler's 
fquadron, fent in the month of December following to 
the Weft Indies. Ke continued to Ihrvt in the ftation of 
lieutenant during the remainder of king William's reign, 
aiid attended fir G. Rooke, in the year 1702, with the ar- 
mament fent to Spain, not having at that time had any pro-

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motion. He was lieutenant of one of the (hips belong- 
ing to the fquadron detached under commodore Walker^ 
after the mifcarriage of the firft part of the expedition 
againft Cadiz, to the Weft Indies, where he was, on the 
25th of June 1703, promoted to the command of the 
Boyne of eighty guqs. The fervices on which this gen- 
tleman was for fome years employed, were, unhappily, of 
fo little confequenc e, that we find not ihe fmalleft mention 
made of him till the year 171 1, when he commanded the 
Newcafile of fifty guns, one of the fhips on the Weft In- 
dian ftalion. He had at that time an opportunity of 
diftinguilhing himfelf, which he improved by exerting 
himfelf in fo iignal a manner, that we muft, without a 
wift) of attributing to him the fmalleft degree of merit 
greater than what he is juftly entitled to, fairly conclude, 
the undiftinguiftied manner in which he compulfively 
pafled the preceding part of his naval life, was confidered 
ais great a misfortune by himfelf as it was a lofs to the 
public fervice. n 

Campbell has given an account of the very gallant 
tranfa£lion to which we refer; this is taken from that 
given by captain Bourne himfelf, which is inferted be- 
low*, and which probably may be thought at leaft as fatis-

** On the 10th day of June laft, I met, off St. Pierre in Martinico^ 
a French (hip of thirty-tix guns, a bag boat of twenty- four, two maft 
veflfels, and nine privateer floops, having, as I have been iince in- 
formed, two thoufand men on board, in order to make a defcent on 
Antegoa. By the time I got within piftolHiot, it fell (lark calm, 
and they lay fo upon my quarter^ that I could not bring a broadfide to 
bear; however, after about three hours engagement, they wece fo (bat- 
tered, that jhey endeavoured with the very firft breeze to return into 
harbour, in which they fuccecded, for I had two nine- pound Ihots 
through my fore-maft, for which reafon I could not venture to carry 
fail upon it; and all my rigging and fails were very much difabled. 
On the Friday following I returned to Barbadocs; when the next 
day two expreffes arrived from the Leeward Ifiands, defiring our aC* 
fiflaiice ; hereupon I immediately refitted my mafts and fhip, and failed 
on Sunday in the evening for Antegoa; but perceiving, by fignalr .

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fadory than a more laboured and poHflied narrative, 1[rt 
the following year, this gentleman having been unhappily 
guilty of fome breach of orders or duty, the circurriftancc* 
of which are not particularly explained ^ was difmifled the 
fervice, and never afterwards' teftorcd. Thus we fee 
that men, who on fome occafions have behaved with the 
utmoft gallantry, and juftly acquired the higheft honour, 
arc at other times not exempt from that degree of hu- 
man frailty which brings on their ruin, difgrace and dc- 
{Iruftion. 

Captain Bourne went afterwards into the merchants* 
fervice, and died on the coaft of Guinea fome time in the 
year 1719. 

CAMPION, vThomas,— was appointed fecond lieu- 
tenant of the Luniley Caftlfe of fifty-fix guns, about the end 
of the year 1692; we find no other mention made of him 
till the year 1703, when he was, on the 22d of Auguft, 
promoted to be captain of the Sorlings frigate*. His con - 
dudt was fo reprehenfible, that he was difmifled from this 
command by the fentence of a court-martial, held on the 
3itt of March 1704* As an additional punifliment he • 
ivas alfo ordered to be imprifoned for twelve months, and 
declared incapable of being ever again employed. The 
time of his death i^ unknown. 

CHAMBERLAIN, Peter.— The firft information w« 
have of this gentleman is, that he was employed as cony- 
mander of the Spy brigantine, a fmall veflel, under the 
command of rear-admiral Dilkes, and attached to his-

baving rceeivcdaflTurance of my being at Nevis, they inflantly embarked 
again, and got off before my return, without doing any damage to thcs 
jfland, and leaving feveral of their men pri (oners behind them, 
Thcfe men, upon examination, informed us that their firft deGgn was 
upon Antegoa; but that being very much drfabied in their late en- 
gagement with me, wherein, according to their own account, they 
bad (ixty-four men killed, and a great many wounded ; they were noi 
able to put to fea, and were therefore contented to make thisunfuccefs- 
ful attempt on Montferat."

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fqiiadron, on his expedition to Cancalle Bay, in the 
month of Auguft 1703. His exemplary good conduct on 
this occafion procured him a promotion, on the 13th 
of the month above-mentioned, to be captain of the Or- 
ford prize, a fmall frigate, taken a fliort time before, by 
captain, afterwards fir John Norris. He was agaia 
ftill farther advanced to the Litchfield prize, a frigate 
of thirty-fix gims. This veflel was unhappily caft on 
fliore upon the coaft of Sulfcx, in the well-known 
hurricane which happened in the month of November 
following, but captain Chamberlain, as well as all his 
people, fortunately faved their lives ; and the veflel itfelf 
IS (aid to have been preferved. We believe him to 
have been conftanily employed during the remainder of 
the war, but on fuch unprofitable fervices, with refpeft 
to the acquifition of fame, that we do not find the leaft 
mention whatever made of him. 

After the acceflion of king George the firft, captain 
Chamberlain commanded the Hampfhire of fifty guns ; 
we do not, however, find any thing worth recounting, ex- 
cept the mere appointment itfelf. He afterwards re- 
moved into the Milford frigate, and was fent to the Weft 
Indies, where he was unhappily ioft, on the i8th of June 
1720, the veflel being driven afliore on the north-weft 
end of the ifland of Cuba, and the commander, as well as 
nearly the whole crew, periihing with her, 

COW, John, — was promoted to the rank of lieutenant 
not long after the revolution ; and in the year 1693 
ferved as fourth lieutenant of the Sandwich, a fecond rate. 
Through the intereft and recommendation of captain 
Cornwall, whofe cfteem and favour his conduft highly 
entitled him to, he was, when that gentleman removed from 
the Sandwich into the St. Andrew, a veflel of the fame 
rate as the former, in 1696, appointed firft lieutenant un- 
der him of that fliip. He was advanced to the rank of 
captain in the navy on the 27th of September 1703, and 
was appointed by fir Cloudefly Shovel to command the 
Ranelagh, of eighty guns, unier rear-admiral Byng, in 
<:onfe^Wcnce of the death of captain William Sealfy. He 
returned to the Mediterranean in t"he following year, un- 
der the immediate command of the fame gallant admiral, 
and very much diftingniihed himfelf at the attack of 

Q^J Gibraltar^ 
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Gibraltar, which Mr. Byng commanded in chief. He 
was unfortunately killed a few days after this, at the very 
memorable engagement off Malaga ; having on all occa- 
fions, during the fhort time fate permitted him to live, 
TTXoik honourably maintained the character of an able and 
gallant commander. 

DERING, Unton, — ^was the grandfon of fir Edward 
Dering, of Sufenden Dering, in the county of Kent, 
baronet*. He was appointed captain of the Arundel fri- 
gate on the 4th of March 1703: this veflel was principally 
employed during the whole time it was commanded by 
this gentleman, in convoying tranfports or fmall mer- 
chant fleets, fervices little calculated to raife the cha- 
rafter of a brave and enterprifing commander. Captain 
Dering died, without having4)een removed into any other 
ihip, on the i6th of November 1706. 

ELLIOT, Chriftopher, — was, on the 21ft of July 
1703, promoted to the command of the Dunwich, and 
died, without having been removed into any other (hip, 
on the 27th of December 1704. 

FAIRBORNE, William,— was, on the loth of March 
1703, appointed to command the Burford, of feventy 
gtms : he did not long continue in this ihip, and it is not 
known into what veffel he afterwards removed. He died 
at Leghorn, on the 5th of Oftober 1708, being at that 
time captain of the Centurion. 

GREVILLE, the honourable Algernoon, — was the 
fecond fon of Fulke, fifth lord Brocket, and Sarah,

* This family is of Saxon cxtra£lion, and has {Iouri{hed in the 
county of Kent long before furnames were in ufe, as plainly appears 
by the Doomfday Book, the Textus RofFenfis, and Icvcral

fignifies terror; and the horfe, which is the crcft of the family, was 
the arms of the chief Saxons, and particularly of Hengtft himfelf, and 
of all the kings of Kent fucceflively.

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daughter of fir Samuel Dafhwood, aldeirnan of London, 
He was: appointed captain of the Garland frigate, on the 
31ft of March 1703: but few ofjiis high rank have ever 
been fo little noticed in the ferVice; the only mention we 
find made of him is, that in the month of November ijo^^' 
he commanded the Dunkirk, and was ordered tocruife in 
the Channel, where he had the good fortune to capture % 
French frigate, of twenty-four guns. He is faid, by 
rear-admiral Hardy, to have died rear-admiral of Great 
Britain, on the aSth of April 1720: no notice is taken 
of this appointment by any other perfon ; but this cir- 
(iumftance does not fully authorife our difbelief of the 
truth of it, becaufe it is merely of a civil nature, and pro- 
bably may, on that account, have been difregarded by aj[l 
perfons who have writtenl^n affairs of the navy. 

GORE, Henry, — was of a very ancient and refpeSable 
family, which fettled in Ireland about the year 1600, and 
have fince acquired great pofleffions and honour? there, 
its^ defcendants being at this day poirelfed of two earldoms 
in that kingdom, Arran and Rofs. Mr. Henry Gore 
having entered into the navy about the time of tne revo- 
lution, was, in the year 1693, appointed fifth lieutenant 
of the Vanguard, a fecond rate. We do not find any 
mention made of him after this time, till the year 1702^ 
when he was appointed afting commander of the Hound, 
a veflel which is ftiled a fmall frigate, but which we fup- 
pofe to have been what we now call a floop of war : hav- 
ing difplayed a confiderable fhare of activity in this Ra- 
tion*, he was, on the p:i9th of October 1703, promoted to 

Gravilles, caullid Milcot, yn WarwicklhirCy vere a. late, as at a 
newer, fairer and more commodious houfe thei ufed to ]y at. And 
court rolls remayne yet at Draiton, that the GrcYilles (had) lundea 
ons by yere 3300 marks.

Thefe, and other authorities, together with the- name itfelf, which- 
plainly appears to be Norman, fufficiently evince the great antiquity 
of this family in England.

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the rank of captain in the na^y, and appointed to the 
Garland frigate; but the fervices on which he was, fron| 
time to time, employed, were of too little confcquence to 
excite public attention. 

In the month of OSober 1707, he was one of the mem- 
bers of the court-martial held on board the Albemarle, 
for the trial of (ir Thomas Hardy ; and after this time we 
are again in the dark as to any anecdotes relative to this 
gentleman's fervices till the year 171 1, when we find him 
captain of the Sunderland, of fixtveuns, one of the fqua« 
dron fent under the command of iTr Hovenden Walker, 
on the unfortunate expedition againd Qi^iebcc: nooppor« 
tunity occurred on this occafion by which he could diftin- 
guifh himfelf ; but to efcape deftrudion, when furrounded 
by difficulties and dangers, implies a condud and degree of 
attention meriting both praife and honour. We have no 
authority that warrants our afierting he held any com^ 
miflion after he quitted the command of the Sunderland. 
He appears to have retired, during the latter part of his 
life, to Ireland, where he died on the 14th of February 
1725. 

HANWAY, Jonas,— was an officer in the navy at, or 
very foon after the revolution. In 1 692 he was appointed 
lieutenant of the Prudence, a fourth rate, of forty-two 
guns, hired from the merchants, and employed princi- 
pal! v in convoying the coal trade to and from New-^ 
caftle. No mention is ever made of him after that time, 
till he was, on the 29th of July 1703, appointed captain 
of the Lark, of forty guns. This" gentleman, who was, 
without the fmalleft rifle of degrading the chara6ter of 
Others by the comparifon, as gallant and as worthy an 
officer as ever attained to the rank of a commander, had 
no opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf till the year 
1709, at which time he commanded the Plymouth, of 
fixty guns. 

Captain Hanway was on his way to Plymouth, in order t# 
repair fome damages hehad received in a galeofwind,when, 
on the 20th of September, the Deadman bearing N.W. 1)y 
N. about feven leagues diftant, he fell in with a French 
Ihip of war, mounting forty guns, but having ports ft^r 
forty-eight, called the Adriade. This vcflel was fitted owt 
at Dunkirk purpofely as a cruifer, and wa« commanded 

by 
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by the Sieur Jacques Cafliard, an officer of the mod m^ 
proved courage and profeflional knowledge. Captain 
Hanway, although the Plymouth was at that time by no 
means complete and fit for a<5lion, hefitated not a mo* 
ment in giving chace, and after a purfuit of two hourSp 
got near enough to engage. He attacked his antagonift 
with fuch fpirit and vigour as to compel him to furrender, 
ftfter an action of an hour's continuance. In this fptrited 
encounter the French commander, with fourteen of his 
officers and feamen, were killed, and fixty or upwards 
wounded ; while captain Hanway, on his P^rt, had onljr 
feven men killed, and fixteen wounded. This engage- 
ment reflefted a greater degree of honour on the Englifh 
and their commander, inalmuch as the Plymouth was fa 
ill manned, and in other refpe£is in fo bad a conditioa 
for fervice, that captain Hanway had it not in his p0wer 
to make ufe of more guns than the Adriade herfelf 
mounted. 

Captain Hanway continued to command the Plymoiitlt 
for a confiderable time after this*; but on his quitting 
this (hip, it is moft probable he retired altogether from 
the fervice, as we find no mention whatever made of his 
being appointed to any other. He died on the nth of 
May ijiy* 

HUBBARD, or HOBART, Henry.^This gentle- 
man was appbinted fifth lieutenant of the Sandwich about 
the latter end of the year 1692. This fhip was at that 
time commanded by captain Wolfran Cornwall, who 
entertained the ftriCTcft friendfliip for Mr. Hubbard; t, 
friendfhip encreafed by that gentleman's very meritorious 
conduct in the fubordinate ftation he then was, and which 
produced not only the unfhaken and lading efteem of his 
commander, but his patronage and recommendation on 
every poffible opportunity for promotion. Through 
captain Cornwall's intereft he was occafionally removed 
with that gentleman into every (hip he commanded dur* 
ing the courfe of t^e war ; and in 1 696 was promoted to 
be fecond lieutenant under him, on board the St. An-r

LAWRENCE, Kcnry, or Humphrey.— We have no 
account of this gentleman, till we lind him, on the 21 ll 
of January 1703, appointed captain of the Mermaid fri- 
gate • Karlv in ti-e ibUowing fpring, he was reoooved 
J mo the iVnfance, ^nd empioyed as a cruifer on the Iriih 
Aafiun^ from -.vhicli ^enei he wasa^ain quickly removed 
into uie Coveniiy. He was taken by the enemy in that 
ihip on uie 24th of July 1704^ and his conduct on that 
occafion was deemed 10 improper, that he was fentenced by 
couit-niaruaI> held on board a frigate in the river Thames^ 
Jan. 5, 1705, to be difmidcd the fervice: he was, by the 
iamt: fentence, mu'.cled all his pay. It is aiFerted, in rear- 
admirai Hardv's liii of naval oincers, that he died in 
irupucy on the loth of January 1737 ^ ^^^ ** memoran- 
dum, 'vvith which we iiave been favoured, and to which we 
give the preference in point of credit, informs us that he 
4ued, indeed, at tiie time above given ; but that having be- 
come deprived of all fupport, by the lofs of his commif- 
£00 and half- pay, being alfo exceedingly infirm^ he was 
received into Greenwich Hofpital as a private penfioner^ 
and in thai ilation paid his debt to nature. 

LAYTON, Charles, — was appointed a lieutenant in 
the navy very foon after the revolution ; and in 1692 was 
advanced to be third lieutenant of the London, of ninety- 
fix guns, the {hip on board which fir John Afliby hoifted 
kis lia:;, in the beginning of the following year, as admi- 
ral of the blue fquadron. He continued to ferve in the 
fame itation, on board different fhips, till after the accef- 
fion of queen Anne, when he was, on the 2d of March 
i70s, promoreu to be captain of the Greyhound frii^atc. 
He died in this command on the nth of ^fovembcr i^oj.. 

LOWKN, J(»hn, — was alfo appointed a lieutenant very 
early after the commencement of king William's reign ; 

and 
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and in the years 1692 and 3, ferved in that ftation on 
board the Portfmouth, a frigate of thirty-two guns, be- 
longing to the main fleet. No other particulars relative 
to him are known, till the ift of Oftober 1703, when he 
was promoted to be captain of the Content. A memo- 
Tandum, added to his name, in rear-admiral Hardy's lift 
of naval ofRcers, informs us he was difmifled the fervice 
in 1705. This is certainly a miftake, for in the month 
of November 1706, he commanded the Advice, a fourth 
rate, employed as a cruifer; and having met with a fleet 
of merchant-fliips, homeward bound from Virginia, in 
much diftrefs, and who had alfo parted from their convoy, 
he quitted his ftation, in order to efcort them into port*. 
This aft, apparently patriotic in the eye of plain reafon^ 
and in the judgment of all impartial men, efpecially thofc 
who are unacquainted with the laws and regulations of the 
fervice, will certainly appear as entitling him to the higheft 
praife ; obedience to orders/ is, however, a point that can 
never be too ftrongly enforced, and it is neceflary on all oc- 
cafions to punifh thefmalleft infringement of them, how- 
ever proper and praife-worthy fuch condu£k may be 
thought, by thofe who arc not acquainted with the iU 
confequences that might attend it ; and however compaf- 
fion may feel for the ftroke which rigid and unrelenting 
juftice compels us to infliS. 

Captain Lowen was accordingly brought to a court- 
martial, convened at Spithead, on the 27th of Decemr 
ber following. His judges, influenced by the mo- 
tives we have already ftated, and by thofe ftern regula* 
tions, which admit of fio exciife or palliation, were com- 
pelled to difmifs him both from his command and from 
the fervice. Having thus done their duty, and acquitted 
their confciences, captain Lowen was recommended by 
them to the lord high-admiral, in terms fo ftrong, that he 
was reftored to his rank in the fervice, and confequently 
to his half-pay. He does not, however, appear to have 
been agaiS employed; but in the year 17 10 was put on 
the fuperannuated lift, with a penfion equivalent to the 
pay of captain of a fourth ratc^ He enjoyed this till^the 
time of his death, which happened on the 30th of Sep- 
tember 1713. 

' MATHEWS, 
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MATHEWS, Thomas. — ^This brave and unfortunate 
commander was the defcendant of a very ancient and re- 

S" eftable family, long fettled at LandafF, in the county of 
lamorgan*. But notwithftanding the figure he after- 
terwards lived to make in the naval v\rorld, together with 
the high charaSer he acquired, and which, furviving the 
malice and bafe afperfions of his enemies, he dill conti- 
nues to retain in the eyes of all candid and impartial 
men, we are unacquainted with all the earlier part of 
his fcrvice, even till we find him, on the 24th 01 May 
1703, appointed captain of the Yarmouth. He did not 
long continue in this fhip, having, moft probably, been 
appointed to it merely for the purpofe of giving nim the 
xank of captain. Being made commander of a cruifing fri- 
gate, fome years elapfed before he had that opportunity of 
diftinguifliins himfelf, which his great zStivity of mind 
and intrepid fpirit always afpired to. In 1 707, we find him 
captain of the Dover, and employed under commodore 
Evans, to cruife, during the winter months, in foundings. 
In this troublefome and difagreeable ferviccj his greateft 
fnccefs was the capture of a French frigate, called the 
39ien Aime, of twenty-fix guns. He was, not long af- 
terwards, removed into the Chefter, a new (hip of fifty 
guns, built to fiipply the place of one of the fame name, 
captured in the month of Oftober 1707, by the Count de 
Forbin. 

We find him commanding this fhip as one of the 
fquadron cruifing in the Channel, under the command of 
lord Durfley. In the month of March 1708-9, his lord- 
ihip had efcorted the Lifbon fleet into what he deemed a

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fafe latitude, and had fcarcely parted company with them, 
when he fell in with the Achilles, of fixty guns, com- 
manded by that well-known naval partilan, Du Gue 
Trouin, the Glorieux, of forty-four, and the Briftol, of 
fifty guns, which they had, that very morning only, cap- 
tured from the Englifh. A chace immediately taking 
place, captain Mathews, who had ran very far a-head <m 
his companions, came up with and captured the Glo- 
rieux, after a fliort, but very fpirited aftion. After hav- 
ing returned into port, and refitted, he was, towards the 
clofe of the year, lent upon the Weft India ftation, wher« 
he met with no extraordinary occurrence, except having 
captured one or two inconfiderable privateers. In the 
following fpring he was ordered to America. In the 
month 01 May 1710, inftruftions were fent him from 
England to join captain Martin, of the Dragon, who was 
fent out to reduce rort Royal, in Nova Scotia. He was 
not prefent at the attack itfelf, being difpatched by the 
commodore before the fquadron, to intercept any rein-^ 
forcement or fupply the enemy might attempt to throvr 
in. After this expedition was fuccefsfully concluded^ 
captain Martin, with fuch ihips as he had brought from 
England, resumed thither, leaving the Chefter behind him 
on the New England ftation. < 1 

In the month of June 171 1, fir Hovenden Walker ar- 
rived at Bofton, with a ftrong fauadron, deftined for the 
attack of Quebec ; and captain Mathews, who returned 
from a cruife in two or three days after admiral Walker 
reached that port^ put himfelf under his orders. Ht was 
difpatched almoft immediately to convoy fome tranfports 
to riew York*, and was ordered to proceed from thence 
to Placentia, between which place and Cape Breton he 
was to cruife till joined by the fleet, on its paflage to the 
river "St. Lawrence. The Chefter*s ftern frame being 
very much (baken by a gale of wind during the time he 
was thus employed, the admiral fent captain Mathews 
back to New England before he entered the river St^

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Lawrence, with orders that as foon as he had refitted his 
(hip in the beft manner circumftances would permit, he 
fhould fail for England as convoy to the maft mips. 

Peace being concluded at Ryfwic, foon after captain 
Mathews returned to England, we find no other mention 
ifiade of him till the year 1718, at which time he com- 
manded the Kent, of 70 guns, one of the fleet equipped 
for the Mediterranean, under the command of fir George 
Byng. In the memorable engagement with the Spanifh 
fleet, off Mefl^ina, he very confpicuoufly diftinguifhed 
himfelf, having not only captured and taken poffeffion 
of the St. Carlos, of 60 guns, commanded by the prince 
de Chalay, but afterwards confidcrably afliited captain 
Matter, in the Supcrbe, in taking the Spanifh admiral 
himfelf, in the St. rhilip, of feventy-four guns. In the 
month of January 1718-19, he was left by the comman- 
der-in-chief, with a fmall fquadron, to cruifc off Ponte* 
melia, in order to watch rear-admiral Cammocfc, who had 
taken refuge in Meflina, and prevent his efcaping to the 
fouthward. So aftive and diligent was he in this fen'ice, 
that he drove on (hore, where flie was totally deftroyed, 
one of Mr. Cammock's beft (hips, called the Santa Rofalia, 
mounting fixty-four guns; the rear-admiral himfelf very 
narrowly efcaped being taken prifoner, in a few days af- 
terwards, by getting off in his boat, but the veflel in which 
he attempted to fly, being a frigate of twenty-two guns, 
fell into the hands of its f urfuers. 

His aftivity did not grow torpid by repeated fuccefs, nor 
his zeal for the fervice and good of his country flag, as if 
fated with the honour he had already gained. He con- 
tinued to be employed on every fervice where ability was 
required; but from an enemy fo completely beaten, from 
a neet fo totally annihilated as that of Spain, little reputation 
could be gained in addition to that which he had already fo 
juffly acquired. He appears, during the remainder of 
this expedition, to have been one of the perfons princi- 
pally confulted by the admiral, as to the meafures he 
ihould take according to the exigencies of his very com- 
plex and delicate command, and to^have been, on all oc- 
caHons, one of the firft perfons erpployed to carry them 
into execution. On his return to England, after the c A- 
clufion of the war^ he appears to have retired from th« 

line 
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ime of adive fenrice for a confideiable fpace of tirae, as 
wc bave no authority for faying he held anjr oommaiid im 
tbe number of fleets which were occafionaily, and almoft 
as a matter of couHe, annoally equipped daring the fif- 
teen fuocee(fing years*. 

On the 8th of Januaiy 1736, he was appintcd commiC- 
fioner of the navy, xrGdent at Chathann ; he held that 
cf!ice t:I! the year 174^, when he once more returned t9 
commacd, difdainiag v/hcn his country was invohrcd 
in war, to imm*:re ignomirioiifly in peace thofe abilities 
which, when called into activity, might be empVoycdto fo 
much greater advantage. On the 1 2th of March 1 74.1-2, 
he 5^ras pronsoted to be \ice-admirai of the red, which, m 
confcfjvenoe of his haiing before this time zccepxed a cisil 
eii2piarinent,aBd being oirthat 2CCQuat coaiidered as oat 
of the Hr£ of promodon, was the firlicomnufioa he ever 
had as aVag-officer. On the 2 5th of the fttne nHwidi, be- 
iTig cppcmted commander-in-chief in the Mediterranean^ 
he hoiited his flag ob. board the Namur, of ninety ^ins^ 
acd having fiziled on the i6tk cf ApiiU ^i<h the Namui^ 
Cs£dll:Xj Batfofd, and Nerfoik, arrived at Gtbrdtar, 
after a profperous paflage, on the 7th of M:nr. Wheft 
he had ^owed the remainder of the force which was to be 
onder his command, and was already in the !^Ieditec* 
ranean, onder rear-admirai LeAock, he exerted faiaifdf 
with die utmoft diHgenoe, as weU to di&efs and attack 
the avowed enemy againft whom he was puxpofely fist l» 
make war, as to 4lepri%'e them of the aid xod ^flj^anry g£ 
thofe fiiends who had not the ability and power of ai&nd- 
ing their afliftance, otfaerwife tham by a dangcraus Mai 
ciaadeftine &pply of fiores or recruits. 

A variety of fpiriied enterprizes, exeotted under las 
diicfiiao and command, convinced the Spaniards, and aft 
ckofe who fiipported their deljpcrate caufe, of the m^nif^A^ 
fiiperiortty of the Britidi naval power. Eix4y in die 
nxinth oi' June^, having received intelligenoe that fice 
Sparafli gallies had failed from Margaretta to St. Tropez^

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he detached captain Norris, with a fmall force, to bloclt 
them up in that neutral port; but the Spaniards having 
forfeited their claim to its proteftion, by beginning io 
fire on the Englifti fhips, captain Norris immediately 
ordered captain Callis, of the Duke firefliip, to attempt 
burning them, this he very fpiritedly and fuccefsfully ex- 
ecuted as will be hereafter fecn in the account of that 
gentleman. Admiral Mathews himfelf, with the main 
body of his fleet, repaired to Villa Franca, from whence, 
by Keeping cruifers off Toulon and the ifles of Hyeres*,

*• Toulon, Auguft the 19th, 1742, N. S. — Part of the Englifh 
fleet continues at Villa Franca, and others cruife off Toulon and the 
ifles of Hyeres, where there are always fotne at anchor. There re- 
aiain but fix Spanifli fhips in our wet docks to finifh their repairs and 
careening; the others got into the road again fome days ago. M. 
Court's fquadron continues in its former fituation. Our forts and 
batteries of the road are well fupplied with men and every thing.**

From the concluding obfervations of thefe extra6ls, it is very cvi- 
dcDt how much the fptnted behaviour of Mr. Mathews iotimidated not 
only the Spaniards, out their friends the French alfo. 

Admiral Mathews, when joined by rear-^admiral Rowley, with a 
firong reinforcement^ hjad a very formidable force under him ; but it is 
#flerted by fome, that the combined force of France and Spain conr 
£fied of thirty- fix fhips of the line, which be confined to tne port of 
Toulon, by detaching his two rear-admirals Rowley and Ledock to 
cruife o£P tne iflands of Hyeres with twenty-four fhips. ^y cruifinff 
CD the coafl of Provence, and continuing at Villa {"ranca, he confi- 
4erably impeded the operations of the Spanilh army; for a letter from 
Florence, dated June the 16th, 1742, has the following paragraph : 
" ^y letters from Nice we underfland that they are making all pof« 
fible preparations in that neighbourhood for oppofing the paffage of 
the Spanifh troops from Provence, and are greatly afiified tnerein by 
the £nglifh vice-admiral Mathews, who continues to lay with a part 
©f his fleet at Villa Franca.** 

While he lay in that port he gave a very ftron^ proof of his flrift 
attention to the honour of the Briiifh flag. A French fhip of walr 
paffine by in fight of the flcfet, and negle£Hng to psy the ufual and ex- 
peSed compliment, the admiral fired a gun as a fignal for her to brii^ 
to ; this was difregarded, and Mr. Mailiews ordeud one of his fhips tp 
flip and purfue her ; the French coiiLmunder continuing obdinate, was 
iainediately funk by a hroadfide f lu^m tiie Engl illifliij). --Campbell. 
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as he took care conftantly to do, he was enabled to keep 
both the French and Spanifh fleet, which had taken refuge 
in that port, in complete check for the fpace of eighteen 
months. 

In Auguft he detached commodore Martin, with fiv« 
Ihips of war, four bomb ketches, and as many tenders, 
to Naples; where, after fome little altercation, that 
gentleman compelled his Sicilian majefty to withdraw his 
troops which had joined the Spanifh army; and alfo to 
promife he would not in any degree interfere or affift Spain 
during the war. The towns of Mataro and Palamos, on 
the coaft of Catalonia, were bombarded foon after this 
time. On reciting this tranfadion, Campbell breaks out 
into a pathetic lamentation of the miferies, which h© 
wifhes to prove were wantonly heaped on the unoffending 
inhabitants. But however we may commiferate the ruin 
of individuals, it is certainly one of the firft objects of a 
commander-in-chief to attack an enemy wherever he is 
found vulnerable ; for that probable ruin, and the extent 
of that defencelefs ftate to which fubjefts are cxpofed, 
form the principal inducements that achaate all nation^ 
governments to condu& themfelves equitably and peace- 
ably to their neighbours* It is therefore as ridiculous to 
deprecate thefe horrors, as it would be improper to iuStt 
a valuable fleet of merchant-ihips, belonging to your 
enemy, to pafs unmolefted, becaufe their cargoes are not 
the property of perfons aftually in arms. It is, we 
think, at leaft a matter of doubt, whether it would not 
ultimately tend to the advantage of mankind, that war 
ihould invariably be carried on in a way, civilized na« 
tions, from being unaccuftomed to the method, would 
ihudder at ? The miferies, though for a moment more 
violent, would certainly be (hortened ; and the only quef* 
tion to be aiked is, which of the two is preferable, a war^ 
in the moft extenfive fenfe of the word, for a few months 
continuance, or one lengthened to as many years, con- 
dufted in its gentler method? We have thought it ne* 
ccflary to make this fhort comment, lefl Mr. Campbell 
may have left on the minds of fome, an unfavourable idea 
of Mr. Mathews's humanity. 

The vice-admiral being rejoined by commodore Mar- 
tin, in the road pf Hieres, which was made the general 
Vol. III. R rendezvous 
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rendezvous of the fleet, he detached him to Araffa, in 
the Genoefe territories, where he had information that 
confiderablc magazines of corn had been formed, for tlic 
ufe of the Spaniards. The commodore arrived in the road of 
that place on the ift: of September, and immediately fent 
officers on fhore, to make the i.eceifary fearch for the idc- 
pots. Four confiderable ftores of barley being difcovered, 
a party was fent to deftroy them, which they did very 
effeftually, by throwing them into the fea. Mr. Ma- 
thews's fpirit of enterprife did not ceafe here, for having 
received intelligence thai a Spanilh Ihip of the line lay at 
anchor at Ajaccio, in the illand of Corfica, he fent the 
Ipfwich, and another fhip of the line, with a firefhip, to 
take or deftroy her ; but the Spaniards, to prevent the fhip 
from falling into the hands of the Britifh, made their efcape 
i)n (hore, and then immediately fet it on fire. 
. The operations of the year 1743 were principally con- 
fined to the blockade of the port of Toulon, where the 
French and Spanifli fquadrons were kept completely fta- 
tionary, while detachments from the Brililh fleet effeflu- 
ally prevented the introduftion of any fupplies into Italy, 
for the ufe of the Spanifli army in that country, and it was 
therefore confequently kept in a ftate of inaftivity. A 
variety of defultory attacks were alfo made on the enemy 'is 
coaft, which not only did them confiderable injury, but 
lept them in a continual ftate of alarm. The firft of 
^hefe was in the month of February, when captain Am- 
brofe, in the Rupert, and captain Hughes, in the Fever-^ 
fliam, being ordered to cruife on the coaft of Valencia, 
made feveral valuable prizes, fome of which being laden 
with ftqres and provifions for Toulon, the lofs of them 
lyas very highly diftrefling to the enemy. Several fettees 
having taken fhelter under the town of Vineros, or 
Binarux, a fmall port bordering on Catalonia, the fame 
commanders refolved to attempt their deftruQion, which 
they fuccefsfuUy effefted, and without any lofs to them- 
felves. • \': :■. 

In the month of April, admiral Mathews being then 
cruifing off Toulon, a party of Britifti failors were perr 
mitted to go on ftiore at the town of Hieres, to recreate 
and refrefh themfelves. The French garrifon refufed 
them admittance^ upon which a defperate frayt took 

place; 
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place ; and farther afliftance coming to each party, one 
nundre^J and fifty of the Englifh are faid to have been 
killed before the affair terminated. It is to be obfervcd^ 
that the French had on this occafion the advantage of be- 
ing armed, w^hile the failors, not expefting any difpute, 
.were totally unprepared. The French were fo alarmed 
at this event, which certainly could only be confidered as 
an unpremeditated accident, that they reinforced the gar- 
rifon with fix hundred additional foldiers; and the gover- 
nor of Provence wrote a very polite and flattering letter 
to the admiral, acquainting him, that as the preceding" 
unpleafant affair could by no means be imputed to him, 
he would reprefent it to his court in fuch a light as, he 
hoped, would prevent any national rupture. This h 
another proof of the high refpeft, compulfively as it were, 
paid Mr. Mathews by the French. 

About the latter end of June, the admiral having re- 
ceived intelligence that fourteen xebecques, under the 
convoy of a Spanifh floop of w,ar, had been chaced by the 
Kennmgton frigate into the port of Genoa, he himfelf 
failed from his ftation off Hieres, and anchored in the road 
of that place on the ift of July, with fix (hips of war and 
four bomb veflels. Deputies were imjuediately fent off 
to compliment him on his arrival, and civilly to enquire 
into the caufe of a vifit which was totally unexpefted, and 
not a little difagreeablc. The admiral anfwered wiA 
much firmnefs, " that he came there to demand thlat tne 
Spanifh veflels laden with flores fhould be forthwith ob- 
liged to quit the port ; or that the republic fhould fequef- 
ter the artillery and warlike flores till the conclufion of a 
general peace." After fome negociation, it was at length 
agreed, " that the flores fhould be put on board other vef- 
fels, and be tranfported to Corfica, under convoy of the 
Englifh fquadron, there to be depofited in the caflle of 
Bonifacio, and to be guarded by a Genoefe garrifoh till the 
warterminated : thatafterthedueperformanceof thisagree- 
ment, the Spanifh vefTels fhould have permiffion to retire 
unmolefted." Thefe terms, fp mortifying to the Ge- 
noefe, who were fecret favourers of the Spaniards and 
their caufe,. they were very reluftantly obliged to comply 
with; alarmed at the horrors of an ex peded bombard* 
ment, in confequ«nce of their refufal: they had alfo the 

R 2 additioaal 
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ildditional mortification of being compellecl to confent t6 
have the ftores in queftion tranfported to the only part of the 
world whither they would have wilhed them not to have 
been carried, the ifland of Corfica, in which they daily 
dreaded a revolution. Public, as well as private duplicity,^ 
is a crime, however, which rarfely fails of meeting with 
its proper punifhment, and when inflifled with the 
utmofl rigour, is feldom compaflionated. 

This bufinefs was hardly adjufted, when, in the month 
of Auguft, the admiral having information that fome 
veflels, with ftores and artillery, had arrived at Civita 
Vecchia, he difpatched a detachment from his fleet in 

aueft of them. On its arrival ofFthat port, the commodore 
emanded that the enemy's fl)ips and their cargoes fhoulcf 
be immediately delivered up, or that he would bombard 
the place. The ftores and cannon had been privately 
landed, and conveyed to the Spanifli army, before the ar- 
rival of the Engllfli fquadron; and the governor, fearful 
of its refentment, as foon as this breach of neutrality 
(hould be difcovered, fent a courier to Rome, for inftr no- 
tions how to aft ; he returned with orders to infift that the 
Engl i(h commodore and his ftiips fhould quit the coaft; 
and the Spaniards taking the advantage of a fair wind, 
and a dark night, made their efcape. The Englifli com- 
ttiander, doubly exafperated, firft, at the haughty tone of 
the court of Rome, and fecondly, at the lofs of an ex- 
pefted prize, was abfolutely preparing to proceed to the 
«xtremitiBs he had threatened, when admiral Mathews, 
at the interceflion and entreaty of the king of- Sardinia, 
•who promifed to procure fatisfaftiori for this flagrant 
conduft on the part of the Pope, fent an order to the 
Englifli fquadron to retire, and rejoin him* 

The remainder of the admiraFs* operations during this 
year, were confined to the affiftance he gave the king of 
Sardinia, in order to enable him to repulfe the Spaniards 
at Chateau Dauphine. In aid of that monarch's caufe, 
he landed'the greatei' part of his marines> and a confider- 
■able number of cannon, at Villa Franca ; by which 
means he fecured that important place from the enemy's

incurfions. 
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incurfions, and totally prevented theiii from penetratinjj 
by that pafs during the remainder of the year. 

Early in the fucceeding fpring, the French court, weary 
of having their own fleet, as well as that of their friends, 
confined to the port of Toulon, fent M. de Court to take 
the command of their fliips, with orders to put to lea at aU 
events, and fupport the Spaniards to the utmoft of hi$ 
power, in cafe they fliould be attacked. The force of the 
united fqnadrons confided of twenty-eight fail of the line, 
and fix frigates. That under Mr. Mathews was, indeedji 
fomewhat Tuperior in point of numbers, but had the dif- 
^dvantage of having feveral of its fiiipsin a very indlfFe- 
rent ftate of equipment, both with refpeft to men and the 
condition of the fhips themfelves, which had been a long 
time from England ; while on the other hand, the French 
and Spaniards v^^ere juft come out of port, and in as good 
a ftate for fervice as any fleet belonging to them that 
ever went to fea. M. de Court arrived at Toulon in the 
month of Januaiy ; and having hoifted his flag on board 
the Terrible, of feventy-four guns, afTumed the command 
of the whole fleet. Admiral Mathews, about the fame 
time returned from Turin, whither he had gone 
to concert the meafures nccefTary to be purfued ia 
carrying on the war. Having received information that 
the combined fleet was actually preparing to put to ksL\ 
lie ftationed a fufficient number of cruifcrs to look out, 
and give him the earlieft intelligence of the enemy's mo- 
tions. On the 8th of February*, O. S. he learned from 
fome of his fhips which rejoined him, that thecombine(t 
fleets would put to fea on the following day : he accord^ 
ingly, with all the alacrity becoming a man of high fpi- 
rit, made every pofijble difpofition to receive or puriu^ 
them. 

The memorable aftion which enfued, and which fornyi 
To prominent an event in the naval hiflory of Britain, be- 
came long the rubje<$ of political difcuflion and part^ 
difput^ ; and it is difficult, even at this remote period, tq 
colle£l the true caufe of the mifcarriage, from thofe various.

* We cannoty perhaps, do better than give the reader the feparate 
accounts of this a£lion, publifhed by the courts of England and France. 
XVe {hall <dc)d a few remarks on thefe, a mode of treatins this event 
which may probably be thought more fatisfaflory, than it would be 
to give a laboured detail of it from ourfclves, which might be deemed 
by fome lefs authentic. 

** Whitehall, March 21, 1743-4. Late laft night a courier ar- 
rived here with an account from admiral Matthews (dated the 29th 
of February, O. S. in Mahon hirbour) of what pafled in the engage- 
ment near Toulon, between his majeOy's fquadron under his com- 
mand, and the combined fleets of France and Spain, together with his 
proceedings fubfequent thereto, which is in fubftance as follows: ^ 

" That the Somerfet, Dragon, and Warwick joined the admiral 
the 3d inflant : on the 8th he received advice that three exprcffes 
came to Toulon the day before, in a very (hort difiance of time, one 
after the other : he was likewife informed, that the conjun6l 
fleet would put to fea the next morning. Between three and four 
that afternoon^ captain Marfh, of the Winchelfea, one of the (hips 
appointed to watch the conjun£l fleet's motions, made the fignal for 
fome of the faid fleet being under fail ; upon which he made the fignal 
for unmooring, and putting the (hips in a condition for a3ion, which 
was done with the utmolt alacrity and expedition. In lefs than 
lialf an hour they could fee feveral of them from their fhips; the 
lignal was made by captain Marfh^ before it was dark, for feeing nine- 
teen fail; and about two in the morning he fent the admiral word, 
that they had anchored again under Cape Sepet. A$ foon as it was 
day they faw thofe that came out the night before under fail, and in a 
Very little time the reft coming out, their number in all being thirty- 
four. The admiral then got under fail, the wind blowing very frefh 
ivefterly, cxpefiing they would have come down to him; but he foofi 
found they had no fuch intention, at leaft for that day, for they kept 
plying to windward, though there was all the appearance of dirty 
weather, and fome of the weathermoft fhips were, at night, hull-to. 
fLc therefore ftood to and fro i|i the bay till night, and then an* 
cbored, having left cruizers out to watch their motions ; during which 
the Warwick touched the ground, but by parting thirty tons of w^ter, 
was got off about nine that night, without any other damage. 

** That by break of day the next morning, pur people feeing from 
the maft head fifteen fail (the reft being hid by the iiland of Porquo- 
fole) the admiraUmmediately got under weigh, having but little wind, 
and that at north, and made all the fail jie could to get to them, they 
jdanding at the fame time towards the Englifh fleet with a light breeze 
wefterly. After an hour or two's calm, there fprung up a fmall 
breeze eafterly, by which means they neared ciich other; at the 
isffi)« tiiQe the fiovne and Chicheflcc appeared in fight from under

equal; although the French, in their account of the matv 
ter, wifh to imprefs at^ idea of their having been mani* 
ffeftly inferior ; but Mk Mathews had a referve of fix 

(hips 



Levant ifland, and the eaftcrly wind prevailing, they, and a tender 
with provifions from Mahon, foon joined the admiral, having had the 
good fortune to fall in with the land to the ealtward, without which 
tijcy mud have fallen into the enemy's hands. ' The enemy brought 
to in a line of battle, but for want of wind, and having a very ugly iea, 
it was^n^ght before the admiral could get near thciw, having had the 
(ignal out all day for the line of battle, which was kept out for fome time 
after it was night. At dufk he brought to, wnhin a little mpre than 
three guns (hot of them, and ordered the EflTex to lie a mile to leeward 
of him, and the Winchelfea a good mufket's-fliot to leeward of il»c 
EfFcx, to watch their motions, and make the proper fignals, as well as to 
(land after ihem in cafe they (liould make fail; ^hat they were fo heaic 
he could count the enemy's fliips after the moon was down, buc 
could not at the fame time fee vice-admiral LeHock and his fquadron, 
he having brought to io far to windward, that, when it was dawning, 
and the admiral had made fail and the iignal for the line of battle 
a-brcaft, the vice-admiral was full five miles a-ftern of him. The 
enemy af!t> m^de fail, and went with their topfails, and fomctimes fct 
their forefails. 

** That aboi>t eleven the Royal Oak, and iwo tenders with provi- 
fions from Mahon, joined the fleet, having luckily fallen into the 
caOward. 

" That rear admiral Rowley led the van, but could never conie 
near the French fquadron, as M. de Court would fometimes lie to as if 
he defigned flaying for them ; but when the Englifh drew near him be 
made fail again, till at 1a(l he had left mofl of the Spanifl) fhips a good 
way a-llern of hjm. The admiral was then fully convinced he never 
would come to a general engagement, but judged his defign was, by 
^ his wayof a£ling, to draw him down the flreights. About half an hour 
after eleven, the admiral made the fignal for engaging, and foon after 
bore down upon the Spanifh admiral, ordering the Marlborough to 
do the fame. The a£iion began about one: the Norfolk engaged Den 




driving a little too near the admiral, obliged him to fill his fails, to pre- 
vent her coming on board him; that during the little time Mr. Mat- 
thews was engaged, the enemy greatly d^fabled-his mafls and riG[ging, and 
having but little wind and an ugly fwell, the mizen top-fail being handed 
to prevent them^fls and rigging tumbling about their cars, hindred the 
crew from working the (hip, though they reeved new braces three feveial 
times, fo that he could not give the Marlboro' the aiTiflancc capt. Corn- 
wall wanted, whofe behaviour is mentioned by Mr. Matthews to merit 
all imaginable praife, and whofe unfortunate fate he greatly laments* 
The ei^pmy wer^ extremely well ferved \^itb guanerii the French

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fliips of fifty guns, which were not put into the line, and 
might have fupplicd the place of fuch as were di fabled 
during the a£Uon. No perfon can doubt, but that, 

owing 

traiDing up a great number of them, and having exercifed them 
at a mark for upwards of three months before the engagement. 
The Marlborough's main-maft was brought by the board as if it had 
been but a twig; and the admiral's main-maftand his bow-fprit were 
ihot through and through, the former had only two {hrouds to 
fuppdrt it, and all his top-mafts were wounded. The enemy fired 
chiefly at the mads and rigging, for though the admiral engaged within 
piOol (hot he had but nine men killed outright, and forty wounded. 
His captain's arm was (hot off the firfl broadHde, and the Spaoi{h 
admiral^s (hip, the Real, was totally di fabled. When Mr. Matthews 
attacked her fecond, (he foon bore away and made all the fail (he had it 
in her power to fet; he then made the (ignal for the Ann galley 
£re(faip to burn the Real, but her commander was fo tedious in 
priming her, and in coming down, that the four (hips a-(lern got fo 
near her as to prevent her fuccefs, and by (bme of their (hot, or 
fome other unlucky accident, (he blew up (being then within pifiol- 
ihot, or lefs, of the Real) with her capuin and feveral of her men, 
and alfo the Spani(h admiral's great launch full of men, which had 
been fent to prevent the firefliip from boarding him. The admiral 
"was himfelf at the fame time within mulket-fhot of the Real, and was 
afterwards cngaeedy within lefs than mufket-lhot, by the fame four 
ihips, which had palfed by Mr. LeAock, which (hips the rear of the 
admiral's divi(ion engaged, but at too great a diftance. 3 

'^ That the Somerfet, PrincelTa, Dragon, Bedford, King(}on, and 
Berwick engaged the reft of the Spaniards a>head; one (hip, of 
iixty guns,, of the enemy's, fell into our hands; and, during this 
time, M. de Court let rear-admiral Rowley come al^ng (Ide or him, 
when they had warm work for near three glaffes, as bad the Princefs 
Caroline; that after that time M. de Court fet his forefail, and left 
Mr. Rowley, who was then engaged by the French admiral's two fe* 
conds, but not for above twenty minutes before they went off. 
There were but three of the French (hips engaged, the reft kept their 
wind in order to tack and weather us ; but our van keeping the 
wind of them, prevented their deligns taking place. The night 
coming on, with. little wind and a very great (well, hindered our im- 
proving the advantage we had got. The Barfleur had eighteen

** That, notwithftaoding the French tacked' upon rear-admiral 
Rowley, they did not think proper to engage him ; they, however, 
retook the Spanifh (hip, it beiog impoflfible to do any thing with her, 
as (he had not a maft fianding, aad as it was near dark and the whole 
French fquadron had tacked upon them. Thereupon captain Hawjce, 
of the Berwick, left her, but could not get his lieutenant and twenty- 
three men out of her, his firft lieutenant having done all he could to 
acrfuade the meo to quit her, but in vaijw

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owing to fome caufe or other, an opportunity was 
loft of giving the navy of France and Spain a very 
fignal and decifive blow. What that caufe was, will^ 

perhaps, 

'< That about eight at night the admiral (hifted his (hip and hoifiicA 
his flag on board the RufTel, captain Long, not caring (fliould thero 
be an engagement the next morning) to ri{k the falling of all his mafhb 
At break of day they faw the enemy^s fleet again to leeward of 
'them, and found they had towed the prippled /hips before tUc 
\krind all night. The admiral chaced them again, the French lying in 
a line of battle to windward of the Spaniardt, moft of them hulU.(p; 
l>ut as he drew near them they made fail, and left the difabled 
(ixty gun (hip* The admiral then font the Eflex a head, and ordered 
captam Norris to burn the faid Spanifh (hip (not being able to fparc 
any of his fquadron to carry her to Minorca) which captain Norris did. 
She blew up about half an ^our after nine at night, and there wat 
great reafoii to believe, if rhcre had been any wind the French 
would have left the Spanifh crippled iLips, as moft of them bad fufiPered 
greatly. 

*• That in the afteri^oon captain Watkins, of the Burford, joined 
the fleet; he had been in Hieres Bay the day before, where hearing the 
reports of guns, and feeing the fmoak, he made dire£lly for it. 

•* That at night the admiral brougbt>to that the fternmoft fhipi 
might. get up witn him: he faw the enemy again the next morning, 
but at a great diflance. 

" That after the admiral had loft fight of the enemy's fleet, and 
found all his endeavours to rejoin them, or to procure intelligence of 
them,ineffe£lual, (they being gone, as he fuppofed, down the Streights) 
lie laboured for i'everal days, againft contrary winds and fiorms, to get 
back to the bay of Hieres. This however he found impraflicable, 
and was obliged to put into Port Mahon, where he was at an anchor 
on the spth pad, and propofed to get again out to fea the firft mo- 
ment that the neccffarv reparations could be made of the damages 
fuQained by feveral of nis uiips, as well in the engagement with the 
French.and Spanifh fleets, as in the cenftant ftorms and foul weather 
he had fince met with. 

" As the admiral had not then had his returns from the feveral 
captains who were engaged, of the lofs they might fuflain in the d^tioD, 
he was not able to fend the pafticulars thereof by this courier. 

** All that he mentions upan that head, befides what is above, rs, 
that the, Marl borough loft in the a^on forty-three men, her captain 
and mafter included; had ninety wounded, who had been fen t to the 
hofpital in Minorca; and thirty flightly wounded, who remained on 
board and would foon be able to do thehr duty." 

The French, on their parts publifhed the following account, in which 
they appear to have been infliiencfied by much more modefiy than they 
ufually exhibit on fuch occafions. The expreiCon printed in Italics 
deferves to be particularly noticed. 

'•The

** The combined fquadron of France and Spain went out of the 
road of Toulon the 19th of February; they were compofed, viz that 
of France of fifteen (hips of the line, four frigates, and three firefhips; 
that of Spain of twelve (hips; four others having remained in the port 
of Toulon for want of failors. The wind was very favourable on the 
soth for going up to the Englifli, whofe fquadron confided of 45 fhips, 
thirty whereof were of the line; and eleven of three decks. We 
made ufe of the wind, but could not come up with them before night. 
They put out to fea, and the wind fell. The calm continued during 
the whole day of the 21ft, which we paHed, lying by in fight of one an- 
other. On the 22d the wind came favourable for the^EngliOi, who 
ranged themfelves in order of battle, to attack the two fqua- 
drons : they had the largeil (hips in the center and front. The Spa- 
niff] fquadron, which fbculd have formed the avant guard, by the 
wind changing became the rear guard. The Engli/hdid not come up 
ivith ail our line, or, to [peak more properly, did not begin to attack till 
between twelve and one o'clock the Spani/h fquadron and the center of the 
French, leaving the rear guard free. Mattnews, with five of his largeft 
fhips of three decks, attacked the Real, and Rowley the Terrible, 
with three three- decked fhips of his divlfion, but the fire of the French 
obliged him to retire. Duriii? the fight, which continued ucar three 
hours, M. de Court made a fignal for his avant guard to tack about 
and fuccour the Spaniards ; but as it was at fome diOance, and the 
fmoak might not permit the fignal to be feen, the Terrible, with his 
divifion, came to fuccour the Real. This motion caufed the fight to 
flacken, and compelled the Englifli to abandon the Spanifh fhip Poder, 
which had been obliged to furrender, being entirely difmafled. The 
Englifh kept off as Far as they could, without daring to follow the 
Real and the other Spanifh fhips, although many of them had been 
damaged in their mafls, and efpecially the Real, the general commander 
of which had received two flight wounds, and the captain being mortally 
wounded. The fight continued till, half an hour after five, and the 
reft of the day, as well as during the following night the fquadron of 
France covered that of Spain, and fent carpenters and caulkers to the 
Real to repair her. On the 93d, at day break, M. de Court, upon the 
noife of cannon, which he heard, went and delivered the Spanifh fhip, 
the Hercules, from three Englifh fhips, amongft which fhe had fallen 
in the night, believing them to have been of her own fquadron. The 
French employed the reft of the morning in taking between three ai^d 
four hundred Spaniards out of the Poder ; there were alfo ten or twelve 
Englifli who had got into her to W9rk her. They fet fire to her, and 
towards night fhe blew up in the air and funk. Aboiit noon tbe 
Englifh appeared in order of battle, but very far off. We waited for 
them, and it was all we could dp, becaufe they were to wiqdwai^. 
Xho Spanifh o$ccr§ wiligiye 9 qiore qrcumftantial ficcount of the 

Qiij^s 
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Leftock, as well during the former part of their lives, as 
their reciprocal behaviour to each other, while they were 
thus, unfortunately for the nation, connedled in com* 
mand. 

To return, however, for the prefent to fimple nar- 
rative, the admiral, when all hopes of bringing the enemy 
again to adlion was at an end, put into Mahon, where 
ie refitted his (hips ; and having propofed fome queries 
to vice-admiral Leftock, relative to his condu6t in the late 
aftion, which that gentleman did not anfwer to his 
fatisfa<^ion, he thought proper to fufpend him from hi* 
command, and fend him toEngland,on board the Salifbury, 
preferring at the fame time a fpecific charge of mifcdn- 
du£l on the foregoing occafion. The nccelTary repairs 
of his fhips being completed, Mr. Mathews put to fea, 
in the hope of meeting the enemy once more, and obtain- 
ing fome advantage Icfs equivocal than his laft. In this 
wifli he was unhappily difappointed; but he neverthelefs 
continued to exert himfelf to the utmoft while he retained 
his command, and to do every thing that could be expedled 
« ' ' ■ " ( ■■ ^ ■ I ... 

ihips of their fquadron, which were engaged. M. de Court conflantly 
covered the Spanifh fquadron, not only in the Tiight between the 23a 
iind 24th, but likewife all the day, during which a very cold N« £• 
wind arofe, and obliged the combined ft^uadrons to retire towards the 
coafts of Catalonia. They kept together and in readinefs till night; when 
the general lay-to, and made ugnals by firing of cannon, {hewing 
lights, for the others to do the fame. The French (hips perceived it, 
but the Spaniards followed their courfe, the St. Elizabeth towing the 
Real. We faw them the day following before Barcelona, . and have 
nut fince had any farther account of them, though rcfveral frigates were 
fent to fee «ftcr them. We arc however fully perfuaded that the 
Englifli did not ^hafe them, and that they have not taken any fhip of 
their$ except the Poder, which they abandoned. M. de Court adds 
|fome particulars in praife ^ the Spaniards; and finiflies by referring 
to the relation, which will bfe fent by their admiral, D. Jean Jofeph 
rXavarro, whofe valour and courage he praifes extremely, as well a« 
that of all the captains of his fquadron. 

** We have had andvice that the Neptune was arrived at Barcelona ; 
ihe Conftant, the Hercules, and the Oriient at Carthagcna ; and we 
expe£l every moment to hear of the arrival of the Real, of the St. 
Ehzabeth, and of^the other (hips, with the relation of all that paffed 
in the engagement, in which, as M. de Court fays, D. Navarro, 
and all the commanders of the king of Spain's ihips, Ihe wed great 
marju of their valour, each of them having been attacked by two, 
l^re^i four, and Qve En^Ufli ibip« at pnjCfC."^

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from an aSive and cnterprizing officer, to diflrefs the ene- 
rtiies of his country. He was very fuccefsful in one or 
two fmall expeditions which he projefted and caufed to 
be carried into execution, by detachments from his fleet, 
but thefe will be hereafter with more propriety enlarged 
vpOn, in our account of the feveral officers who com- 
manded them. 

Mr. Leftock, on his arrival in England, thought proper^ 
in excufe for his own conduft to recriminate, and prefer, on 
his part, a charge againft his commander-in-chief, to the 
following effeft : ** that the night before the engagement, he 
brought to, in obedience to the admiral's night fignal; but 
at break of day, by reafon of the wind's fhifti'ng, and the 
indraught of the tides, he found himfelf at a greater dif- 
tance from the main body than he expe£led ; that about 
eight he had an account from the admiral, by Mr. Jafper, 
his firft lieutenant, that he would lay by till he could join 
him with his diyifion, in place whereof the admiral made 
more fail, and fent lieutenant Knowles to order him to 
do the fame, though he had then crowded all he ccruld 
carry ; that he did all he poffibly could to get up with the 
fternmoft of the Spanifh fquadron, and even fired abroad* 
fide at the Ifabella, being thehindmoft, but could not pre- 
vent her going a-head of him ; that he did all that lay in 
his power to affift the admiral, vvhofe rajhnefs and precipU 
tat ion in engaging the enemy iefore the line of battle was 
formedy contrary to the rules of war, and the pra£lice of 
our beft admirals, rendered his attempts to fuccour dnd 
fupport him fruitlcfs; that this conduat in Mr. Mathews 
was. the more inexcufable, as he was under no necejjity of 
hurrying on the a^ion, fince, by the difpofition of the 
French and Spanifli admirals, it plainly appeared they were 
refolved to fight* That it was unaccountable the admiral 
Ihould take fuch precautions not to let the enemy efcape 
us, when our fleet was not formed in order of battle, and 
they lay prepared for us before the engagement^ and 
though we had the advantage of difabling fome of their 
fhips, and burning another, became of a fudden more 
catutious, by bringing to in order of battle at a much 
greater diftance, without fending out any cruifers to ob- 
lerve their motions; therefore the fole mifcarriage was 
chargeable on the admiral, ' who, by his imprudence in 
fighting at firft at iuch a di&dvantage^ had endangered 

the 
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the whole fleet entrufled to his command ; and after, by a 
quite contrary conduS, fuffered the enemy to efcape o«t 
of his hands." 

This mifcarriage, which men of all parties felt, foon 
excited a national clamour, not to be appe^fed but by 
fome facrifice ; as a preliminary ftep to it, in confequence 
of Mr. Leftock*s recrimination Mr. Mathews was re- 
called, and travelling through Germany and Holland, ar- 
rived in England about the^end of Septiember. On the 
meeting of parliament an enquiry was inftituted, and the 
houfe of commons unanimoufly came to the following 
r-efoliition, the truth and propriety of which, confidered 
generally, no man in the world can deny. " That as it 
evidently appeared to them, that the combined fquadrons 
were inferior to his majefty's fleet at the time of the en- 
gagement, the mifcarriage of that aftion created a gene- 
ral refleftion on the honour of his majefty*s arms, and 
was equally detrimental to the national intereft, which 
mud be owing to the mifconduft and behaviour oifomeoi 
the commanders and officers of the fleet.*' 

This refolve being pafled, they immediately addrefled 
bis majefty, praying " that he would be pleafed to appoint 
immediately, courts martial, to enquire into the conduft 
of admir^^l Mathews, vice-admiral Leftock, the captains 
Burriih, Norris, Williams, Ambrofe, Dilkes, and Frog- 
more, with the four lieutenants of the Dorfetfhire, in or- 
der to bring a condign punilhment on thofe whofe mif- 
conduft had brought this difcredit on his arms, facrificed 
the honour of the nation, and trifled away an opportunity 
of importantly ferving the common caufe." Mr. Ma- 
thews and Mr. Leftock, being both members of the houfe 
of commons, were firft heard in their places, as is cufto- 
mary ; but although feveral witnefTes were examined, it 
was not thought the truth could be fo well inveftigated by 
any other means as by a court-martial, to which decifion 
the matter was finally referred. 

Owing to the time it required to coUeft the multitude 
of witneffes neceflary to the inveftigation of fo intricttc 
an affair, and the greater part of thefe being, at the time 
their teftimony was wanted, employed on fervice in a dif- 
tant part of the world ; the nation alfo being deeply en- 
gaged in a war, which rendered it extremely difficult to 

call 
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call them home, as well as to colleft a fufBcient numbed 
of members totally unconnefted with the parties and the 
aSion alluded to, the trials did not commence till the 
month of Oftober 1745. Sir Chaloner Ogle being nomi- 
nated the prefident, this enquiry was at laft entered into, 
and after a long as well as tedious inveftigation * Mr. 
Leftock was honourably acquitted, and Mr. Mathews de- 
clared incapable of holding any farther employment in 
his majefty*s fervice! 

This fentence, however it might calm the ftern fevere 
countenance of unrelenting juftice, was by no means 
equally fortunate in appeafing the tumult of popular 
opinion. The people, efpecially that part unacquainted 
with the rules and laws of the fervice, inquired for the 
perfon who had acquitted himfelf beft in the fplendid, 
brilliant, and ever favourite charafter of a gallant man. 
When they found their commander-in-chief aftivcly and 
moft fpiritedly engaged in the center of their foes, and 
when they fearchcd in vain to difcover the admiral of a fqua- 
dron, under that commander, \n the fame fituation, when 
they were told tliat, while the firft was bravely . employed 
in the manner juft mentioned, the latter was not even within 
gun- (hot, when they heard Mr. Mathews himfelf com- 
plain of being unfupportcd, of being left a facrifice to the 
private refentment of an individual, and above all, of being 
deprived, by that conduit, of bringing into a Britifh port 
the Spanifh admiral Navarro in a fliip mounting one 
hundred and ten guns, they felt the immediate impulfe of 
a generous indignation ; and thofe who were not fevere 
and violent enough to condemn the juftice of the court, 
IRrere obliged to be content with confeffing, that the code 
of naval difcipline was what they did not underftand t. 



* Which continued, by adjournment, for a confiderable time j Mr. 
Lefiock's trial not commencing till the mopth of January 1746, and 
not being concluded till the 3a of June following; and thatof admi« 
lal Mathews not before the month of June 1747.

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On whatever ground the members who formed this 
court founded their decifion, it certainly was not upon any 
part of the charge exhibited by Mr. Leftock ; that gentle- 
man thought proper to make raihnefs and precipitation 
the firft articles of it ; and in proof of them he urged, that 
Mr. Mathews engaged before his line was properly 
formed : to this we anfwer, firft, that if the commander- 
in-chief had waited till that had been efFeded, no aftion 
whatever would have taken place, and the terms, want of 
fpirit and cowardice might, with the greateft juftice, have 
fupplied the place of the lefs ignoble charge his antagoniil 
had the hardinefs to make. Mr. Leftock in his charge 
takes occafion to obferve, that Mr. Mathews was undtr no 
ncceflity of hurrying on the aftion, as it plainly appeared 
by the enemy's difpofition that they were refolved to fight. 
The account given by Mr. Mathews, the truth of which 
has never been difputed by any perfon, Mr. Leftock ex* 
cepted, contradifts this obiervation in direft and pofitive 
terms. ** Rear-admiral Rowley (fays he) led the van but 
could never come near the French Jquadr on ^ as M. De Court 
would fometimes lay-to as if he defigned Jiaying for them ;* but 
when they drew near him he made fail again ^ till at lajl he had 
left mofl of the Spanijhjhips a good way a-flern^fo that THE 

ADMIRAL WAS FULLY CONVINCEJO HE WOULD NEVER 
COMfe TO A GENERAL ENGAGEMENT, but judged his de- 

fign was to draw hint down the Jheights '^^ if, therefore, 
Mr. Mathews is to be credited, he had no probable chance 
of bringing them fairly to aftion but by bearing down and 
engaging the enemy with fuch fliips as were near him, in 
the hope of flopping them till the reft of the fleet, particu- 
larly Mr. Leftock's divifion, came up. The propriety of 
this meafure has been repeatedly juftified by the former as 
well as the fubfequent condu6l of fome of the ableft and 
braveft naval commanders Britain ever knew ♦jand the moft:

And, 
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brilliant vidlories and fuccefles have crowned their intre- 
pidity. We (hall defer giving any opinion on the charge 
preferred by Mr. Mathews againft the vice-admiral^ till 
we come to give an account of that gentleman. 

Much ftrefs has been laid by the enemies of Mr. Ma- 
thews on his former conduft and private behaviour to 
Mr. Leftock, as if, even admitting for a moment that to 
have been improper, it could in the fmalleft degree have 
juftified any breach of public condu£l in the latter. Mr. 
Mathews is faid to have been auftere, haughty and impe- 
rious, when in fa6l he was nothing worfe than a, ftridt 
difciplinarian, a rigid obferver of forms, and a man who, 
when in a fubordinate flation, as he had always paid 
the utmoft obedience to command, fo he now juftly 
thought he had every reafon toexpeft and infift on a fimilar 
conduft in thofe whoaSed in a fubordinate ftation under 
him. His pride was not that of a vain upftart, ridiculoufly 
puffed up by an unexpefted exaltation to an high national 
tfuft, but of a man who entertained a proper fenfe of his 
own dignity and command ; mod feelingly alive to every 
flight and infult which he did not confider as merely per- 
fonal to him, for that, perhaps, he might have forgiven, 
but as indignity offered to his fiation and an injury to the 
fcrvice of his country. 

His gallantry has never been queftioned, even by his 
bittercft enemies: and the heavieft charge they were ever 
able to addiKe againfl him was, that he underftood the 
praftical part of his duty better than the theory of it ; or, 
in plainer Englifh, that he himfelf knew better how to 
fight than to command others to do the fame. Mod hif- 
torians, in their obfervations on the foregoing tranfaftion, 
rtmark, that however Mr. Mathews might on fome ac- 
counts merit cenfure,the conduft of Mr. Leftock certainly 
demanded an heavier punifhment. Each p^rfon may 
affume to himfelf a privilege, which affuredly is undeni- 
able, of judging for him in all controverfies of this nature 
that depend in tlie fmalleft degree on opinion ; but cer-

taiftly 
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tainly all perfons muft unite in the fame judgertient on the 
condu^l of a man who fufiers private animoiity to influ- 
ence his public conduft even for a moment. 

Thofe who have been ingenious in inveftigating firft 
caufeSi have felicitated themfelves on proclaiming to the 
world the caufe^of this unfortunate difagreement. This 
developement is rather an injury to the charafler of Mr. 
Leftock, for it deprives him of every private virtue, as his 
conduct in the line of his profeflion had, in the opinion of 
many, bereft him of every public onel His motives, fuch 
as they are, which are given us on this occafion, are, with 
more propriety, transferred to our account of his life. 
As to Mr. Mathews he pafled the (hort remainder of his 
days in peaceable retirement, and died at laft confidered, 
by moft people, as entitled to their honourable compaffion, 
which is the tribute in degree next valuable to regret and 
public applaufe. The time of his death is not precifely 
Known, but is faid to have happened fome time in the y€;ar 
1751. 

MEADE, Thomas,— ^entered into the navy before the 
revolution, and was, in 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Lumley Caftle, of fifty-fix guns. After this time we 
hear nothing of hini till having accompanied commodore 
Walker to the Weft Indies, he was, on the 3d of Ja- 
nuary 1703, by him protnoted to the command 
of the Burford, as his captain, and on his return fooa 
afterwards to England, captain Meade was removed into 
fome other fliip. We do not find any farther mention 
made of this gentleman till the year 1707, when his name 
appears as one of the court-martial aifemUed on board 
the Albemarle, in Portfmouth harbour, for the trial of fir 
Thomas Hardy. As no notice is ever taken of him after 
this time, it is moft likely he quitted the fervice before 
the death of queen Anne, and not improbably foon after 
the year above-mentioned. He died in England fome- 
time in the year 1740. 

MIGHELLS, Joiiah, — was a collateral defcendant of 
the fame ftock with vice-admiral James Mighells, whofc 
grandfather was a merchant of eminence at Loweftoff^^- 
m the county of Suffolk, about the time of queen Eli^^ 
beth. Having, as well as his brave relation, entered into 
t^e royal navy at a very early age, he was, about the year 

Vo^. IIL "^ S 169s, 
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1693, appointed third lieutenant of the Vanguard,, a (econd 
rate* In 1696 we find him firft lieutenant of the Nor* 
wich of fifty guns ; both thefe fhips were^ during thofc 
years^ attached to the mam or channel fleets He 
contiaiied to ferve, with much reputation, in this ftation 
during the war and a part of the enfuing peace, and was» 
on the 31ft of March lyds, very juftly promoted to the 
command of the Flamborough frigate. 

In this veflel he immediately afterwards accompanied 
fir Cloudefley Shovel to the Mediterranean, and was, in 
the month of Odlober detached, by the commander-in* 
chief, together with the Pembroke, Exeter, Tartar frigate^ 
and one firefhtp, to Tunis and Triprfi, under orders ta 
renew the treaties of peace with thofe governments,, and 
to proceed from thence to Scandaroon to join commodore 
Jumper, with whom he returned to England in the month 
©I Dieccmber. In what manner he was employed during 
the followiiig year does not appear ; but in 1705 we find 
'him captain 01 the Triton Prize, a frigate of thirty guns 
Rationed in the Channel. He wa^ not long after this 
appointed to the Lizard, another frigate employed in the 
fame line of fervice ; in which he appears to have had no 
opportunity of acquiring cither weahh or fame. He died 
on ^oard this veifel* in Kiing Road near Brtftol^ on the 
30th of Auguft 1707 ; and was buried in KU church. He 
left behind him three fons, wha allidied about the yeai 
1710. 

MORDAUNT, Hen.. Henry,.— was the younger foa 
of the well-known Charles, third eart of Pfeterborough,. of 
whofe/amily we (hall give feme account in our memoirs 
of that brave and diftingurflied chacaSer. This gentle-^ 
man entered vety early in life into the navy, and was ap- 
pointed a lieutenant, not at ib eatfy an age that his 
high rank might have been fuppofed to- have in any 
degree aided his pronaotion, but after a meritorious fervice 
and exeniplary difcbarge of his duty iia that ftation, for 
feveral years. He was qhofen,, abowt the year 1695, re-^ 
pcefentative in parliament for Brackley ; about which tima 
mve alfo believe he received his'firft commiffion. as lie.ute^ 
nant. 

He was not advanced to a command in the navy till 
ll^e jgth erf April 1703,. being then .appointed to the Mztj 

•gaUcj. 
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galley. We ^o not, till 1706, 6nd any farther Bientipa 
made of him, even by thofe * whom we may naturally fup- 
pofe to have made the ftrifteft ieniiuiry relative to the par- 
ticulars of his life. In the taft-metitioned year he conv^ 
thanded the Refolution, of feventy guhs, a ibip which ha 
dbfended foon afterwards with a courage well worthy (4 
a veflel fo named, and perfedlly befitting a perfon 01 ixk

adion, which has been copied, almoft verbatim, by moft naval hiflo* 
rians, although they hive not gives any reference as to the place 
from whence it is taken; 

Gazette, «No. 4384. ** The earl of Peterborough failed f>oqi 
Barcelona the idth of March O. S. for Genoa, together with -a geo^ 
tieman, fent by the king of Spain, in the quality of his envoy to -the 
duke of Savov, on board the Refolntion man of war, commanded h^ 
captain Moroaunt, his lordfliip's fon ; with whom failed at the fatf^ 
time the Enterprise and Milford frigates.^ 

, ** The 191I1, being within fifteen lei^es of Genoa, they fell in, 
with fix French men of war, whereof two'' vere of eighty, two of 
feventy, one of fixty-eight, and the other of fifty-eight guns^ whp 
chafed them; upon which his lord(hip, with tbeSpani& envoy, wentf 
on board the Enterprize, got away in tl^ night, and failed for Leghorn ; 
the Milford likewife maoc her efcape, and got to the ianje port. Thf 
enemy continuing to chafe the Reiolution, one of tiieir ihipscaine 
about ten at night within gufi-fhot of her, k^t did not btgiatp fire till 
the soth about fix in the morning; bv w))ich ti^ tne reft of the 
enemy's (hips, they being all clean ana newly come out of TooloOf 
y/tTc all come up with the Refolntion ; then began ^ very fliarp Ui^ 
which captain Mordaunt maintained, %^th great bravery and refolntion, 
fill half an hoar after three in the afternoon ; at which time, finding 
no poifibility of ^tting clear of the enemy, and his fliip being vciv 
much ihattered, it was thought mod proper to run her a-ihore, whicn 
was done accordingly : the enemy ftiU purfued her, and kept contitf 
dually firing upon her: but findmg by the captain's returmng their 
Bre tnat he would not quit his fhip, they fent out their boats to ibucH 
her ; but tbofe were foon beat bacK. 

** The fiifiin the morning one of the enemy's fbips, of eighty gun^. 
came very near her, with a defign to batter her; bot fiie hieing full of 
w^ter, and the powder wet, it was refolved to bum her rainer than 
ihe ihould fall into the enemy's hands ; and, accordingly, by dkvef 
that morning, all that part of her which lay above the water ^aras coi)- 
fumed. The captain and his (hip's company got fafe on ihore ^tli 
what was moft valuable on her. He was wounded in his tbi^ duriiik 
the engagement by a cani|on ball, but not dang^roofly,^ . - 

S a lorn 
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lona ta-Gcnoa, having his father the earl of Petcrborotrgli 
on b6ard as a paffengcr, together with a gentleman 
who had been juft before appointed, by his Catholic 
majcfty, envoy to the duke of Savoy, he unhappily 
fell in with a fqtiadron of fix French fhips of the line, 
all clean and in the beft condition for fervice, being newly 
come out of Toulbn. The earl made his efcape, as is 
ftatcd in the account given by authority, and a moft fpiritcd 
Encounter, though againft a force fo very unequal immedi- 
ttcly took place, for the particulars of which we refer to the 
fame very circumftantial relation. Captain Mordaunt, in 
confequence of his wound, which proved much more 
dangerous than was at firft apprehended, found it necef- 
fary to rttire from the, fervice till his cure fhould be 
cfFcifted. He was prevented from ever returning to it by 
a premature deiath, which happened at Bath on the 24ih 
6i February 1710. 

Boyer has taken more than ordinary pains in defcrib* 
ing this unhappy event, and delineating the charader of 
this truly noble perfon. " On the 24th of February 
/fays he) the honourable captain Mordaunt, fecond fon to 
Charles, earl of Peterborough and Monmouth, after he had 
languifhed for feveral days, died of the fmall pox, a dif- 
temper that became this year very fatal to feveral illuf- 
tripus and worthy perfons. This gentleman, had the 
command of a company of foot in his uncle lieutenant- 
general Mor'daunt's regiment ; and having been alfo bred 
to the fea-fervice, he diftinguiftied himfelf there upon 
feveral occafions, particularly in the year 1707, when, 
being captain of the Refolution man of war, and having 
on board the earl, his father> bound from . Barcelona to 
Genoa, with whom failed the Enterprize and Milford 
Haven (frigates) they fell in with fix large French men of 
"War, juft come out of Toulon. The earl, who had no 
bufinefs to fight there, went on board the Enterprize, and 
got fafe to Leghorn, The Milford Haven alfoefcaped; 
but the Refolution maintained a fight, with the enemy's 
.fquadron, from fix in the morning till three in the after- 
Tioon> with wonderful bravery ; when the captain feeing, at 
laft, there was no poflibility of getting clear, ran his fhip 
,bn Chore and burnt her. He himielf having been wounded 
*inibe thigh, the earl, his father, as fgon as he was able to 
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travel, procured him a pafs to return home through France. 
This noble commander having fulFered much in>the length 
of his cure, defigned to go to fea again, but v»ras prevented 
by death, as aforefaid, and was as much lamented as any 
young gentleman of his time, beipg highly and juftly 
efteemed for his valour, affability, temperance, and other 
virtues.*' 

An anpnymous heraldic author makes the following 
very honourable mention of him. '* Henry, fecond 
fon of Charles earl of Peterborough, was a gentleman of 
fingular accomplifliments, and of an affable and generous 
difpofition, by which he had procured himfelf a genera;! 
cfteem, both as a member of the common's houfe, and a 
commander in her majefly's navy, where he had ferved 
with fome diflinflion ; and had undoubtedly appeared a 
future ornament to his country,. had not death taken him 
in the bloom of life, fome days before his brother, with this 
differing circumflance, of more regret, that he left no 
children behind him, being never married." We cannot 
but regret the fudderi and remarkable death of thofe two 
gentlemen in fo fjiort a fpace of time, and by the like fa- 
tal diftemper, both as an unfpeakable grief to their noble 
relations, and a very unhappy lofs to their country. 

PARTINGTON, Henry, — entered into the navy foon 
after the revolution : and in the month of March 1693, 
was appointed third lieutenant of the Stirling Caftle, a 
third rate of feventy guns, belonging to the main fleet. 
We have no other particulars relative to his fervice till 
the 2oth of Oftober 1703, when he was promoted to the 
command of the Anglefea. We know nothing farther of 
him till the latter end of the year' 1706, when we find hioi 
to have been mulfted fix month's pay hy the ftnteqcp of 4 
court-martial held on him, in the river Thames, for wha^ 
is generally called irregular conduft, on the I2th of No- 
venlber* As we find no mention whatever made of him 
we prefume him to have held no commifRon after this 
time. He is faid to haye died on half-pay, upoa the 30th 
of January 1737. 

PUDNER, Humphrey. — The firft information we 
have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Roy^l Oak, a third rate of feventy-fix 
guns^ about the year 1695. Whether he held ^y 9om? 

S3 mi^oii 
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miflion previous to this is not known ; nor have we any 
farther information concerning him till (703, when we 
find him, on the loth of July, promoted to the comm^n4 
of the Experiment. The firft years of his (ervice, after 
his promotion to the rank of captain^ pafled on in the 
fame unnoticed routine which obkrures the private hiftory 
of a multitude of worthy and brave individuals. Wc 
hear nothing of him till the year 1708, when we find him 
captain of the Severn, of fifty guns, one of the fquadron 
on the Jamaica ftation under the command of commodore 
Wager *• He there eminently fignalifed himfelf as a very 
able .and diligent officer, during a very long and tedious 
fiat ion off Porto Bello, to watch the galleons t ; and to his 
very great attention to this duty, as well as his unremitte4 
exertions in procuring the necel&ry information, the com- 
modore, as he himfelf was candid and honourable enough 
to admit, was principally indebted for his fuccefs. 

In the month of July we find him one of the menUiers 
of the court-martial held on board the Expedition, ^t 
Fort Royal, for the trials of the captains bridges aiu( 
Windfor. Nothing material is mentioned as having oc« 
curred during the time he continued in the Weft Indies, 
from whence he returned fome time in the year 1709. 
His fhip being refitted, we find him, in the month of 
September 17 10, ftill in the fame command, and emr 
ployed, under the orders of captain Aldred, in the Roche- 
ller^ in the attacks of the French fettlements on the co^ 
of Newfoundbnd t. After this fuccefs he was immedi- 
ately ordered for the Mediterranean, as a convoy for the 
/hips belonging t« the fiihery deftined for that part of the 
world. On his arrival there, he put himfelf, as inftnided^ 
under the command of fir John Norris, the admiral-in* 
chief on that ftation, and foon met with a frefli and more

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brilliant opBortunity of diflingui filing himfelf than had 
hitherto pernaps offered itfelf to him. 

Captain Pudner being, on t^e 22d of March 1710-f t^^ 
in the bay of Vado, with the Lion and Lyme, ci^niing off 
and on at forne diftance from the fleet, which lay at anchor 
within them, they got tight of four large ifaips belonging 
to the enemy, of -which they apprifed the admiral by %;*r 
nal, who oidered them to chace, and fenc the Naflau and 
Exeter to fupport them. Before, bowever, the lattec 
ihips couM get up, a defjperate adion commenced, which 
continued two hours, during which the Severn was com* 
pletely difabled, and obliged to put back, having had 
three and twenty of her people killed and wonnded, the 
greater part of tfaem dangeroufiy *. No mention is ever 
made of captain Pudner after this time ; and as we do not 
even find his name inferted as commander of any of th^ 
ihips put in commifflon during this or any <tf tne fuc- 
ceeding reigns, it is mod probable he quitted the fervic^ 
fooB after. He died at Canterbury, where he had lived ia 
retirement many years, on the 30th of November t753» 
having attained a very advanced age. 

KIMONO, Bayraont, or Beaumont,— oivas another 
gentleman who had entered into the navy previous to the 
revolution ; and after ferving no inconiiderable time in a 
fubordinate fiation, was, about die latter end of the year 
1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Captain, a third 
rate, of ^venty guns; frcnn which (hip we find him re^ 
moved, in the year 1695, to the fame fution on board the 
St. Andrew, a fecond rate* We do not find any other 
mention made of him till the aiftof January 1703, wfaeft 
he was appointed ^aptain of the M<Ntar iBomb. lliis 
veflel was one of thole unhappily I0& io that tremendous 
hurricane, called, to diftinguiQi it particularly from all 
others, the Great Storm, vvhich happened in the iQom|i 
of November following. Lediard, Campbell, atd all 
other naval hiftorians, have erroneoufly (bited the captaiii^ 
as well as the whole crew, to have periflied. Thus have 
. they prQgTi&ffively, relying on the authenticity of each

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Other's information, continued to propagate a midake 
which, as general hiftoriansj they were not very likely to 
difcover. That it is a miftake, we fhall prefently fliew, 
captain Raymond's life having been preferved, by fome 
means or other unknown to us, for we fliall prefently 
ihew he furvived the dreadful misfortune which befel 
his fliip, on that occafion, many years. , 

We do not, however, find any particular mention made 
of him after this time till the year 17 lo, when he com* 
inanded the Exeter, of fix^y guns, one of the Mediterra- 
nean fleet under the command of fir John Norris. Being 
ordered by that admiral to flip and purfue fome French 
fliips of war, difcoveredin the offing by captain Pudncr, 
in the Severn, and other cruifing fhips, as already 
related in our account of that gentleman, he obeyed that 
order with the utmoft alacrity, and appears to have en- 
gaged, with much fpirit, for upwards of two hours, one 
of the French (hips, which afterwards proved to be the Pern* 
broke, formerly taken from the Engli fh . The Exeter had by 
this time fuftained fo much injury in the encounter, that 
captain Raymond is faid to have quitted this antagonift§ 
"but the account publiflied in the Gazette, aflerts only 
that the Pembroke made a running fight, and at laft got 
into the port of Spezza. He was fentenced, by a court- 
martial held on him, in Barcelona road, on the loth of 
July 17 10, to forfeit three month *s payj for what was 
csdled, in the minutes, an error in judgment ; whether in 
confequence of his conduS on this occafion, or any other 

Eart of his fubfequent behaviour, is not itated. We 
elieve him to have quitted the king's fervice foon after 
the acceflion of George the Firft*^ and to have entered 
into that of the South Sea Company, one of whofe flrips, 
-called the Prince, he died captain of, at Vera Cruz, in the 
.iponth of May 1718. 

^ RICH, fir Charles. — ^We find no mention made of 
this gentleman in the naVal fervice t till his appointment,

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«n the 1 2th of January 1703, to be captain of the Fever* 
(ham frigate. This veflel was, we believe, principally 
employed as a cruifer, or in fervices fo little remarkable 
as to pafs unnoticed, for wc find no other mention made 
of him, except his death. He died in England, on the 
17th of Oftober 1706, being at that time, as it is faid,. 
captain of the fhip to which he was firft appointed, oc 
according to a private MS. itiemorandum, which w<i 
believe authentic, of the Falcon. 

RIDDLE, Walter. — Our firft certain acquaintance 
with this gentleman's hiftory commences with his ap- 
pointment to be captain of the Mermaid, on the 21ft of 

fioncrs of the admiralty, and ferved in fevcral parliaments during tbe 
xeij^n of king William, for Dunwich. Tbe family of Rich is of great 
antiquity; they are faid to have been originally of Hampflvre, where 
John Le Rich, of Rich's Place, flquriihed about the time of Edward 
th« Second. Robert Le Rich was his fon and heir, living in the reign 
of£dward the Third, and who left ifliie, John Le Rich, ofRic&t 
Place, who was alive the 13th of Henry the Fourth; he had two 
Tons, Richard and William. Richard Rich, of London, eiquire, 
fon of the gentleman laft mentioned, was buried in St« LawrcnceV 
church, London, the fecond year of Henry the Fiftli. 

The firft of this family we find mentioned by fir William Dugdalc, 
was Richard Rich, fon of the above named Richard Rich. He exe* 
^ated the ofitce of (heriffof London in the year 1441, being the ^th 
of Henry the Sixth, and founded an alms-houfe at Hodefdon^ in the 
county of Hertford; which Richard dying in the year 1469, left iflue 

iohn, and he a fon named Thomas. This Thomas was the father c^ 
Jchard, who by degrees, enjoying fundry eminent employments, ar* 
rived at length to great wealth and honour. Oa the 24tn of Henry 
the Eighth, he obtained the office of attorney-general of Wales; and 
in the next year was conftituted the king's fohcitor-generaL Upon 
the diflblution of monafterres, he was made chancellor of the Court of 
Auginentation, by which he acquired divers lands and manors. On 
the death of Henry the Eighth, he was appointed one of the afliftants 
to his executors in matters of great coniequeoce ; and in the firft of 
Edward the Sixth, being advanced to the dignity of a baron of Eng- 
land, by the title of Lord Rich,, was foon after conftituted lord high 
chancellor. 

His grandfon Robert was, in the 16th of James the Firft, created 
earl of AVarwick. His uncle, Edwin Rich, third fon of Robert, fe- 
cond lord Rich, was knighted during the Cadiz voyage.. His fourth 
fon, Charles Rich, of Mul barton, in Norfolk, was created a baronet, 
in the 27th of Charles the Second, with remainder to Robert Ricb^ 
df Slowdon, in Effex, efq. fecond fon of colonel Nathaniel Rich, of 
the fame place; which Robert we have already noticed as tbe fisher 
of fir Charles, of whom we arc about to fpcaL 

December 
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December 1703. We have, indeed^ a fmall memoran- 
chim, which alferts he vASf in the year 1795, promoted 
to be fecond lieutenant of the Chichefter, of feventy guns; 
but although it is highly probable he ferved in the above- 
mentioned rank 9 even before that time, the evidence 
before us is not fufEcient to warrant pur pofitively aflert* 
ingit. 

The firft part of his fervice, as a naval comman^er» 
was as barren of incident as poflible: the vefTels to which 
he was, from time to time, aj^inted, were of inconfider- 
lible force, and their employments, as well as peculiar 
ilations, equally infignificant. We do not find any mention 
made of him till the year 1706, when be commanded the 
Ifabella jracht, ordered with (ir Cloudefley Shovel, and the 
fleet under his command, to the Mediterranean ; it being, 
fit that time of day, always cuftomary to fend a veflel or 
two of that defcription with all great naval armaments, 
to which, independant of the purpofes of ftate and pa-!> 
geantry, which probably firft gave rife to their equipment 
(On fuch occafions, they ufually ferved as fcouts and advice 
boats, being in general prime failers^ 

|Ie returned with his gallant admiral in the month of 
Ot^ober 1707, but happily without being involved in that 
great and national misfortune which befelhim and fo many 
of his brave companions. His diligence and indefa* 
tiga{>le attention to his duty and the fervice, while em- 
ployed in a ftation fo humble and diftreffing to a man of 
an pxitpTfrifing turn of mind, procured him to be pro* 
jnoted, foon after his return, to the Falmouth, of fifty 

Sins. About the latter end of the year 1708, he was or- 
red for New England ; and, when on his voyage home- 
ward, in the nionth of May T709, with a number of 
fhips under his convoy, fignalifed himfelf in fo diil^iT 
guiihed a manner, on being attacked by a French ihip of 
war of much fuperior force, that we fcarcely know whe- 
ther moft to applaud his intrepidity and good conduct 
Stf9lf, or to rejqce at the vn^Uoyed fuccefs yf^}^ ate 
tended itt.

pcditfofi against the Frciidi fettkment of Port Royal, ir| 
Acadia> now palled Nova Scotia. |n the year 1712, ht 
ftill commanded the fame mip. and was then (Rationed ot 
the coaft of Guinea, where, in pompany with captain 
l^labbot, of the Mary Galley^ he had a very fpirite4 
engagement with two French fliips of war ; the cnetxij 
were, howf^cr, fo fortunate as to eflfeft their efcajpe. 
This is the laft mention we cyer find made of *captai4 
Riddle, no official lift pr private account giving us t}|e 
fmall^ft information even of the time of his dpath. 

ROGJERSj George, — is in the fame predicament with 
the gentleman laft mentioned^ on the fcore of innotorietyi 
{dprihg the early p^rt of his fervice j and which, in the 
prefent i^ftance, continued nearly through his whole lifel 
The fifft information we haye of him is^ his appoint- 
inpnt, on the 8th pf July 1703, to be captain of the Jer- 

f< Admiralty Office, ^(ay s^, 1709. — |Ier majelly's (bip the fdUr 
fnqi|tbi of fifty guns, cpmmanded by captain Walter R^ddell, in her 
paifage from Ncv England, wifh fpnie fhips Ioa<i|en with mads, and 
others, undler her cpn^oy, w^, on the i^th of this month, attacked 
by a French Afp of war of (ixty gnn^, about tventy-four leagues froat

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fey. The Nations on which he was employed^ and the 
quality of the veffels which for a number of years he com- 
mandedy were fuch as prevented him from having the 
fmalleft opportunity of diftinguiffiing himfelfi His rife 
in the line of fervice, to whatever caufe it might be ow- 
ing, was wonderfully flow; for in the year 1710 he had 
no higher command than that of the Seaford, a fmall 
frigate, ftationed as a cruifer in the IriQi Sea. Thit 
remainder of his appointments are as little diflinguifh* 
able; and though we believe liim to have been often com- 
mifiioned during the almoft annual naval equipments in 
the reign of George the Firft, yet as none of them appear 
to have been fhips of the line, no mention whatever is 
made of him till the year 1727, w^hen he was appointed 
to command the Naifau of feventy guns, as fucceflbr 
to captain Morris, or Maurice, who had 'juft before 
been promoted to the rank of a flag-ofEcer. He ac- 
companied fir John Norris to the Baltic, during the en- 
Aiing fummer; and on his return to England, quitted the 
Naflau, and, in all probability, retired from the fervice^ 
as we have no proof of his having received any commif- 
fion afterwards. He died on the 24th of OSober 1729. 

SAINT LOE, Edward*, — is no where mentioned till 
be was appointed, on the 9th of September 1703, cap- 
tain of the Pendennis. This gentleman, among thofe 
who have had the misfortune to be leaft diftinguiflied, 
has laboured under the fame difadvantage, and even in a 
fuperior degree, during the firft years of his fervice,. 
No man, however, appears to have more deferved the 
good opinion of his countrymen, the efteem of thofe with 
whom he ferved, and the applaufe of his fuperiors in 
command, than himfelf. Care, diligence, attention, and 
aftivity, were all eminently diftinguimable in hiscondud; 
and nothing appears wanting to the chara£ler of a great 
ifian, but the opportunity of acquii'lng that celebrity un^ 
fortunately fo neceffary to the perfeft completion of it. 

The firft notice we find taken of him is in the year 
1720, at which time he was captain of the Prince Fre- 
deric, under rear-admiral Hofieri who was juft before ap-^

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Sointed third in command of the fleet feht under fir John 
lorris to the Baltic. He ferved on the fame ftation dur- 
ing the expedition in 1 721 ^ and under the fame admiral. In 
the month of April 1723, he was appointed to the North- - 
umberland, in which fhip he continued during the two 
following years, but without being" employed on- any 
memorable fervice. In 1726 he was commiflioned to 
the Superbe, and ordered for the Weft Indies, with rear* 
admiral Hofier, who had the chief command there. Mr. 
St. Loe, at the time of this appointment, appears to have 
been promoted to the rank of commodore, with a captain 
under him. The operations of, as well as the diftrefles 
experienced by this armament, have been already related at 
length, in the life of the brave and ever to be lamented 
admiral*,* who fell an inglorious facrifice to the chagrin 
occafioned by them. 

In the year 1727, Mr. Hofier having thought proper to 
divide his fquadron, for the purpofe of blocking up the 
harbours, both of Porto Bello and Carthagena at the fanic 
time ; the ihips deftined for the former fervice confift- 
ing of four fourths, a fifth, and a fixth rate, were of courfe 

5" ut under the orders of Mr. St. Loe, who failed from 
amaica on this fervice foon after Chriftmias. Misfortune 
and difappointment were, however^ the conftant attend- 
ants and never relenting foes, which baffled the indefa- 
tigable efforts of thefe two brave men. After an unfuc- 
cefsful cruife of feveral month's continuance, he returned 
to Jamaica about the middle of June ; but as foon as his 
fliips had taken on board a fupply of water and provi- 
fions, he again put to fea, and ftood over to Carthagena. 
On the death of Mr. Hofier, which happened on the 23d 
qf Auguft following, he aflumed the chief command of 
this fhattered and diftrefled armament. 

He continued at fea, cruifing and effeftually blocking 
up the galleons, according to the laft inftruSions which 
he had received from the deceafed admiral, till the 6th of 
September, whpn the Spanifti veflels being all unrigged, 
and he having received certain information, that they 
were fo miferably deficient in ftores and provifiohs as to 
be incapable of returning to Europe till the enfuing fea- 

• Holier. 
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fon» he returned to Port Royal, where he arri^*ed on tk^ 
17th of September and rejoined the remainder of his 
fquadron, feveral of his fhips having been obliged to put 
into port before him, through want of provifions and 
other neceffaries. Captain St. Loe immediately dif^ 
patched the Happy, a mow floop of war, for England, 
with the melancholy intelligence of his admiral's death, 
and deiiring farther inftruflions as to what manner he was 
afterwards to zSt in* 

In the interim he took care to refit his fhips 
in the bed manner circumftances would permit; and hav- 
ing recruited his flock of provifions and water, put to fea 
early in the month of October. Finding, however, that 
the extreme caution of the enemy prevented him from 
having any other opportunity of diftrefling them than by 
blocking up their harbours, and the advanced feafon of 
the year rendering that employment no longer necefTary, far 
as related to the galleons, which were his principal, and, in- 
deed, only objeft, he returned, after a fnort cruife, to put 
his fhips once more in the befl condition in his power for 
fervice, againft the enfuing naval campaign, and the 
arrival of vice-admiral Hopfon, who was foon expeded 
from Europe, That gentleman getting into Port Koyal 
on the 29th of January, found the fquadron there^ 
through the care and indefatigable attention of Mr. St, 
Loe, in a much better flate than could pofCbly have 
been expeded, fo that he was enabled to fait from thence 
with his whole force, on the 4th of February following, to 
cruife off the Spanifh coafl with the fame intent as in the, 
former year. 

The admiral dying at fea, as has been already related, 
after an illnefs of five days, on the 8th of May following, 
the command of this unfortunate and unfuccefsful fqua- 
dron devolved, a fecond time, on Mr. St. Loe, who again 
experienced the fame want of opportunity to diflinguifh 
himfelf, which had attended him during the formpr period. 
Jie himfelf, about eleven months afterwards,^ fell a vidioti 
to the fame unhealthy climate which had before proved 
fetal to the two admirals under whom he ferved. He died 
on the 22d of April 1729, having been, on the 4th of 
March preceding, promoted, at home, to the rank of 
rear-admiral of the blue* He did not, however, live long 

enough 
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enough to receive the intelligence of this juft and well* 
merited advancement. 

SANDYS, Jordan. — We have no account of this 
gentleman till we find him, on the I2th of March 1703^- 
appointed captain of the He£bor. He is exa^ly in xSg 
fame undiftinguifhed fituation with many of his brave 
cotemporaries, for we meet with no other mention made 
of him till the year 17 159 when he commanded the Bur- 
lington, of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, under fir Iphn 
N orris, to the Baltic. He continued captain of the lame 
ihip two or three years, employed annually on the fame 
ftation, under the different commanders-in-chief who 
were honoured with fo unisterefting an employment. As 
we fuid no mention made of him after he quitted this fhip^ 
we naturally conclude it is highly probable he retired from 
the lervice : but no notice is taken of this circumflance, or 
of any penfion being granted, as is generally done in cafes 
of this lort. He diSl fome time during the year 1 734. 

STUKELY, Charles, — is alfo unknown, till he 
was, on the ift of July 1703, made commander of the 
LoweflofFe frigate ; and we have no account of his being 
appointed to any other fhip. He died in England on the 
^ of April 1 720. 

TA I LOR, Jofeph. — Although this gentleman is 
equally undiflinguifhed till he was, on the 15th of Fe- 
^ntary 1703, appointed captain of the Charles ga^lley, a 
frigate of thirty-two guns, fortune did, however, fooo 
make him amends for this poverty of adventure, as few 
men became afterwards more diilinguifhed in the petite 
guerre. The veflel to which he was appointed, as abovc^ 
ilientioned, was employed, during the year 1703, as a 
cruafer^ 19 which fervice he met with much fuccefs, hav* 
ing captiijred feveral prizes, among which was a French 
floop of war. In the year 1764 he accompanied fir G»- 
, kooke on his expedition to Lifbon and the Mediterranean, 
where his diligence and adivity were highly ferviceable *

He continued 
to be employed as captain of divers ftips of war, which 
were not engaged in any diftinguifhed fervice till 1708, 
in which year he was captain of the Portland, of fifty 

funs, one of commodore Wager's fquadron in the Weft 
ndies. His improper conduft in the aftion with the 
Spanilh galleons, off Baru, induced the commander-in- 
chief to put him under an arreft immediately on his re- 
turn to Jamaica. Being tried by a court-martial held on 
board the Expedition, in Port Royal harbour, on the 23d 
of July, he was found guilty of the charge preferred againft 
him ; but, in confideration of fome favourable circum* 
ilances in his cafe, was only fentented to be difmifled from

CONEY, William.— This brave, and, as it will ap-' 
pear by the fequel, unfortunate man, is no where mea<* 
tioned till his appointment, on the ift of April 1704, to; 
be captain of the Sorlings frigate. After having conti- 
nued for fome time in this veilel without meeting with 
any opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf, he was pro* 
moted to the Romney, of fifty guns; in which (hip we 
find him on the Mediterranean Itation in the year 1706. 
In the month of December he was detached from the 
fleet, under fir Cloudefley Shovel, to cruife in company, 
with the Milford and Fowey Frigates ; and having put 
into.Gibraltar he there received intelligence, on the ifth^ 
O. S. that a French privateer, mounting fixtcen guns, with 
nearly thirty pieces of brafs cannon on board, which had

▼ice-admirai of the galleons, near the Salmadinas, he {hortened fail 
before he came up with the (aid (hip, fo far as he might have done ; 
but it appears that he was led into thefe miOakes through want of 
judgment, and having too great a regard to captain Bridges, of the 
ICingQon, as a fenior officer. This court having duly confidered the 
whole matter, do find him guilty of the breach of fome part of the 12th, 
'and part of the 14th articles ot war; and for the faid offence do dif- 
mifs him, the faid captain Edward Windfor, from being captain of 
kcr majefty's (hip Portland." 

VoL-IIL T been 
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been fiflied iip from the wreck of the Magnanimc, a 
French fhip of war driven on ihore about a twelvemonth 
before,was then laying at anchor under the cannon ofMalaga. 
Nothing intimidated by the probable danger of attacking' 
a veifel fo protefted, he immediately proceeded for that 
port ; and having, the better to deceive the enemy till the 
laft moment, hoifled French colours, flood clofe into the 
town and came to an anchor within piftol-fhot of his 
hoped-for prize. '1 lie enemy little expeding fuch a vifitor, 
and lulled moreover into complete fecurity by captain 
Coney's artifice and fubfequent condu6l, were little pre- 
pared to repel him; fo that, after receiving two or three 
broadfides, the crew abandoned their veHel and made for 
the (hore. The batteries of the town were, however, 
noffo remifs : but, although a fire from upwards of 
fifty pieces of cannon was immediately opened on the 
Romncy and her prize, captain Coney was happy and 
dexterous enough to get them both out, without having 
fiiftained any damage in this very dangerous and unequal 
Encounter*. 

Following 

• Campbell has committed a manifeft error in his account of this 
j^irited burmefs, having coriverted the prize into a fhip of fixty guns. 
Hcquotc&XediardandBurchet, both of whom, he^ays, have derived 
their information from the Gazette, No. 4298. They all three agree, 
or rather follow one another in alTerting, that captain Coney had 
parted company with the two frigates, one of them, as they fay, bein|» 
difabled, the other fcparated by accident. We do not wifh to com- 
bat the truth of this circumftance, which is moil probably ftri^Iy 
right. But Campbell is evidently wrong, in fuppofing the gentlemea 
above-mentioned coIIc6ied their account from that officially given, 
fpr no fuch information appears on the face of it. As being more fa- 
tisfa£lory than any other, we have thought it beft to tranfcnbc it. 

*' Gioraltar, Dec. 29, N.S. This day a French prize was brought 
in here by her majcfiy's fliip the Rumney, captain Coney; the Foy, 
captain Laifiock; anil the Milford, captain Stanhope, commanders $ 
they having intelligence of a French fhip, failed to the eaftward the 
s6th inOant. The next morning they made the bay of Tetuan, and 
thence made the beft of their way to Malaga, off which port they 
appeared about ei^ht o'clock in the morning on the s8th, under French 
colours. The fhip they had intelligence of being clofe hawled up to 
the mole, and under command of the cannon of the town, captain 
Coney refolved to go in with his own (hip and fetchi her off; ac- 
cordingly he entered into the bay under a French jack and pendant, and 
afterwards proceeded up to the faid fhip and dropped anchor withio 

piftol- 
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Fallowing the authorities of Campbell, Burchet, and 
Lediard, we ftiall add the following account of this gen- 
tleman's fubfequcnt conduS. " On the 26th of the Sunt 
month (December, fays Campbell) he chaced and came 
up with another French (hip, called the Content, that car- 
ried fixty-four guns ; the captain of her, inftead of atr 
tempting to fight the Englim (hips, got, as foon as he 
could, under the cannon of a little ca(lle, about eight 
leagues weft of Almeria, where he crept as clofe as pof* 
fible to the (hore. Captain Coney anchored before him, 
and ordered the Milford and Fowey to do the fame ; the 
one a-head, the other a-ftern. They pKed their guns for 
about three hours very briflcly, and then the French (hip 
took fire, blew up, and was entirely deftroyed, with moft of 
her men. This fliip had been detached by Mr. Villarsto 
bring the before-mentioned (hip from Malaga. Some- 
time after captain Coney took another French (hip, called 
the Mercury, of forty-two guns, which the French king had 
lent the merchants, and which, at their expence, was fitted 
out as a privateer." 

Campbell adds, in a note, that Mr. fecretary Burchet 
aflens, this happened on the 8th of July (which, probably, is 
a typographical error) : but Mr. Lediard conjedures very 
rightly, that inftead of July it (hould have been January;; 
and fo it appears bv the account we have of this tranfadion 
in the Gazette, No. 4304, where the article is dated from 
Li(bon, Feb. 9, N. S. He adds, this is one proof out 
of many of the wretched incofreSnefs of this Naval 
Hiftory, as to dates ; in which one would have expe&ed, 
from its author's ftation, remarkable regularity and ex- ' 

a£tnefs. 

Now it fo happens that Campbell himfelf, though right 
in the corredion of the dates on which he arrc^tes ta 



piftol-fliot of her: while he prepared to fire into her, there came off 
the (hank's boat to compliment him as a French captain ; and he/eized 
upon the crew, which was commanded bv the Tenieotfr.xfeguards 
major, and then fired a broadfide into the t'renchmaQ,^ ax^fdK tbiit 
two more, which obliged rooft of the Frenchmen toouit the iBep^i fo 
he fenc his boats on board her. All the cannon ot the town Icept 
playing on him, which were about fifty : however he brought gfTtne 
(hip in fpight of all their fire, and without the lofs of one man. She 
pfoved to DC a prize of confiderable value." 

- ^ T2 himfelf 
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himfelf fo much credit, is, in common with other 
naval hiflorians, by no means juftiiied in attributing the 
fuccefs already mentioned to captain Coney, from the 
authority of the Gazette, on which he appears folely to 
reft. The words of the official account we (hall flmply 
ftate. After giving a relation of Captain Coney's exploit in 
the harbour of Malaga, it proceeds thus—" two ofher 
of our frigates chafed a French man of war, called the 
Content, which, without making any defence, ran a-fhore 
at Chpe de Gatt, where the commander and his crew 
quitted and burnt her. She carried fixty guns, and was 
-reckoned the bed failor they had. Our men of war have 
' taken a French frigate of forty-two guns, called the Mer- 
cury, and brought her into Gibraltar ; the French captain 
and eight of his men were killed in the engagement." 

Nothing therefore appears in the above that warrants 
our placing the captures laft-mentioned to the account of 
captain Coney : on the contrary, there feems to be much 
prcfumptive evidence that he bore no (hare in them. It 
15, we muft confefs, very extraordinary, that all hiftorians 
ihould have agreed in any circumftance of this nature, that 
we (hould in after days have occafion, or even the power 
to doubt of; and we can in no way reconcile the ap- 
parent variation between their reiterated accounts 
and the official report delivered to us, but by fuppofing 
the latter to have, by fome unknown accident, been incor- 
recl, and that fubfequent authors have been too delicate, or 
negligent to tell us fo. Whatever may be the real (late 
df thefe particular tranfadions, the condu£l of captain 
Coney, in inftances placed by the moft uncontrovertible 
teftimony beyond the poffibility of doubt or cavil, prove 
him to have been a man happily endued with the moft 
fpirited gallantry, joined to the higheft profe(&onal judge- 
ment, addrefs, and general ability. 

Returning to England in the month of Oftober 1707, 
with (ir Cloudefley Shovel, he was unhappily involved in 
the fame calamitous fate with him. Driven on a reef of 
rocks, called the Bifhop and Clerks, off the Scilly iflands, 
on the 22d of October 1707, the Romney was totally loft, 
not a (ingle perfon being faved out of her whole crew. 

DOLMAN, or DOLEMAN, George, — is fuppoftd 
to have entered into the navy at or immediately after the 

revo- 
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revolution, for in the year 1693 we find him third lieute- 
nant of the Edgar, of feventy guns ; and that he had ferved 
in that ftation for a confiderable fpace of time before the 
date of our information. We do not hear any thing 
farther concerning him till he was, on the 19th of January 
1704, promoted to be captain of the Lyme. Not long 
after his appointment he was fent to the Mediterranean, 
where he was unhappily killed in an engagement with a 
French fhip of war on the 23d of May 1705. 

FANE, George. — Our information relative to thi^ 
gentleman commences with his appointment, on July 14', 
1704, to be captain of the Lizard. Nothing farther has 
come to our knowledge concerning him, except that he 
died in New England on the 9th of April 1709, being at 
that time commander of the Loweftoffe. 

HARLAND, Robert, — ^Df this genileman we know 
nothing till his appointment, on the 24th of March 1704^ 
to be captain of the Severn ; and are again equally igno- 
rant concerning him till the year 17 10, when we find him 
commanding a fhip of two decks, called the Salifbury's 
Prize, one of the fquadron employed, during that and the 
enfuing year, in the Wefl Indies, under commodore Lit- 
tleton. On the 27th of July 171 1, he diflinguifhed him- 
felf in a very confpicuous manner, by engaging fingly the 
vice-admiral .of the Spanish galleons, who was in a (hip 
mounting fixty brafs guns, for a confiderable time before 
the refl of the fquadron could get up ; and to his fpirited 
exertions on the above occafion the captureof that vefTel was 
primarily owing. In 1 7 14 he commanded the Chatham, 
of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, under fir John Norris, 
for the Baltic. We believe him to have retired from the 
fervlce after he quitted this fhip, for we do not again find 
him mentioned as holding any commiflion. He died in 
England in the month of March 1750-4, leaving a fon, of 
whom hereafter, and a daughter, married, firfl, to ■ 
Ellis, of Bury, in the county of Suffolk, Efq; and, 2dly, 
to fir William Gage, bart. of Hengrave, in the above 
county. 

HOWARD, Charles.— The name of this gentleman 
is no where given in the lifls of naval commanders ; ne- 
verthelefs, as we are perfuaded that it is an omiflion, we 
fliall venture tg give aim a place here. He was the fetr 
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cond Con of Philip Howard, fcventh fon of Thomas, firil 
carl of Berkfhire. He was born May 13, 168 1, and 
named after his godfather, king Charles H. . Having en- 
tered into the navy he rofe to the rank of captain, and had 
the command of the Swan frigate of war, in which he was 
loft about the year 1705. He married Elizabeth, fecond 
jdaughter of Edward Batten, of Portfmouth, in the county 
of Southampton, gent, and by her (who died of the fmall- 
pox, June 1711, and was buried in St. James's church, 
Weftminfter) had one fpn, and a daughter Mary, born 
at Winchefter in 1700, maid of honour to queen Caroline, 
when princefs of Wales, She was, firft, married to Henry 
Scott, earl of Deloraine, and, after his deceafe, to William 
Windham, of Earfham, in Norfolk, efq; preceptor to 
William, duke of Cumberland. 

HERRIT, or HERRIOT, William. — Nothing is 
Inown of this gentleman except that he was, on the 14th 
of November, appointed commander of the Greyhound. 
He is faid to have died fometimein the year 1735, his 
name never again occurring in the fervice. 

HUTCHINS, Stephen- — This gentleman is alfo 
unknown in the fervice till his appointment, on the 25th 
of April 1704, to be captain of the Scarborough, He con- 
tinued in the fame fhip, without appearing to have had 
any opportunity of diftinguifliing himfelf, many years ; 
for in the month of July 1708, we find him ftill in the 
Scarborough, and under the command of commodore 
Wager, in the Weft Indies, where he was one of the mem- 
bers of the court-martial, held on board the Expedition in 
Port Royal harbour, for the trials of the captains. Bridges 
and Windfor. The latter was captain of^ the Portland; 
and on his difmiflion from the command of that fhip, as 
already flated in our account of him, captain Hutchins 
was promoted to fucceed him. In the month of January 
1709, he was ordered by the conamander-in-chief, to 
convoy fome merchant-fhips, bound to England, through 
the windward-paiFage. '^A/^n on his return to Jamaica, 
after having executed this fervice, he had the good fortune 
to make prize of a French fhip, near Cape St. Nicholas, 
worth upwards of fix thoufand pounds. 

Early in the month of April he was again ordered out, 
but on a diiFerem fervke, being inftruScS to cruife ofFthe 
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coaft of Hifpaniola for the prote£lion of the trading (loops. 
Having arrived ofF the BalHmentos, near Porto Bello, he 
received advice on the 15th, that four large (hips were 
laying at anchor there. Early on the morrow^ he (lood 
clofe in to reconnoitre them ; and, as he approached, the 
enemy warped their (hips into a line and hoilled French 
colours ; two of them appearing to be of fifty, and the othe^ 
two of thirty guns each. Not deeming himfelf juftificd 
in hazarding an attack againft a force evidently 10 much 
fuperior, and not willing on the other hand to rcr 
linquilh his prize or forego a glorious opportunity of diftia- 
guKhing himfelf, and rendering eflential fervice to his 
country, he difpatched a canoe to procure him farther ia- 
telligence, while he flood away to fome diftance, in hopes 
that this feint might induce the enemy to come out and 
afford him fome opportunity of attacking them to advantage. 
His boat returned to him on the 22d, with intelligence 
that the two largeft (hips were the Coventry, a fourth rate, 
formerly taken from the Engli(h, and the Migion of 
nearly the fame force, both lately arrived from Guinea, 
and intending to put to fea very foon, as the other two 
vefl'els had done the day after captain Hutchins appeared 
off the port, one of them being a French merchant*(hip 
of thirty-fix guns, the other a large Dutch (liip, which tlie 
veflTels firft mentioned had captured off the Baflimentos. 
On receiving this information captain Hutchins returned 
to his former (Nation, and on the 27th anchored off the 
Baftimentos. On the ift of May his boat, which he had 
again difpatched on the look out, returned ^ith, advice 
that the Coventry and her confort had failed the night 
before. He immediately weighed anchor and flood to 
the northward. On the 3d, about eight in the morning, 
the enemy were difcovered from the mafl head, and by 
noon were vifible from the deck. The French (hips 
being to windward, and confiding in their apparent fupc- 
riority. Bore down with much appearance 01 reCalutiop, 
and as they paflTed, fired fome guns, but at too great a dif- 
tance to do anv execution. The enemy immediately 
wore round, as if they were refolved to engage immedi- 
ately : they, however, kept their wind, preferving a dif- 
tance from the Portland too great to decide the conteft at. 
Captain {iutcjuns, determined they ihovJd n^t efgape' if 
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ft were poffiblc to prevent it, tacked at fix o'clock, and 
kept fight of them all the night, ufmg every poflible en- 
deavour to get more to windward and to near them. 

Between feven and eight, on the morning of the 4th, he 
had got up within half piftol-fliot of the Mignon, and 
immediately began to engage her to leeward, his ports 
being fo near the water that he would otherwife have 
been incapable of ufing his lower deck guns. The French 
ihips, indeed, being higher built and in lighter trim, were 
enabled to fight theirs although they had the weather-gage. 
After he had been fometime engaged with the Mignon, 
the Coventry got on his lee-bow and fired very briflcly, her 

funs being pointed high with an intention to difniaft the 
ortland, but happily without producing that efFe6^. Cap- 
tain Hutchins finding the fire of the Mignon flacken, and 
that he had evidently the advantage of her, was refolved 
not to be diverted from the object of his firft attack till he 
had fo far difabled her as to prevent her doing him farther 
mifchief. Purfuing this plan, he redoubled, if poffible, 
his fire on the Mignon ; but a fhot from the Coventry 
having carried away his main-top- fail -yard, the enemy 
were enabled to get a-head of him : he neverihelefs pur- 
fued them with all the fpeed his crippled condition would 
-permit him, exerting himfelf to the utmoft in fplicing his 
rigging, bending new fails, and putting his fhip in the beft 
condition l)e could for fervice. 

About three the next morning captain Hutchins difco- 
vered boats perpetually paffing and repafling between the 
Mignon and Coventry. They continued, at intervals, 
thus employed during the whole of the .next day, and 
caufed him naturally to conclude the former fhip had re- 
ceived fo much damage in the preceding encounter, as, 
alarming the enemy for her fafety, had induced them to 
* ihift the mod valuable part of her cargo on board the 
Coventry, as the leaft difabled fhip. A continued calm, 
added to the damage he htid fuflained in his mafls, pre- 
vented him however, during the whole day, from getting 
near enough to re-engage the enemy, or even difturb their 
operations. Having fecured his mafls, and repaired his 
rigging, as well as circumflances would permit, by ten 
oi'clock at night, he made every poffible effort to clofe 
with the enemy a fecond time ; but continuing to be flill

bafRed by light winds, was not able to tScQ. this before 
feven o'clock on the morning of the 6th , when, having 
neared the Coventry fo much, that the enemy found it 
was impofliblc for them to avoid an adion any longer, 
that (hip hauled up her main-fail and brought-to for him, 
the Mignon laying at fome diftance and firing as (he found 
an opportunity, but happily without doing him any mate- 
rial damage. It was the intention of captain Hutchins to 
have boarded the Coventry ; but perceiving her on a 
nearer approach to be too well manned to ju(lify fuch a 
kind of attack, he defifted and continued his cannonade 
with the grcateft fpirit and brifknefs till near twelve o'clock 
at noon, at which time the main-mad of the Coventry 
being (hot by the board, her fire gradually decreafed. The 
enemy contmued to make the beft reli fiance they were 
capable of, till near one, when, incapable of farther con- 
tell, they were content to fiirrender*. The Portland 
was too much difabled, as well is occupied in fecuring the 
Coventry, to pay any attention to the Mignon, which con- 
trived to efcape during the confufion, though in a very 
(haUered condition. 

Captain Hutchins unhappily did not long fur\'ivc the 
honour he had gained in this very long and unequal en- 
counter, dying on the 24th of Auguft, at Jamaica, on 
board the fhip he had fo ably and gallantly commanded. 

KEMPTHORNE, Thomas. —We fuppofe this gen- 
tleman, from reafons ftronger than that occafioned by a 
fimilitude of names to have been a collateral defcendant of 
the renowned fir John Kempthorne, who was vice-ad- 



* Her firfi captain waft killed, the fccond wounded, and about 
(eventy men killed in both the enemy's fliips, the Mignon's meu 
being put into the Coventry, and no more left in her than to carry 
berinto the firft fafe port.' The (ir(l captain of the Mignbn-was taken 
in the Coventry, into which fhip he had removed having received many 
wounds on board his own. THe latter was fo much difabled that they 
judged flie could not proceed to France, having not twenty men on 
board her, befides negroes; on which account they removed the trea- 
fure into the Coventry. In thi^ a£lion captain Hutchins had no more; 
than nine men killed and twelve wounded, having not above two hun- 
dred and twenty on board, fervants included, befides twelve negroes, 
when be began the atuck. ^ The money he found amounted to about 
twenty thoofand piecei of eight, a great part of which was found about 
ihe French icamciit 
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miral of the blue fquadron, and afterwards commiffioncr 
of the navy at Portfiiiouth, in the reign of king Charles 
the lid. We do not hear any thing of this gentleman 
previous to his appointment as captain of the Roebuck, of 
forty gims, on the 31ft of March 1704. He proceeded 
foon afterwards for the Mediterranean with the fquadron 
under fir Cloudefley Shovel, who was fent thither to re- 
inforce fir G. Rooke. On the return of that admiral with 
the principal part of the fleet, after the battle off Malaga, 
captain Kempthorne was left with the detachment undtr 
fir John Leake, who was appointed to command, during 
the winter, on the Lifbon and the Mediterranean ftations. 
Being ordered, in the month of December, to aflift in 
efcorting fome tranfports with troops intended to reinforce 
the garrifon at Gibraltar, they had the ill fortune to meet 
Mr. Pointi's fquadron, and with the greateft difficulty 
avoided falling into his hands ; the Roebuck and Green- 
, wich, with three of the tranfports, being forced back to 
Lifbon ; but the remainder, being feventeen in number, 
got fafe into Gibraltar, one only excepted, which the 
enemy made prize of. 

The rules of the fervice rendered it neceflary this fai- 
lure fhould be inveftigated by a court-martial, at which 
fir John Leake himfeif prefided. The enquiry ended in 
captain Kempthorne's honourable acquittal. He conti* 
Hued to command the fame fhip, without changing ftation 
for feveral years. After his return to England we do 
not meet with any mention made of him again for a con- 
fiderable time, as a naval commander, even till the year 1 7 1 6, 
when he commanded the Worcefter, at that time one of 
fhips employed on the Mediterranean ftation. In 171 7 
we find him appointed captain of the Roval Oak, of feventy 
guns, one of the fleet equipped for the fealtic, and intended 
to be fent thither under the command of fir Geo. Byng ; 
but feveral of the fhips not being equipped in time, a part 
only proceeded thither^ of which number the Royal Oak 
is believed to have been one. Continuing in the fame 
. (hip during the following year, he accompanied his for- 
mer admiral, fir George Byng, to the Mediterranean, 
under whom he was prefent at the memorable engagement 
with the Spanifh fleet off Cape Faflaro, being one of the 
feconds to rear-admiral Delaval, in the Dorfetfhixc. Soon 
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after this a^ion, he had the good fortune to capture a 
Spanifli frigate carrying between twenty and thirty guns, 
which appears to have been the only opportunity he met 
with of effefting any material fervice. 

After his return from the Mediterranean * he appears to 
have retired altogether from the line of aftive fervice ; and 
in the year 1722 was appointed commiflioner of the navy 
refident at Chatham. He continued to hold this very 
jefpe£lable office till the time of his death, which hap- 
pened on the 1 2th of July 1736. 

LAWRENCE, Thomas, — was appointed a lieutenant 
in the navy foon after the revolution. During the year 
1692^ and 3, we find him ferving in that fliation as fecond 
on board the Monk, of fixty euns ; from which fhip 
he removed, in 1694, into the Devonfhire, a third rate, 
of which he was appointed third lieutenant. Having 
continued to fcrve in this capacity for many years, he was 
at laft, on the i8th of Oftobcr 1704, promoted to the 
command of the Bridgewater. This veflel appears to 
have been wholly employed as a cruifer, and captain 
Lawrence continued in t^he fame command for a confi- 
dcrable time. In the month of May 1707, we find him 
on the IriOi ftation, where he very eminently diftinguiflied 
himfclf in an a<Sion with a French frigate and a privateer 
©f the famfe nation, of which we have the following par- 
ticular?. 

Having received intelligence that two or three French 
privateers were at that time hovering on the coaft to the 
very great interruption of commerce, he failed in queft of 
them, from the harbour of Kinfale, on the i6th of May, 
and about midnight fell in with three fhips, one of which 
proved to be the Affair, a French frigate of twenty-four 
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* There is a traditional report among naval people, whether well- 
founded or no we cannot pretend to determine, that, during the time 
of his being employed either on this or the former occafion upon the 
Mediterranean Oation, he moft eminently diftinguiihed himfelf in an 
encounter with a very fuperior force, which he rcfifted with the com- 
pie^ft fuccefs, although the odds orally delivered to us might, if re- 
lated, be thought, by fome, to favour more of romance than hiftorical 
truth. Wc can fay nothing farther, as we have not been able to af-. 
certain, with any degree of prcciiion, cither the particulars of the event, 
or the txae when it took place. 
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guns znd two hiinriird men, commancied by a cantaixi Lc 
olanc i a fecond, '.vhich "^as a privateer called the Cocarde, 
of nvdve ^ns and ninety men; and the rhird a prize 
they had J-aken. 

Captain Lawrence enj'^ed the two ihip? of war for 
two hours and an half ; afrer which, thev croiidcd all the 
fail rhcy couid carry i.i or.:cr :o eTFcJt rhcir cfcape, which 
thev accofTollihed : but their prize, which was a Ihip he- 
longing ro Bnilol, was not ib fuccsfktiii ; and wirh this 
pariai fcrune C3p*alri Lav/rence was obliged to be 
conrcnr. 

Slrr^Ciiiar as it nav ac^ear, we find no mention made 
rf hiir;, in the ler/ic:!, ar^r this tirne ; nor dare we even 
aifcrt he was ever cr.rr^ir.i; Honed to any other (hip. On 
the i8:h cf Ai:^-i:fr 17+3, he was appointed fccood cap- 
tain of Grtenwich-hoipiTal ; in which ilaticn he conti- 
nued till the i6-.h rf December 1745, when he was ad- 
var.ced to be the zri captain on that eftablifbincnt ; an 
honourable reriretrent, in which he afterwaras remalBcd 
lil! Iii3 death, which happened on December S, 174.7. 

LEGG, Thomas, — was appointed firii lieutenant of 
tl»e Rupert, of hxty-fix guns, in the year 1603. After 
this ti rr.e we hear nothing of him till his promotion, on 
the 1 5:h of Auguft 1 704, to be captain of the Tartar, 
of thli'ty-two guns, one of the frigates which accompa-> 
r.icd fir George Rooke on his expedition to the Mediter- 
ranean. Mr. Legge was, as we believe, one of the lieu- 
tenants of the Royal Catherine ; and having behaved in a 
very exemplary manner in the memorable encounter with 
the French fleet off Malaga, was moil defervedly rewarded 
with the appointment already noticed. He was never how- 
ever fortunate enough to meet with an opportunity of 
diftinguilhing himfelf fiifficiently notorious and prominent 
to railc him above that unditlinguinied multitude of brave 
men whom the fame degree of ill-fortune has unhappily 
involved in the fame fttuatioD. He died at Barbadoes, 
commander of the Anglefea, on the 20th of February 
1711. 

MONEYPENNY, James. — Nothing material is 
known of this gentleman till his appointment, on the 
1 6th of Aiiguft 1704, to be commander of the Kent. He 
had accompaniccl fir George Rooke on his expediiion to 

the 
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the Mediterranean, in the capacity of lieutenant ; and, in 
confequence of his meritorious conduft in the memorable 
engagement off Malaga, was promoted to the fhip above- 
related, as captain to rear-admiral Dilkes. In the year 
1706, having in the interim been removed into fome 
other fhip, he was involved in a very ferious difpute with 
a Mr. Brier wood, his lieutenant. He had juftly thought 
it incumbent on him to confine this gentleman for a neg- 
feft of duty he had been guilty of ; but there arc unhap- 
pily fome perfonjs fo impatient of reflraint, that every 
exertion of due authority is by them mod ftrangely and 
wickedly rep re fented, as an aft of tyranny and oppreffion ; 
of this clafs of men Mr. Brierwood was one. Not fufE- 
Tiently checked by the proper exertion of difcipline on the 
part of his commander, he broke through every regulation 
not only of the fervice but civil fociety alfo, and challenged 
captain Moneypenny as a man who had wantonly offered 
him the grofleft injury, and which the vague and ill-defined 
latws of honour compelled him to feek atonement for, by 
an encreafed breach of honour itfelf as well as duty and 
decorum. 

For this offence he was quickly afterwards brought to a 
court-martial, of which fir John Leake was prefident, and 
mofl defervedly fentenced to be difmiffed the fervice. 
Captain Moneypenny continued to be employed princi- 
pally, as we believe, on the Mediterranean flation, where 
we find him, in the year 171 1 *, commanding the Superbe, 
2. fhip of fifty-fix guns, taken from the French in the 
preceding year by captain Johnfon, in the Kent. We 
have not been able to procure any farther information 
relative to him, except the mere date of his death, which 
happened on the 23d of Oftober 1723, he being at that 
time in England and unemployed. 

PARSONS, Charles.— We believe this gentleman to 
have been appointed third lieutenant of the Royal Oak 
about the year 1696 ; but find no other nientiorj made of 
him till 1704. On the 6th of April, of that year, he 
was promoted to be captain of the Haftings, and was, not 
long afterwards, ren\oved into the Fowey ; in which fhip 
he was unhappily killed, in aftion with a French Ihip of 

* On the 18th of Odober captain Moixypenny brought into Leg- 
horn a very rich prize^ which he had talfLCQ coming from the Levant. 

war^ 
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war, on the i ith of February 1705 : but we have not been 
able to recover any particulars relative to the encounter. 

SCOTT, Thr>mas, — was, on the 2d of March 1704, 
appointed to the command of the Mary galley. In this 
veiTel he continued, for a confiderable fpace of time, on 
the Mediterranean ftation ; though, owing to caufes 
already explained in the lives of many others, his brave 
cotemporaries, little to the advantage either of his fame or 
fortune. We find him, in the month of July 1710, cap*-- 
tain of the Romney, and employed in cruiiing off the coaft 
of Portugal. In this occupation he was rather more fuc- 
cefsfiil, having captured a ftout privateer, 'belonging to 
Dunkirk, mounting twenty guns; and feveral other veffels 
of inferior confequence and fmaller value. He continued 
captain of the Romney feveral years, as we find him her 
commander in the month of November 1714, being then 
ftationed in the Mediterranean. 

Soon after his return from thence he was promoted to 
the Burford, of feventy guns, one of the fleet fent, in 
171 7, to the Baltic, under fir J. Norris. He did not remain 
long in the fame command after the conclufion of that 
expedition ; and we are ignorant in what manner he waf 
employed after this time, till the year 1720, when he was 
left, by fir George, commodore of a Tmall fquadron, con- 
fifting of three Ihips of fifty guns and a frigate, which 
were ordered to continue in the Mediterranean, for the 

frotedlion of trade, after the departure of the main fleeti 
n 1724 he was appointed commodore of a fmall fquadron 
fent to Jamaica. He died there, having his pendant on 
board the Dragon, the 15th of September 1725. 

STANHOrE, Philip, — was the third fon of the ho- 
nourable Alexander Stanhope, only fon to the right ho-» 
nourable Philip, earl of Chefterfield*, by his fecond lady, 

* This family is of very great antiquity and honourable extra6lion« 
The learned Camden, in his account of Nottingham{hire, mentions 
Shelford, the feat of the famous family of Stanhope, knights^ Wbofe 
lUle aod grandeur in thofe parts is eminent, and their name renowned* 
In his difcourfe on (irnames, he obferves '^them to be dcnomina^d 
from a place of their own name, the town of Stanhope, near a foreft 
fo called, in Darlington Wapentake, in the bifhoprick of Durham, of

I Anne, 
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Anne, daughter of fir John Pakingtbti, a privy -counfellor 
and favourite of queen Elizabeth. Captain Philip Stan- 
hope was promoted to the command of the Haftings fri- 
gate, as fucceflbr to captain Charles Parfons, on the 7th 
of November 1704. Towards the latter end of the 
following year he was appointed captain of the Milford ; 
in which Ihip we find him, in July 1706, ferving, 
under fir Stafford Fairborne, at the fie8;e of Oftend; and 
chofen by that commander to bear to England the news 
of its furrender. 

He was fent, not long after, to the Mediterranean, 
Avhere, in the month of December, we find him employed 
under the command of captain Coney, as already related 
in our account of that gentleman. He continued in the 
fame command during the remainder of his life ; which ex- 
ceffive gallantry, added to a degree of fraternal love almoft 
unequalled, rendered, alas! too fliort. Frequent men- 
tion is made of him both in hiftory and the private jour- 
nals of officers more particularly connefted with him in 
fervice and command, as a very ad^ive, diligent, and in- 
telligent officer; neverthelefsitisneedlefsto defcend more 
into particulars, as thefe notices contain nothing more 
interefting than being generally conducive to the eftablifh- 
ment of an highly- to-be-envied charader. 

Being left, in the month of Auguft 1708, at Barcelona, 
under the command of captain Hubbard, by fir John 
Leake, who had juft before failed for Leghorn, it was de- 
termined, at a council of war Held onboard the Elizabeth, 
at the requcft of the king of Spain, that the York and 
Milford fhould aflift in convoying the tranfports, which 
had on board lieutenant-general Stanhope and a ftrong 
body of troops from Catalonia to Minorca. The reduction 
of this ifland was not only become a very favourite ob- 

{'cH with the king of Spain, but was alfo confidercd as 
ikely to be mod eminently conducive to the fuccefs of 
the allied caufe. General Stanhope, who commanded 
the land forces deftined for this expedition, was the elder 
brother of this gentleman ; and, as we have already re-. 
xnarked, the ties of confanguinity appealed to encreafe 
the thirfl of glory, and ftimnlated the latter to ihare with 
the former in the danger, as, though a younger, he ap- 
peared a fcarccly lefs ambitious candidate for fame and 
military glory. Attending the land-forces as a volunteer 

at 
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at the afTault of the Spanifh lines at Port Mahon, he there 
fell, in the hour of viclor) *, on the 17th of September, 
N. S. 1708. 

STEWART, Honourable Charles,— was the fifth fon 
of fir William Stewart, of Aughentea and Newtdwn- 
Stewart, in the county of Tyrone. This gentleman was 
afterwards, on the 19th of March 1682, created baron 
Stewart of Ramalton, and vi (count Mountjoy of the king- 
dom of Ireland. Being zealoufly attached to the Prote- 
fiant intereft, although at the fame time entertaining the 
higheft fentiments of true loyalty for king James as his 
rightful fovereign, he undertook a journey from Dublin 
to Paris in the month of January 1688-9, *" hopes of in- 
ducing that monarch to yield to the necelfities of the times, 
by acceding to any equitable terms that (hould be pro- 
pofed 10 him, and preventing thofe evils of maflacre and 
civil war with which the Proteltants of that kingdom 
were then threatened by their Catholic brethren. 

This noble lord's moderation and honourable intentions 
were, however, ill received and ill requited by James, 
who caufed him, on his arrival in Paris, to be committed 
prifoner to the baftile, where he remained confined till the 
year 1692? Being then releafed, he attended king Wil- 
liam to Flanders, and there loft his life at the battle of 
Steerkirk. Charles, his fifth fon, as already dated, was 
brought up to the fea fcrvice. Almoft his very entrance 
into it was marked with misfortune, he having, in tho 
year 1697, being then only fixteen years old, and not 
having attained even the rank of lieutenant, loft his right 
hand in aftion with a French (hip off Dover. Being 
afterwards promoted to that rank, and having ferved on 
board divers fhips in that capacity with the higheft repu- 
tation, he was, on the ift of becember 1704, made 
captain of the Falcon frigate. He was not long 
afterwards advanced to the command of the Panther ; in 
which (hip he ferved, during the year 1706, on the Medi- 
— , . » :

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tcrranean ftation, under fir John Leake. We find no 
particular mention made of him till the month of Oftober 
.1707, when he fat as one of the members of the court- 
.martial, aflcmbled on board the Albemarle, for the trial 
of fir Thomas Hardy. We have now a much longer in^ 
terval during which no notice is taken of him, for we are 
totally ignorant of any circunifiances relative to him till 
the year 171 5 ; when he was, in the month of Oftober, 
elected reprpfentative in parliament for his native county-, 
. Tyrone. 

In 1720 he was appointed commander-in-chief of a 
fquadron fitted out to cruife againft the Salletines ; and 
was at the fame time nominated minifter plenipotentiary 
to fettle a treaty of peace with the emperor of Morocco *. 
He acquitted himfelf fo well in the above employments, 

that, 

* He publifhed a relation of this embafly, and therein informs usp 
that he failed from England 24 September, arrived at Gibralur 20 
Odober, failed yith his fquadron to Tetuan bay 22 December, and 
there agreed to the articles of peace with the bafba of Tetuan, which 
were figned and exchanged 17 Januarys 1720.

^cnce; when the emperor ordered all the Englilh captives to be drawa 
up in his palace, and told him he fliould have all his countrymen | 
and then waving his hand to the captives, bid them go home with the ■ 
ambaflador into their own country. Whereupon they fe|l profinucp 
crying ouit, ** God blefs thy power," and were £oing out of his pre* 

. fence ; when the emperor caufing them to (lay, iurther faid, ** that he 
loved the ambaflador and'all the Englifli, becaufe he knew they loved 
him and his houfe ; and that there fliould not be an Englilhman a flave 
in his empire,' for he would fet them all at liberty, in what part (bever 
they were ;" then waving his hand again to the captives they went 
away. And the ambaflador returning the emperor thi^nks tor the 
honour he had done him, told him, ** that he fliould always regard hit 
intereft when he was gone out of his dominions." To which the 
emperor faid, ** that he fliould then fee how well he deferved the 
prefent be had made him that morning ] that he would not have him 
(lay an hour in Mequinez.** And wifliing him fafe into his owa 
country, (aid, (evcral tittcV" Qod ble(f V9«/* aodf tarniog hii, 
Vol. III. U ^rfiv 
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l]^t> in confideration of his pad Cervices, as well as the . 
•iofs of his hand, a penfion of 300I. a year, for life, was 
iettled on him, December 14, 1725. Intelligence having 
lu^rived in England, towardis the end of the year 1729, 
that rear-admiral St. Loe had died at Jamaica, comman- 
der-in-chief on that (lation, Mr. Stewart was, on the 9th 
of December 1729, advanced to be rear-admiral of the 
blue, and fent ont thither, in the Lion, as his fucceflcMP. 
He returned to England about the year 1731 ; and on 
the 29th of June 1732, was appointed rear-admiral of 
the white. On the 26th of February 1733, he was con- 
fiituted vice-admfral of the blue, and hoifted his flag on 
^oard the Devonihire, a third rate, as commander of a . 
divtfion in a fleet, equipped in that year to reftrain, by 
the terrors of war, thofe depredations which the Spa- 
niards had long been in the habit of committing. A 
temporary apology, and a vain promife of more pacific 
cbnduA averted the blow with which they were threatened^ 
and prevented the fleet, as it is believed, from ever piit*> 
ting to Tea. In the following year, having hoiiied his flag 
fm board the Edinburgh, of fe wnty guns, he fenred as fecond 
in command of the fleet under fir J. Norris, which ap« 

Ears however, during that feafon, never to have proceeded 
rther than Spithead. On March 2, 1735-6, he.vras ad^ 
danced to be vice-admiral of the white ; and on the lOlh 
of February in the following year, was eleded reprefen* 
tative in parliament for the town of Portfraouth. H^ 
retained ttus honourable flation till his death, which hap- 
pened on the 5th of February 1740. He dial unmarried. 
TEATE, Matthew. — This gentleman entered into the 
navy immediately after the the revolution, and was at die 
latter end of the year 1692 appointed fecond lieutenant of 
Ae Royal William ; from which ftation he was, in 1696^ « 
promoted (o be iirfi lieutenant of the fame (hip* We 
find nothing farther concerning him till his promotion, 
on the 2til of April 1704, to be captain of the Strombolo, 
iVippofed, from her name, to have oeen a firefhip, but ia 
wnich, contrary to the regulations of the navy at the pre*

He re«^ 
tireij 6n a penfionj in 171 1, as a Superannuated captaiA 
of a third rate, and is faid, by Ibfne, to have died on th* 
2oth of March 1718 ; but others fix his deceafe at a mucll 
carlirr oeriod. 

TROTTER, John.^Nothing is known by us qf thii 
gentleman but that he was appointed captain of theWinJ^ 
chelfea on the 7th of February 1764, and is faid to havfc 
died in England fometime in the year 1747. We meet 
with no mention made of him which induces us to believe 
he ever heM any command after his firft appointment*

' BARTER, John. --.This gehtleman wJis a^inted 
third lieutenant of the Warfpight lii 1692. This appear^ 
to have been the firft commiflion he ever bore. He waa* 
^•t long afterwards, promoted to be fecond lieutenant of 
one of the firft rates> and continued to ferve in that 
ftation during the remainder of the war. He was not~ 
advanced to tne rank of capuin till the ift of May 1705^ 
when he was appointed to the Gofport. He is faid to have 
been fufpended iii the year 1706, on what account is hot 
known ; and no other infprmatioh can be colleded relative 
to him, that of his death excepted, which happened on 
the 13th of December 1708. 

CASTLE, John, -^ was, on the 17th of Septembtf 
4705, appointed captain of the Winchelfea frigate. This 
veffel was. on the 6th of June 1706, captured by the 
enemy. The death. of captain Caftle, who gallantly^ 
though fruitlefsly, exerted himfelf in the defence of his 
ihip, contributed to etihance the misfortuhe. 

COLEMAN, Robert. — Nothing is knowtt of this 

gentleman previous to his bting appointed^ on the 25th of 

September 1705, captain of the Elephant ftofc-ihip. He 

continued m,this veflTel till the month of April following, 

^ when he was removed into a frigate* Notwithftanding 

U a we 
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we believe him to have been conftantly in comauffioa 
durii^ the remainder of queen Anne's reign, we have 
not been able to inveftigate the particular ferviccs in 
which he was engs^ed, or even the names of the different 
Ihips he commanded. We have been more fortunate 
after the acceflion of king George the Firft, but do not 
find him appointed to any (hip till the year lyiy* when 
he was made captain of the Cumberland, a third rate of 
eighty euns, oidered to be equipped for the Bahic as one 
otthe Sect intended to be fent thither under fir J. Norris. 
It appears, however, a matter of doubt, whether captain 
Coleman afiually proceeded on this fervice^ owing to the 
ihip not being ready for fea when the fleet was ordered to fail* 
in the year 1720 he commanded the Buckingham, of 
feventy guns, fent on the fame (lation and under the fame 
admiral, as he was again in the following year. The 
difpute between the Kuijians and Swedes being finally 
adjufied by the treaty of Niefiadt, the Britifli fleet was 
diimantled foon after its return to England ; and captain . 
Coleman had no other appointment till the year 17^3^ 
when he was re-commiflioned to his old (hip, the Cunw 
berland,one of twelve ordered to be got ready lor fea, about 
the month of April. The caufes of this armament re- 
mains a fecret, which the adminiftration of that day did 
not ever think fit to difclofe, nor the politicians of later 
times have deemed fufficiently confequential to attempt 
the developement of. Captain Coleman continued to 
command the Cumberland for fome years, as, in 1726, we 
find, him in the fame (hip accompanying fir C. Wager 
to the Baltic, as captain to rear-admiral fir Ceorge^ 
Walton, who commanded one of the divifions of the 
fleet. When this armament returned to England, the 
Cumberland was ordered to Chatham and put out of 
commifTion. 

Captain Coleman was not,, as we believe, appointed to 
any other (hip till the month of July 1728, when he was 
made commander of the NaflTau, of feventy guns, one of 
the (hips which the depredations and infults of the Spa- 
niards compelled the Briti(h government to k^ep always 
in a Hate nt for immediate fervice. During the early 

Eart of the enfuing year he appears, on .account of iu 
ealth, to have quitted the above command : he however 

' ' fo 
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Co far recovered, as to be enabled to rcfume it in the month 
of June : but the formidable fleet which was collefted at 
Spithead, under fir Charles Wager, and was joined in the 
month of June by a Dutch fquadron of nine fljips of the 
line, befidea frigates and fmall veffels, never appears to have 
put to fea, ft certainly is no flender proof of ihe prtt* 
dence and fpirit of a government, when ihc terror of it« 
arms prove fiifficient to avert the ufc of them. In the 
month of OiSlober the Naflau, with eleven others that 
were among the largeft (hips, were ordered into port to be ■ 
litid up. 

Mr. Coleman does not appear to have ever held anycom-i 
mifTion fubfequent \o iheabove time ; and it is molt probabl* 
that, on accoiml of his age as well as his long fervice, he 
retired foon afier on a penfion : this circumftance we are 
however not fully warranted in afTerting. He died at 
Portfmmiih on the 30lh of November 1739. 

FISHER, George, — was, as early as the month of 
December 1692, appointed third liemenant of the Royal 
Oak, iir George Rookie's flag illp dtirlng the enfuing 
year. After the return of that commander from the un- 
fortunate fcrvicc of convoying the outward -bound Smyrna 
fleet, Mi. Filher was, through his intereft and recom- 
mendation, advanced, in the rank of lieutenant, to be 
fecond of one of the flag-fhips, we believe his own. He 
was not promoted to the rank of captain till the 18th of 
January 1705, when he was appointed to the Tartar ; in 
which (hip he unhappily died on the 1 8th of Augutl 
following. 

■ GORDON, Thomas. — Having been unable to collefl 
any pgrtjculars relative to this gentleman while he conti- 
nued in the ftation of a lieOtenant, we mult begin with his 
appointment to the 'Edinburgh, hiscommiHion for which 
(hip bears date November the 7th, 1705. The lifeofthU 
genilemaD is as barren of incident, and, confequently, as 
iininterefting as that of any perfon who ever attained 
the rank of captain in the Briiilh navy. We are led to 
make this remark here, in jultice to his charaSer both as 
a man and officer, his fubfe(]uent condnfl, after he had 
ceafed to be a BritiJh commander, proving him well 
endued with all ihofe fhining qnalities neccflary toconlU* 
uie tbal of an able and worthy man. 

U 3 Captain 
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Captain Gtmlon had, unhappily iot hlmfelf aeA Ui 
country, imbibed principles and an aCitchment to the 
esLiled houfe of Stuan, which were very properly deemect 
dugernug, and tncompatible with hh being cotitioucd iw 
die Biilifti fcnricc after the deceafe of queen Aimc. Hd 
then entered into that of the celebrated Peter the third, Czarr M 
of Mufcovy, who gave him the appointment of a rice-: 
admiral, and ever continued to hoM him in the hrghefk 
cftcem ; as did alfo the Czarina, his fucceir^r. Hisi j 
opinion was alwaySLOnfulted in affairsof moment; and he* 
bad invariably the faltsfa^ion of finding his advice U>{i4 I 
lawcd, not only to the advantage of bis i)ewfriends,'biit ( 
without, in any degree, exciting their difapprobation. Off J 
this a lingular proof vrsn given in the year 1736, when if T 
Sri'ith fleet was fent into the Baltic, under the conunindr J 
of fir Charles Wager. The court ofRuJlia wasexceedinglyf 1 
irritated st its appearance, and wa«, sf it is faid, refolvcdt 
to liavtrd an a£lion, rather than endure its cominuai 
theje, Vice-adniiiai Gordon, however, very wifely jeJ 
primed to the council, that the Ruffian deet «vas by no' 
niQans in a condition to venture an engagement with that' 
of Great Britain, and orders were confcqueotly £,>ren for< 
laying it up, and fecuring il in the bell manner poffiUlc frtmil 
being iufulted. The time of \\\^ death is unltnown, » we 
find no menlionwhatevcrmade of him after theabove event. 

GRAY, William.— This gentleman is to be notic«^ 
only at having been appointed captain of the Wtndwlfeat 
on (he zgth of April 1705. 

HICKS, Edmund, — is no where mentioned (ill Iin. 
appointment, on the i8ih of March i7o<;, to be captaiit 
of the Adventure'; nor have wc been able to procure uiy: 
other information concerning him, except that he died' 
commander of the Crown on the 25 th of September 1708. 

JONES, William, — was appointed a lieutetiant' 
before the revolution ; and after a progreiTivc protno- 
tion in that rank was, about the end of the year (693, 
made fuft lieutenant of the Cornwall, a thiTd rate of- 
eighty guns, one of the Ihips hclojiging, during the whole

of captain' i» the navy till it\€ 15th of February 1705^ 
vfken he was appointed to the Dunwich. In coniequence 
of fome irregularities in4he line of fervice he was tried bv 
a.court-martialy held in the river Medway;, on the i8tn 
of December 1705, and fined three months pay. Being 
afterwards made cs^tain of the Winchelfea, and ordered 
to the Weft Indies; he died at Barbadoes on the a9th of;

Captain Leake having cHteied eally in life into 4^- 
nayy, under the aufpices^ of his father, wat» at the ag9 oti 
twenty-four ycafs, appointed, on the a4th of Auguft 
1705, to the Tartar frigate. In this (hip hfe continued a 
considerable time, but employed only m the vndiflin*' 
guiflied fervices of cruiiing, and occafionally convoying 
merchant-lhips to and from the Baltic, and Hamburgh 
In one of thefe expeditions, as has beep juft related ixi* 
the life of captain Hicks, he ^ad the good fortune, in 
company with that gekleinan, to capture a French fri* 
gate 6i twenty-four guns. Th^ fervices in which he 0on-» : 
tinued to be employed during the whole of his life, appear- 
to have been all of the fame unnoticeable kind, for wo 
never find his name occur, either in public hiftory^ or 10 
soiy private memoir. Mr. Leake, in his life of fir JohnV 
obfcrvcs, that hi a very few years he g6t more money by* 
^rijses, than his father did in the whole ceurfe of his life. 
He 10 aU probability yras a young man extremely pron^.

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to didipation, carelefs both of the honour of hU profeifion 
and his own intereft : neveifthelefs we cannot but think 
this information, confideriiig the degree of coAnfexion ' 
which fubfiftcd between the families, comes with a very 
bad grace from Mr. Leake, who takes occafion to ob- 
ferve, with much apparent afperity, that captain Leake 
was, unhappily, of jfuch a natural bad diipofition, that he 
feems to have been born to affli£l his father, (ir John« 
He adds a very ridiculous tale, that his grandfather caft - 
captain Leake's nativity at his birth, and pronounced he 
would be very vicious, very fortunate, and very unhappy. 
He obferves, that without concerning himfelf with the 
truth or falfehood of aftrological prognoftics in general, 
this predi/Aion was remarkably fulfilled; for that 
while fir John was gaining never-fading laurels, his fon 
was counterrhining his reputation by inglorious aAions'; 
^nd, to finifh the man, married difgracefully : fo that his 
father, who had retired from the world to pais the remain^ 
der of his life in eafe and tranquillity, was difcompofed 
by liis fons 'repeated follies; who, l^ this time, faavirig 
fpent his all, depended upon him for fupport. Peace be 
to his afhes ; may his follies and extravagancies be buried - 
itioblivioh. Death put a period to them, and his life, on 
the 24th of February J7*i9-2o,-

'■■ PADDON, George,*— was, in 1693, appointed (econd 
lieutenant of the Archangel, ap hired (hip of war, mount* 
ing forty-eight guns, fent in the above year with a con<» 
voy to Virginia. We have no other intelligence relative 
to this gentleman till we find him, in 1703, comqoander 
of the Vefuvius fireihip. In this veflel he had the misfor* 
tune to be wrecked, being driven from his anchors at 
Spithead, oh the 26th of November, in that tremendous 
temped, ufiially denominated the Great Storm. The

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fervices in which he was for a feries of years concerned 
were fo trivial, that we do not find any mention whatever 
made of him ttll fhe year 171 19 when he commanded, the 
Windfor of fixty ^ns, on the New England ftation. He 
appears, while thus employ^, to have been particularljr 
adive and fortunate, having captured many very confider- 
able and valuaUe prizes ; one of them a French fliip of 
war, called thg -Thetis, mounting forty-two guns*. He 
was taken from this fhip, in the month of Augu.d^ by fir 
Hovenden Walker, commander-in-chief of the armament 
d^ftined againft Quebec, to command the Edgar of feventy 
guns, the flag fhip, under hipi during the above-mentioned 
expedition. The melancholy cataftrophe which put aa 
end to it has been already defer ibed at full ; and that very, 
nisfortune afterwards proved the caufe of captain Pad* 
don's own difmifTion from the fervice^ 

We cannot help thinking, to fpeak candidly, that fir 
Hovenden himfelr, in his account of the difailer alluded 
tot, infmuates a kind of impropriety in captain Paddon's 
condudl on!th^t occafion ; but it is alfo certain, that the 
degree of culpability, if any,- was deemed fo trivial as ta 
render any enquiry into his conduct unneceflary* Onliis 
leturn from the Weft Indies he was appointed to fome 
9ther (hip of the line, and ordered for the Mediterranean » 
where we find him, in 17 13, commodore and plenipoten- 
tiary to the emperor of IVforooco, for the purpofe of re- 
newing the truce with Great Britain, whicn was then on 
the pomt of expiring. He appears to have a&cd in this 
very delicate bufinefs with all the warinefs of a politician 
happily united with the true gaHant fplrit of a Britifb 
commander, A negociation for peace is, as it is well 
known, more difficult to be concluded and carried into 
efftA with the Moors, than with any other people in the 
univerfe ; a thoufand arts and fubtleties are jpradiie^ as 
the complexion of their afFairs appears to luggeft ; nor 
could^ particularly at the time of which we are now 
fpeaking, any certainty be had of the conclufion and rati- 
fication of a treaty,, except niecef&ty compelled it.

Orally he immediately ordered the fhipsof his fquadron tOK 
make reprifak, a conduct which quiokly bfoU^t them:

;iqppear to have be^n adjuited and finally cdnduddd in tber 
month of March following, the empcxor having, as m 
fobftantial proof of Moorim friendfhip> gtven orders §cii

Ulcn into the hands of his corfairs. He continued on tho 
fiune ftation for a confiderable time after this ; and fip 
James Wiibart being, in the month of December 1713^ 
I4» ieot to take the command on the above-mentioned 
liation, captain Paddon continued to ferve under him aa 
loi^ as that admiral remained there himfelf. 

On the accefiiofi of king George L and the very extcn<4 
five difiqiffion of perfons holding employments, as wett 
civil and military, which took place in confequence of ity 
captain Paddon, tc^ther with hiscommander-in-chief, was 
jecalled frofn the Mediterranean. His former misfortone, 
for it fcancely deferved a term more harfli, was now con^* 
verted into a ferious ofiex^ice and crime; and, after havin^n 
paircd:unnotic:ed for fuch a len^h of time^ it was fubje^ed 
to the Qf^inion of a court-martial, the members of' wfaicit 
thought it incumbent on them to fentence him to be 
£finiflbd the fervice. On the treatment of fir Hovenden^ 
kis admiral, at the' time alluded to, we have akeady takenr 
eccafion to animadiirert fuflkiently ; and the lancorous 
abtmoiity with which men, who were unhappy enough to 
be of one particular party and perfiiafioB were purfued^ 
would induce us to wonder %ut little at eveh a thofe flagrant 
violation of the forms of juftice^ or rather of itsprincipleSy 
than that we here allude to. 

Captain Paddon, after, hia dtfmiffion, went into the 
fervice of Peter the Tiuxti^ ibmamed the Great, Czar of 
Mufcovy, and died in that country, as it isfaid, early is 
the year I7i7» ^

governor, of Jamaica, at their hiead, were endeavouring^* 
and with fome fuccefs, to recover from a^Spanifli wreck^J 
Into this money-hunting. proje^ the Dutch. pretended l#. 
enter, and the Engli (h natipn eafily trufting to the truth of thd? 
avowed obje£l of an exped^tion^whicb appear^ fo perfediyl 
congenial to the natural genius of their neighbours, readiljrj 
l^ve the credit to their pretended intentions.: «LQrd McHr^i 
daunt, as he was then called, dqes not appear to have <:oth^ 
cerned himfelf any farther than merely by requefting o£ fin 
J .Narborough,at that time, the Englifti cemmand^-in-chief f 
in the Weft Indies, a|Ki, ^i^u^ly; ^jnployed on; thenlamfti 
errand, his permiflion to fend two or thre^ officers to fee 
the wreck.

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^^.Oahis arrival there, the proje^ q{ the revolution had 
nearly ripened into executiont; and Burnet, in the 
iiiftory of his own times, mentions his lordfhip as one 
of the perfons admitted to the mod fecret councils g^T 
the prince of Or;mge, who placed, on all occafions, a 
mod implicit confidence in his advice. He accompanied 
his iiighnefs to England in the month of November ; and 
having been, as it is faid, highly indrumental to the fuc- 
cefs of the expedition, was, on the acceilion of king 
William and queen Mary, fworn of their privy council 
and made one of the lords of the bed-chamber to his 
majedy ♦.

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jiift mentioned on the i8th of March 1690- 1, and wasfhen 
fuccEcdedbyfir J.Lowiher. " Incoiifequtpceofanaddreft 
prefented by the lord mayor and aldermen of the city c 
London to his majefly, he was commiflioned to cominan^ 
the royal regiment of horfe, which the city had raifed f 
the public fervicc, of which his majefty was graciouDj'' 
pleafed to be colonel : and iheir majefties, the prince anflP 
princefs of Denmark, with the lords fpirtlijal and teni"' 
poralj having accepted of the invitation of the lord mayoc ' 
aldermen, &c. of the city, to dine at Guildhall, on Ofl 
29, 1689, the royal city regiment of volimteer horfe, 
richly and gallantly accoutred, led by the earl of Mon- 
mouth, attended their majeflies from Whitehall inlo the 
city. In 1692 his lordlhip made the campaign iii J 
Flanders under king William." After this time Collin 
makes no mention of htm til! the year 1702 ; but wehave'^ 
to obferve, that by the death of Henry, fecond earl of 
Peterborough, on the 19th of June 1697, his iordfhip 
fucceeded to that title, by which, as being the more ancient, 
lie was always afterwards known. 

Soon after the acceffion of queen Anne it was propofed'J 
to fend his lordthip to the Welt Indies as captain-general^ 
and governor of Jamaica, as well as commander-in-chidf^ 
of the fleet and troops afterwards fcnt thither under com- 
modorc Walker, when the fleet was on its return from 
Cadiz. But this inlention was laid afide, and the earl was 
not called into public fervice till the year 1705, when he 
was appointed, with fir Cloudefley Shovel, joini-admiral 
and commander-in-chief of the fleet fent to Spaiii. His 
eminent ferVices in that kingdom are almofl too notorious 
to need repetition. The editor of the life of fir John 
Leake has, indeed, taken imcommon pains to be fomewhat 
more than ferverc on his lordfliip, and aflerts rather 
boldly, that he endeavoured to divert the attention of the 
allies from Barcelona, and transfer theii attack to Italy, 
" This (adds he) was a very early attempt to influence the 
fleet, by means of land coimcils, from the fervice of the king 
of Spain, for which they were principally defigned ; and a 
flagrant inflance of the folly, if not treachery, in appoint- 
ing lord Peterborough joinl-admira!, but it was very happy 
the SEA admirals were fo honeft as to be governed by their 
own councils." The fame author foon afterwards ad- 
4 uiitSf 
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Silts, that in a council of war the earf alone ¥oted for the 
attack, in oppofition to the opinion of alf the general 
officers. 

The emeqpriKe in queftion being at laftrefoh^ed dnt 
its glorious termination is well known to all; and not* 
withftanding the author above-quoted infifts that th^ earl 
took all the pains in his power to obftruA the couhcilSt 

t he is reludantly, as it were, compelled to admit, that 
is fpirited condu<£x in putting hinifeif, immediately after 
the prince of Hefle fell, at the head of the debchment 
which, under the command of his highnefs, had (lormed 
fort Montjoui, or Montjurch, had principally caufed the 
ultimate mcceis of the affault. His gallantry on thisoc<« 
cafion was, indeed, efhiblifhed by a teftimony, not to be 
overturned by the bare aflertion and infinuation of an 
hifiorian, fingdar encomiums being beftowed on his lord* 
Aip's particular behaviour in the account publiflied by 
authority, which may be found in the Gazetteis, No. 4-164. 
and 4107, the length of which prevents us from tranf- 
cribing them. 

The earl appears to have quitted his naval command 
during the winter, and to have confined himfelf to the 
exercife of his land fundion of gc;neral, in which he diC- 
played fingular adroitnefs as well as gallantry, havings 
with a force almoft contemptible, when compared witfi 
that of the enemy, not only kept them completely in 
check^ but obtain^ feveral confequential advantages over 
them, and in particular havine almoft entirely fubdued the 
kingdom of Valentia. The nrft operation of the enemy 
in the enfuing fpring, Viras the attack of Barcelona ; and 
in the hope of re-po9cfling themfelves of it by a coup de 
main they made it in a manner totally unprecedented and 
unjuftifiaWe, on the fcore of milita^ prudence. They 
left Lerida and other confequential towns behind them, 
unaflaulted ; a conduft which, although perhaps the molt 
impolitic they could have purfued, was fuch, neverthelefs^ 
as completely cleceived the earl of Peterborough, and en- 
abled them to carry the iirft obje£t of their expedition 
into execution, and inveft the city in form. This event 
was totally unlooked for by tus lord(hip, wlio ufed 
exertions almoft incredible for its relief: he colleAed, 
with the utmoft expedition^ a corps of near three thou- 

fand 
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fiind men in Valentia, and in defpite of the formidable 
army of the befiegerSi fiicceeded in throwing a very coh* 
fiderable part of them into the town, which, till then was^ 
owing to the kind of furprize already ftated, very thinly 
garrifoned. With the remainder^ which confifted chiefly 
of Miquelets and irregular troops, he took pod in the 
mountains, from whence, by failles and defultory flcir- 
miihes, he daily harrafled the enemy and impeded their 
attack. At Ien&;th the combined fleet arrived, the com* 
munication with the city by fea being confequently 
open*, the earl went immediately on, board, and taking 
the command of the troops that were .conveyed thither by 
it, landed the fame afternoon at their head. 

The event might eafily have been forefeen, the 
enemy raifed the fiege with the utmoft precipitation in a 
few days afterwards, abandoning all their artillery and^ 
ftores, tpgether with their camp itfelf, in which was found 
fo immenfe a depot of ammunition, and evei^ other ne« 
ceflary requifite for a fiege, that it was wittily faid by the 
vi6tors, their enemy had left them fuch a booty to make 
them fome ame^ids for the trouble and anxiety they had 
fruitlefsly occafioned them by their vain and ill-condu£ted 
attack. 

The author of fir John Leake's life has, according to 
his wonted cuftom, taken wonderful pains to depreciate 
the fiiare borne by his lordfiiip in this affair, and at the ' 
fame titne to attribute the entire caufe of its happy iiTue to 
the condud of fir John Leake, who commanded the fle^t 
fent on the above fervice from England. Here alfo, as 
well as in other infiances, relative aifeSion and prejudice 
appear to have hurried his zeal beyond that prudential 
attention to candour and impartiality no hiflorian ought

Without the fmalleft intention of 
depreciating fir John Leake's high merit in the part he 
bore in the foregoing tranfaSion^ we cannot help infiftijng 
on the juft claim the ear) alfohas, on his part, to popular 
eftcem *. Mr. Leake fpeaks very contemptuoufly and 
coarfely of hiscondu<^ during the fiege, and defcribes him 
to have been, what he calls, (kulking in the mountains ; 
but it is to be obferved, that by that very politic meafure 
the fiege was much more etk&uMy motxzQttd than if 
could have been by his throwing himielf into the town, 
and endeavouring to aflilt in its defence, with the irregu- 
lar, ill-difciplined troops he conamanded, which were not 
in any degree fit for any other fervice than that of a flying 
war. 

A variety of curious and entertaining anecdotes are re* 
lated of this nobleman's exploits during the above period: 
as they are, however, totally irrelative to his naval con* 
du£l:, and would lead us to a detail we do not feel ourfelvef 
juftified in entering into, we ihall content ourfelves widi 
briefly remarking, they uniformly difplay to us the cha-' 
raAer of a confummate warrior and a moft gallant mail. 
Mr. Leake's antipathy to his lordfliip is clearly occafioned 
by his having unfortunate^ been honoured, by queen Anne, 
with the appointment, very uncomnK>n indeed for a land 
ofiicer, of joint-adnniral with fir John Leake. This haf 
been deemed by Mr. Leake more derogatory to his rela« 
tion's honour than, in all probability, that relation himfe^f 
thought it ; and no pofiible pains have been fpared to 
deteriorate his lorjfliip's conduct, as a punifhment for hi| 
having enjoyed his^ fovereign's favour t. 

Barcelona being fecured, the earl returned into Valen- 
tia ; but owing to the unaccountable dilatorinefs of king 
Charles, who, inftead of proceeding inftantly to Madrid, 
of which pofiefilon h^ been taken by the earl of Gal way, 
the opportunity was loft of reducing all Spain to his obe^ . 
dience without a blow. Every honeft effort of the carl

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of Peterborough, to extricate hnn from tkc endnafanent 
and fupinenefs into which the intrigues and aniiices of 
the prince of Lichtenftein, and other Germans immedi* 
ateiy about his perfon had phinged him, was fhifhated ; and 
the whok of thofe exertions which had been made for his 
fervice, both b\' the Britifii nation and other powga that 
adhered to his intereft, were confc^quently thniwn away. 

The earl was in all probabilit}- induced, by this morti- 
cing behaviour in the king, to quit Spain before the end 
of the campaign ; but fonie perfons, who have pTctendcd 
to an extraordinary' knowledge and political diicenmicnt, 
a& well as to be better acquainted than tfaeir neighbouxs 
with thofcr fecret fprings wiiich influenced the caadnBL of 
great men about that time, have afcribed it to die inoF- 
dinate ambition of the earl, who could not brook lerving 
under the carl of Galway who was an older offi^, and 
had headed tfat part of the army which bad meardwd 
&om Portugal. We cannot help bnefly lemaxkingytbat 
iiicfa conduS is by no means conlkmam to that A^ice of 
m a gn a n i mi ty the eenerality of m a nkiiid a dmit Ac eel to 
have pofTefied. He returned to ^sain in a £bw -mmtth^ 
afterwards, but does not appear to faa¥e, in any dcgnee, in- 
terfered with the c ommand of the army, utl ie jwife Aan 
by oBbring his beft ad¥ice as to die meafui^ mofi proper 
to be purfuedfor Ac geneialadvantage of ^common caiifiu 
In the month of A^ he again departed for Itak, being 
appointed envcnrtoihe duke of Savoy from kingCharkaB, 
who was pmbnbly glad of fo good an cqipnrtunity of get- 
ting rid of fo &ithfiil, though difiigieeable a monitor. 
On his paflage he very narrowlv eicaped £dling into the 
hands of ibc enemy, the ficiohition; on boanl wind 
he had endmrked, which fliip was at that time com- 
manded by captain Moidauni, his yoinigefi fon, beii^ 
attacked by a fguadmn affix fliipe of war, and aftemand^ 
defbwed bv her commander^s own oxdec, meielv to inA- 
ventbcrb^aiptiinL 

The earl, however, being at .that time engi^Bd in a 
fervice very dittiiuui from that of fightii^, had ^^tc pffi- 
dcnoe and the good fortune to eKd his efaqKi, ^dncm te 
did by gettii^ on bond die Emcrprize iraaie, ia 
which he pa£d in ia&ty to Qncglia. ,^er fti^

♦ •• His driving the duke of Anjou, the late Philip V. king of 
Spain, and the French army out of Spain, which confiOcd of 2^^000 
mtn, though his own troops never amounted to 10,000; the pofleflion 
be gained of Catalonia, of the kingdoms of Valencia, Arragon, and 
Majorca, with part of Murcia and Caflile, giving opportunity to the 

' earlof Galway of advancing to Madrid without a blow, ire undeni- 
able proofs of bis great valour, prudence, and condu6l in military af- 
fairs. His wonderful vigour in the execution of thofe, and feveral 
other adions during the war, furprized moft men at that time, for 
wbicb fervices he was declared general in Spain by kin^ Charles III : 
and that war being looked on as likelv to be concluded, he received 
bcr majefty's commiflion for ambafFador extraordinary, with powers 
and inuruoions for treating and adjufling all matters of ftate and traffic 
between the two kingdoms. Whatever were the caufes of his being 
recalled from Spain, it is certain that our affairs there, were foon after 
in a very ill condition, by the lofs of the battle of Almanza, on 

' April 2^, 1707, N. S. Rouvigny, learl of Galway,^ then commanding 
the Bricifli troops. The earl of Peterborough ca'me to the duke of 
Marlborough's camp at Genap, on Auguft b2, when he left the 
camp at Soignes, in his journey to Holland, there being then little 
appearance but the remainder of the campaign would be as ina£live at . 
the preceding part of it. I (hall farther take notice, that on bis return 
to £ngland, having brought on the examination of his condu£l in . 
parliament, after the (Iri deft enquiry, there vrere noobjc£lions made to 
any part of his behaviour, but all nis a£lions appeared fuitable to the 
^gnity of his charader — the boufe of peers voting, Jan. la, 1710-1 1, 
that, during the time he had the command of the army in Spain, he 
performed many great and eminent fervices, for which he had the 
thanks of their houfe; and the lord chancellor exprefled himfelf in 
the firongeft terms. In his fpeech to him he faid, there was no enquiry 
into the nature of any fervice upon a more mature deliberation, or witn

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The charadter and condu£l of this noble earl having 
been the fubjeft of much panegyric and abufe, it may be 
thought incumbent on us to fay a word in fupport of one 
or the other; but they have been both carried to a much 



nourable houfc) by my involuntary omilfion of the far greater part of 
them. 

" Had your lord (hi p*t wife counfels, particularly your advice at the 
council of war in Valentia, been purfued in the following campaign^ 
the fatal battle of Almanza, and our greeted misfortunes, which have 
iince happened in Spain, had been prevented, and the dcfign upoa 
Toulon might have happily fucceeded* 

'* I (hall detain your lordfhip no Jpnger than, in obedience to the 
order I have received, to return your lordfhip, as I do, the thanks of 
this houfe, for your eminent and remarkable fervices to your queen 
and country, during your command in Spain.*' 

Hii excellency's anfwer* ' 

•* My lords, 

•• For the great honour and favour I. have received from your lord- 
fiiips, I return my mod humble thanks, with a heart full of the trueft 
reiped and gratitude.

** In the ]^ear 1710 and 1711, he was employed in embafTy to the 
court of Turin, and other Italian courts, on ipecial affairs ; and on Lis 
return to England was, on Dec. 22, 1712, made colonel of the royal 
regiment of horfe guards,- then vacant by the death of Richard, earl 
Rivers; being alfo general of the marines, and lord lieutenant of the 
county of Northampton, he was indalled at Windfor, on Aug. 4, 17139 
a knight companion of the mod noble order of the garter.

greater 
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greater extent than either reafon or propriety ccnrfd dic- 
tate or warrant, his advocates having exalted him into a 
perfonage rather more than human, while his enemies, 
on the other hand," endeavour to degrade him fomething 
below the level of any man who ever held a military com- 
mand, though of the moft inferior kind. To cifputants 
fo prepoflelied, and at the fame time fo violent in their 
antipathies and friendlhips, little can b;- faid, becaufe 
prejudice dimming the eye of reafon and candour, prevents 
It from attending to that true ftatement which is the refult 
of cool difpaffionate inveftigatiun. Thofe, however, v<rho 
are unbiail^d in their opinions, who are no farther inte- 
rcfted in the poilhumous applaufe paid to his memory, 
than by an honeft wifli to do juftice and to reward merit, 
will certainly difcover many brilliant points in his cha- 
rafter which the moft inveterate malice of his eneriiies 
cannot debafe ; and, on the other hand, they may refufe 
their unqualified aflent, and belief of many particulars 
"which thofe who werebis particular favourers would have 
infifted it to have been a fpecies of treafonable inikieiity to 
liave even doubted. 

Some have been enthufiaftic enough to aflcrt he carried 
his attachment, to the caufe and perfon of king Charles, 
to fuch a romantic height, as to have nearly ruined his 
private fortune in fupport of the war ; and, but for his 
very extraordinary exertions in this particular, the projeft 
of annexing the crown of Spain tS the houfe of Auftria, 
muft have" been given up long before it was. On the 
contrary, there are not wanting thofe who infift his 
abilities, as a warrior, were far from being g{ the moft 
fplendid kind; that liberality was by no means to be num* 
bered among either his virtues or his failings ; and his 
fpirit of enterprize never went a ftep farther thanr where 
tne applaufe, likely to accompany it, ferved to pleafe his 
vanity or feed his ambition ; that impatient of the fmalleft' 
control, he deferied the intereft of his cbuntry when he 
ceafed to be idolized by it, and marred every plan of 
operations in which he was not fuffered to aft as fupreme/ 
Clouded however as his great and brilliant name may 
be by fonie of thofe trivial failings, to whofe attacks 
human nature is perpetually expoffsd, few perfons will be 
harih enough to deny him the charafter he appears to have

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very juflly defervcd, of an able commander, a iincero 
friend, and an honed man. 

SAUNDJ^RS, Sir George,— is no where mentioned in 
any naval manufcripts, or lifts, till the nth of January 
1705, when he was appointed captain of the Shorehatn *. 
In this veflel he did not long continue, being in a few 
days removed into the Seaford, a frigate of the fame force 
as the former, and fent as a Rationed (hip into the Iriih fea. 
Jle returned back into the Shoreham in the month of 
April, and continued to be employed as above-mentioned 
for three or four years, not improbably till near the 
end ©f the war. While thus occupied, he difplayed con- 
iiderable adivity and merit in the only line the nature of 
the fervice permitted him, having been Angularly fortu- 
nate in the capture of a number of priyateers, who very 
piuch infefted that coail. B|it no other qnention being ever 
made of him during the remainder of the War, it is moil pron 

* He wasy however, fome confiderable time before this, appoint^ 
af^ing captain of the Seaford frigate, as we baye the following account 
pf him in a letter froni Di^blin, dated ^l^rch 9, 1703, ioCerted in the 
Gazette, No. 4009. 

/* On the 4th it)ftant came into thi« harbour tlie Jane ketch o(thi« 
port, Robert Irwin matttrr, frpm Lifbon, laden with wine and fruit, 
and gave advice that he had been taken on the 2d, off Wicklow, by 
a French privateer of eight giins and (fty men, monfienr Pervine 
commander, belonging to St. Malo's, and bad ranfomed his (hip for 
2^5 !• whereupon hi$ grace the lord lieutenant immediately ordered 
captain Saunders, in his majefly-s (hip the Seaford, and the Charlotte 
yacht, captain Brebolt commander, (having fqrty landmen on board) 
to go in qucil of thp privateer.

The privateer fleered to the Wellh coaftj and a |5ale 
arifing at W.N.W. about eleven at night the privateie'r got into 
Carnarvon bay, and the man of war came fo near him a$ to ihoot hit 
fore*roaft by, the bo^rd;. and after having Hred a broadfide, fent hU 
boat on board and took him, and the 7th, at night, brought him into 
this bay." 

He continued on the fame ftation for a confiderable fpace of time 
after this, principally employed in convoying the trade between Eng- 
land ind Ireland.

H bable he never had the good fortune to meet with any of 
^P thofe opportunities of diftingiiiihing himfelf, through 
which he afterwards very honourably procured fo much 
celebrity and popular favour. 

His firll iDtroduftion, as it may be called, into notice, 
was eiFefled through that great and eminent commander 
Sir George Byng, who having obferved in him all thofe 
qualities which he thought neceflary for a man holding 
that ftation to which he procured his appointmeni, 
nominated him for his hril captain at the time he took ihc 
command of the fleet fent to the Mediterranean, againft 
the Spaniards, in the year 1718. Through the whole of 
this expedition he was ireated by fir George as a friend, 
in whofe advice he placed the utmoft confidence, and to 
whom he always trufted the moft diFEicult and delicate 
negociations. As foon as the fleet arrived off Meflina, 
captain Saunders was fcnt, by the admiral, with a letter 
to the marquis dc Lede, inviting him to a conference, and 
uCng every poflible argument to conciliate matters and 
prevent the difpute, between the courts of England and 
Spain, from being referred to the final decifion of arms. 
If any thing could have contributed to fo defirable an ar- 
rangement, it would have been the mild and calm difpo- 
(ition of captain Saunders as a negociator, who, to all the 
firmnefs which is the natural confcquencc of intrepidity, 
knew well how to join the moderaiion of ;i man, who 
juftly confidered war as a national evil, of all others mod' 
to be avoided. The marquis, however, foon put a (lop 
to this pacific attempt, by declaring, in the moft unquali- 
fied terms, that he had no power to treat, and that he 
would purfue his orders, which were to feize Sicily, 

The fubfequent events, of which the total defeat of the 
Spaniih Heel, under admiral Caftagnetta, is the moft me- 
morable, are well known to all ; and the conduct of 
captain Saunders in that encounter in particular, as well 
as the eflential fervice he rendered his commandcr-iti- 
chief, who failed not to make the moft honourable 
mention of him, fo recommended him 10 the notice of 
king George the Firft, that, in the year 1720, immedi- 
ately after his arrival in England, he received the honour 
of knighthood. On the i ft of April 1721, he was ap- 

I pointed one of the commillioncts of the viflualling-office, 
X 4 a ftatton 
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m ftation which he continued to hoM till the 1 7^1 of Aifpift 
1727, and then q'.itted it on being pitHnoted to becomp- 
troiler of the navy accounts. Although he noight now 
be fuppofe-l to have, in fome meafure, quitted the line of 
stdive employment, yet, when he had rifen in rank 
and feniority in the fervice fo far, that his promotion to be a 
flag-officer became proper and juftifiable according to the 
accuftomed etiquette of naval appointments, he was ad« 
vanced to that ftation as early as though he had continued 
in aAual commiffion during the whole of the intervening 
period. 

He was ^pointed rear-admiral of the blue on the 29th 
of June 1732, and pr(|moted to be rear-admiral of the 
red on the 26th of Febrcary 1 7 33*4* He does not appear, 
bowever, to have ever gone to lea in either of the above 
capacities, and indeed furvived his lad promotion out t 
very ihort time. At his deceafe, which happened 
on the 5th of December 17349 he was, as we have 
already ftated, rear-admiral of the red, a commiflioner of 
the navy, and reprefentative in parliament for Qiieen- 
borough in the ille of Sheppy. 

VAUGHAN, ^Francis, — was, on the 29th of May 
1705, appointed captain of the Kinlale frigate : he was 
quickly aiterwards removed into the Haftings, a veflel of 
the fame rate, and emploved in the German Ocean, prin- 
cipally in convoying the neets to and from Holland and the 
Baltic. This occupation proved fatal to him in the month 
of February 1706-7 ; and we have the following account 
of this unhappy diiafter in a letter from Yarmouth, dated 
February the loth. '^ Yefterday failed out of our road 
her roajefty's (hips the Haftings and Margate, with a fleet 
of about one hundred merchant (hips, bound for Holland ; 
but the wind coming contrary, the fleet was obliged to 
put back again that evening. Her majefty's (hip the 
flaflings, in coming in, ftruck on the lands, and in half an 
hour's time overfet : about thirty of her men eot hither in 
their boats, but it is feared many of the reft periftied.'* 
Captain Vaughan was among the, latter. 
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ADLINGTON, James, — is known only as baring 
been appointed captain of the Folkftone* on the 7th o£ 
January 1706. He died in England on the i'5th of 
Oftober 1700, being, as itisfaid, captain of the Tilbury. 
CANDLER, Bartholomew, — was, on the 27th of 
January 1706, promoted to be captain of the Falcon. We 
do not iind any other mention made of him, except the 
mere date of his death, a circumftance mod probably im- 
putable to his ill fortune only, in having been employed 
on fervices totally uninterefting. He died in the Weft 
Indies on the 22d of O&ober 1722, being at that time 
captain of the Launceflon, of forty guns. , 

CLIFTON, John, — was appointed a lieutenant in 
the navy about the year 1691 ; and in 1693 we firul him 
in that (lation on board the Soldadoes Prize, a (hip of 
forty guns. We have not been able to procure any farther 
information concerning him till the 2d of Febniary 1705* 
at which time he was promoted to be captain of the 
Dolphin frigate ; whether he ever had any command ma« 
terial enough to merit particular notice docs not appear, 
for no other mention-is made of him, except that he died 
on the 21 ft of March 1723, not holding at that time any 
commiflion. 

CREMOR, or CREAMER, Henry, — was ap. 
pointed a lieutenant in the navy very foon after the 
revolution; and as far back as the year 1693, ferved 
as firft lieutenant of the Humber, of eighty guns, 
commanded by captain Lionel Ripley. He was not, 
however, advanced to the rank of captain in the navy till 
the i6th of January 1706, when he was made commander 
of the Guardland frigate." He was, not long afterwards, 

* He is fuppofed to have been appointed ading captain of the 
Winchelfea on the 18th of Decemher 1704 ; in which fiation be pro- 
bably tontiBiied till his above promotion • 

• ' ' I removed 
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removed into the Katherine yacht ; in which veflel he died, 
at Lifbon, on the 13th of April 1707. 

DELAVAL, Robert, — was the younger brother of 
admiral George Delaval, of whom we have already given 
feme account. This gentleman is no where mentioned 
in the fervice till his appointment, on the 30th of April 
1706, to the commarid of the Falcon frigate. He was 

Jirevious to that promotion lieutenant of one of the flxips 
lent to the Mediterranean under fir J. Leake, who ad- 
vanced him to the ftation juft mentioned, as a reward 
for his own intrinfic worth, and as a well-deferved com- 
pliment to his brother George, who was fent home as a 
paflengcr on board the Falcon, with the important news 
that the enemy had been compelled to raife the fiege of 
Barcelona. 

Captain Delaval returned to the Mediterranean ; and, 
having unfortunately contrafted the fmall-pox, died, in 
his original command, at Genoiiy on the 29th of January 
1707-8. 

DOILEY, or DORLEY, George,— was, about the 
latter end of the year 1705, appointed lieutenant of the 
Tartar frigate. He contimied to ferve in this ftation till 
die ioth of July 1706, when, having confpicuoufly ex- 
erted himfclf at the capture of the Childs Play frigate, of 
twenty four guns, he was, very defervedly, promoted to 
the command of that prize. This commiffion was im- 
mediately confirmed by the admiralty from the date of the 
capture ; and captain Doiley foon afterwards was ordered 
to the Weft Indies. He there unfortunately periflied, his 
ihip being loft in an hurricane, pfF St. Chriilopher's, on 
the 30th of Auguft 1707. 

GRANARD, Sir George Forbes, Earl of,* — was the 
third fon of fir Arthur Forbes, fecond earl of Granard, and 

Mary, 



* Archdale gives us the following curious etyttiology of the name 
•f Forbes ; and we have added to that, an abridged account, from the 
fame author, of the genealogy of this ancient family. 

'* This family, fays the ancient Scotch biOorian Boecc, as quoted 
by iir David Dalrymple, were originally called Boi« ', but one of the 
ifamily having killed a mighty bear that infelled the country, they 
afTumed the coat of armour tney now ufe, and the name of Forbes, 
This celebrated perfou was the fon of Alexander Scms, lord of the 
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Mary, eldeft daughter of fir George Rawdon, of Moira, 
in the county of Down, baronet. Having entered very 
early in life into the navy, he v»ras, on the i6th of July 
1706, promoted to the command of the Lynn ; but no 
notice is taken as to the particular fervice or ftation on 
which* this (hip was employed. In 1708 we find him to 
have been promoted to be captainn of the Sunderlaifd, a 
fourth rate, of fixty guns. Some have aflferted he cqnti-

•caftle of Ur^nliarr, which being afifaulted and taken by kin^ Edward' 
the FirO, in the year 1304, diat monarch ordered all the prifoners to 
be put to deaths except the wife of the above-mentioned Alexander^ 
who was then pregnant. *The child, of which (he was detivered^ 
jproved a boy ; and he having (lain a mighty bear, that infefied the 
(Country, he received the appellation of Forbeafl; and this waa afteiw 
wards corruptly pronounced Forbes. 

** They had fundry grants in the Meames from king Robert Bruce; 
and the land of Forbes, in the (hire of Aberdeen, from king Alexan« 
der lid, from whole reien, in the thirteenth 'century, that cafile hatk 
l>ecn the feat of the chief branch of the family. 

*' Alexander Forbes, the fon of Alexander Bois, loyally adhering 
to king David Biilice (fon of the faid Robert) 9gjnn& Edward Baliol, 
who, by the afliftance of king Edward IIL had ufurped the crown of 
Scotland in 13319 was killed in the battle of Duplin the year after. 

" To him fucceeded Gr John Forbes, his fon, who was knighted by 
king Robert !!• fucceflbr to his uncle David (in whofe fervice his hiker 
%ras killed) and bein^ feated at caflle Forbes, was ftiled fir John Forbes 
pf that ilk (a term u(ed in ScotUnd, when the name of a family and feat 
are the fame) and acauiring from Thomas, earl of Mar, feveral lands ia 
the county of Aberdeen, was confirmed therein by the charter of tiw 
faid king, in 1393; and in 1 395 appointedjuOictar)' within the bounds of 
Aberdeen, and coroner of that (hire.

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nucd captain of this fliip till the year 1713, when he was, 
fay they, removed into the Greenwich, which was alfo a 
fourth rate. In the firft part of this account they are 
unHoubtedly miftaken, for in the year 171 1 the Sunder- 
land was employed on the expedition againft ^Canada, 
under fir Hovenden Walker, and was at that time com- 
manded by captain Gore. 

How long he continued captain of the Greenwich, in 
which fliip he failed for Lifbon immediately after his 
appointment, does hot appear, nor can we coUeft any- 
farther particulars relative to his naval life till the year 
1726, when we find him commander of the Canterbury, 
of fixty guns, one of the fquadron employed on the Me- 
diterranean ftation, under admiral Hopfon, to whom he 
was captain, and afterwards under fir Charles Wager, 
who fucceeded him. The events of the temporary war 
-which took place, and in expectation of which the force 
juft inentioned was fent thither, were not ohly extremely 
uninterefting, but have been already fufficiently reported in 
the life of admiral Wager, ^ The fiege of Gibraltar was 
the moft confpicuous tranfadion, and, indeed, the only 
one worth notice ; and it happened to fall to the lot of 
lord Forbes to be the perfon who fliould give the firft 
manifeft proof of the commencement of hodilities on this 
occafion. 

This event took place on the 1 ith of Febi 1 726-7- An 
tnfwer, by no means fatisfadlory , had been given by the 
Spanifh general, to a fpirited remonftrance ient from the 
governor j and in confequence of the unufual preparations

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and conftruftion of batteries, lord Forbes, who was then 
lying with his (hip at the head of the old mole, about 
half paft three o'clock in the afternoon, fired a (ingle gun 
over their moft advanced battery ; as he alfo did a lecond, 
^fter an interval of half an hour. Thefe were to be con- 
fidered as mere fignals of what was intended on the part 
of the garrifon, who, towards evening, commenced an 
heavy fire on the enemy's works, from Willis's and the 
other batteries,whofe gunscouldbe brought to bear on theqi. 
The fquadron was principally occupied in cruifing off the 
Streights to prevent the enemy from receiving any rein- 
forcements by fea ; and during fuch an employment tve 
C2in fcarcely expert having it in our power to communi* 
cate any thing very intercfting. Lord Forbes, however, , 
had at leaft the fatisfadion of being as much concerned as' 
any of his cotemporaries who were joined with him on the 
fame fervice, in thofe trivial occurrences which ferved to 
d}({ingui(h the period alluded to, from one of profound 
peace. 

On the nth of March, being detached on a cruife, in 
company with the'Royal Oak, from the main body of the 
fquadron, they fell in with and captured a new Spani{h 
ihip of war, mounting forty- fix guns, bound from St'. 
Andero to Cadiz. This veftel ftruck to the Royal Oak> 
which is erroneoufly faid to have been commanded by his ' 
lord (hip, who certainly was on board the Canterbury at 
the time alluded to ; and, as we believe, was not able to 
get up till juft as the enemy furrendered. The prize was 
carried into Gibraltar on the 13th; and three days after- 
wards bis lordlhip failed for Li(bon, having under his 
Orders the Colchelter and Durfley Galley, with a confider* 
able fleet of m'. rchant-lhips under their convoy. Having 
returned to Gibraltar immediately after having executed* 
this fervice, he was ordered, on the 2d of April,- to take 
under his command the Tyger, Colche(ter> Winchefter, 
and Lyme, with the Cruifer and Hawke (loops of war; 
which (hip5, added to the Canterbury, were dedincd for 
the attack of the fmall ifland, near Auriza, on the oppo- 
fite fide of the bay, where the enemy had ereitfed a battery. 
All the boats in the fleet, planned and armed, were v^rde^red ' 
to attend and fupport them ; and, in (hort, every difpofition . 
was made, every poffible precaution was taken, to enfure 

fuccefe ; 
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fuccefs ; but tlie wind flattening to a dead calm, the afTautt 
"was obliged to be deferred, and does not appear to have 
been ever afterwards re-attempted. 

A ceflation of hoftilities took place in the month of 
June ; but the fquadron did not return to England til! 
after the final arrangement and conclulioh of the articles 
of peace. It is not, however, in any degree neceflary to 
attempt recording the feveral uninterefting occupations 
in which this part of his lordftiip's fervice was confumed 
in common with the reft of his colleagues. He returned 
home in th6 month of April 1728, and does not appear to 
have gone to fea any more till the year 1731, when he 
commanded the Cornwall of eighty guns. This fhip 
was one of the fleet fent to Cadiz, under fir Charles 
Wager, to fettle the difference between the Spahiards and 
the emperor, which was accommqdated under the media- 
tion of Britain, as already related in the life of that brave 
adoiiral*, who commanded the expedition. After his 
return to England his lord 111 ip was, in the month of April 
1733, appointed minifter-plenipotentiary to the emperor 
of the Ruilias, and embarking on the 9th of May, arrived 
fafe at Peterfburgh on the 21 ft of June following. 
During the time he was employed in this very honourabte 
fervice, he was, according to Hardy, Archdale, and fome 
others, promoted, on the iitht of May 1734, to be tear- 
admiral of the white J. He received the information of 
this promotion on the i5th of June following, and letters 
of recall almoft at the fame time. The Czarina, at 
his audience of leave, after exprefllng the utmoft fatis- 
fadion at his c6ndu£^, an^ higheft fenie of his merit and 
abilities, prefented him with a diamond ring of very con- 
fiderable value, which fhe took from her own finger; fhc 
at the fame time honoured him with her pi<Slure elegantly 
f€;t with diamonds, and ordered him a purfe of fix thou* 
fand rubles in fpecie.

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By the death of his father, on the 24th of February 1734, 
He became earl of Granard ; and purfuing the information 
of Archdale, Lodge, and others, we have to add, ** he wa^ 
m^de rear-admiral of the red on the 17th, or, rather» 
1 6th of December 1734; and on the 30th of April 1736, 
was promoted to be vice-admiral of the blue*." In the 
month of June 1738, he was appointed commander-in- 
chief of a fquadron of fhips intended for the Weft Indies, 
which he very (oon afterwards refigned, and does not ap- 
pear to have accepted of any command afterwards. " He 
was regularly and progreffively promoted in the ranjc of 
admiral, till he attained the higheft poft, that. of admiral 
' of the fleet, which he. held for fome years t before his 
death, an event which happened on the 29th of OAober 
1765, he being then in the 80th year of his age." 

.In 1 741 his lordihip was elected reprefcntative in par- 
liament for the boroughs of Air, Irwin, &c. in Scotland* 
He was nominated one of the members of his majefty*$ 
privy council, and governor of the counties of Weftraeath 
and Longford, which he refigned in 1756 ; and was fuc- 
ceeded in that of Longford by his eldeft fon on the 8th of 
OiSober in the fame year. He married Mary, eldeflb 
daughter of William, firft lord Montjoy, and reliS of 
Phineas Prefton, of Ardfallah,- in the county of Meath^ 
efq. 

JACKSON, Robert. — Of this gentleman we know* 
nothing, till we find him, on the nth of February 1706, 
appointed captain of the Sorlings frigate. No particular 
notice is taken of him, and he never attained any very 
confequential command in the fervice, from which he 
was difmiflfed, by the fentence of a court-martial, held on 
him at Greenwich, on the 14th of February 1709. 
Rear-admiral Hardy places this circumftance in the year 
17 15, and one private memorandum we have met with 
makes it as late as the year 1725, while another Hates it 
to have happened, in the year 17 11. The account 
firft given we believe moft to be relied on ; his offence is

called. 
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Called, in general terms, a breach of dircipline ; atid Come 
have given, as a milder punifhment, that he was only fen- 
tenced to be fufpended from the fervice. daring the plea* 
fure of ^the lords of the admiralty. He does not appear, 
however, to have been again employed, no other informa- 
tion relative to him having come to our knowledge, except 
that he died on the 28th of Odober 1726. 

JAMESON, William, — entered into the navy imme- 
diately after the Revolution ; and after a prc^r proba- 
tionary fervice as an inferior officer, was appointed 5th 
lieutenant of the Royal Sovereign towards the end of the 

J ear 1692. We do not find any farther mention made of 
im during the reign of king William, or, indeed, after- 
wards, till his promotion, on the 13th of January 1706, to 
be captain of the Experiment. He died, as we believe» 
in the fame command, towards the end of the fame 
year. 

LESTOCK, Richard, — was the fon of captain. 
Richard Leftock, of whom a (hort account is given 
in the firft volume*. We have been unable to in- 
veftigatc any particulars relative to his early fervice, the 
firft information we have concerning him being his ap- 
pointment, on the 29th of April 1706, to be captain of the 
Fowey. He was at that time on the Mediterranean 
ftation ; from whence he was fent, in the month of Sep- 
tember, with the important news of the furrender of 
Alicant. He returned back immediately; and in the 
month of December following we find him employed 
with the captains Coney and Stanhope^ as Juft now related 
in the lives of thofe gentlemen. 

His next command, that is particularly noticed, was 
that of the Weymouth, in which (hip we find him, in 
1 7 1 1 , ferving, firft, on the American ftation ; from whence 
he afterwards, towards the end of the fummer, wcntto the 
Weft Indies, where he remained under commodore Lit- 
tleton #. He here -acquitted himfelf highly to the fatisfac- 
tion of his commander-in-chief as well as of all his co- 
temporaries and colleagues, having, on every occafion, dis- 
played the chara£ter of an a£^ive and diligent officer, as 
well as of a gallant man. His fuccefles, while dius

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emplove^^ confided of one or two (siall prirtfecrs cap- 
tured by hiknTelfy with the Thetis, a French ihipof war of 
forty- four g^ns, and fcveral other ihips df inferior note, 
in the taking of which he was z&l\ei by the Windfor. 
reace being foon afterwardis concluded, no farther oppor- 
tunity pretented itfelf to this gentleman of (fiftinguiining 
himteli till the year 17171 Svhen ht commanded the Pan- 
ther, of fifty guns, one ot the fleet feet to the Baltic uadei' 
fir George Byiig, for the purpofe df overawing the Swedes, 
wht> appeared very reftlefs, and were at that vtry time 
actually ptojefiing an invafion of England in favour of 
the Pretender. The Panther was ordered, by fir George, 
to cruife oiF Gottenburg, and other (hips were, at the fame 
time, detached to fuch different ftations as were judged 
moft likely to diftrefs the enemy, and bring them to rbaion, 
the road of Copenhagen being made the general rendez- 
vous of the fleet. Captain Leftoek had at leaft his (hare 
in the tl-ivial events and fuccefs which took place in con- 
fequence of the above arrangements, having captured two 
or three of the enemy's privateers, befides rendering other 
fervice, which, although from its trivial nature^ may be 
confid^red as by no means raifiug the charader of a gri- 
lant officer, may certainly be allowed highly conducive 16 the 
cftabliihment ^that of an adiveone. 

This trait in his charafier did not pafs unnoticed by fir 
George, who from that time, on all poflible occafions 
during his life, warmly efpoufed his intereft, and in th# 
following year particularly, prociv^d him to be appointed 
to tlie command of the Barfleur, the (hip on botra which 
he was to hoift his flag, as commander-in-chief in the Me- 
diterranean, on the expedition againft the Spaniards. His 
fubfequent conduct while they were thus conneded in 
fervice, appears to have fully judified the good opinion 
entertained of him by fo able a commander ; but after he 
returned to Englandi on the evacuation of Sicily and the 
conclufion erf* hoflilities, he does not appear to have h^ 
any naval appointment till after the aocefltoii of king 
George the Firft. In 1728 he commanded the Princels 
Amelia, of eighty guns, one of fifteen fbtpt of the line 
ordered to be equipped for immediate ferviee ; but he is 
not known ever to have gone to fea as her commander* 
lin the following year we find him captain of tht Royal

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Ode, of fevcnty guns, one of the fleet ordered to be equip - 
.|>ed for fea, under the comnaand of fir Charles Wager, 
m confequence of the reiterated infults and depredations 
df the Spaniards, but which, on account of their early 
fubmiffion, nevtr put to fea. The anti-minifterial party 
of that time vwrc toud in their clamour againft the expence

Mr. Leftock remained captain of the Royal Oak, which 
continued to be employed as a guard-fhip, till the year 

• 1731. He was then lent with fir C. -Wager on his expedi- 
tion to tlie Mediterranean ; but during that period, as it 

. was merely of a conciliatory natufe, Mr. Leftock was con- 
cerned in nothing interefting. From this time till after 
the ferious re-commencement of war with Spaih^ we find 
no mention whatever made of him. He appears, but on 

• what account we know not, to have, during this interval, 
in fome meafure retired from the fervice, as thany com- 

'mariders, who were juniors to him as captains, were pro- 
moted to the rank of admiiial many years before him*. 

vlt is not improbable that the remembrance of this ^r- 
tumftance, continually fliarpened by the very violent im- 
petuofity of temper he was known to poflTefs, might have 
contributed to encreafe many extravagant points in his 
condudb, which his enemies may have reprefented in their 
moft glaring colours, but which his warmeft frietids have 

, never been able to refute or defend. 

Early in the year 1740 we find him commanding the 
Boyne, a third rate of eighty guns ; on board which ftiip 
he afterwards hoifted a broad pendant as an eftabliflied 
comitiodore, and commander of a divifiori of the ffeet fent 
out umler fir Chaloner Ogle, in the month of November, 
to. reinforce vice-admiral Vernon, who was then Itt-the 

• Wctt Indies. The firft operation of their united force, a

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forGe inSnitely more powerful than ha4 ever before beea r 
feen in that part of the world, was the attack of Carthar. 
gena. But palling over the general detail of ibvents which 1 
took place during this unfortunate expedition, we Ihali 
here confine our^lves to fuch only as Mr. L^eilock was, 
more immediately concerned ;n. The fleet arrived in the ' 
buy of Play a Granda on the 4th of March, but nafliow gf . 
attack w)as made till the 9th. The commodore with his 
divifloa was left at anchor, while the two other fquadrons, 
tmder Mr. Vernon and fir Chaloner, proceeded to attack 
the feveral forts and batteries which defended th^ entrance^ 
erf the harbour of Carthagena. On the ajd Mr. LeC- 
tqck, with five (hips of his fquadron, was ordered to get'^ 
under weigh and attack the fea-front of thecaftlc of Bocca,. 
Chica, the mod formidable of all the defences the Spa-% 
niards poflefTed, the fort of St. Lazar, which was the ci- 
tadel of Carthagjsna, excepted. The commodgre executed 
thy fervice allotted to him with the greateft aSivity ^and, 
fpirit, but apparently with little other fuccefs ^bap }h,a(t qi 
having created a temporary diverfion, and thereby, in (bnie 
degree, facilitated the aflauh from the land fide. The; at- 
tack was renewed on the following day, and with the faqiie 
kini of fecondary fuccefs, for the land-batteries eff^^cd a 
breach during thefe combinations of a(Taults,. whlcKhay- 
i|ig encouraged the Britifli to make the nece(lary difpofi- 
Mons to ftorm the fort, the Spaniards avoided the QiQck,^ 
by evacuating their works at tne inftant the a&aiLwts were 
prq>ared to enter the breach. 

- In all the fubfequcnt operations of this unfortunate ex- 
pedition Mr. Leftock appears to have had little or ,no 
concern ; and after its final faihire was, according to the 
ifiilru^ons the admiral had received, ordered for England 
with twelve two-decked Ihips and five frigates; thofe 
which remained being, a force adequate to the feJ^'ice of 
the Weft Indies, after the hopes of conqueft were reludt^ 
tntly abandoned. Having removed his broad pendant 
into the Princefs Carolina, he failed from Port Royal on 
the 2oth of June, with a fleet of merchant -(hips under his 
proteftion, and arrived in fafety, with fuch fhips as were 
bound for England, the latter end of Auguft. ooon after 
his return he was ordered for the Mediterranean, where 
he arrived in the month of February 1741-2, and fcrved 
for a fhort time under admiral Nicholas Haddock, whom

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he tiras fott to reinforce. During this period he txhilAtei 
tdtat proofk of that impatient tenrper, and improper pr&- 
fdBon^ pride which afterwards becoming infinitely more 
afipatent, cannot but be condemned even by thole who 
are fo warmly attached to him, as to infift no part of his^ 
condaA was ever injurious or prejudicial to the caufe An4 
interelb of his native country, which employed him. .On 
the rjth of March following he was promoted to be rear- 
admiral of the white ♦, which was the firft flag he ever 
hoified. Mr. Haddock's health being in a very pre- 
ciuious (late, and compelling him to folicit his recall Mr. 
Mathews wa|( purpofeiy advanced to be vice-admiral cf 
the red as his fucceilbr : and Mr. Haddock being obliged, 
for the reafbn juft dated, to give up his command, Mr. 
Leftock was left in that truft during the (hort period which 
intervened before the arrival of the former. 

Short as was this opportunity of difplaying the leading 
featdresof hismind incoloursmore ftriking than he perhaps 
hski before been able, he failed not to avail himfelf of it m 
its iitmoft extent. The circumftance particularly alluded 
to will be foMnd hereafter in the life of commodore Bar- 
net* It is a ftrong indication, and, indeed, proof of diat 
too common human frailty which influencing the minda 
of men, not poffefTed of principles moft truly noble, 
induces them toexa6l obedience in terms which politeitefs, 
or, perhaps, decency can hardly excufe : although wbea 
fhemfelves reduced to a fubordinate ftation, they know 
but ill how to bend, and conform themfelves,on anv terms, 
to that behaviour, their country's welfare, and the well- 
known principles of military regulation unequivocally 
demand* Mr. Mathews arriving in the Mediterranean 
about the month of May, took upon him the command of 
the fleet. Mr. Lertoclc is faid, by thofe whowifll moft

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to excufe his condtxft, lo have conceived a difguft " at being 
thus fiiperctdcd, and 10 have retained it during ibe whole 
lime the caufe of it continued, which certainly w«s ti!I be 
was Tent home prifoner to England by his conunander-ta- 
chief, as will be prefently feen. 

To oiFer any remark on the propriety of fo Umigf! t 
defence, would be only 10 aggravate the Ihame attached, in 
the opinion of many, to the memory of a tnan whofc errors 
may be now forgotten, as the evils, if any, theyocca&oncd, 
have long ceafed to be felt. To the brighter fide of his 
i:hara£ter, as a man of general ability and gallantry, we 
ought only now to turn, as a pleafing profpe^ ought ever 
to engage the allenlion of the human mind more than a 
terrific one. We fliall therefore only briefly obferve, there 
are fomc advocates who materially injure the caufe and 
defence of their clients by oiFering, as an excufe, circum- 
ftaiices, which if true.aitually enhance, inftead of palliating 
criminality. Mr. Leitock was, in the firft inftancc, not 
of a rank in the till of admirals fufliciently exalted to entitle 
him, with propriety, to expcft fo extenlive a command; 
and if he had, he could by no condu^ have proved himfelf 
fo little «]ualitied for it, as by betraying the fmalleO dif- 
content at not having obtained it. Whatever private feuds 
or aniniofittes might have taken place between men on 
whofe cordial confidence in each other the fervice of their 
country fo much depended, they fljould in themfelvcs not 
have been violent enough to come to an open rupttire, and 
ihcy would at \eaA have obtained the negative praifc of not 
having permitted their quarrel to reach a dangerous height. 
Some, who arc moll loud in their cenfure of Mr. Lc- 
ilock, inlid that he purpofely and cautiouily avoided be- 
traying the rmallell difpleafure or refemment againll Mr. 
Mathews, till he congratulated himfelf with hai-jng found 
an opportunity of completely undoing him.

•That while he nicely pretended to obferve the rules of dif- 
xipline, he fhamefully fet an example of defertion and 
cowardice ; the neceUity of circum (lances arifing from 
unforefeen events, is a fnperior direflion to any (Tanding 
rules. That it was the duty of a good officer when he faw 
his admiral in danger, and fo ill fupported by his own 
■divifion, to crowd all the fail he could carry to his aflSftance;. 
That no poflible plea can be oflFered for a man, who fees hrs 
commander expofed at a diftance without ftirring to his 
relief. ITiatthe admiral was under the neceflity oi engag- 
ing as he did, other wife he woWd have loft the opportu- 
nity of engaging at all,- as the enemy's fquadron wefe all 
dfean, and could f^ilthrec feet to our one : and thdogh the

Mr. Lellock beii^, by the judgement of the couit> le- 
gally reltored to the jervice, was, on the 5th of June 1746, 
promoted to be admiral of the blue, and appointed to 
command a ArongTq^ron, which had been originally 
intended for the reduaion of, Canada ; but that expedition 
being too long delayed, was at laR obliged to be abandoned, 
as the Fr^ch, in confequeitcc of the dilatory manner in 
whic)! the firll ecj^uipment was conduced, had fufficient 
,' time to fit Out a torce infinitely fuperior and fully com- 
petent to counteraft that of England. The lionn of war 
then took a new direflion, and was dcftined to fall on the 
ooaft of France ; port L'Orient, the grand depot of the 
French Ealt India company, being the firll ubje£t of 
attack' 1 he Itrength.af the armament was judged by all 
parties fuity equal to the undertaking, for it coafifted of 
no /ewer.than Jixtecn ihips of the line, eight fri^tes, and 
two bopib^ketchcs, having undei their convoy a fleet of 
tranfpoTtsapd fhtfciliips,with all the implements and flores 
neceir^ry fftr a;(t$ge, together with a land force conCfling 
of 5,800 efieftive. men. 1

before iha army approached ihc ciiy, Hofliliiies now 
appeared to be commencing in caiilcll ; and, late as the 
fe^fon then was, the greaieii hopes of fuccefs might have 
been formed, even by thofe who were far from fanguine Ir 
their expc£lations : bin afler a (hort defiiltory attack, con- 
duced in a manner fofficient tnhave convinced the befieged 
that their affailants were little in earneft, even this trivial 
appearance of warfare ceafed ; it ceafed at the wry inftant 
when the enemy were preparing to propofe terms of tuT-. 
render: fiich be ng the wretched ftale of the gajrifon, in 
refpcd to its fortification", that ihp governor and the few 
troops under his command, deemed it abfolutely unten- 
able. 

The troops reimbarked on the zSlh unmolefted by the 
enemy; but as if it was iniended to make them fome 
lecompcnce for hiving caufed To vain an alarm, four 
pieces of cHnnon, a mortar, and noinconfiderabte ftock of 
ammunition was left behind. Various altempis have been 
made to account for, and explain ihe caufe of tliis retreat, 
a retreat alinoflnnprecedenied, when we take into confi- 
deration the fewer.il circiimftances that accompany it. 
Moft people, but they are not friends of Mr. Leftock, in- 
fift that ti.e gensr^l vyas induced to take this difgraceful 
flep in confeqii. iice of the want of co-operation from the 
fleet, ii being a part of the plan of attack that the admiral 
fhouli' force his way into the harbour, which fome have 
been holt! enau^h to iafid he never even attempted. 

Mr- Leflock isfaid tohavealledgedin his defence", thai 
theenemyhad blocked up itteentranceiiifnchamanneras 
to render it impofTible for him togei in. To do the admiral 
proper ju ft ice, it docs not appear that his conduct really was 
the caufe of the failure, for if the operations of the army 
had been condufled with any energy, all extraneous 
afliftance would have been needlefs. The principal, and, 
indeed, Only lofs fuftained by the enemy, in this expedi* 
tion, was the deftrudtion of the Ardent, a (hip of fiXtyT 
ftur guns, driven on fliore and burnt by the Exeter,

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after a very dcfpcratc encounter. The fleet havin? taken 
an board the ir'xips, and fjch (lores sg the Englifh thought 
proper to preferve from falling into tSc hvids of the tnc- 
my, (juiitcd the coaft of France on the Sth of Oiilober, 
and arrived Ikfe without liaying fullained any lofs during 
the expedition. The miniftry wai dilTaiisfiecl, the people 
murmured, but both were content with reciprocally che- 
rilbing their griefs by relating them to each other> without 
taking any fatisfadion on the authors of them. 

This was the laft command ever entnifted to Mr. 
Leffock) who did not long futvive the mifcarriage, dying 
on the i3ih of December 17+6', as fome fay, of mere 
chagrin at the nbavc failure, ur, what is more probable^ 
of rage occasioned by thai yicgled and indiflcrcnce 
with which he foufid himfelf treated, and which his 
haughty fpirit was little able to brook. Of all men who 
have been unfortunate enough in their conduft to render it 
the fubje£l of party controverfy, none appears to have been 
Icfs ijualified for fuch an undertaking than this gentleman ; 
iinco|iciliatJng in his manners, aullere when in command, 
rcftlefs when in a fubordinate Itation, he had fewer friends 
than fell to the lot of moft men, and that number, which 
was gradually diminiOiing, his behaviour never appeared 
of a nature to recruit. His perfonal courage we believe 
to have been undoubted even by his enemies, and his 
abilities wereof aclafs, if properly dircded,iDhaveraifed 
him to the pinnacle of fame, and cilentially to have bene- 
fited his country. Confiding too much in them, and 
demanding both from his equals and fuperiors in com- 
mand a deference which all men are ready gratuitoufly to 
fitFer, but pay moft reluctantly on compullion, he found 
himfelf, on many occaiions, in the irkfomc (late of being 
neiiher lo^ed nor feared. His life, however, affords this 
ufeful lefTon lo mankind, that neither abilities nor gallan- 
try, even when coQnedted together, are fulficient to fonn 
a good and revered commander, unlefs true benevolence 
of heart accompany them. 

LONG, Henry.^ — We have no account of this gentle- 
man previous to his appointment, on the i^ih of Septem- 
ber 1706, to be captain of the Dolphin. In the foUow-

tUMLEXr George,— was the defcenduit of a very 
ancient and noUe faimiy long fettled in the biiboprick ciif 
Dnrham. Having entered inta the navy^ and pafled re«' 
gdorly through the neceiTary fubordinate ftations, he was^ 
on the 1 7th of Se^eniber 1 706, promoted to the command 
oi the Dunwich firigate. He was principally employed, 
while captain of this ihip, in cnufing ofF Dunkirk and 
the coafl: of HoHand,. for th^ pratedion-of the'eo^ng 
tracte. In a iervicc, generally ipeakiiig, fo undiftinguifh« 
aUe,. bttle could be expeded from it 4 but infignificant as it 
»igbt be, ht appears to have rendered it as refpe£laUe and 
confequcntial as thrnatuie.ofit would permit, having, by 
his diligence and activity, affovdedcanfiderable protection 
to the commerce of that particvlari quartier^ by capturing 
feveral of the enemy's fmail privaXeers.- fieing renxyved 
feonetime in the year i7o9r<iAtOiitbe JBuriington frigatei 
which was Rationed iaaiacruifei .in fouadingSy he died 
captain of that fhip^Dn thofaoth (JtUcfiemhetf^Tio. :

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addition. The Dragon, the fiiip captain Martin com- 
manded in the expedition againft Nova Scotia in the year 
1710, was loft on the Gafkets, on the nth of May 1 7X1, 
he being at that time her commander. Himfdf ana his 
crew preferved their lives; and this providential efcape 
might probably induce him to retire from the fervice. 

PAUL, John,— entered into the navy foon after the 
revolution, and earl^ in the year 1696 was pro* 
moted to be third heutenant of the Chichefter. He 
does not appear to have met with any fignal opportu* 
nity of diftinguifhing himfelf during the reign ot king 
William ; but foon after the accelfion of qu^en Anne^ 
having been appointed firft lieutenant of the Kent, he 
difplayed the moft Angular gallantry in the srttack of three 
French corvettes, which had taken (belter with a fleet of 
merchant-ihips in a bay near Moimt St. Michael. Rear^ 
admiral Dilkesy who was ordered out with a fmall fqna- 
dron for the exprefs pur]k>fe of deftroying the enemy's 
coafting trade, having received intelligence of this expefted 
prize, and finding ttem hawled in fo clofe to the (hore as 
to be out of the reach of his larger fhips, ordered all the 
boats of the fquadi^n to be manned and armed, and fup- 
ported by the fmaller veflels, which drew little water, to 
attempt cutting out, or, at worft, deffaoying them. One 
of the corvettes, called the Joyeufe, moundng fourteen 
guns, was burnt by the boats of the Kent, iraich were 
commanded by Mr. Paul, who was defperately wounded 
on this occafion, by a mufquet ihot, through the lower 
jaw. A confideristble time elapfed lyefore he fo far reco* 
vered his heahh as to be in a condition to return to the fer- 
vice, a circumftance which, in fome xheafure, retarded his 
promotion to the rank of captain, which did ilot take place 
till the J 2th of SepteiiAer 1706. He was then appointed 
to the Mary galley, a command tn which he appeals to have 
had no opportunity of encreaiing hisabeadyjimly acquired 
charader, as a man of gallantly and conduA*. . 

In the year 1709 he was promoted to the Haftings, a 
frigate ordered on the Iri(b ftaticm, 'where he was very

fortunate. 
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fortunate, having noaie many very valuable prizes*^ and 
eminently contributed to the protection of cooiaierce by 
Icouring the coaft and keeping it ckar of the enemy*^ 
privateers. His other occupations were thofe of convo]^« 
ing the outward-bound fliips fo far to the wefhrard as to 
fct them clear of danger, and of occafionally accompany- 
ing thofe of inferior value, which (uflained the commerce 
between Great Britain and Ireland. He continued in the 
feme line of fervicc for many years, never having changed 
either his fliip or ftation^ as we believe, during iKe war. 
We do not find him to have received any commifSoa 
after the accef&on of George the Firil, as no mention is 
imde in any of the admiralty papers or lifis we have feenjt 
eves of his death. We learn, howe%'er, firom a private 
snemorandum, that he died in England on tbe 3d cic ApgrU 
1720** 

ROBERTS, John.— We know nothing of this gentle* 
man till he was, on the 19th of April 1706^ appointed 
captain of the Elephant floreihip. His aidvancetneot in 
the fervice was remarkably flow, and the ferviceson which 
he was employed little confequential : acaule moft pnDhabljr 
accidental in itfelf, but unhappily moft comaK>nly pro» 
Ao&ive of. a uniform effe£t. We find no meQtlom what^ 
ever made of this gentleman till the year 1728^ when 
he com^nanded the Argvle^ of fifty guas. la this fhip be 
contintied till 1731, wntn be was promoted to the Nor^ 
ieik, a third rate of e^hty giins^ one of the fleet ordered 
for the Mediterraneans under fir Charles Wager^, for the 
pmrpole of aocoipmodating the diffidence between the 
empeior and the king of Sps^in ; and that the faniii kind of 
iBrrfortyne nii^ht continue to attend him, no particulars 
wodrth relating fell to his ihare duri^ the time be heldL

£a(lon and riflon, to that abbey. He was fucceeded by his eldeft 
fon and heir, William De Vernon, whofe fon, Hugh De Verndn^ 
living in 1 1 19, was alfo lord of Northwyk, and with Richard, eail Ot 
Chefter, likewife a great benefador to the abbey of St. Wcfburgil. 
He married the daughter and heir of Richard De Baillot («r M^iOl} 
lord of £rdeWich and Helgrave ; by whom be had ifiue inier altai^ 
Warine ^ Vernon, fourth baron of Shipbroke, living temp. Henry 
Illd; whofe elded fon, Richard De Vernon, livin? 37 Henry Illd^ 
had a gnrnt of the cuftody of the caftle and mamor or the Feeke; anj 
dying before his father, left ifiue four fons; whereof Williaoi, tie 
third^was chief juftice of Chefler; and Warine,theeldeO, married Aoda, 
fhird.daughcerandoneof the co-heirs of William Malbank, baron of 
Wicii Malbank, now Namptwich, in the countv of Chefier (defcended 
from William Malbank, baron of Wich Malbank^ in fio Wm. Ift) 
with whotn he aconrred a great number of manors in that county, «b4 
v^ the father of Warine de Vernon, baroo of Sbipbioke.*'

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At the time above-^mentioned he was employed on (he 
Li(bon and Mediterranean ftations, under fir John Leake^ 
who foon afterwards appointed him to the Rye, and dif* 
patched him for Enghind, in the month of Auffuft follow- 
ing, with news of the furrender of Alicait. He returned 
back to the Mediterranean in the fame (hip, and conti-* 
nued there till the end of the year 1707, under the com- 
mand of fir Cloudefley Shovel. He returned fafely to 
England, with the major part of the fleet, in the month 
of Oftober, having efcaped the melancholy fete which 
befel his admiral, and others his brave companions* He • 
was almoft immediately after his arrival promoted to tjie 
Jerfey, a fourth rate, and ordered for the Weft Indies, in 
the month of May, under the command of captain John 
Edwards, who vrent thither with a fmall reinfbrceiaiQiit 
for the fquadron already there under fir C. Wager. ,.-'»* 

Mr, Vernon arrived there about the end of July, and 
the hurricane feafoii then apprpaching, no mention is made 
of his having been ordered for fea till the month of Janu* 
ary following. The alarm of an expeded attack on Port 
Royal, by a ftrong fquadron under the command of the 
well-known French partifan DuGueTrouin, having then 
in a great meafure fubfided, the Jerfey, and feveral other 
fhips of die fquadron, were ordered out on feparate cruifes 
as the mod eiFefiuar mode of injuring the commerce of 
the enemy. Captain Vernon was exceedingly fuccefsful' 
in this employment; and though his good fortune was of 
a nature little calculated to encreafe his fame, or enrich 
him in that extent many have experienced, yet if neither 
of thefe ends were accompliflied, by fo much is he, per- 
haps, more entitled to public favour, that his diligence may 
not by one means or other appear to pafs unreward^. 
He continued to command the Jerfey, and remained in the 
Weft Indies nearly till the end of the war ; but fuch was 
the poverty of naval occurrences in that part of the world, 
during the above period, that we find no other mention 
made of him, except that, in the month of May 171 1, he 
had the good fortune to take a ftout ftiip, mounting thirty 
guns, bound from the French Weft Indies for Breft, and 
was principally employed, by commodore Littleton, dur- 
ing thexemainder of the fummer, in watching the motions 
of the enemy's fquadron at Carthagena.

- In civil life, however, captain Vernon was much more 
adive. During a confiderable part bf the interval juftiaU 
•luded to, he fervedas reprefentative in parUament for the 
town of Ipfwich, near which he poficffed no inconfickr- 
able landed property. . Being a man of ftrong natural aM- 
lities, and poifeiTed of a fluent and itrong, though cetarfe, 
^nd fometimes improper mode of delivering hisfentimefits, 
lie was confidered by mlnifters, to Whom he was oon- 
ftfintly i n oppofition , at lead as^nne of their moft^lifagreeablt 
antagonifts. it was naturaly therefore, for them to fesKe, 
with feme degree of avidity, tiie.earKeft opportunity of 
removing him, by any means, from their immediate pre* 
fence. He had a natural impetuofity' in- argument not to 
be reftrained by prudence, fo thathe^was not vnfrequotadj

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Ke c^me to an anchor about fix leagues from the fliore^ 
Early in the morning of the 21 (I he got Under wslgh and 
worked into the bay with the fquadron, which was led by 
commodore BfQwn in tlie Hampton Court, the admiral 
himfelf being in the center. The attack of the Iron i?ort,' 
which particularly defended the entrance^ commenced as 
the {hips could work up> and was conducted b^ tile fevetal 
commanders with fo much fpirit, that the Spanish foldier^t 
in fever^l parts of the fort flew from their guns, nor could 
they be prevailed upon by all the rhetoric of their oflScers 
to return. 

The admiral obferving this defertictn tnade the fignal 
fgt tilt boat^ of the different fhips to land the marines ana 
feamen, who w^r^ ordered to hold themfelves in readinefs 
fpf thfit purpofe : there was indeed much fpirit, but littlcJ 
pifideAc^^ in $i)e above order, for as yet no breach was 
raadf, ^u4 if this enemy had behaved with any degree of 
r^folutlon, the affailants would, in all probability, have 
fcverely repenjt^d of their temerity, rrovidence, how-* 
ever, frequently favours the attempts of the brave- 
even though they are alloyed by raftinefs- Thrf 
l^ilors having, with that fpirit of impetuous enterprize 
which is fo much their charafteriftic, fcaled the wall of 
the lower battery, aflifted the foldiers in afcending aftef 
them, and, without farther difficulty, took pofTefllon of thei 
fi^M'tifications,. on which, their former defenders taking td 
flight, they imniedlately hoifted Englifh colours* There 
ftiU remained an interior and higher work in poflefliort 
of tl^ enemy ^ but that part of the garrifon which in 
the beginnjing of the aiTault confided^ ip the whole^ of 
ftbout three hgndred men, feeing the irrefiftiblc ardoujf 
of the a^ailants, and terrified alio at the flight of their 
QQmta.des,hoUted the white flag as a figtial of mrrendering 
af difcretion. 

The Gloria Caftle, which more immediately defended 
the toM^n, now began to £re on the Burford, being th^ 
fliip mpft exj)ofed> a$ thofe whJch had worked in ahead 
of tlv^ adoiiral had fallen to leei^ard* It fortunately^ 
h<;>xveyer, fuftained no other damage than a flight injury to 
its fore-top-'.mail, notwitbftanding the fort continued its 
fire till night. Mr. Vernon returned this cannonade with 
t>rid(nefs \ ox^ one <of his (hot having paffed over the fotC 
i|^ve-n>entioned, ,and through the Very houfe of th« 
Vol. IIL Z governor. 
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governor, he was fo intimidated by that, in addition to 
the preceding events, that, early on the next morning, he 
propofed articles of capitulation for the town and all its 
dependencies, which were figned and concluded in the 
cotjrfe of the fame day. 

Thus was this important conqueft efFefled with an eafc 
and expedition almoft unprecedented, and contrary, per- 
haps, to the expe£tations of the admiral's friends, or the 
hopes of thofe who were of the. oppofrte defcription* 
Though we muft on one hand pay the higheft tribute not 
only to the admiral himfelf, but the gallantry alfo of thofe 
he commanded, yet we cannot but, on the other, confefs,that 
the irrcfolution and want of fpirit on the part of the defen- 
ders, contributed almoft in an equal degree, to facilitate the 
conqueft. The news of this fuccefs was received in England 
with a degree of extacy fcarcely to be defcrtbed. Mothers 
cventaught their children to lifpout the name of Vernon as 
an hero whofe deeds ftood far beyond all competition ; and 
by one fingle action he acquired an univerfal popularity 
which other men, not fo fortunate, have in vain offered 
the lefs dazzling, but, perhaps, not lefs valuable anions 
of a long and well-fpent life without being able tc> 
obtain. 

His conduft to the Spaniards after the above conqueft 
was effefted, although lefs fpoken of even by his moft 
zealous admirers, was not lefs worthy of admiration than 
that which had more efpecially attracted their notice. He 
difplayed a moderation, a tendemefs and humanity for the 
conquered, truly confonant to the charafter of a brave 
man pofTefling a great and generous mind. Influenced 
by his authority and example, the condudl both of the 
Englilh failors and foldiers rather refembled that of friends 
than conquerors ; while a ftr iking contraft to that beha- 
viour was difplayed by the crews of two large Spanifh 
guarda coftas, and a floop of war which were then'lying 
in the harbour, who fpent the night • preceding the 
furrender, in plundering the inhabitants, and committing 
outrages not exceeded by thofe experienced from an ill- 
difciplined and ferocious army on the capture of a town 
by aftual aflault. The admiral was not flow in reward- 
ing the merit of his people, generoufly diftributing among 
them ten thou&nd aollars in fpecie, which had arrived for 

2 tbe 
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the payment of the Spanifli garrifon a few days before the 
town was taken. 

Another circumftance which redounds highly to the 
admiral's honour muft not be omitted. Knowing that 
feveraUof the faftors, and other perfons employed uitder 
the South Sea company, had been, very unjuftly feized^ 
rigoroully treated and imprifoned, he wrote, immediately- 
after the furrender of Porto Bello, to the prefident of 
Panama, in whofe cuftody they were, infifting, in very 
ftrong and peremptory t;erms, on their immediate releafe, 
and the Spaniard, not chufing to irritate a conqueror 
whofe rapid fuccefs he had fo lately beheld with difmay^ 
endeavoured to pacify him by immediately cauHng the 
perfons he demanded to be condudled to Porto Bello. 

The joy of the nation had a better foundation on the 
feveral circumftances attending the conqueft, than the 
mere aft of wrefting a pofteffion, in itfelf little valu- 
able, from the hands of the enemy. The harbour of 
Porto Bello was the principal rendezvous of the Spanifli 
guardacoftas which had for inch a feries of years committed 
depredations little fhort of aftual piracy; and there was no 
fmall degree of fatisfaftion as well as national juftice in 
caufing an enemy to feel the firft exertion of Britifh 
refentment in the very fpot from whence Britain 
had been moft infulted. As It never was intended by 
government to retain pofTeffion of their new conqueft, 
the vice-admiral immediately proceeded to take on board 
the different (hips of the fquadron all the cannon, ammu- 
nition, and ftores, that were worth removal, and to de- 
ftroy the remainder, together with the fortifications. 
Thefe different fervices being completely efFefted by the 
13th of December, the admiral failed on that day for 
Jamaica, where he arrived in fafety, immediately begin- 
ning to refit and reviftual his Ihips in preparation for a 
new expedition. 

Thefe duties being accomplifhed, the vice-admiral 
failed from Port Royal on the 25th of February 1740, 
and arriving off Carthagena bombarded ttiat city for three 
days, a fpecies of attack in itfelf little calculated to reduce 
a place, or caufe any other effeft than that of infulting 
and terrifying an enemy. Mr. Vernon failed for Porto 
Bello on the loth of March, and again quitted jt on 
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the 22dy having refiu«d his fmall craft and completed the 
ivater of his fquadron. The next obje£t of his attack 
was the caftle ofSt.LorenzOyliluatedat the entrance of the 
Tiver Chagre, a few leagues diftant from Porto Bello. 
-The Stafford, which was at that time the admira)*s ftiip, 
having fprung her fore-top-faiUyard when going in,. could 
•not come to an anchor till ten o'clock at night, hy wtrictr 
time the fire of the fort was confiderably reduced, altho' 
it continued to refift till the morning of the 24th. 
Campbell cenfures rather warmly Mr. Vernon's conduct 
in not (h if ting his flag, and going on board 'the leading (hip, 
immediately on the above accident taking place« There 
4oes not, however, appear to be any real ground of com* 
plaint on the above occafion ; the objed of attack was, in 
.itfelf, remarkably infignificant, capable, in all probability, 
*of being reduced, though with more trouble and difficulty;, 
by a (ingle (hip of the line ; and the gallantry of the ad- 
miral, which muft be admitted by all to have been re- 
markably confpjcuous on a former occafion, cannot fufiw 
«ny impeachment, by fo trifling a miilake in duty, on one 
^f fo much inferior confequence. 

The caftle having, as we have juft mentioned, furrcn- 

•dered on the 24th, the admiral proceeded, as he had done 

.ftt Poito Bello, to remove all the ordnance and (lores that 

were of any value. Thefe being (hipped, together with 

.4300 bags of Peruvian bark, and feveral other articles of 

merchandize found in the cuftom houfe, he next began to 

.demolilh the fort. This being laid completely in ruins, 

the admiral baring ordered two guarda coitas, which be 

.found in the harbour, to be deftroyed, once more returned" 

to Porto Bello, where he arrived on the 1 ft of April, The 

remainder of the year was confumed in fervices fo little 

confequential as to pafs unnoticed. But Mr. Vernon's 

fuccefs having confiderably encouraged the liiiniftry to 

projcft a more confequential expedition againft the moil 

' formidable of the Spaniih fettlements in that quarter of 

the world, and the nation colledively appearing to fecond 

the attempt by the applaufe they beftowed on the bare 

rumour of the intention, a ftrong reinforcement was ac« 

cordingly equipped and put under the order of fir Cha- 

. loner Ogle. It was the moft formidable ever fent from 

<£ur.ope to that part of the -wp^ld^ con(iJ[liDg of twenty* 

five 
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five (hips of the line, including the Litchfield, of fifty 
gtins, and a proportionate number of frigates, with a flcc^ 
of tranfports, having on board a large body of land forcesf^ 
confiding of twelve or fourteen thoufand men, under the 
command of lord Cathcart. Three ftiips of this, fleets 
the Shrewfbury, Torbay, and Superbe, went no farther 
than the latitude of Lifbon, where they put in ; and the 
Buckingham, of 70 guns, received fo much damage in a 
gale which overtook the fleet foon after it failed^ as to be 
obliged to return to England. The remainder, after water- 
ing at Dominica, arrived at Jamaica on January 9, 1741, 
and having joined the fquadron already there under Mr. 
Vernon, he had now a moft formidable fleet, confiding of 
thirty (hips of the line. From the application of fuch ft 
force, what might not have been hoped for ? But it was 
the fate of Britain to have perfons by no means united in ■ 
opinion at the head of each department of this armament* 
Lend Cathcart, the CH-iginal commander-in-chief, a noble* 
man of the higheft chara£ter, as a foldier, and a man ot 
honour, unfortunately died at Dominica, of a dyfentery* 
After his ileceafe tl^ command of the army devolved 
on general Wentworth, a man, as it is faid, poflefled nei« 
ther of experience or ability fufficient to condud an ex* 
pedition of fuch confequence. His dcfe^ls, wimtever 
they might be, were rendered dill more injmrious to the 
publijC fervice, by the total want of cordiality and friend>» 
(hip between Mr. Vernon and himfelf ; the generai dif* 
liked the admiral, and the latter defpifed the general. A 
confiderabU fpace of time is faid 4o have been ridiculouffy 
waded at hotiie in the equipnient of the fleet, a circum* 
d^nce, if true, unpardonable; and which was,, perhaps, 
as detrimental to the expedition as any other circumdancef 
which is generally fuppoTed to have impeded and prevented 
fuccefe. 

The admiral had re-vii3ualled and equipped his fleet by 
>the end of January; and he himfelf is charged, both by 
Campbell and other hiftorians, with a wanton delay iii / 
that bufini^fs: it being however accoinpli(bed, the 
armament at length put to fea» A fecond charge now 
arifes againd the admiral, who is faid tp have wffulfy dQ- . 
termined to heat up along the cpaft of Hi(f>aniola inft^ad. 
of ftei^ring for the Havannah, which h^ might bdve reached

in three days, and where he might have afTured himfelf 
immediate fuccefs, as that city, though the moft confe- 
quential of all the Spanifli fettlements in that part of the 
world, was by no means provided with the means of 
withftanding fo formidable an attack. In a council of 
"war, held off Hifpaniola, it was determined to attack 
Carthagena, for which port' the fleet accordingly fteered 
and came to an anchor, in the bay of Playa Granda near 
that place, on the 4th of Marcli *. The fleet continued 
there, and for what reafon is not known, totally inaSive, 
till the 9th ; when the admiral, with his own divifion and 
that of fir Chaloner Ogle, got under weigh, followed by 
all the tranfports, and brought-to off tlie fort of Bocca 
Chica, which defended the entrance of the harbour. 
The troops, together with a proper quantity of cannon 
and ftores, were landed, and the attack of the fort juft 
mentioned, appeared to be commenced in earneft. A 
variety of miltakes, are faid to have been committed by the 
general, which the admiral certainly on his part laboured 
with the utmoft diligence, on every occafion, to repair and 
remedy t. 1 he caftle of Bocca Chica being abandoned by 
the enemy, it fell into the hands of the aflailants on the 
aSth, as did another fort alfo, called St. Jofeph, which the 
gdrrifon deferted, as it were in a kind of fympathetic 
terror. 



^ On the 12th of that month he was promoted to be vice-admiral 
of the white. 

t The foldiers being terribly incommoded by the fire of a fafctne 
battery on the ifland of Varu, which enfiladed the whole camp. The 
admiral ordered a confiderablc detachment of feamen, under the com- 
mand of captain Bofcawen, to ftorm the battery in queftion. This 
they immediately carried into efFe6l notwithRanding it mounted 
twenty twenty-four pounders, all which they fpiked and rendered as 
unfit for fervice as they were capable of doing. The admiral after- 
wards fent commodore Leftock with five {hips oF the line to canno- 
nade the fea front of the Bocca Chica cafile on the e2d, and 
again on the 24th, a meafure which, bv making a moft powerful di- 
verfion, much facilitated the attack from the land fide. ^ The ISpa- 
nairds having in fome degree repaired their fafcine battery, it was a 
fecond time ruined by a detachment of failors. And, laftly, when it 
was determined to dorm the caftle, captain Knowles, with the boats of 
the fleet manned and armed, was ordered to menace an attack from 
the feaward, inord^r to divide and diftra6l the attention of the enemy. 

The 
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The latter was taken poffe^on of folely by the faildrs; 
and the admiral refolving to purfuc his good fortune, on 
perceiving the qnemy were preparing to fink a number of 
their (hips of war which were mopred to defend the en- 
trance of the harbour, ordered the feamen to board and 
take poHefTion of as many as they could. This could not 
be carried into execution fo quickly but that the enem^ 
had time to (ink two of them; and burn a third ; the 
Gallicia only, which was the admirars fliip and mounted 
fixty guns, falling into die hands of the Britifli. The 
failors next proceeded to cut a boom which was moored 
acrofs the channel, and without muchdifEculty fucceeded 
afterward in opening a palfage through, the funk fliips, fo 
that the fleet was enabled to pafs into the inner harbour. 
So highly did fortune and the fears of the enemy fecond 
and promote the \xAd attempts of the alfailants, that the 
Spaniards abandoned a formidable fort, called Cadillo 
Grande, which mounted fifty- nine guns, and, "had. it 
been properly arid fpiritedly defended, would have ren- 
dered the approach of the Englilh fhips to the town ex- 
tremely difficult, as it completely flanked the entrance juft 
mentioned. 

Thus far fticcefs had fo rapidly foUoweci every motion 
made both by the fleet and army, that to have doubted of 
the entire redudion of the city would have been deemed 
one of thofe vifionaryparoxyfms of infidelity and political 
fcepticifm Which burft forth even in the hour of conqueft 
and glory, in deterioration of the honour and confequence 
of the moft brilliant victories. So fure did Mr. Vernon think 
himfelf of acquiring a fecond wreath in addition to that 
bedowed fo munificently on him by the public for his con- 
queft at Porto Bello, that he difpatched an. exprefs to 
England, by which he announced his good fortune ip tem^ 
fo fanguine, that it was received bv the whole natio;i with 
a joy almoft exceeding that on the former occafion,andcoq- 
fidered by all as the certain forerunner of complete fuccefs. 
Here, however, the tide of conqueft turned againft this 
hitherto fortunate man, fort St. Lazar, the Citadel of 
Carthagena, and the moft formidable of all its fortifica- 
tions, itill remained to be reduced. Mr. Vernon and 
general Went worth differed in their opinion as to the 
propereft mode of attack, and mutual contempt for the abi« 
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lities of each other followed that difsigreenient tike caufo 
and effe6l. 

General Wentworth on his part thought it would be 
Itttended with much hazard, difficulty, and the lofs •£ k 
multitude of lives to make the attempt by any Qjher meani) 
than thofe ufually pra<^ifed in a regular fiege. The ad* 
sniral on his fide, valuing himfelf, perhaps, highly pn hi^ 
(kill in reducing forts, encouraged by his extraordinary 
fuccefs at Porto Bello, thought no nieaftjres fo expedi- 
"doiis and certain as an immediate aiTault. The admiral 
'ridiculed the timidity, as he was pleafed to term the cau- 
tion of tiie general ^ and the latter complained qf a want 
pf due fuf port from the admiral. At lerigth^ to convince 
the latter of the impropriety of his propof;ll, brigadier^ 
Igeneral Gtilfe was cn-dered, with a detachment of i2o<) 
ttien, to attempt the fort by fcalade at break of day 
^ph the 9th. The complete failure of the enterpiiee in 
fomemeafure confirmed the propriety of the gcfneral-s dif- 
•an^robation of the mode of conduaing it^ and the io& 
ifuftained, happening to tbe flower of the whole amnyy 
iiow nnich ntxiuced, though more by fickne($ than the 
fword of the enemy, it was refolved in a general council 
of war,1\eM immedUFtely Aibfequent to the above £ttlure^ 
to deflft from any farther aflkult. Mr. Vernon, as an $st^ 
tempt to convince the general how much he wronged him 
^n complaining of a wamof co-operattion on Wn pan, order- 
ed, as it Were by way of takii^g hjs leave of the enemfy, the 
<}allicia, the Spanifli admiral's ft rp, which he had captured 
'^o be fitted -Up as a f^at^ng battery, and, after being 
warped into the inner harboiiir, to be moore^d as n^r the 
^Own 98 (he cpiild be. This being efie$e{|^ a tnutual oari* 
tionaide of fome hours continuance immediately took 
place ^ but it being at laf^ found the diftapce w^s fair tdq 
great, fo that the (hot nnade no imprefliqn on the fbrtifi-* 
jfcations, 'the veflfel wi^s fuflfered to drive on fliore, where 
<hc W?t5 foon afterwards fet on fire by Mr- Vernon's 
prder. 

This 'exfferimerit does not, howeycr, appear tp havej 
pten in any degree fatisfadoyy ; many persons pofitively 
aflerting, that jn ^diflfcrient part pf the harbour there was 
(bfficiftnt room and depth of wat^r for four or fiye (hips pf 
the Brie to have k^in^ith their broad fides within piftoU 

I ' ftiot 
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ihot of the walls. Campbell, on this occafioiiy quotes 
^mollety who, it. is well known, was prefent, and 
whofe teftimony of the proof of the above aflTcrtion, ap- 
pears to have great weight with him. We fhould not^ 
jperhaps, be perfe&ly ready to place a full confidence in 
what is advanced on this occafion, did the aflertion reft 
on no other evidence than that of Mr. SmoUet: that 
gentleman appears, on fome ground or other unknown t» 
tis, to have conceived a very ftrongdifguft to Mr. Vernon^ 
and feverai other naval coitimanders, having not only 
treated their charaftprs, in his capacity of an hiftorian, 
with all the afpef ity he was matter of, but has even zU 
tempted, as the ufual dernier refort of exafperated wits^ 
to render the fame perfons ridiculous by introducing them 
into, and fatirizing them in his novels. We cannot^ 
however, dQ otherwife than candidly confefs, the 
failure of the expedition appears to» have been in great 
meafure owing to a want of proper exertion, added to the 
Want of that due confidence in each other, between the 
two commanders4n chief, by fea apd land, which, per* 
haps, tends as much to enfure fuccefs as the fpirit and 
ardour of the feamen and foldierswho attend.them. The 
experience purchafed by this misfortune woul4 not be 
thought, perhaps, by the nation, too dearly bou^t, pro- 
vided that experience prevented any repetition of it 11^ 
future. 

Campbell has with fome afperity and Juftly pointed 
argument, entered into a rather long difcuflion of the 
pondu<5l both of the admiral and general, and the whole of 
his animadverfions may be reduced to one focus, in which 
all the circumdances co-operating to produce the ab0if«e 
failure, will in all likelihood, be found to concenter-<«f 
4ifagreement *• After the deftrudion of the ^ifiersnt

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forts and batteries, which had fallen into the hands of the 
Britifh, the fleet returned to Jamaica, where it arrived oa 
the 19th of May with the miferable remains of this once 
powerful army. The admiral ufed the utmoll diligence 
m refitting his fhips ; and having received orders 
from England to retain no greater fovcfe with him than 
was neceflary for the protedlion of that quarter, or to 
cover fuch inferior defultory expeditions as might be un- 
dertaken without any confiderable hazard, he fent home 
commodore Lcftock with eleven two-decked (hips and five 
frigates. Others were ordered out to the different ftations, 
where it was thought they could render the mod effectual 
fervice againd the enemy ; and the admiral himfelf, with 
fir Chaloner Ogle, put to fea on the ift of July with a 
force confiding of eight fliips of the line, one of fifty guns, 
twelve frigates, firefliips, and fmall veflels of war, having 
under their convoy a fleet of forty tranfports and florefhips. 
It had been previoufly determined jn a general council 
of war, held at Jamaica on the 26th of May, to make an 
attack on St. Jago, in the ifland of Cuba, as foon as the 
fleet and army fhould be in a proper condition to under- 
take fuch an expedition. This poft, which was at bed of 
no very great importance though confidered as a prelimi- 
nary ftep to the conqueft of the ifland itfelf, was to be firft 
attempted. But as if fuccefs would have been too certain 
if fought for by the means on ordinary occasions deemed 
neceflary to enfure it, it was, as though determined to put 
as much to the hazard as poflible, refolved to land the 
troops at a diftance of upwards of (ixty miles, overland, 
from St. Jago, inftead 01 afiaulting the place itfelf, which 
being of no very great ftrength, would, in all human pro^ 
bability, have fallen an eafy conqued to the cordially 
united ajjilities of Mr. Vernon and general Wentworth. 
The troops were landed on the i8th, and, as if the admiral 
was himfelf thoroughly fatisfied the complete conqued of 
the ifland was as good as-effeded by that fingle eftbrt of 
hodility, he immediately changed the name of the port 
which he had thus taken poflefllon of, without oppofiiion, 
from Walthenham to Cumberland harbour. The news 
of this dep was immediately tranfmitted to Britain, where, 
with that ardent and fanguine enthufiafm fo natural to 

EngUfti- 
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Engliftmen, it wasv confidered as the certain forerunner 
of the moft important advantages*. 

A very fhort time convinced them of the extreme folly 
of this delufion. General Wentworth, after having con* 
tinued on (hore till the 5th of Odober totally inaflive, 
except fending out fmall reconnoitring parties fhould be 
confidered as one of the greateft efforts of a warlike mind, 
on that day informed Mr. Vernon, that he feared it would 
be impoflible for him t© penetrate by larjd. This opinion 
was confirmed by a council of war, compofed of land 
officers only, held on the 9th; and after continuing in the 
fame camp for fix weeks longer, ejjually inadive, the 
troops reimbarked on the 20th of November, and returned 
difpirited, and in a condition very unlike that of conque- 
rors, to the fame port from whence they had failed a few '

The reafons given, by Campbell, for the admiral's condu6l, which 
Siuft certainly appear extraordinary to all who are- not thoroughly 
convinced of the propriety of its caafe, tend very much to exculpate 
him; aiid although we do not entirely give our alFent to the truth of 
his argument, it would be uncandid to fupprefs a fingle fyilable that 
could contribute to raife fo well-known a chara£^er in the public 
efieem. 

** The ifland of Cuba is not only the largeft of the Antilles, but 
St is alfo faid to be the moft fruitful and healthy of any in the Weft 
Indies. 

** There were, at this time, twelve Spanilh (hips of the line at the 
Havannah, a populous city on the weft fide of the ifland, where the 
governor refides, and where there were ftrong fortifications and a 
numerous garrifon ; for thefe reafons, though the conqueft of the 
whole ifland was ultimately intended, it was thought advifeable to 
begin with St. Jago, a lets confiderable city on the eafiern coaft. 
Walthenham harbour lies about eleven leagues fouth-wcft from St. 
Jago, and^iftant by land about fixty miles, on which fide the city ia 
a] moft entirely defencelefs. Its fortifications to the fea were not for- 
midable; but the entrance into the harbour is fo extremely narrow, 
and the navigation fo dangerous, that nature has fufficiently fecurcd it 
from a naval attack : on thefe confiderations it was refolved, in a 
leneral council of war, held on board the admiral, on the 20th of 
July, to land the troops immcdiatelyi and take the city of St. Jago by 

months 
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months before, vainly flattering themfclves with the hop^ 
of efFefting a complete conqueft of all the Spaniih Weft 
Indies. 

Mr, Vernon, after his return, did every thing in hid 
power to render the force under his particular command 
as ferviceable as poflible againft the enemy. By his pru^- 
dent difpofition, aided by the aftivity of the different 
commanders, a confiderable number of prizes were made 
both of force and value. On the 1 5th of January a long 
cxpefted reinforcement of two thoufand marines arriving 
at Jamaica, under convoy of two fhips of fifty guns and a 
frigate, the hopes of obliterating from the memory of their 
countrymen all their former difgraces and difappoint-^ 
ments, appeared once more to revive in the hearts of the 
few brave furvivors. Before the conclufion of the month 
it was refolved, in a council of war, to land at Porto Bello, 
and, marching acrofs the iAhmus of Darien, to attack 
Panama, a rich town fituated on the South Sea. Two' 
months, however, unavoidably elapfed before the fleet was* 
in a condition to fail. At length, every diflSculty beinff 
overcome, the admiral put to fea about the middle 01 
March with eight (hips of the line, five fmaller veflcls,* 
and forty tranfports, having on board a corps confifting* 
of three thoufand efFeftive men, befides a body of five 
hundred negroes raifcd for the expedition by governor 
Trelawney, who himfelf accompanied it. , 

This armament anchored in the Harbour of Porto Bello 
on the 28th ; and the Spanifti governor having immediately 
on difcovering'the fhips, marched for Panama with all the 
troops under his command, which confided of only thcec 
independent companies of Spanifh troops and two of 
mulattoes; the admiral was fanguine enough to think no 
obflacle now remained that could prevent the troops from 
commencing and continuing their march unmofefted ta 
the defired objeft of attack. 

It appears that Mr, Vernon on this occafion placecl 
greater confidence inthcpromifejand refolves of a council 
of war than they truly feem to have deferved. He was 
riot yet fufficiently taught by the event of the former ex« 
p<edition to deubt of fuccefs^ where it depended on march* 
\na a body of troops for fo qonfiderable a diitance in an' 
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onemy*s coatitry, a country too remarkably unfavourable, 
and, indeed, deftruftivc to cur©pean conftitutions. The 
vice-admiral was a man moft undoubtedly poiTeffed of a 
very ftrong and intrepid kind^ of a temper habituated to 
the contempt of difficulties, thinking that no obftacle was 
unfurmountable when oppofed by Ipirit and activity ; but 
with the nature of the operations of an army a£ling at a 
diftance from his (hips, he certainly could be but little ac- 
quainted, and was, perhaps, too apt to confidcr a pruden- 
tial attention in the general, to the lives of his foldiers, ^s 
the effeft of timidity. The ill fuccefs which attended 
every enterprijte undertaken during this ill-fated expedi- 
tion, r& a convincing and irrefragable proof, that a want 
of j)eirfedl 'harmony and good underftanding is as deftruc- 
five to public fervice as any other want that can occur in 
it. ^ 

Thefanguine and eager temper of the admiral received 
a dreadful ibock from the refolution of a fecond council of 
war, compofed of land officers only, held immediately after 
the landing of the troops. The advanced feafon, the force of 
the army reduced by Ucknefs, and the feparation of feveral 
of the tranfports with troops, added to a report that the gar- 
rifon of Panama had received a confiderable reinforcement 
independent of that which had reti red from Porto Bello,were 
deemed reafons unanfwerable for not piurfuing the expedi- 
tion any farther. ^ Mr. Vernon was far from fatisfied with the 
conclufion drawn from fueh premifes, but was reludantly 
obliged to fubimt to an opinion he held in utter contempt. 
The army reimbarked and failed from JP'orto Bello early 
in the month (Of April, but did not reach Jamaica till the 
15th of May. After this time we do not find any expedi- 
tion to have 'been undertaken during the time he continued 
to command on the Jamaica ftation. Miniftry were at 
length conv'uiced of the extreme impropriety of continuing 
two.meD of fuch jarring tempers any longer in the fame 
command. An order of recal, which had been often 
folicited in vain on the part of the vice-admiral, was fent 
out, by captain Fowke, in the Gibraltar frigate ; and that 
veflel arriving at Jamaica on the 23d of September, on the 
{8th of October the vice-admiral failed for England, re- 
iigning his command to fir Chaloner Ogler

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Mr> Vernon, after his arrival in England, ^ntinued t9 
be unemployed till the year 1745, but in the interim was, 
on the 9th of Augud 1743, advanced to be vice admiral of 
the red. His retirement appears to have been compulfive 
and borne with a very confiderable degree of impatience, 
as appears by a curious letter * faid to- have been written

affairs under their care. The (irft fog^eftion that naturally occurs to 
an officer, that has the fulleft teftimonies in his cufiody, of having 
happily ferved his majefty in the command he was intrufted with to his 
royal approbation, rs, that your (irff commiffioner muff either have 
intormed his majefty that I was dead, or have laid fomething to my 
charge, rendering me unfit to rife in my rank in the royal navy, of 
which, being infenfible myfelf, I defire their lordfhips would be pleafed 
to inform me in what it confifts, having both in adion and advice, always, 
to the bed of my judgment, endeavoured toferve our royal mafter wim a 
zeal and a^ivity becoming a faithful and loyal fubje£l,and having hither- 
to received the public approbation of your board. I confefs, at my time 
of life, a retirement from the hurry of bufinefs, to prepare u>r the 
l^eneral audit, which every Chiiftian ought to have perpetually in his 
mind, is what can't but be defirable, and might rather give me oc*> 
cafion to rejoice, than any concern, which (I thank God) it does very 
little; yet that I might not by any be thought to be one that would 
decline the publick fervice, I have thought proper to remind their 
lordfhip's I am living?, and have (I thank God) the fame honcft zeal 
reigning, in my breaft, that has animated me on all occaiions to ap- 
prove myfeli^a faithful and zealous fubjcQand fervant to my royal

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by him to Mr. Corbett, who was at that time fecretary td 
the board of admirahy. Whether orno it wasthe immediate 
caufe prodiiftive of the defired efFeft we cannot pretend to 
determine, butafter having two or three times amufed him-' 
felf in a fimilar manner by arraigning the conduft of mini- 
fters, as well as by making them the general theme of his 
reprobation in the houfe of commons, he was, on the 23d 
of April 1745, promoted to be admiral of the white, and 
appointed to command the fleet ordered to be equipped for 
the north fea, in" confequence of the impending mvafion of 
Scotland in favour of the Pretender. It was at one time 
in contemplation to have appointed him prefident of the 
court-martial aflembled for the trial of the admirals 
Mathews, Leftock, and the reft of the oflicers accufed of 
being concerned in the mifcarriage off Toulon ; but this 
idea was prefently abandoned, and we muft confefs, not 
improperly, when we confider the impetuous temper of the 
worthy admiral, which appeared but little calculated for a 
ftation requiring fo much patience, coolnefs, and delibe- 
rate judgement. 

In the month of Auguft he had his flag flying on board 
the St. George in Portfmouth harbour ; but his fquadron 
being foon afterwards equipped, he removed into the 
Norwich and failed for the Downs, where he continued, 
the intervals of cruifing excepted, during the gr'eateftpart 
of the enfuing winter. This period of his command was^ 
perhaps', the moft interefting of his whole life ; and it is 
but bare juftice to his memory to confefs, no man could 
have been more diligent or more fuccefsful in that parti- 
cular fervice to which the neceflities of his country called 
him. The prudent dffpofition of his cruifers totally 
prevented the introdudion of any confequential fuccour, 
and the ferment as well as fear of that part of the nation, 
fartheft removed from the fcene of aftion, was confider- 

nafter ; and if the firft lord commtffioner has reprefented me in any 
other light 40 my royal inafter, be has a£^ed with a degeneracy unbe* 
coining the defcendant from a noble father, whofe memory I rever* 
ance and efteem, though I have 00 complements to maKC to the 
judgment or condu6l of the fon, &c. &c.

This was truly the zenith of his glory, and a continued 
propriety of condu6l might have eiuured to him that Iaft«> 
ing fame which neither the obloquy of party, nor the en* 
1 ious malice of hillorians attached to it, would ever have 
been able to traduce. It was not, however, in the nature 
of Mr. Vernon to be content with Requiring honour by the 
ordinary methods. His impetuofity had aifumed a power 
of afting, on all occafions, independent of every control or 
oppofition ; and this principle, which never failed to difr 

Eiay itfelf in every tranfa&ion of his life, was, in all 
uman probability, the bane of that fuccefs which his own 
fallantry, had it remained pure and unalloyed, would not 
ave failed to have procured, ojn every occafioni where i| 
was e^^erted*

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The admiral failed from the Downs, on a cruife, the 
latter end of December, having his flag on board the 
Monmouth, of fevemy guns, wiih three lliipsof fifty guns, 
two of forty, five frigates, and fifteen tenders, the greakr 

Kart of ihem privateers, which ihe admiral had taken upon 
im CO retain in the fervice. The dsmon of popularity 
had infefled him, and fome very new and extraordinary 
regulations which, in conftquence of that mania, he had 
taken utiunhimiomake, beingdifapprovcdufby the board 
of admiralty, produced a remonftrance on their part, and 
a paflianate reply on that of Mr. Vernon. 

He returned to the Downs In a very fe«r days after- 
wards and ftruck his flag, which he never again re-hoifted, 
he himfelf not chuling to fubmil to the trammels ot rules, 
regulations, and common ufage, and adminiftralion not 
being over anxious to cntrud a command with a man whom 
ihey found they muft never prefume to control. The 
admiral, as is cullomary in all political difputcs, was ex- 
tremely violent: he appealed to the public ; and, as his 
tail retort, burft forlh in paper attacks on the meafures of

' t'fat ftwily ttl Walpole bath ever finoc fkwlrilh^ in the fahie place, 
^MMghloai) m^ Af them having bcet^^ of the degree of kmjghts, intl 
yetneaad to diSereot parliamtnts as reprefiratalivea for the coooty. 
£jward Walpole, the grandfather of Calfridus, was ele£bd repreCen- 
talESye ftr the ^O^dtlgh dF Kings Lynn, in the parliament which begah 
'g|| WeAdrihfte^ AjHril'^j, 'mo, and Vote^ the'reftoration of king 
Charles the Second. He himfelf and his father joined With fir Htl- 
joMio Towhflicnd i^ fostifyiog the h^vcn pS }Ciogs Lynn, and ralfing 
jprces for bii nnjeftjr's oeccption in ca^e he had not been jpeiKeably 
yeKored; for which Kervices ne was created one of the knights' of the 
\^ on the igtl^ \^ April 1661. This fir i^dwa'rd was a man moft 
Jki^ly eftieanbd; io4 the eorporation of Lyim^ had To high a (enfe'df 
ilia antcgtity ihat they prefented him with a noble piece of ptate, as ^ 
leftimony of that gpod opinion. 

T Robert Walpde, etq. better known as fir Robert Walpole prim^ 
Ibijk^er of England, afterwards created earl of Oxford, and Horatiq^ 
#^<ftfW*i <^i M Walpole of WoIfWftpn^ i^ Norfolk 
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appointed capttin of the LioHi of fixty guns. He wjs 
f<inn afterwards ordered to the Mediterranean, where, ip 
the moLiih of March 1710-11, he dil^inguiihed himfclf 
very remarkably in an aflion with four French (hips of 
V/3I, mounting, as it it faid in the Gazette, t^o. 4837* 
fixtv giins each. 

Captain Walpolchad been Rationed by fir J. Norris, 
at that i^me lommander in-chief in the Mediterranean, 
with the Lyme frigate, and Severii, of fifty guns, under 
the orders of captain Pudijer, who commanded tjic latter 
fliip, to cruifc off the bay of V*^9« while the main fleift 
lay there at anchor. 

When the enemy's fiiips were firft defcried, captain 
Walpole and his companions were in fight of the fleet; 
and on a fignal made by them, fir John Norris detached 
the NalTau and Exeter, and afterwards the Dartmouth 
and Winchelfea, to their affiftance. The a£lion had, 
however, commenced, and, indeed, nearly ended^ before 
even the (hips firfl difpatched, could get up. The Severn 
M-as fo much difabled as to be obliged to quit the conteft 
and put back into Vado road, attended by the Lyme. 
Captain Walpole, encouraged by the fight of the fliips 
winch the admiral had ordered out to fuppori him, con- 
tinued the chace and adlionnotwithflanding this misfortune 
and the fiiperior force of the enemy. His gallantry 
did not, however, meet with the Reward it vcryjulHy 
mcrittd. After a very fpirited conteft, in which he hirh- 
felf was unfortunate enough to lofe his right arm, and to 
have upwards nf forty of his people killt'd and wounded, 
his fliip was fo much difabled as to prevent him from 
coniinuins! the aftion, which neither the accident he had 
perfonally fultalncd, nor the faughtcr among his people^ 
woiUd have bc^n irnluccmcnts Dtmcienl to have made nin

Captain Walpnle after his recovery continued to cotn- 
mand the (ioie (hip, and remained alfo on the fame (tation 
till ihe conclufion of the war, hut witheoit meeting with 
any othtr occurrence memorahle enough to be recorded, 
except having, in the month of January 171 i-l 3, captured 
A large Frenth privateer, mounting forty-four guns, and

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two or three inligniflcant trading velTels. He does not 
appeal to have ever gone to Tea after the conclufion of the 
peace ot Uirecht \ and his reiirement was in all probabU 
lily occafioncd merely by the accident which had befallen 
i\\m. He was chofen reprcrentaiive for the borough of 
Leitwithiel, in the fird parliameni called after the accef-

WILLIAMS, John,— entered into the navy very foc^n 
after the 1 evolution ^ and, in the year 1 6931 was apppjnjfti 
third lieutenant »f the Cornwall, of ei^ty guns. No- 
thing farther relative to him has come to our knowledge 
till h(S appointment, on the 25ih of September 1706, to 
be captain of the Experiment. He was afterwards pro* 
moted to the Dover, which ihip lie commanded, being 
tlaiioned as a cniifcr at the entrance of the Channel in 
the month of June 1709; and appears to have been very 
ai^ivc and riicccfsful in capturing Icvcral prizes, though of 
no confiderable value and confequence. He was after- 
wards made captain of the Firme, in which fhip he died 
on the 6lh of November 1 7 1 1 . 

WlNDAR. or WINDER. Jofeph.~We do not find 
any mention made of this gentleman till his appointment, 
on the I (t of December 1 706, to be captain of the Anin- 
del frigate ; and are agai^ ignorant of any particulars 
concerning him till the year 1711, when he commanded 
the KinglTon, ()f fijiiy guns, one of the fquadron fent,

BOWLCR, Robeity— *was, in the Tear 1696, 9p^ 
pointed fifth lieutenant <if the Royal Wil&mi, a firft rate. 
After baring (erred i^rith much reputation in a fimihr 
ftation on board different ihips, he was, on the iStfi cf 
January 1707, appointed raptain of the Experiment, by 
'Commodore Kerr, who had, at diat time, the command of 
die fijuadnm at Jamaica.

CLARK, Robert.— No niention is made of this gen- 
tleman previous to his appointment, on the 28th of May

IJ08, gallantly, though fniitlefsly, attempting to defend 
ins (hip againft the enemy ; which, not^thftanding his 
exertions, aided by thoTe of his people, was compelled t^ 
furrender foon after he fell. 

COCKBURN, John,— was, on the 14th of Nqvemfcoir 
1707, appointed captain of the Looe. The different 
fervices on which hp was for fome years employed weri 
fo little difHnguiiOiable, that we find no mention whatever 
made of him till the year 171 1, when he commanded the 
Sapphire, of forty guhs, one of the fhips of war employed 
bm the American flatlon. Having been ordered to joii^ 
lix Hovenden Walker, off Cape Breton, he attended that 
imfortunate coimnander into the river St. Lawrance, and 
i^r the lamentable difafler which befel that fleet, wa» 
difpatched for Bofton to carry intelligence of the failure.

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" On Wednerday morning, the 27th of June, the Ad- 
vice, a fmall fourth rate of forty -fix guns, commanded by 
the lord DufFiis, fell in with eight privateers of the enemy 
off Yarmouth. One of the belt failers came clofc up with 
him, but not thinking it convenient to engage flioiiened 
fail [ill the others were up alfo. About half an hour paft 
ten five of iheni came clofe alongfide and hoifted French 
colours. About eleven lliey engaged, moft of them lying 
always upon the tjuarters of the Advice, relieving each 
other while the reft kept aflern, fo that they maintained a 
continual fire. In half an hour the fails of the Advice 
were torn to pieces, and not a brace or bowling left. Her 
malls were alfo much wounded, and moll of the fhrouds 
cut ; however, lord DufTus continued the engagement, flill 
keeping his Ihip ujider way. But the enemy plyed their 
guns and fmall lliot fo warmly, and overpowered him fo 
much by their numbers and ftrength, that he was, after a 
very vigorous defence, wherein he hi mfelf received feveral 
wounds, and many of his men were killed and wounded, 
obliged to fiirrender." 

Campbell adds to this account, " that his lordfhip had 
received five balls in his body, and that two thirds of his 
men were killed and wounded. He was carried with 
great triumph into Dunkirk, where the captors moft in- 
humanly ftripped both officers and private men of their 
wearing apparel, and, but for the kindnefs uf the inhabU 
(ants, had left them in a manner naked." 

His lordlhip does not appear, after his return from 
capiivity,tohavebcenre-appointed to any other fliip. In 
all probability he retired into his native country, Scotland, 
where, in the year 1715, he was fo imprudent as to en- 
gage in ilie rebellion, but made his efcape beyond feas, 
and was attainted by parliament. He was, Ihortly 
afterwards, apprehended at Hamburgh, and com- 
mitted prifoner to ihe Tower. An aft of grace being 
palfcd in the following year, his lordfhip was included in it ; 
iievcrthclcfs, haviagby his offence not only forfeited his title 
and ertate, but all hopes and pretentions to any future em- 
ployment in the line of his profeflion, he withdrew im- 
mediately after his releafe to Ruflia. He was received 
there a very welcome vilitor, as might naturally be cx- 
pc6ted when we confider the enihuliaflic attachment of 
the Czar Peier to his navy, and bis cagcrnefs to eiUtrtain 
8 in 
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In his fervice all foreigners, whofe judgement and expe- 
dience he deemed likely to promote or improve the dar- 
ling objcd of his reign, tie was, almou immediately 
after his arrival, honoured with the rank of a flag-oflScer^ 
and was always held in the higheft efteem* The parti- 
culars and time of his death ^re, on account of his having 
eftranged himfelf to his native country, utiknown to us. 

Douglas, his countryman, gives us the following ho- 
nourable, and at the fame time ftriftly juft account of his 
lordfhip. *' The genius of Kenneth, third lord Duffiis^ 
leading him to a feafaring life, he foon acquired fuch great 
flcill and knowledge in maritime affairs, that her majefty, 
queen Anne, gave him the command of the Advice, a fifty 
^n ftip of war; in which ft at ion he fo remarkably dii- 
tinguiflied himfelf in feveral expeditions, that he did ho- 
.nour to himfelf and his country by his condu£l, undaunted 
courage, and refolution." 

We cannot avoid pointing out a curious political cir- 
cumflance which arifes from the condu A of his lordfliip, 
and that of his noble relative, the earl of Sutherland. The 
latter, as well as all his defcendants, have conftantly dif- 
tihguiflied tfaemfelves in a moft remarkable manner bj ' 
their fteady attachment to the houfe of Brunfwick, while 
lord DufHis appears as a niifguided alien to the principles 
of l\is family, and relinquiflied fame, title, and fortune iq 
fupport of a vifionary projeft too (hallow for any but 
thofe men who unfortunately laboured under an infatua- 
tion bordering on frenzy to hope fuccefs from, and which, 
had it proved fuccefsful, would have been productive rf 
the ruin and ddwnfal of their native country. The braveft^ 
the wifeft, the bed of men, have, at different periods^ 
fallen viAims to political madnefs. 

FAULKNER, William, — ^was appointed fourth lieu- 
tenant of the Royal William in the year 169*5, and wc 
^lieve coirtintied to ferve in the fame ftation during the 
remainder of the war. On the 17th of March 1707, he 
wis uromoted to the rank of captain, and appointal to 
flic Torbay. He was foon afterwards removed into a 
frigate, and in 17 15 was appointed to command the 
Cumberland, of eighty guns, under fir John Norris, whor 
hoitleJ his flag on board that fliip as commander-in-chief 
of the f^eet fent to the Baltic. He remained in the fame 
▼el]^t three 01 four years ^ and in 1720 commanded tho^ 

Sandwich, 
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Sandwich j of niftety guns, ot tjie (atne ferlrice, and ttfadet * 
the fame admiral* In 17^2^ he was appointed inaf^er- 
attendant of Woolwich y^rd, but ai4 nbt^ long; 
cohtinue in this ftation, having, in two or thr^c months ^ 
afterwards, been appointed one of the captaiftyof CJ^cWi-' 
wich-hofpital. In this honourable retirement he cofttr^-^ 
nued till his death j an event happening on thp ^Hlh ^i 
February 1724-5. 

HADDOCK, NicholaSj — was the third and youngeft * 
fon of fir Richard Haddock, knight, comptroller of tlfe 
navy, and for fome time joint-admiral of the ficct, in th^. 
reign of king William*. Purfuing the fteps of his brafve " 
and worthy parent, he wfent very early in life to Tea, and 
having much diftinguiflled himfelf in the ftation of 4 
lieutenant, as well by his aftivity as his Confta;At and 
aflidiious attention to his duty, was, on the 6th of April 
1707, being then little more than twenty years old, ap- 
pointed captain of the Ludlow Caftle. He was immedi- 
ately ordered into the North Sea, or German Ocean, as a 
cruifcr, on which ftation he continue a confiderable ' 
time. On the 30th of December he had the g^od fortune 
to fall in with the Nightingale and Sgiurrel, two frigates 
which had formerly been in the EngUm fervice, but being 
captured by the enemy were at that dme fitted out from 
Dunkirk as privateers* Notwithftatiding their united ^ 
fotce was much fuperior to his own, captain Haddock 
hefitated not a moment in giving them chace, and about 
eleven at night came up with and took the Nightingale^ 
The captain of the Squirrel perceiving the fate of his 
comrade, took the opportunity of making his efcape while * 
captain Haddock was bufied in fecuring his prize t. 

The remainder of the war palled on without affording 
to captain Haddock any other opportunity of acquiring 
additional honour, than by that uniform propriety of con-' 
du£l, and ftrift attention to his duty, which, known only 
to a few, is confequently lefs attra£live and popular, thoum 
little lefs valuable thaa the public fame of tlie vaoH bru* 
liant and glittering tranfaSions. Till the yeaf 1717 no < 
mention is made of him, but we then^ find him to nave - 
been captain of the Shrewfbury , a third rate of eighty gunir^'

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otitttitot the Baltic under fir G. Byng. In the following 
nar he wu removed into the Grafton, which was alfo a 
mwdratet though mounting only 70 guns. In thisfhiphe 
acCotTipaniedhi&ibrmcr admiral, firGeorge, 10 the Mcditer-, 
nnetn, alvldininguinicdhinifclf vcryconfpicuoutly in 
well-known iftion with the Spanilh fleet off Sicily. Hi*- 
ftiip, together with the Orford, being excellent Tailors, led 
the van of the Britifh fleet into aflion. After having, for 
a confideiable time, engaged ihe Prince of AOurias, of 70 
guns, in which ihip was rear-admiral Chacon, diTdaining 
10 wafte longer time in fecuring a vclTcl fo completely dif- 
abled, that it was very evident ihe niiift iail a very 
eafy prey to the next ailailant, captain Haddock left her 
a prey to the nuit (hip that came up, and purfiied a 
fhip of fixty guns, which, during his preceding engage- 
ment with thePrince of Allurias, had kept up a very warm 
fire on his ftarboard bow. Mr. Corbet, in his account of 
the expedition to Sicily, concludes his relation of the 
shove aflion in the following words. " The (hip that 
fufFcred mod was the Grafton, which being a good failor, 
her captain engaged fevcral (hips of the enemy, always 
purfiiing the headmoD, and leaving thnfe Ihips he had^ 
difabled or damaged to thofc that followed him*." p 

Hecontinued in theMcdilcrranean during the remainder, 
of ihewar; and, in conjunflion with captain Winder, 
the Rochelter, funk aSpanifli fliipcf war mounting feventy 
guns : they alfo drove another, mounting fixty, alhore in 
81c bay of Catania. Captain Haddock took fevera! other 
prizes of confequence, in particular two tranfports, with 
fix hundred Swifs recruits on board for the Spanifli armj. 
After his return to England he was, in 1721, appointed 
captain of the Torbay, of eighty guns, on board which 
fliip lir Charles Wager had hoiftcd his flag as com- 
mander-iii-chter of the fquadron intetided to be fent to 
Lin>on for the purpofc of procuring fome public fatisfac- 
tion for the inlult that nation had offered Britain, by the

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imprifonment of Mn Wingfield and Mr. Roberts. The 
Impotence of the Portiigtiefe nation (hnink, with prudence, 
fromthe conteft ; and a proper fts well as immediate concef- 
fion faved fir Charles the trouble of eVef ptittli)g to fea. 
Whether t^ Torbay was kept in cotomimon during th^ 
Ivhole of the intermediate time, we have been unable to 
afcertain with any degree of precifion; but in the yean 
1726 we ag&in find Mr. Haddock cottinianding her, and 
ftlfo as captain to fir C- Wager, who was admiral of the 
fleet fent into the Baltic. Nothing, however, in any de- 

free worth relating took place, at leafl as far as Mr# 
laddock was concerned*. He continued 'to command 
the fame fhip after the return of the fleet into port, and, 
very early in the year 1727, was ordered to take under 
his command the roole nrefhip, and convoy to Gibnilter 
fifteen tranfports, with two regiments of troops on board, 
deflihcd as a reinforcement lor that garrifon. Having 

Joined fir Charles Wager, who had been difpatched from 
England in the month of December precedmg, sind was 
4thcn cruifing ofF Cadiz, he was ordered into Gibralt4l^ 
trith the tranfports. The admiral himfelf returning 
foon afterwards into the bay, immediately fhjfted his flag 
into the Torbay, where he continued during the remain- 
der of the expedition ; but as every thing material th^ 
happened in the courfe of it has been already detailed in 
the life of fir Charles Wager, it is needlefs tp add more, 
than that Mr. Haddock, returning with that adnairal, ar- 
rived at Spithead on the 9th of April 1728. 

The Torbay needing repair was put out of comfnif- 
lion, and captain Haddock was appointed to his old fhip, 
the Grafton, which he had rommanded with To much 
reputation under fir George Byng. He continued cap- 
tain of this fhip till the year 1732, being always attached 
to the fleets which were, as if by annual cuflom, cotlefted 
trt Spithead ; but which, during the two firfl year^ he held 
the command of the Grafton , never went to fea. Im 73 1 
he accompanied fir Chdrle$ Wager to the Mediterranean, 
for the purpofe of accommodating the difference between 
the emperor and Spain, and putting the Infant Don Carlos

in pofleffioo of the territory bequeathed him by the duke 
of ramuu After his return from this fervice the Grafton 
was put out of commiflion, and Mr. Haddock appears 
to have had no other appointment durii^ the time he 
continued only a private captain. 

This, however, was of no long continuance, for on the 
4th of May 1734, he was promoted to be rear-admiral of 
the blue, and immediately hoided his flag on board the 
Namur, of ninety guns, as third in command of the fleet 
colleded, tmder fir John Norris, at Spithead *^ During 
that year the fleet never proceeded to fea, but in 1735 
failed for Lifbon, in conlequence of the Portuguefe na> 
tlon being threatened by the Spaniards. The very ap- 
pearance of fo formidable a friend was fufiicient to avert 
the impending attack ; its arriyal was accbrdingly confi- 
dered and treated, both by the fovereign and his people, 
as a kind of providential interference, and prefervatio& 
from the molt imminent danger. This bufinefs being 
peaceably and amicably adjufled, the fleet returned home 
m divifions, after remaining fome confiderable time in 
the Tagus. In 1738, the depredations of the Spaniards^ 
continuing in fpite of every mild and pacific remonftrance, 
the Britifli miniftry were induced to require fatlsfadion for 
fuch repeated idfults and injuries ; and, in order to give the 
greater weight to fuch an unplea&nt demand, it was deter-^. 
mined to difpatch Mr. Haddock^, on the 22d of May, to 
the Mediterranean, with a fquadron of nine (hips of the 
line t. The appearance of the Britifli fleet produced the 
fame efl^e£t on this occafion that it frequently has done 
on others. The Spaniards immediately profefled the 
ivarmcft difpofiiion to negociate ; but their piratical in* 
fults in the diftant parts of the world were not as yet in 
any degree rcfhrainecL It was therefore judged neceflfary 
to give ftill greater ]»reight to tjie juft reprefcntations of 
Britain, bv ordering out a fquadron of four (hips pf war^ 
and three oonib-kctcheswdl provided vvith (hells and other 
warlike (lores, to teinforce Mr. Haddock, who, by thefe

commanded a fquadron confiding of twenty-one (hips. , 

This powerful armamentj tc^ether with the profpe£b 
of its continuing duting the winter at Port Mahon, as the 
Spaniards were given to underftand would be the cafe, pro- 
duced no fmall effed upon their counfelsi The king of 
Spain ratified the preliminary articles of the treaty, but 
had artfully and furreptitioully added fuch a number of 
reftri£):ions relative to trade, and the right of Britiih ibips 
to board or vifit Spanifh veiTels of any defcription, that 
the people of England^ when informed of this piece o£ 
chicanery, contrived merely for the purpofe of gaining 
time, were unanimouily (Clamorous, calling aloud for Ticat 
as the juft, and only means of obtaining true fatisfa&ioa 
from thofe who had aggravated infult by impofltioi^. 
This conduiEl produced the well-known convention with 
Spain ; which being far from fatisfying the minds of the 
]>eeple, as indeed it was far from affording the repara* 
tion they had a right to expeft^ tending rather to inname 
their mmds with a more eager defire for war, than to 
quiet them, or avert their former intention* 

To this end Mr. Haddock was among other comman* 
ders, in different parts of the world, ordered in the year 
1739, to make reprifaU on the Spaniards. In this fpecies 
of warfare which, even confidered in a national point of 
view affe£ted them mod ferioufiy and fenfibly, he w^s 
remarkably fortunate. Among his prizes were two (hips 
from the Caraccas, fuppofed to be worth two millions of 
dollars, befides feveral others^of very great, though inferior 
value to the foregoing, and a considerable number of 
privateers. In fhort, it is remarked by many hlflprians, 
that ^^ no fquadron had for many years been fa fuccefsful.'* 
He continued on the fame flation, during the. year 1740^ 
with an uninterrupted |5eJ)etitiQn of the fame fpecies of 
good fortune* The Spaniards, not having it in their 
power during that time to coUeft a. naval force fufEcient 
to meet the Britiih fquadron in fair conteft, they were 
compelled to confine their larger fhips within! the limits 
of their own harbours, and permit the ruin of their com-^ 
merce to pafs' on unmolefted and unrevenged ; except^ 
indeed) by the paltry cafual captures made by their priva- 
teers, or fome of their fmaller fhjps of war, who were 
hardy enough to Yenture out. 

Bb a Campbell 
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Campbell, on this occalion, acconfin^ to a ktad af . 
ciiftom ne is very fond of indulging Mmfelf in,, is veiy 
(evere on fuch s mode of profectitii^ a war : '< die 
fleets ffays he] on the Gibraltar and Minorca ibtion, tbc 
iifft commanded by fir Chaloner Ogle, confifting of twdve 
fail, the latter by rear-admiral Haddock, were only em* 
ployed in craifing on the coaft of Spam and Italy, widi- 
out any attempt to attack or aimoy the enemy, except by 
now and then feizing a poor defencelefs fly that happenedl 
mfortunately to hi} into their wd>* The reader necdft 
9ot be informed that I allude to the capture of unarmed 
trading vefleb by (hips of war. A contemphtire mind, 
refleding on thefe maritime depredations, is naturaOy led 
^ enquire, by what law of nature, or of nations, or on 
what principk of juftice, princes at war thus fkxe die 
private property of each other's fubjeds, in tradii^ to 
other kingdoms ? This procedure feems more extnor- 
^nary, when we confider that tbetr land forces generally 
obferve a different condud. A general, w mardiiiig 
through an enemy's country, fo far from robbing and im- 
prifoning every peatSiiit he nfteets, ^yes pofitive ordeis, 
that the perfon and property of individuals, not in drms,' 
Ihall not be molefted; he nukes war againft die prince, 
and not againft the pe6ple ihdividually* An admiral, on 
the contrary, takes every trading veflel he meets, robs die 
owners of their property„and fends the crew home to be 
confined as prifoiiers of war. Here then is alieaivy pu» 
nifhment infiided on per (bus who had neithdr intention 
nor power to comitnit iiny 'offence^ or in* any wife to injure^ 
thofe by whom the punifhniettt is inflided.*' 

There is fo great a degree of sibfurdityki theicMegoiag 
piece of -argument, that it is i^rcely i^eflary to fiiy a. 
pliable in ^niWdr to it: trhether the cuflpm is -proper or 
confiftent with the ftiles of juftice, is by «o mcaiis die 
queftion, but it is whether that cuftom is univerially pnip* 
tifed by nations, or princes at war with each other i -If 
it is, and that muft be admitted to be the caie, it becoHKt 
a matter of ftate neceility to comply with and purfiie itas 
one of the moft effeftual modes of procuring a retmrn of 
peace. Mr. Haddock was' not, however, merely occu- 
pied in this jpredatory'kind of i/rar during the. wbde of die 
year 1740 \ his fuccefe bad raifed him to fucb ad^^vee of 
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reputation^ and caufed the people at large to enter into 
the war with fo much fpirit, that the Spaniards exerted 
every nerve to raife a force fufBcient to face him. By 
making a feint to recover the ifland of Minorca, they 
fitcceeded in drawing off Mr. Haddock from before the 
poVt of Cadiz, and embraced that opportunity of flipping 
out with nine ffaips of the Une and two frigates, which 
set into Ferrol, where other fliips were readV to join them. 
IntelUgence of thefe meafures being received by the Britiih 
miniftry, Mr. Bsdchen was ordered out to reinforce him 
with a fmadron of fix fhips of the line. One of the 
principal objeds of the expedition was to intercept the 
Aflbgue fhips, which were daily expeSed from Vera 
Cruz at Cadiz. This, having £ai]e^ through the exo> 
treme caution of the Spamardsl^, and other fhips being 
fent out to Mr. HaddocK, fo that he had a force fufficaent 
to block up the enemy's fleet in the harbour of Cadiz, 
Mr. Balchea returned to England, leaving him again 
<GommandeF-in- chief on the Mediterranean ration. 

The events of the year a[74i were, toward the con- 
^hifioD of itt in fome degvee more interefling, than thofe 
ef the preceding. Mii. Haddock, who on the nth of 
Maoch was protnoted to be vice*admiral of tbe blue, con- 
tinued^ during tfie fuiwxieirt to block the port x)f Cadiz, 
^iprevmt the iiui^on x)f the iSpatiiih fnips there with 
Ae T<^1^ fs^i^on, and a Wge fleet of tsanfports coU 
k^bei at ibirpdona for the purpoie of convoying a for* 
midfMe >ar^y Into Italy, intended for the attack of the 
iqueei^ of H^^my's dominiont, fk> highly was the 
admind eftci^meS^ 10 complete WMfhe fiitisfaftion aflbrdtft 
bv his f:op4^dt in cvtxf 4^artixMuit, that the Italian mer* 
cnants, ^e^v ip the ^ear 17419 addriefled the lords of tbe 
^dimrdt^, thaf^n^ th(!pi in ^ warmeft and faandfomeft 
tenns for ibe extraoidinary p^rote&ion afE»rded to their 
commerce hf the Ajuadron under Mr# Haddock, ^ni they 
pefed alfo a very h;^ndfome vote of thanks to the admiral 
nimfelfi prefenting lum, as « more Aibflantial proof of 
their efleem, with a very magi^ficent ffAd cup^ 
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Mr. Haddock continued to keep the Tea, cfutfing be^ 
twccn Cape St. Mary-and Cadiz, till the beginning of tho 
month of November ; when the tempeftuous weather com^ 
pellcd him to put into Gibraltar to refit. The Spaniards 
had completed the embarkation of their troops at Barce- 
lona, to the number of fifteen thoufahd men, into Italy ; 
and on the 24th of November the fquadron, commanded 
by Don Navarro, taking advantage of the darknefs pf the 
night, put to fea^from Cadiz in hopes of getting through 
the ftrcights of Gibraltar unobferved : in this, however, 
they were difappointed ; a ftrong eafterly \vind arifing on 
the morning of the 25th, drove them back in fight of 
Gibraltar, and detained them two days in that fituation ; 
a favo!irable breeze then fpringing up, enabled them to 
efFeft a junftion, dff Malaga, with De Court's fquadron ji^ 
from Toulon. 

Admiral Haddock was in the interim ufing every en-? 
deavour to refit his fquadron, which haying, by almoft 
incredible exertions, effefted by the fecond of December, 
he quitted the bay of Gibraltar in queft of the 
enemy. In a few days he got fight of the combined, 
ftjuadrons, which were drawn up in a regular line tQ 
receive hinj ; but, as he was bearing down on the Spa- 
niards, and almod on the point of attacking them, the 
French admiral, De Court, fent a flag of truce, with a 
mefTage, to inform Mr. Haddock, ** that as the Spaniards, 
and French were at that time engaged in a joint expedi- 
tion, he muft obey his orders and proteft his mailer's 
allies.'- Mr, Haddock immediately deemed it neceffarjr, 
on this extraordinary event, to call a council of war, asf 
well on account of the nature of his in(iru6tions, and thei 
extreme delicacy of his fituatipn, as the great fuperiority 
of the combined fquadcon, which cpnfiited of near fiftyc 
veiTels of different defcriptions, while his own force 
^imounted not to thirty % ' It wa$ poanitjioqfly ^ide(|

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ihat the fquadron ihould repair to Mahon, and wait there 
ibr the reinforcement ^hi<:n was expe£ted from England, 
under the command of commodore Lellock: before^ 
however, this could arrive, the French and Spaniih fleets 
liad repaired to Barcelona, and, on the 24th of December, 
proceeded from thence for Italy, with a fecond embarka- 
tion of troops. 

The vice-admiral was joined by Mr.: Leftock on the 
I ft of February; and made all poflible difpatch in getting 
jeady for fea, in order to fcour the coafts of Italy and pre- 
vent the introdudion of any fupplies, or reinforcements, 
fortheSpanifharmyunderthedukeofMontemar. Before, 
however, the fleet was in a condition to fail, the vice-ad^^ 
miral was imhappiiy attacked by fo fevere an indifpoiition, 
that he was, very reludantly, 1 compelled to refign the 
command of the fleet to Mr. Leftock, and return in the 
Roebuck, a forty gun (hip, to England, where he arrived 
on the 26th of May. This indifpoiition of the worthy 
admlrars is faid to have bttn of the moft melancholy and 
aiiefting nature, an extiseme dejedion of fpirits, occafi- 
oned, as fome infift, by mere chagrin at not having had it 
in his power to ftrike fome fignal blow which might 
eventually lead to the termination of the war. He never 
took upon him any command after his return to England, 
but was, neverthefefe, moft defervedly promoted, on the 
9th of Auguft 1743, to be vice-admiral of the white; and, 
on the 7th of December following, to be vice-admiral of 
the red. On the 19th of June 1744, he was farther ad« 
vanced to be admiral of the blue. After having attained 
this very elevated rank in the fervice, and lived univerfally

The (hips that joined him under Commodore Leftock were the 
'Neptune, Barfleur, Burford, BITex, Naflau, Hamt>tOD Cpurt| &oyat 
Pa|^ Rumney, Winchefier, and Winchelfea, 
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refpcftcd and «fleemed by al! mtu, he pa'iLl the Aehl tA 
nature on the 26th of September 17+6, being then 11 * 
the 60th yesr of his age. His death being lamejiied b] 
all, his tnemory has been traduced by none. 

HAGAR, John. — The firft information wc have 
this gentleman is, that on the lath of June 1707, he v ^ 
appoioicd captaiji of the Charles Galley. A conlider^lv' 
number of years paffed on before he had any opportunitjt 
of obtaining 3 command fuiliciently eminent to be partial 
cularifed, lo that we find no mention whatever made oTJ 
him till the yean 71^, when he was captain of theHamp:^ 
fliire, of fifty guns, one of lir John Norris's flaet ordered^' 
for the Baltic. On his quitting the HampQiire he waai 
removed into the Rochefter, a (liip of the fame rate, whidit 
we find him commander of, in 17171 on the Mediteira^ 
nean ftalion. In 1720 he was captaia of the Revengoi 
of fevcnty guns, one of the fleet ordered again for thft 
Baltic under his former admiral fir John Norris. Such 
was the poverty of naval evenis at the above period, that, 
after the ftridteft fearch we have been able to make, no- 
thing can be colle^ed, relative to Mr. Hagar, beyond iha 
mere date of his appointments. We know of no other, 
nor, indeed, any remaining particulars concerning hiitli 
except that, in the month of May 17341 he was promoted 
lo be rear-admiral of the blue, as he was alfo, on the ad 
of March 1735, to be rear-admiral of the white. On th« 
Jilh of July 1739, he retired altogether from the fervics 
on a penfion equivalent to his half pay. This he enjoyed 
till his death, which happened on the 27th of February 
J 748. 

HAMILTON, Archibald, — is by many confounded 
with tbe lord Archibald Hamilton, of whom an accouat 
has been already given in the former part of this volume*. 
He certainly, hovrcver, is a very dilTerent perfon; but iM 
other particulars relative to him are known, except thtt 
he was, on the lath of January 1707, appointed caj "

HAMILTON, James, — was, on the a6(h of Decem- 
ber 1707, appointed captain of the Lark, and ^ied in th* 
Weft Indies on the aad of Decchiber in the following year. 
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HARDY, Charles, — was, on the 13th of Januartr 
f ^07, appointed captain of the Stron^lo fireihip. We 
Jpiow no other particulars concerning him, ei:cept that, \n 
1708 and the following year, he commanded the Roebuck 
on the Weft India ftation, wher/; he had fome fuccefs ; and 
was difmiffed the fcrvice in 17^4. Rear-admiral Hardy . 
indeed^ in his lift of admirals, infonns us, that he 
iroie the boom at f^igo, and alfo that he died on the i ith of 
June 1748; but we have no collateral information of 
either of thefe events. 

PIGOTT, Walter,^wa8, on the 1 3th of November 
1707, appointed captain of the Bridgpwater * frigate. 
Extraordinary as it mSiy appear, no other particulars navp 
icome to our knowlegc, except that he died in Engbnd oni 
the roth of May 1 754, 

SHALES, John, — ^was, on (he 21ft of November 1707, 
made comtnander of the Rye. He is not mentioned after 
this time till the year 17x5, when he was captain of the 
Severn, of fifty mlns, one of the fleet fcnt to the Batltlc 
under fir John Norris, He continued in the fame ftiip 
two or threp years, and in 1717 was a^am fertt on the 
(ante fervice under fir George Byng, He was afterwards 
removed into the Hampfliif c, a flifp of the fame rate, and 
ordered for the Mediterranean, from whence he did not 
fetnrn, dying jtt Pkletmo on the Z4th of April 17^0. 

TUDOR, Abraham,— was, on the jth of Auenft 
1707, made captain of the Dolphin, He was very won 
^terw^rds promoted to the Afliftance, of fiftv guns ; and, 
m the month of Febrtfarv 1708, was ordeted for Kinfale 
10 convoy from thence trie trad^ bound to England. On 
Ms return he joined captain Toilet, who was then em- 
j^oyed dn the fame kind of fervice from Cork. Captain 
xudor was, Indeed, ordered to put hhnfelf under the com* 
Aland of Mr. Toilet, in confetjnence o/intelligeoce, which 
lubl been received at home, of a Frendi ^nadfon, imdei^ 
|he well-known Du Qnh Troufn, faJd to be cruifing in 
jhe Channel. The precaution was not vain, for on tht 
«a of March they fell In with the enemy's (hips about 
eight huigoes diftant from the Lri^ard. After a very def- 
Mrato encounter, the partictiSars of which have been

BLINSTONE, Henry,— was, onthe aSth of February 
1 70S, appcnnted captain of the Lynn. He continued in 
this fhip during the whole of the war. In the beginning 
^f the year 17 12 he was fent, by admiral Baker, under 
whofe command he then was, with two or three ihips of 
nearly the fame force with his own, to cruife off the coaft 
ef Spain, and had the good fortune to make (bme very 
valuable prizes^ Captain Blinftone himfelf has afforded 
tis 7f fliort account of fome of the leading particulars of 
this cruife ; and the brilliant a&ion which concluded it 
lias induced us to infert it at length, 

** ®n the 14th of Apil I was, by vice-admiral 
Baker's orders^ to iail with her majefly's fhip Lynp, 
joined by captain Field of the Ludlow Caftle, to fee the 
trade into Oporto and Viana; in performing which fert 
vice, I took a fmall (hip laden with canary atid fnuff. The 
weather was fuch as fprung the Ludlow's mizen-mafts 
and fplit moft of her fails, which obliged me to put into 
Lifbon to refit, where I made little (lay, but proceeded 
with the two (hips to Gibraltar, and there joined the Royal 
Anne Galley and Port Mahon with four £hips. I on the 
ioth inftant got fight of feven fail of ihips, five Gavilans 
;uid two Cettees, off Eftapoiia^ The Royal Anne Galley 
) fent to (Iretch to the v^eitward, to prevent any getting out 
of the Streights, Four fhe forced into Ceuta road undei^ 
fhetr cannon ,t and the others weathered him ^nd got avray* 
The Port IVI^hon I fent to the eaftward ; ^pd, virith theLynii 
^nd Ludlow CafUe, flood to the northward, and forced

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into Eftapona road three Martinico {hips, a Cettee atd 
Gavilan, and a Spanifli man of war, carrying thirty-fix 

SnSy two hundred and fifty feamen, and one hundred 
dierSy defigned for Cadiz. The Ludlow Caftle wea* 
thered the man of war, who, to avoid our boarding him, 
cut his cable and run aihore ; all which (hips I in the 
morning fumtnoned the governor to deliver me up, which 
J readily believe he would have been done, had not colonel 
Forbes (who commanded the man of war) vigoroufly op^ 
pofed it ; but, after eight hours cannonading them with our 
other four (hips, the man of war, and the Cettee her prize, 
and one Martmico man, they fet on fire, another we funk, 
who, with the fwift of the fea, turned bottom up. la 
the morning I again fummoned the jrovernor to deliver 
me the fhips and Gavilan left unde^royed in the road, 
bavins found it not pra&icable to bum or bring away the 
fame ip the night, the fhore being lined with horfe and 
ifoot to prevent the fame, > By the return of my funmions 
I found the fhips to be fun]c and turned bottom up, the 
Gavilan, laden with rufli and tile, they fired, whofe cable 
burning ihe drove a-(hore and bulged on the beach. Our 
damages were little ; the Port Mahon loft one man, three 
were wounded (lightly in the Royal Anne Qa^ey, and fome 
fmall damage received in our rigging." 

We have not been able to colk£l: any other particulars 
concerning hini, except (h^t h^ died oi) t6e ^Sth of Sep^ 
fember 1728. 

BftQPKS, Caeikrj—was, on the 24th of July 1708, 
appointed captain of the Polphin. In the JAn publifhed 
by rear^adniiral Hardy, as well as in foihe othersf that ^re 
in manufcript, his fidt command is Taid to have been that 
of th? A(fiftance. We believe, however, thefe to be 
erroneous, as well as that which in the fame lift fltates him 
to have been killed in ^n aftion, on board the Pearl, oa 
the 5U} q{ March l70§-9. We believe this event to have 
taken place on the 31ft of December 171 1*^ but have not 
been able to colle6l any of the particulars attending it. 

CONSTABLE, Cnarlcs. -^ This gentleman was, oq 
)he 1 8th of Odober 170^^, appointed to the command of 
the Chichefter. In the following year he was made 
captain of the Falcon, a frigate of thirty-two guns, and 
fei^t to the Mediterranean, where^ being orde^^ed out on a 
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cruife in the month of December, accompanied by the 
Piembrokc of fixty-fonr guns, they had the misfortune, on 
the 2pth of that month, to fall in ^ith five fail of fliips, 
whicn thev at firft apprehended to be a part of fir Edward 
Whitaker s fquadron* On nearlng them and difeovering 
djey had French colours, they made the private fignat 
appointed by fir Edward, which was immediately anfwered 
by the enemy, two of their ihips hoifting Engiiih, and 3 
flrird Dutch colours; the other veficls hairing parted com-^ 
pany juft before, ftood towards Antibes^ The Eng^ 
hfli captains were not, however, to be eafily deceived ; 
bat finding on a nearer approach the ihips to be very 
iij^, ftood from them with all the fail they could make. 

There being unfortunately very little wind, the 
enemy's 0iips neared them fait, * having the advantage 
of a fmart breeze, which reached them long before 
the Englifti (hips could derive any afliftance from it. The 
enemy, whofc force confifted of one ftip of feventy gunSj 
one of fixty-fix, and one of fifty, firft came up with the 
Fsmbipke, which, after a fmart a£lion in which h€r com-f^ 
mander, captain Humfey was killed, overpowered and toc^ 
her. The two fmaller Ihips then purfued the Falcon, 
which captain Conftable did not content to furrender till 
,he himfelf was dangermiflv wounded by a (hot through the 
ihonlder, and til), as it is (aid, he had no more thai| (ixteen 
uawonnded men left out of bis whole crew. 

Soon after his return from captivity, and r^overy from 
the eiFe^ of his wo(ind, he was promoted to the Panther, 
and ordcsed out on q: cruife ; in irfrich fervice he met with 
very remarkable fuccefs, having, during the month of 
Feoroary 171 2, captured a French frigate mounting 
thirty gtms^ and two very large as well as valuable mer<- 
chant ftips. The peace taking pl^ce foon iftervvards, na 
other mention is made of captam Conftable except that he 
died at fiarbadoes fome time in the year 171^1 beiftg at 
ihat time captain of the Roebuck. 

COOK, Ifaac, or, according to (bme^ James^--»wus ap* 
^inted firft lieutenant*of the Archangel, of forty^ight 
ffms, in the year 169a. We find no further nentioii

made of him during the reign of king William \ but he 
was, not long after the accelfion of queen Anne, advanced 
from the rank of lieutenant to that of commander of this 
Terror bomb-ketch. This veflel was unfortunately de- 
ftroyed at Gibraltar by monf. Pointi's fquadron : but the 
condudt of captain Cook was fo proper and exemplary^ 
that he was mod honourably acquitted by the court-martial 
held for the purpofe of inveftigating the circumftances 
attending the above accident. He was not, however, pro- 
moted to the rank of obtain till the year 1708 ; when he 
was, on the i8th of Odober, appointed to the Garland* 
In 171 1 he commanded the Leopard, of fifty-four guns, 
one of the North American fquaaron. Having joined fir 
Hovenden Walker, who commanded the expedition fent 
agaihft Quebec, he was fent home to England with the 
miBlanchoTy news of its failure. No other mention i& 
made of him, except that he died on the i8th of December 
1 7 1 2. ILear-admiral Hardy makes his death to have hapr 
pened on the 26th of November 1 7 24, but we decidedly be* 
lieve that to be a miftake. 

GOODHALL, John, — ^was, on the 25th of Septembeir 
X708, appointed captain of the Milford. Nothing Tar* 
(|ber is known of him except that he died on the coaft of 
Guinea on the i6th of February 1729, being at that time 
commander of the Feverfham. 

GUNMAN, James,— was the youngeft fon of captain 
Chriftopher G«nman *, of Dover in Kent, and Catherincr^ 

daughter of Alderfev, efq. an eminent Hamburg 

merchant. Being intended for the fea fervice by his 
.gallant father, whom he had the misfortune to lofe when 
only nine, years old, he was, in conformity to that^efblti- 
tion, fent out under the protection of captain Pickardt 
who was his uncle. His entrance into the fervice was 
diiaftroos, the Happy Return, the (hip he went on boasd 
x)f, being foon afterwards taken by the enemy. Having 
immediately, on being exchanged, returned to the fervic^^ 
be was, in the month of June, promoted to be third lieu- 
tenant of the Boyne, of eighty ^ns, commanded by cajp* 
tain Good, being one of tne (hips belonging to the map 
fleet. .He remamed in the fame fktion during the wajv 
and is not known to have received any other appointment 
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till the I ft of Auguft 1703, when he was made third lieii- 
tenant of the Royal Catherine; from which fhip he wasy 
in the month of September following, removed to the 
fame ftation on board the Royal Sovereign. After having 
remained in that ihip fome confiderable time, he was at 
laft noticed by fir Cloudefley Shovel, who, when he failed 
for the Mediterranean, in the year 1706, took him as his 
firft lieutenant in the Aflbciation, and very foon promoted 
him to be commander of the Weazle floop. He returned 
from the Mediterranean, with his admiral, in the month 
of OiSober 1707, and happily efcaped being involved in 
the dreadful aifafter that befel him and fome of the fhips 
under his command. 

He continued commander of the Weazle during the 
cnfuing fummer; and, on December 20, 1708, was very 
defervedly promoted to be captain of the Lyme frigate* 
He remained in this fhip for a very confiderable time, wc 
believe till the conclufion of the war, employed on a 
variety of fervices, unfortunately fo infignificant that they 
afforded him no other opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf 
i^s a valuable officer, than by that flrid attention to his 
duty, which, though it demands the higheftpraife andvenc- 
ration, in general paffes on difregardcd and unrewarded 
by the fmalleft attentive hiftorical tribute. We find him, 
between the time of his appointment and the year 171 1, in 
the Weft Indies, and in the North Sea, employed as a 
cruifer, and afterwards fent with an outward-bound convoy 
from Milford to Newfoundland. During the time he 
continued off the latter ifland, moft probably for the pro- 
tection of the fiflieiy, he had ^he good fortune to capture a 
large French mcrchant-ftiip, which is the only fuccefs 
^ve have any intelligence of his having met with from- 
his firft appointment to a command. From New- 
foundland he failed for the Mediterranean with fuch mcr- 
chantpftiips as were bou^d thither ; and on his arrival there 
put himfelf under the orders of fir John Norris. In the 
month of. March following he very much ditlinguifhed 
himfelf in an aSion with four French fliips ef war; znd, 
although we already have given fome account of the en- 
casement, both in the lives of captain Pudner and captain 
Walpole, who were alfo parties in the conteft, we fliall 
venture to infcrt the following mithentic account of , this 
fpirited little encounter, as extracted from the journal of 
captain Gtmtnan himfelf. « March 
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♦' Malth 22, 1710-11. At half paft two A. M. I 
weighed out of Vado road in company with the Scvera 
and Lion. At a quarter paft five we faw four fhips 
brought to and made a fignal to the admiral. At half 
pad five we gave chace to them ; and at half pail eight 
<:ame up with and en|;aged them, they proving to \k four 
French (hips of war n-om fixty to forty guns each *. Wc 
engaged them at half gun-fliot diftance. At eleven they 
made all the fail they could and ran away. We made all 
the fail we could after them. At noon the Severn made 
a fignal to leave off* chace, fhe being much difabled in her 
mafls and yards. I had fix men' wounded in the afiion, 
three of whom had their legs fhot off." 

We have to lament, that no other particulars are known 
relative to the fervice of this gentleman, except that, la 
the year 1 732, he commanded the Northumberland guardr 
ihip : he was afterwards, in 1742, appointed treafurer of 
Greenwich-hofpital, an office he held till the year 1754; 
when, having attained the advanced age of feventy-feven, 
he refigned it in favour of fir Charles Saunders, and had 
a penfion of equal value grantedj as a recompenfe for, 
and proper teftimony of, his very meritorious conduct as 
a naval commander : this, however, he unhappily did not 
long enjoy, dying on the 27th of June 1756, being then 
in the 79th year of his age. 

HEMMINGTON, James,— was, on the 12th of 
November 1708, appointed captain of the Experiment. 
Few gentlemen have continued in the fervice tor fuch a 
feries of years and have been fo little known ; for although 
he mud have enjoyed many intermediate appointments we 
do not find any other mention made of him, except that he 
commanded the Princefs Amelia, of eighty guns, one of 
the fleet under fir John Norris in the year 1740; and 
afterwards accompanied fir C. Ogle on the expedition 
againft Carthagena. On the 15th of July 1747, he wa§ 
promoted to the rank of rear-admiral, and was put on the 
luperannuated lift, in purfuance of an order, made by 
his majefty in council on the 3d of June preceding. H« 
died. on the 26th of December 1757. 

HOLLAND, Edward, -^ was, on the 23d of July, 
promoted to the command of the Scarborough. We

hear 
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hear nothing farther of him till the year 1720, at vrhidi 
time he commanded the Gloucefter, of fixty guns, one of' 
the fleet ordered ^for the Baltic under fir John Norris. 
tte continued in the fame fhip, cntployed on the fame fer- 
vicc, and under the fame commander-in-chief, during the 
foHowing year. We have no farther parnculars concern- 
ing him» except that he died in England on the 514th of 
Februaty 1724. 

JOHNSON, Sir Robert,— was, on the 3d of February 
1708, appointed captain of the Experiment, He was 
before the concluflon of the year removed into fomc other 
Ihip ; but the fervices on which he was employed were fo 
little confequential, that we find no mention made of him 
previous to the year 1716 ; he then commanded the Au- 

fufte, one of the fleet fent to the Bakk under fir John 
lorris. A violent ftorm arrfing on the •9th of November^ 
the Augufte was unfortunately ftranded on the »iland of 
Annput ; but fir Robert, as wefl as the officers, and the 
principal part of the crew, were faved. In 1 7 19 he com- 
manded a fmall fqoadron which attack^ and deftroyed the 
fortifications of port San Anthonio, on the coaft of Spain, 
together with three fhips of the line which were on the 
ilocks, and an immenfe depot of timber, as well as other 
nairal ftores, fufficient to nave conftrufted and fitted five 
or fix more. Captain Johnfon at that time commanded 
the Weymouth ; and in the month of September, fubfequcnt 
to the foregoing cnterprife, attacked, m conjun^ton with 
the Winchefter, two Spanrfli (hips of war in the harbour 
of Ribades near Cape Ortugal ; when, notwithftanding 
they were protefted by a battery, fucceeded in fetting them 
botn on fire, and brought oft a merchant-fliip of three 
hundred tons vrfiich lay near them. For thefe very con^ 
fpicuous afts of gallantry he is fuppofed to have received 
the honour of knighthood. He was, after the year 1720, 
appointed to the Exeter, a ihip of the line, and jfent to the 
iaft Irtdies under commodore Mathews. Some part of 
his conduft, the particulars of which are unknown to us, 
being difapprov^ of that gentleman, he difmifled him 
from his command. When on his return to England m 
the Aiilabit Eaft India fhip, he was unfortunately drowned 
at the Cape of Good Hope on the 5th of June i7a3» 

LAWSON, Henry, — ^was, on the jrft of July 170!, 
appointed captain of the P^arl frigate. No j ki ttienkif f 

9 ^ 
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of his fervice are known/ except that he died fome time in 
the year I734> being at that time commander of the 
Dublin yacht. 

MASSAM, William, — was, on the 17th of May 
1708, appointed captain of the Terrible frigate, or, ac- 
cording to others, of the Falcon : being ordered for the 
Mediterranean he there moft unhaopily put a period to 
his own exiftence, by (hooting himfelf, on the 2d of Oc- 
tober 1708* The caufe of this rafli adlion is not even 
fuggefted. 

MEADE, Samuel,— entered into the navy very foon 
after the revolution, and was, as early as the year 1692, 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Prince of Orange, of 
forty-fix guns. We know nothing farther concerning 
him till his appointment, on the 20tn of September 1708, 
to be captain of the Sweepftakes, a frigate of thirty-two 
guns, in this fhip he had the misfortune to be captured 
in the month of April 1709. He is faid, by Campbell, 
to have fallen a prize to two very large privateers, each of 
which were of force far fuperior to that commanded by 
Mr. Mead, neVerthekfs his condu£): vfas deemed fo re- 
preheniible by the CQurt-martial, convened for the pur«< 
poile of en^sing into the above accident, that he was 
fentenced to be difmiffed the fervice. This decifion was 
afterwai«IS| however, thought fo rigid, that he was rein- 
iiated in file fervSce, and appointed to taKe rank as a poft 
ca^ptain from the 13th of February 17 13, on which day he 
wascommiffionedr to command the Succefs frigate. No 
oth,or partictiiars relative to him are knows, except that 
he died fome time in the jrear 1725. 

MiGHELS, John, -^ might be fuppofed, from th« 
ikmUtttde of fo extraordinary a name, to have been a re- 
lative or dcfcendant from vice-admiral James Migheli, 
who has been already noticed. This does not, howeveft 
appear to have been the cafe'; and we have no informa* 
tion whatever relative to this gentleman, till we find him, 
on the jrft of March 1708, appointed captain of tho 
Chichefter. He was fliortly afterwards removed into the 
Medway, a fourth rate, a ihip ftationed as a crui&r in thtf 
Irifii Ghftnnd> where he had the good fortune to captufe 
a large French privateer, mounting upwards of thivtf 
gUfls« This is tlie moft confequential mention we SdA 
made of kim for fome years, &r it h v«ry fingular wf

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never meet with him as commander of any (hip, in any of 
thbfe fleets fo frequently equipped during tne reign of 
George I. In the month ot November 1733 ^^ ^^^ ^P" 
pointed cafptain of the Hampton Court, a third rate of 
Icventy guns ; in which (hip he continued two or three 
years. This appears to have been his laft command ; and 
we fuppofe him, after he quitted it, to have retired from 
the fervice on a pendon. 

NICHOLS, George, — was, on Nov. 17, 1708, ap- 
pointed captain of the Arrogant, a (hip of fixty guns, taken^- . 
in 1705, at Gibraltar by the fquadron under fir J. Leake. 
Captain Nichols was n©t fortunate enough to enjoy his 
promotion, the Arrogant foundering at (ea on the 5th of 
January 1709, the captain, and we believe the whole of 
the crew peri(hing with hef. 

OGLE, Sir Chaloner,— was the defcendant of a very 
ancient and refpe£lable family long fettled in the county 
of Northumberland. This gentleman was firft appointed 
a captain in the navy on the i^-th of March 1708, he 
being then promoted from the Wolf (loop of war to the 
Tartar frigate. Many years pa(red on without his having 
been fortunate enough to meet with a fingte opportunity 
of di(lingui(hing himfelf. He continued captain of the 
Tartar during the remainder of the war, (Rationed prin- 
cipally in the Mediterrar^ean, wliere he had the good for- 
tune to take one or two very valuable prizes, by whic^h, 
if he did not acquire fame, he had at leaft the fatisfa£bion 
of acquiring wealth. Some time after the acce(fion of 
Cjeorge the r irft, he was appointed to the Worcefter, a 
fourth rate of (ifty guns, one of the fleet ordered for the ' 
Baltic in the year 1717 ; but the circumftance which firft 
eftablifhed his reputation was the capture of Roberts the 
pirate, together with his whole fquadron, in the month of 
April 1722. > 

Captain Ogle at that time commanded the Swallow, a 
fourth rate, and was cruifing off the coaft of Africa in 
jGearch of the pirates, when he received intelligence 
Ihey Were in a bay clofe to Cape Lopez. Captain 
O^c. immediately took every method ^po(fible to difgui(e 
li't5 (hip, fo that it might pafs on his defperate antagonifts 
for a merchant veflfel. On (landing in for the (hore he- 
difcovered the (hips he was in queft of, the latgeft being 
ihat commanded bytRoberts himfelf, mounting forty 
:.,;.i . ' guns; 
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giiris; and the fm^lleft, carrying twenty -four, were lying, 
high up in the bay, on thft heely cleaning; their bottoms; - 
Captain Ogle's ftratagem was fo completely executed tlrat 
the ^fiiratcs ivfcre deceived into a belief that the Swallow 
was an tiharmed (hip, or at moft a Viflel of inconficerabl<5 
force. RobertF, the commander-in-chief, made a fignal 
for the only (hip which was in a condition for immediate 
fervice to flip his cable and run out after the Swallow. 
This mounted thirty-two guns^ and was commanded 
by one Skyrmj a ihart of nluch rcfoliition and intrepidity. ' 
Captain Ogle preteftded to fly, and, in (hort, conduced - 
hlmfelf through the whole of this difficult bufinefs with fa ^ 
much fpccious timidity, that he decoyed the pirate to a' 
diftancfe at which the report of the guns could not be heard 
by his comrades. He then tacked upon his antagonift 
afid brought him quickly to aftion ; but although Sk)rrrti 
himfelf was wounded by the firft broadfide, fnch was ih6 
defperation with which his people fought, well knowing 
the ignominious death which awaited them if taken, that 
thetr did n6t furrender till after an aSion of an hour and 
an half's continuance. 

Captain Ogle, after having taken poffeflion of his prize, 
hoifted the piratical colours over thofe of the king, and 
returned to the bay, where he had left Roberts and his* 
companion. Thefe having in the interim righted their 
ihfps, and being deceived by the plaufible appearance of 
fuccefs Which Mr. Ogle's deception had flattered them 
with the hope of, immediately ftood out of the bay, 
thinking to congratulate their companion on his conquefl^ 
Their joy, however, was of very fhort duration^ for tbo^ 
Swallow, bringing their fhips to adion, captured them 
both, after a copteft of two hours continuance, in which 
Roberts himfelf was killed. The three prizes were car- 
ried into St. Thomas's, and the prifoners to Cape Coaft 
Caftle, where they were tried. Seventy-four received- 
fentence of death, of which number fifty-two were 
cxecuted,the greater part of them being afterwards hanged 
in chains along the coaft, as 2L terror to future depredators: 
of the fame clafs. * 

This fuccefs, with its fcveraljponting^nt circomftances, 
redounded fo much to t^^^n^it of captain Ogle, thiat^ 
immediately on his retern'to England, he reived the 
hoAoor of knighthood. But we do n6t agai& find him in 
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any command till the year 1729, when he commanded 
the Biirfordy of feventy guns, one ef the fleet which ren- 
dezvoufed at Spithead under the command of fir Charles 
Wager ; as he did, in 173 1 9 the Edinbutgh, alfo a feventy 

Sn (hip, one of the fleet -fent to the Mediterranean under 
Charles Wager. After this time we find no parti- 
cular mention made of him till his promotion, on the 
lith of July 1739, to fee rear-admiral of the blue. A 
rupture with Spain was then daily expeded, and fir Chaf'^r 
Toner, having hoifted his flag on board the Augufla, was 
ordered for Gibrahar with a fquadroiY of twefve lhips» 

Saving orders either to adt feparately, or to put 
imfelf under the command of Mr. Haddock,- who was 
already in the Mediterranean with a fl:out fquadron, as 
circumftances (hould arife.' After his return from the 
Mediterranean, where no occurrence worth relating took 
pface, he was appointed third in command of the fleet 
under fir John Norris, which was fent out for a fhort 
crtiife, during the latter part of the fiimmer, in the year 
1741. On his return into port he was ordered to take 
upon him the command of the fleet and convoy deftined 
for the Weft Indfes, as a reinforcement to Mr. Vernon, 
and intended to efFeft rfie complete conqueft of all the Spa- 
nifli fettlements there. Having removed" his flag from the 
Shrewfbury, of eighty guns, to the Ruflfel of the fame riite, 
he failed from Spithead on the 26th of OSober with a 
fleet confifting of twenty-four (hips of the line*, one of

liundred and fifty tranfports. They had fcarcely cleared 
the Lands End tvheh tney were overtaken by a dreadfttl 
gale of wind, *t circumftance which alarmed the whole 
nation for Aeir fafo^; but thozigh they did not perfeZHy 
cicape yeithout injury, they fuftained much lefs danoa^ 
jlh^n could jeafonably nave b^en expefted, one of fhe {hif$ 
ef waribein^ die omy vneflcl forcw back, the tranfportiy 
though fome of them were ratiierih a crippled ftate, pu)j* 
iuing their voyage to Jama^ica, where, after having vratefttt 
at the neutral ifland of Dominica, they arrived, without fij^- 
fher accident, on the 9th of January x 741 -2.

After the return of Mr. Venxoa to Europe, £r Chaloner, 
who was, on the 9th of Aogoft 1743* procnoted to he 
vice-admiral of the bhse, and on the 7th of December 
fcAlo^iog to be rice-admiral of the white, was left com- 
OUnder'in-cbief on the Jamaica ftation ; and government 
being fsr.fible of the diudrantages which had att ended a 
dirliion of command between land and fea officers, en- 
deavoured to remedj the inconvenience in future, b]r giving 
the zdmml an abfolute audiority over the marines, or 
any other foldiers that mig|kt be embarked on board the 
fleet* His conduA gj:ve the moft univerial (atisfa^ion,^ 
for a private letter, dated at Port Royal, April the 29th, 
T744, beftowsthe following encominm on turn. ** The 
fiMiabitants of this ifland begin to recover their fpirits ; 
the lofs of admiral Vernon is in great meafurp compen- 
fated for by the vigilance and good condud of fir Chaloner 
Ogle." C5n the 19th of June 1744, he was advanced to 
be admiral of the blue. He remained in the Weft Indies 
till the following- year ; but neither the Spaniards nor the 
French havine any naval force for him to contend with, 
9nd he himfeli having peither a land force fufficient to 
fupport^ nor inftnioLions to undertake any enterprife 
aj^ind their fettlements, the whole of the period, during 
tvnich he was cotmnander-ii^ -chief on the above flation, 
was confumed merely in cruifing for the protedion of 
commerce, if we q;ccept the unfortunate attacks made, i|i 
1743, on the harbours of La Guira and Porto Cavallo by 
commodons Knowles, an account of which will be found 
particularly given in the life of that gentleman. 

He arrived^. Spithead early In the n^onth pf June in 
the Cumberl^lf ^^^^ three other two- decked fliips and 
a fmall convoy of^lrr&haif^^veflels. In the month of 
September he was appointed prefident of the court-martial 
iflembled on board the London, in the river Medway, for 
the; trials of the admirals Mathews and Leftock, vrith the 
captains and other officers, aeainft whoni diiferent charges 
were inade relative to the mi/carriage in the adion oflFToyr 
Ion. He continued to hold this ftation only till the conclu- 
* fion of the trials of the lieutenants and captains. The court 
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-was afterwards removed to Deptford, and fir Qialoner 
Ogle was fucceeded by rear-admiral Mayne. He does 
not ever appear to have either gone to fea, or concerned 
himfelf with public life after this time. He was, on July 
15, 1747, advanced to be admiral of the whit€ fquadron^ 
and to the (lill higher rank of admiral of the fleet, on tbe 
loth of July 1749. The latter advancement he did not 
long enjoy, dying fome time in the year 1750. 

PERCY, or PIERCY, Francis, — was, in the ye;rr 
1706, appointed commander of the firebrand firefliip^ 
On his return from the Mediteri^nean with fir Cloudcflev* 
S.hovel, in the month of Odlober 1707, he had the mil- 
fortune to be involved In t^ fame icalamity with, 
bis admiral. Jar as the lofs of the ihip he com«- 
manded. He was, howeypr, fortunate enough to, 
prefenre his own life^ together with thofe of pstxt of his 
crew, w'hichf together with the captain, got to the (hore i.n 
the .boat.; and (iye others faved themfelves on a p^rt of the 
wreck. On the 1 2th of February 1 708, he was appointed 
captain of ^e Winchelfea. We caji find no icextain proof 
of his having held any command after this tune till th^ 
year 1718, when he commanded"the Wiodfor^ one of the 
fialtic (quadron^ Jn 1 727 * he was appointed to the Med* 
way, of fixty guns, one of ^he fquadroji alfo defigncd for the 
Baltic under fir J. Norris; as he was, in the month of De- 
cember 1733, to the Torbay, of eighty guns, one of the 
fhips ordered to be equipped in confequence of an appre<» 
henfion t^t the flames of war^ which then appeared to be 
fpreading over Europe, might ultimately extend to Britain ' 
itfelf. We have not been able to procure any farther 
information relative to this gentleman^ except that we 
jbelieve him to have retired from the fcrvice foon, if not 
immediately after he quitted the Torbay ; and that he died' 
in England on the i6th of February I740-I,-. *•? 

RAMSEY, George,— entered into vhp navv foon after 
the revolution 1^ and, in 1692, was appointed iqcond lieu- 
tenant of the Hampton Court. We hear nothing farther 

* This deficiency arifes merely from the dificuhy of procuring 
private biographical memoirs, and the little attention paid by bifto* 
ruuu to charaderi who have been uqjtbrtMnately deftitutc of an op* 
portunity of bringing them To far forward into popular notice as to, 
excite and even demand attention. We have no 4oubt but tb^' 
captain Percy had feveral iDtermeditte appotntmlnts of which wo' 
teve ao knowledjie* 
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concerning him till he was, on the nth of Oftobcr 1708, 
appointed capuin of the EMamond. No other notice is 
taken of him in the fervice, except that be was-fined fix 
months pay by the fentence of a court-maitialy held on 
bim in tnc river Thames on the 12th of December 17 10, 
for ill-treatment of his crew. By a fubfequent court- 
martial, faid to have been held on the 22d of the fame 
month, he was fined a farther fum, alfo equivalent to fix 
months pay, for running away from the enemy. No 
other notice is taken of him except that he is faid to have 
dkdon the nth of Au^ft 1717. 

ROBINSON, Sir fancred, — was the defcendant of % 
very refpeSable family which fettled at York in the reign 
of queen Elizabeth. William Robinfon, who is the firft 
perfon we find noticed, was a Hamborough merchant ; 
and, after having refided for feveral years at Hamborough, 
Lubeck, and other Hans Towns, came over to England* 
was twice chofen lord mayor of the city of York, and 
reprefented it in Parliament during two fefSons. His 
great-grandfon, William Robinfon, was created a baronet 
m the firft year of William and Mary. Sir Tancred was 
the (ecotid fon of William above-mentioned, and Mary, 
daughter of George Aiflabic, in the county of York, efq. 
Having betaken himfelf to a naval life, he was, on the 
8th of January 1708, after having pafled through the 
necefTary fubordinate ilations, appointed captain of the 
Gofport. No farther mention is made of his having held 
any naval command till the year I7i7> when we find bim 
captain of the Dreadnought, of fixty guns, one of the 
fhips ordered for the Baltic under fir Xjeerge Byng, but 
which, it is believed, never proceeded thither. In the 
fpllowing year he ferved the pflfice of lord mayor of York ; 
and he does not appear to have held any other naval com- 
miffi>n till the month of, December 1733, .when he 
was made captain of the Kent. 

He was promoted to be rear-admiral of the blue fqua- 
dcOfi on the 2d of March 1735, and rear-admiral of the 
^phke on the i ith of July 1739. Mfi refigned the fervice 
^(together in the year 1741. By the death of his dder 
brother, fif Metcalf Robinfon, who fttrvivcd his fiither 
oply four i^ysy and died on the 26th of peceml>er.i736,

Suitted ih^ fervice, as already mentioned^ not dying tiQ 
le 2d of September 175+. 

ROWZIER, Ridiard,— waE, on the 2d of Oaober 
1708, appointed captain of the Falcon. This genljcman 
estperiences a fate f9 commpn to a number of his brave 
cotemporanes, that we du~ not find any particular mention 
made of him till the year 1718, when he commanded the 
Eilex of fcventy giins, one of the fleet, under the command 
of fir George Byng, which defeated that of Spain in the 
memorable engagement off Cape Paffaro. He behaved 
hjmfelf with very great gallantry, and had the good fonap^ 
to capture the Juno, a (hip of forty guns. In 1729 wefitid 
him captain of the PortJand, of fifty gjins; in which fhip 
he continued feveral years, annually attacfied fo the differ- 
ent fleets which were equipped and coUefted, but which 
aifo appear never to have gone to fea during the perio^ 
alluded to, except in the year 1731, when lir Charies 
Wager was ordered for the Mediterranean, to inveft 
the Infant Don Carlos with his newly bequeathed 
territory. 'Tis moft probable he retired from the fervicd 
Ibon after his return, as he never attained the rank of a 
flag(dTicer, anddidnot die till the iithef January 1744-5, 
at which time there were many to whom he was feniM 
on the lift of captains, who had been for fomc years pre- 
vious to that lime promoted to the rank of flag officers, 

ROYDHOUSE, Jofiah,— is known only as having 
been appointed captain of the Elephant itorefhip on the 
14th of June 1708. He died fome time in the courfe of 
the year 1709- 

SAMSON, or SAMPSON, Michael,— was, as it is 
fuppofed, (he grandfon of rear-admiral Samfon, who fell 
in the memorabie engagement with the Dutch fleet in the 
year 1666. He was made a lieutenant before the conclu- 
lion of the war with France in the reign of king William, 
and in the year 1706 was made commander of the Phoenix 
'refhip. He returned from the Mediterranean in the 
following year with fir Cloudedey Shovel, and was at pne 
and the iame time both unhappy and fortunate ; he had 
the misfortune to ftrike on the fliore at the time his ad- 
miral was loll, and was afterwards fo fuccefsl'ul as to fave 
9 
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|iot only the crew bat even the veflel itfelf. On the I4^h 
4if JanusLiy 1708, he was pnxnoted to the command of the 
JLyme frigate. Nothing farther is known of him, except 
that he died in England on the 3d of November 171 1, 
beii^ at that time captain of a fixty gun (hip called the 
Moor. 

STUDELY, Roberty — had entered into the navy be- 
iore the revolution. In 1692 he was appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Eorefight. We hear nothing more of 
^im till his promotion, on the nth of February 1708, to 
be captain^of the Experiment. In this veflel he did not 
long continue, being advanced, in the month of Novem- 
J>er following, to the command of the Norwich, a fourth 
fate. We find no other mention made of him during 
^e reign of que^n Anne, otherwife than as having been 
£MxaGonalIy employed in convoying fleets of coafting 
veflels from port to pc^it, or to and from Ireland. After 
ihe.acceffion of George the Firfl, he was made captain of 
iJije Weymouth, of fifty guns, and fent, in the year 1 7 159 
to the Baltic under fir John Norris. He held no cond- 
inifSon after this; but being at an advanced age, not> 
having been promoted to the rank of captain till very late 
in life, and having lofl his fight, he, immediately after his 
^turn, retired from the fervice on a penfion as a fuper-^ 
amiuated commander of a fourth rate. He died on the 
a3dof Augufl 1 71 7. 
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
